mXRODUCTION. 

About 1878 an aged, but neat and intelligent man, w^b gentle- 
manly appearance, and an entertaining conversationalist, appeared 
at my door and asked if a tramp could have the privilege of using 
bis own material and take a shave and change clothes. The request 
was granted, and when redressed he presented a remarkably fine ap- 
Clearance; and *on learning my name he began quoting poems from 
the works of Captain Alexandei Montgomery's works. He was quite 
an elocutionist, and after reciting several pieces politely left us by 
bidding us adieu by a wave of the hand and passed on. I had been 
interested in these poems before, but this increased my desire to 
know more of the man who wrote them. This was really the first 
beginning of my researches into the history of the Mcntgcmery 
family. 

About this time Hon. J. W. Montgomery, an uncle of mine, dic- 
tated to me a partial genealogy of the Montgomerys in south-western 
Indiana, who had settled here in 1806-11-14. 

Also a Mr. Al. Barclay, of Evansville, Ind., and Mr. Marshall 
Mauck, a school-teacher in the neighborhood, called on me about this 
time. Mr. Barclay, in our conversation, referred to the honorable 
record the Montgomery family had made in the world's history. He 
mentioned the history of Normandy, which work I soon consulted, 
which gave much information of which I had known little before. 

Later on, about 1892, Mr. Arthur Hudelson, an educated and 
very brilliant young man of OwensvilJe, Ind.. but at that time a re- 
porter on one of the great daily papers of Chicago, 111., while in the 
Cook County Library of Chicago, saw the history of the Montgomery 
family published in 1863 by Thomas H. Montgomery, of Philadel- 
phia, and very thoughtfully notified me of his find. It is proper to 
state here that it is probable that this work is in all the libraries of 
most of the large cities in the United States. ' There are many libra- 
ries in which it is not found, and as genealogical history has been so 
much neglected during the last two hundred years, but few people 
were interested suflSciently to look after such works to any great ex- 
tent. 
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After learning of this work, I set about trying to find a copy to 
purchase. In the meantime, Jessie, daughter of Dr. T. J. Mont- 
gomery of Owensviile, Ind., and wife of Hon. Woodfin D. Bobinson, 
Judge of the Appellate Court, Indianapolis, Ind., had become inter- 
ested in family genealogies and sought information from the writer 
on this question. He told her of the work at Chicago and of the two 
copies ita the National Library at Washington, D. C. 

Not long after this, or about 1898, Mr. and Mrs. Robinson made 
a visit to Washington, and consulted the work of Thomas H. Mont- 
gomery in the National Library, and were so much interested that 
they sought, found and purchased a copy from a dealer in second- 
hand books, and tried to find a copy for the writer, but did not suc- 
ceed. While there are quite a number of these books in existence, 
they are not easily found. In reply to my inquiries parties said that 
they had not seen a copy for ten years, notwithstanding they had 
had many calls for them. 

Finally, in 1900, through the kindness of Mr. ])ransfield, Secre- 
tary of the New Harmony Library, New Harmony, Ind., I obtained 
a copy. Since then I have seen other copies ; one in the library of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, and one in the library of Judge H. P. Montgom- 
ery, of Georgetown, Ky. By December of the year 1900 I secured 
a copy of the Montgomery Manuscript from the Robert Clark Co., 
Cincinnati, Ohio, by W^illiam Montgomery, published in Belfast, 
1830, and is a book of 472 pages, with copious notes. 



PREVIOUS HISTORIES. 

The histories principally devoted to the Montgomery family are 
as follows: Note 5, page 2, Montgomoiy's MS., says— ** It is sup- 
posed that there had existed at Egliutou Castle a MS. acccount of 
the Montgomery family in Scotland, which was destroyed when tbat 
old pile was burnt by the Cunninghams in 1528." Therefore the 
work of William Montgomery, written between 1H98 and 1704, is the 
earliest existing attempt to illustrate the family history, and it is es- 
pecially valuable because treating of persons who came within the 
reach of his personal knowledge and events that had occurred during 
the period of his own life. Since these memoirs were wiitten the fol- 
lowing compilations have been made, intended by their authors 
chiefly to illustrate the genealogical history of the Montgomerys; 

1. Hugh Montgomery, of Broomslands, in the parish of Irvin, 
compiled, prior to the year 1760, what is known as the Broomlands 
Manuscript, containing records of the Montgomery family from an 
early period. The author of this work, which is still in manuscript^ 
died in 1766, aged eighty years. 
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2. John Hamilton Montgcmery of BarDahill, in the county of 
Ayr, who was a captain in the 76th Begiment, wrote a genealogy of 
the family of the Montgomerys compiled from various authorities, 
whicn also remains in manuscript. Patterson's account of the par- 
ishes and families of Ayrshire, Vol. 11, page 225, note 8. Mrs. R 
G. S. Beilly printed for private circulation in 1842 a genealogical his- 
tory of the family of Montgomerys comprising the lines of Eglinton 
and Braidstane in Scotland, and Mt. Alexander and Grey -Abbey in 
Ireland. This lady was the daughter of the Bev. Hugh Montgomery 
of Bosemount, who died in 1815, and a descendant through John of 
Gransheogh, in common with the author of the Montgcmery Manu- 
script in the Braidstane line. 

4. William Anderson printed at Edinburgh, in 1858, a genea- 
logical account of the family of Montgomerie, formerly of Brigend 
of Doon Ayrshire, lineal representative of the ancient and noble fam- 
ilies of Eglinton and Lyle. This account commences only with the 
beginning of the sixteenth century. 

5. James Eraser published at Edinburgh, in 1859, two volumes, 
quarto, entitled Memorials of the Montgomeries, Earls of Eglinton. 
This is a most valuable work, principally because in it are printed 
many original letters, charters and marriage contracts. The letters 
contain much important information on public as well as family 
affairs between the years 1170 and 1728. 

6. Thomas Harrison Montgomery published at Philadelphia, 
in 1863, a genealogical history of the Montgomerys, including Mont- 
gomery pedigree — a work which contains much information respect- 
ing the families of the surname who emigrated to the United States. 

. In his preface the author says, **Many years ago my attention 
was drawn to the examination of records and doings of the genera- 
tions of Montgomerys immediately preceding that one which came 
to America. This was due chiefly to the peruEal of documents and 
papers brought from Scotland to this country by the first one of the 
family who crossed the ocean. William Montgcmery, of Brigend, 
now more than one hundred and sixty years ago, or in 1702, came 
with his wife and children and settled in the province of East New 
Jersey, on the lands of his father-in-law, who was one of its largest 
proprietors. He brought with much care many valuable manu- 
scripts relating to his ancestry, the majority of which are preserved 
by ijis representatives at this day; many are undoubtedly missisg, 
as no special attention seemed to be paid to their preservation by his 
descendants until within the last thirty years." This author is in 
error when he supposes that William Montgcmery of Brigend, who 
settled in East New Jersey in 1702, to have been the first to cross the 
ocean, as will be seen later on in this work, pointed out by Judge H. 
P. Montgomery, and elsewhere. Others were here as early as 1666. 
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The last mentioned author. Thomas Harrison Montgomery, was 
born in Philadelphia, Penn., Feb. 23. 1830, and is now (1902) living 
in that city. I have had considerable correspondence with him, and 
have found him to be an obliging and willing helper in this work. 
So far as the author treats of th« Montgomerys in America his re- 
marks relate principally to those in and east of Pennsylvania. How- 
ever, he mentions others in several of the western states ; mentions? 
those in Noddaway and Andrews counties, Missouri, and those in 
Macoupin county, Illinois, and some in Virginia; but of that vast 
number that settled in Missouri, North Carolina, Kentucky, Ohio, 
Indiana, South Carolina. Qeorgia, Tennessee, Mississippi, and 
other states, he knew absolutely nothing. But I have understood 
that his sons contemplate re-publishing his valuable work with much 
valuable additional information. We shall anxiously await this im- 
portant work. 

Then Professor Prank Montg'omery, of Garnville, Ohio, now of 
Davenport, Iowa, has given us an admirable account of the Mont- 
gomerys and Somervilles ** who emigrated to America from Ireland, 
in the opening years of the 19th century" and settled in Virginia, 
subsequently moving to Ohio. That part of the above work which re- 
fers to the Montgomerys will appear in this work and will prove in- 
teresting to all its readers. 

Then one among the most important documents of traditional 
information, nearly all of which has been substantiated by historical 
facts, is the Notes taken by Mrs. Clara Montgomery White, of 
Chicago, 111., given out by her father, Commodore J. Ed. Montgom- 
ery. Mrs. White jotted down these notes for her own satisfaction 
as they were repeatedly told her by her father, who had received 
them from his grandfather, Robert Montgomery, who was also the 
grandfather of Judge H. P. Montgomery, of Georgetown, Ky. 
These notes were p\it (»n a printed sheet for the satisfaction of the 
immediate family of Commodore Montgomery, and they have proved 
of inestimable value to that host of relatives in the South and West. 
Clearly established, as will be seen in this work, a chain of relation- 
ship runs back to at least 1666 in America. The relatives have all 
vied with each other to see who could do the most favors in furnish- 
ing the necessary material for this work, for which I am truly grate- 
ful, and with out which the work could not have been accomplished. 

I must not fail to mention others who have rendered especial 
services in this work, and without whose services the work would 
have been much less interesting than it is. Judge H. P. Montgom* 
ery, of Georgetown, Ky., whose picture and a sketch of his busy life 

appear on page (see index), has proven himself a worker indeed, 

as his sketch furnished with 1620 names will abundantly show. 

Then W. G. Montgomery, of Birmingham, Ala., of whom I 
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learned through Judge Montgomery, by the loan of books and per- 
sonal work, has done much to advance the work. He is connected 
with the Montgomery-Houston family. 

Then Frank S. Montgomery, . whose skecth and picture appear 
on i)age (see index), is unexcelled in finding and obtaining ma- 
terial from the isolated branches of Montgomerys scattered all over 
the United States, Canada and elsewhere, as this work will sliow. 

Then Bishop Montgomery, of Los Angeles, California, and many 
others,"^ as their letters will show, have rendered valuable services. 

Then comes Honorable Sylvester Benson, of Owensville. lud., 
the ex -county commissioner of Gibson County, and large land owner 
of Montgomery Township, born July 10, 1823, and raised among 
the older Montgomerys and lives among the younger ones, and who 
knows more of the Montgomerys here than we know of ourselves. 
Therefore he has enabled us to do what could not possibly have 
otherwise been done. With his assistance and the little manuscript 
left by Hon. J. W. Montgomery and one left by John D. Mounts 
are the bases from which the work here in south-western Indiana 
have been compiled. 

Then Dr. Belton Laudrum of Campobelo, South Carolina, gives 
an excellent account of the M )ntgomdrys in South Carolina. The 
Doctor is a descendant of the Montgomerys^ and an author of note. 

Col. Wm. Cockrum, of Oakland City, Ind., has assisted me very 
materially in lending me books and with personal recollections. 

Then I received much valuable information by consulting au- 
thorities in the city library of Cincinnati, Ohio, in Novemljer, 1900, 
for which credit is given by mentioned authors consulted as such 
material is quoted in this work. 

Honorable James A. Hemenway, Congressman from the first 
congressional istrict, in Indiana, rendered, me valuable service in 
the way of looking up the records concerning the revolutionary ser- 
vices of the Montgomerys. 

William H. Montgomery and daughter, Clara Nicholson, of Or- 
leans, Ind., also the history of Gibson County, published in 1889, 
helped me considerably. 

G. S. Montgomery wrote a history of the Montgomery family, 
but I do not know when or where. It is mentioned in some of the 
genealogical references, I believe in Munsel & Son, of Albany, N.Y., 
who make a specialty of genealogical work. 

Col. P. O. Montgomery and Brig. Gen. George Montgomery, 
both wrote manuscript histories of the Montgomerys in the nine- 
teenth century, but 1 have not seen them. 

I also wish to call your attention to that part of this work fur- 
nished by Mrs. Jasper Cobb, of Greensburg, Ind., and Mrs. Welch, 
ol Jjnesville, Va. Also to that by Miss M. L. Montgomery, of Me- 
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ridi'dD, Miss., Col. Wm. Mont^cmery, of Edwardsville, Miss., and 
the Hon. M. A. Montgomery, of Oxford, Miss. And to all others 
who have furnished sketches. ^ 

With all these helps I feel my inability for the work before me, 
and the main inducement for continuing in it is to at least place on 
record material that has been collected at much sacrifice of time, la- 
bor and expense, that if not recorded now may be entirely lost. It 
would be a great satisfaction to many of those writing to me to be 
able to find just a few statements concerning their ancestors who first 
came to America. In many cases this cannot be done. However, a 
work of this kind will preserve much of interest for our descendants. 

Further, I refer the reader to The ** Dictionary of National Biog- 
raphy,'* Vol. 38, pages 299-326, inclusive. Letters M. I. L., and M. 
O. R. Published by McMillin & Co., New York. This gives a re- 
markably fine account of the Scotch-Irish branch of Montgomerys. 

The following other works have been consulted : Chambers Cy- 
clopedia, Wheeler, N. C. ; Collins, Ky. Green's Historic Families 
of Kentucky. Heraldic Eeview, Botson, Mass. History, Augusta 
County, Va.

I have also made liberal quotations from a work published by W.

Mr. Smith informs me that this work is now undergoing a revision 
for a second edition. 



CHAPTER I. ' 



ORIGIN OF THE NAME MONTGOMERY. 

We cannot learn definitely the origin of the name Montgomery 
— nor do we know certainly in what country the name originated. It 
was a prominent and well-known name in French Normanda, in the 
ninth century, but there are strong evidences that the name and 
family were in existence man^r centuries before this, and probably 
may have originated in iDauemark or Swedland. See the Montgom* 
ery Manuscripts, page 447, note 20. 

Mr. Thomas Montgomery, of Philadelphia, in his history of the 
family of Montgomerys, gives quite an exhaustive account of this 
matter on pages 10 and 11 of his work, which we here insert for the 
benefit of those who are interested in this matter: 

**The derivation of the name Montgomery can be but a matter of 
conjecture. It is suggested, however, by a writer who has made the 
derivation of proper names a study, to be a corruption of the Latin — 
• Mons Goraeris* — Gomer's Mount. Gomer, the son of Japhet, be- 
ing the hereditarv name of the Gauls. There was more than one lo- 
calitv in Europe bearing this designation. Eustice. in his 'Classi- 
cal I'our,' mentions that not far from Loretto in Italy is a lofty hill 
called ** Monte Gomero,' which was the ancient 'cumerium promonto- 
rium' ; and it is quite p.^ssible that a locality bearing a similar des- 
ignation in Menstro, embraced within the hereditary estates of one 
family, should have conferred its name on its lords. This view of 
its derivation is confirmed by the name *Mons Gomer ici,' being 
equally with * Montgomery* applied by the English to the town in 
\Vale«?, subr.eauently named after Koger-De-Montgomerie, whose 
property it haa l^ecome. The spelling of the name has been various. 
Montgomeri' and 'Mundgumbrie' were the most frequently used by 
the earlier generations, but later *Montgomerie' was employed alto- 
gether, until within a century, when many of the branclies substi- 
tuted * Montgomery' for that having the terminal *ie.* " 

The Montgomery Manuscript, speaKing more fully on this qdes- 
tion, says: 

** Other instances of other divers ways, to the purpose aforesaid 
(that of keeping up surnames) 1 willingly pass over; because the 
premises are foreign to my intended design, which is not general, 
but special. And it being without my reach to ascertain whence the 
origin of the Montgomerys in the province of Normandy, is deduced 
as beinsT a stranger to the records of the Count of that surname may 
liave, and to what the French Histories, except Du-serres, de Girard 
and others as heralds, may mention thereof, viz: Whether the fam- 
ily are native Gauls and homologized in their style, with the Nor- 
mans; or come in with them into that countrv, now called Normandy, 
from the Colony, who, transmigrating from the north part, perchance, 
of Denmark or Sweedland, seated themselves there. I must lay this 
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matter aside and Dot debate nor determiue it: being totally ignorant 
thereof. But what I have read of the surname in France' shall be 
remembered after mention hath been made of the Montgomery Fam- 
i.ies in England, Scotland and Ireland. However, for the honor of 
the nation in general, let it be known to all men that there is at this 
day the title of a Count or Earl — the dignity is all one, though the 
words t)e of divers languages — in Latin called 'Gomes' — in all his 
matters four kingdoms, viz : Ck)unt de Montgomery in France, Earl 
of Montgomery in England, Earl of Eglintou in Scotland, and Earl 
of Mount Alexander in Ireland. The like whereof cannot be truly 
said, Hs I believe, of any other surname in all the world.'' 

As to whether the Montgomeries were originally French or 
Nort hmen — 

''Count Roger Montgomery, who camB to England in the year 
1088, aud not in 1066 as is generally supposed, had a son also named 
R.)ger, who spoke of himself and his father in the act of foundation 
for the Abby of Troarn as follows: 'Ago Rogerus ex Normannis 
Normannns Mngni autem Rogerii filius.' " 

See Fraser's Memorials, vol. 1, page 1. 

In the?e words Montgomery undoubtedly claimed for himself a 
Scandinavian descelit, although Sir Francis Palgrave on the Authority 
of the Monk of Jumieges stoutly contests this point in his history of 
Normandy aud England, Chapter 5. page 28, as follows: He, Roger, 
designated himself as Northmonnus Northmonrium ; but for all prac- 
tical purposes he was a Frenchman of the Frenchmen, though he 
might not like to own it. This ancestral reminiscence must have re- 
sulted from peculiar fancy. No Montgomery possessed or trans- 
mitted any memorials of his Norman progenitors. But thus to set 
aside Count Roger's distinct assertion of his Norman descent some 
evidence would be necessary. 

"The old Scottish minstrf'ls or rhymes were expected to recite 
poems in connection with the surnames of the leading nobility who 
were praised especially for martial exploits." 

"Very few, if indeed any, of the minstrels' chantings on this 
theme now remain. There was published in Glasgow in 1770 a bal- 
lad of the seventeenth century entitled 'Memrables of the Montgom- 
eries,' which appears to have been manufactured from some earlier 
productions, ana may thus be regarded as a representation of what 
was sung by the minstrels respecting certain martial exploits per- 
formed by members of the family. This poem was printed from the 
only copy known to remain, which has been preserved above sixty 
years by the care of Hugh Montgomery, Sr.. at Egliuton, long one 
of the factors of the family of E^linton." 

'It was reprinted inl822; the author represents the founder of 
the family to have been a noble Roman and the family name to have 
been derived from 'Gomericus,' a mountain in Italy. From this 
original seat a descendant came to France, where another branch was 
founded, which flourished for the long F]/aoe of six centuries. The 
representatives of this branch came to England with William the 
Conqueror, and so mightily distinguished himself at the battle of 
Hastings that" this rhyme was recited in his honor: 
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r "Earl floger — then the greatest man 

Next to the King, was thought; 
And nothing that he could desire 

But it to him was brought. 
Montgomery town, Montgomery shire, 

And Earl of Shrewsberie. 
Arundale do show this man 

Of gandeurfuUtobe." 

A grandson of Earl Boger, named Philip, settled and was the 
founder of the Scottish house — 

** Where many ages they did live, 

By king and country loved 
As men of valor and renown 

Who were with honor moved 
To shun no hazard when they could 

To either service do. 
Thus did they live, thus did they spend 

Their blood and money too," 

Now this Earl Roger came into England with William the Con- 
queror in 1068, and Philip was bom 1101. 

Although the family was not known in Normandy before the 
conquest of that province by Balo of Hrolf, the Granger, it may have 
come there in some previous invasion from the North, a supposition 
rendered highly probable by the readiness even the delight, with 
which the Montgomerys evidently welcomed the coming of Hrolf. 
The facts, too, of the Montgomerys having retained their landed 
possessions undisturbed by the northern conquerors, and of their 
soon having formed marriage alliances with the family of Hrolf, 
lead to the same conclusion. 

Professor Lee-Hericher, of the College of Avranches, referring 
to jRoger Montgomery's statement above mentioned, remarks that 
from it **we can see that if the language of the Scandinavians was 
then forgotten in Normandy the pride of the race was not. " — See 
Ulster Journal of Archaeology, vol. 9, page 293. The reader can ex- 
amine these evidences and decide for himself whether the Montgom- 
erys were of French, Italian or Scandinavian descent. The above 
evidence is recorded in the Montgomery Manuscripts, note 20, pages 
447-8; note 111, pages 148-9. 

The Montgomery Manuscript, page 446, speaking of surnames 
that have passed into oblivion forever, and changes of one kind or 
another, says that !^he name of Montgomery is among the exceptions 
and still remains and exists in an unbroken connection. We here in- 
sert a brief account bearing on this subject, written by Frank S. 
Montgomery, of Sheapard, Ohio, of whom we will speak furthei 
hereafter : 
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THE MONTGOMERY FAMILY. 

"Yves de Bellesine^ Count of Alenooo in Normandy, who died in 
944, is the first person of whom there is historical trace who bore the 
name of Montfsromery. The family was, next to thn King's, the most 
powerful in Normandy. (See page 543 of Vol. XVll, Encyclopedia 
Brittanica.) All of the Montgomery family throughout the earth are 
without doubt descended from this source. Soger de Montgomery, 
who belonged to this Norman family, Gommanded the vanguard of 
King William's army at Hastings, Oct. 14, 1068, when he conquered 
England, was made an earl, and settled there, his descendants after- 
wards spreading into Scotland and Ireland. The Irish branch was 
very prolific, and most Americans who bear the name are descended 
from some poor relation of Sir Hugh of Newtown. County Down. 
Here is my theory of the meaning of the name. *Mont' is a French 
word meaning mountaiir, while *gom' is Swedish or Danish for the 
word man : hence we have 'mountain man' or man of the mountain. 
As the family had an ancestry of Northmen or Scandinavians, and 
as the Norman language became mingled with the French, as it af- 
terward did with the English and finally ceased to be spoken at all, 
such an origin of the name becomes plausible, although I do not 
claim that there is any pnx)f of the correctness of this theory." 

The Montgomery Manuscript, pages 356-7, quotes from Eraser's 
Memorials, vol. 2. pages 366-7. In speaking of the carelessness in 
spelling the name Montgomery it says : 

**It appears that it has been spelled forty-four different ways 
during the interval between the commencement of the eleventh and 
the close of the seventeenth century, as the following list will show:

Notwithstanding all these changes and this carelessness, you 
can clearly understand that the name is intended for Montgomery, 

Thomas H. Montgomery of Philadelphia, on page 9, says : 

"The earliest records we have of the family of Montgomery 
place its origin in the north of France in the ninth century. Its his- 
tory leads us up from the present through an unbroken sucession of 
ten centuries in length to the first known of the name, Bo^er de 
Montgomerie, who was Count of Montgomerie before the coming of 
Rollo in 912. A native of Neustrio himself, his ancestors were prob» 
ably for many generations back natives of that province which, when 
conquered by the Northmen, was afterwards known as Normandy." 

Mr. Montgomery, above quoted, follows up this statement with 
the succession of the male line with appropriate remarks of history 
and biography in a very condensed and interesting manner. It was 
our object in the outset to have this work of Mr. Montgomery ap- 
pear in full in connection with this book ; but after soine correspon- 
dence with him along this line it was decided otherwise — for the 
reason that Mr. Montgomery and his sons have collected much val- 
uable additional material and contemplate some time in the future 
to re-publish his work. 

Therefore we will quote quite freely from this work, but the 
work itself must be read to be fully appreciated. 

The iirst Roger was succeeded by his son — 

Roger de Montgomery, Count of Montogmerie, the second of 
the name, whose son — 

Roger de Montgomery, Count of Montgomerie, the third of the 
name, was father of — 

1— William ; 

2— Hugh. 

These two brothers are represented as being restless and turbu- 
lent during the minority of Duke William — 
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William de Montgomer j, the fourth Count of Montgomerie. He 
is accused of murdering the High Steward of Normandy and was 
speedily punished for it. 

Hugh de Montgomery, the son of William, was the fifth Count 
of Montgomerie. He married into a very distinguished Norman 
family. They had four children— 

1— Roger; 

2— Robert; 

3— William; 

4 — Gilbert, who was poisoned by drinking a cup prepared for 
another person. 

Roger, first son of Hugh de Montgomerie. became the sixth 
Count of Montgomerie. Thos. H. Montgomery says on page 14 — 

"But little is known of this Roger's history prior to the year 
1048, the date of his first marriage. We gather the story of his Nor- 
man life chiefly from the pages of the Monk of St. Evrault Ordericus 
Vitalis." He says of him that "he was a very prudent and moderate 
man, pious, a great lover of equity, and of discrete and modest 
person." 

"For a long time he had near him three scholars full of prudence 
— Gadebould, Ordelieius and Herbert — whose counsels he followed 
with great advantage." 

It was this Roger de Montgomerie, the sixth Count of Mont- 
gomerie, that successfully led the cavalry charge at Hastings on Oct. 
14, 1068. which gained England for William, who placed great con- 
fidence in Montgomerie and gave him personal instructions just as 
they started into the battle. 

Robert Wace, in his Roman de Rou, relates the following inci- 
dent of Roger's boldness and skill: "The Normans were playing* 
their part well when an English knight came rushing up having iu 
his company one hundred men furnished with various arms. He 
wielded a northern hatchet with the blade a full foot long, and was 
well armed after his manner; being tall, bold and of noble car- 
riage. In the front of the battle, where the Normans thronged most, 
he came bounding on swifter than the stag, many Normans falling 
before him and his company. He rushed straight upon a Norman 
who was armed and riding a war horse, and tried with his hatchet of 
steel to cleave his helmet ; but the blow miscarried and the sharp 
blade glanced down before the saddle-bow, driving through the 
horse's neck down to the ground, so that both horse and master fell 
together to the earth. I know not whether the Englishman struck 
another blow ; but the Normans who saw the blow were astonished 
and about to abandon the assault when Roger de Montgomerie came 
galloping up with his lance set and, heeding not the long-handled 
ax which the Englishman wielded aloof, struck him down and left 
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him stretched ui^on the ground. Then fioger cried out : 'French- 
men, strike! The day is ours!*" — Thomas Montgomery History, 
pages 15 and 16. 

Eoger was well remembered by the king for this hazardous ser- 
vice, and his already large possessions were greatly enlarged; and 
Soger did much after this to strengthen the king's cause. This is 
the Roger referred to in poetry on page 13. 

fioger, the sixth Count of Montgomerie, had by his first wife — 
Mabel — ^iive sons and four daughters: 1 — Kobert, Count of Belesame 
and Alecon; 2 — Hugh de Montgomery, Earl of Shrewsbury; 3— 
fioger of Lancaster; 4 — Philip the Grammarian, who died at the 
siege of Antioch in the first crusade ; 5 — Arnuiph de Montgomery, 
keeper of Pembroke Castle. His daughters were Emma, Abbess of 
Almenesohes, who died on the 4th of March, 1113; 2nd — Matilda, 
wife of Bobert, earl of Morton, half brother of the Conqueror; 3rd — 
Mabel, who married Hugh, lord of Chateauneuf and was alive in 
1131; 4th — Sybil, wife of fiobert Fitz Hamon, lord of Tewkesbury. 
On the death of Mabel, his first wife, Count fioger married Adeliza, 
daughter of Everhard Puiset, by whom he left one son, Everhard, 
who became one of the roya] chaplains, — Montgomery Manuscript, 
page 449, note 22. 

This fioger de Montgomerie, the sixth in succession, is said to 
have been **one of the most powerful and influential nobles at Wil- 
liam's court." 

He married into a very 'Violent and turbulent family, which 
brought him into some serious family feuds," and fiobert, his son. 
the seventh in succes-^ion, seem? to have inherited the good qualities 
of his father and the dangerous qualities of his mother, as his life 
will show. Bobert and hisr brothers, instead of following after his 
father's prudent course, ** boldly supported fiobert, Duke of Nor- 
mandy, in his claims to the throne of England, against Henry." 
"Henry's vengeance against the brothers drove every member of the 
family out of the kingdom, and since then no descendant of the 
name has ever had a foot of the large territories in England or Wales 
over which fioger or his sons exercised lordship. Honor was not 
lost, however, for they lost their estates and titles only in resistance 
to usurpation ; for Henry's claim to the throne of England rested 
but on possession and not on right." 

After this, however, he rebelled against Henry and came near 
overthrowing his kingdom, but was captured and died in prison. 

At the death of Bobert the sixth Count of Montgomerie, Bobert 
and Hugh seem to have come into possession of the larger part of a 
very large estate left by fioger. 

Hugh died four years later unmarried, and fiobert obtained pos- 
session of his estate. 
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Boger, who had followed bis brothers in their attempt to de- 
throne Henry I. of England, from this cause finally (in 1094) lost 
all his possessions in Eufsrland, Wales and Normandy, most of which 
he had obtained by marriage. Philip, the grammarian, so called 
on account of having more than an average education, died at the 
siege of Antioch in 1097. 

While Roger and Arnulph had little or no part in their father's 
estate, *'they ranked high among their countrymen as knights and 
men of worth, by their father's advice they married noble wives, pro- 
cured for them by him, and both were made earls and for some time 
were distinguished for their power and wealth ; but before their death 
they forfeited for their treason the honors and estates they had ac- 
quired. Their forfeiture was incurred by their having in common 
with their eldest brother, Robert, espoused the cause of Robert 
Curt-Hase in 1102. Tnese possessions were in the most pleasant 
county of all Wales. 

This Robert de Montgomreie had a brother Arnulph, who en- 
gaged with him in most of his ill-fated enterprises, and in several 
others on his own account, in Ireland and other places, and died in 
Ireland in 1120. He had an only son, Philip de, born 1101, who 
was th9 first of that name who settled in Scotland in 1102, and who 
finally married Lady Margaret Dunbar, in 1120, by whom he came 
into possesisou of an estate about six miles east and west, and seven 
north and south, and was confirmed to his successors by the middle 
of the 12th century. 

'*This estate, which was the first of an extent, and for two cen- 
turies the chief f)ossession of the Scottish family of Montgomery, 
has remained their property undiminished for the long period of 
seven hundred years. This is known *as the estate of Eaglesham, 
which signifies the church hamlet." 

The reader will observe that 1 am following this line of succes- 
sion only by way of reference, in order to give an idea of the origin 
and a few of the vicissitudes through which the early families of 
Montgomery passed, which brings us up from France, through Eng- 
land, Wales, Scotland and Iieland. Still, as the work proceeds we 
shall mention many prominent characters in all of these countries, 
also in Holland and the United States. 

Thomas H. Montgomery, in his histor}', follows up this succes- 
sion with clear and interesting remarks, as before stated, with W'il- 
liara de Montogmery. the eighth Count, John de Montgomery, the 
ninth Count, William de Montogmery, the tenth Count, who had an 
only child, a daughter, thus bringing to an end the succession of 
the male line of what is called the First House of Montgomery, 
when the representation of the family devolved on Sir Robert de 
Montgomerie, knight of Eaglesham, in Scotland, descended from 
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Aroulph de Montgomerie — see page 17. Sir Robert was a son of 
Philip de Montogmery, who was a son of Arnulph de Montgomery. 

Thus the eleventh in the line of succession starts out in Scot- 
land. Sir Robert de Montgomery died before 1261. 

This line of succession is followed up to the thirty-third in 
number and finally came to America, and the claim is made and be- 
lieved to have been dearly established, that the representative of 
the male line is now 1865, carried by a lawyer in Philadelphia, Pa, 
— James T. Montgomery. 

We give place to an account of this genealogy, taken from the 
Heraldic Journal, published in 1865 by Z. H. Wiggins, Boston 
Mass. : 

*'This very interesting volume has attracted much attention in 
England as well as here, from the well-substantiated claim put forth 
therein, that the representative of the ancient family of the Mont- 
mogerys is to ba found in the branch existing in America. 

**The family is of Norman origin, the first of the name being 
Roger 1, Count of Montgomerie, in A. D. 912. The sixth Count, 
Roger 6, concerning whom the historians narrate many particulars, 
joined the army of VVilliam the Conqueror and received great re- 
wards for his services in England. He was created Earl of Shrews- 
bury, and died in 1094, His sons were Robert 7, Count of Mont- 
gomerie, whose grandson, Guy. Count of Panthien, had a grandson, 
William, the last male of this oldest branch. (William's grand- 
daughter married Ferdinand IIL, King of Castile. ) Robert 7, Count 
of Morche, whose line became extinct in 1181, and Arnulph 7, Earl 
of Pembroke, ancestor of the present family. 

**This Arnulph had a son Philip de Montgomerie, who settled 
in Scotland and there had a son Robert 9, of Eaglesham and 
Thourntoun. Prom him (through Zulm 10, Alen 11, John 12, Zulm 
13, and Alexander 14), was descended Sir John 15 de Montgomery, 
who married in 1361 the heiress of Hugh Eglinton. 

''His son, Sir John 16, was the father of Alexander 17, Lord 
Montgomerie, so created about 1448. His great-grandson, Hugh 
20, third Lord Montgomerie, was created E^rl of Eglinton in 1508. 
The third son of this earl was Sir Neil 21 Montgomerie of Lain- 
shaw. 

"In the main line, Hugh, the 5th Earl of Eglinton, died in 1612, 
when the title went, by reason of a new charter, which he had ob- 
tained, to bis cousin. Sir Alexander Seaton, son of his Aunt Mar- 
garet, Countess of Winton. 

**The representation of the family now devolved upon the Lain- 
shaw branch. Neil's son, Neil 22, married the heiress of Lord Lyle, 
and had Neil 23, who died before 1621. This last Neil 23 married 
Elizabeth, daughter of John Cunningham, and had 
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"Neil 24 of Lainshaw ; ' 

•* William 25 of Brigend; 

** James 24 of Dunlap; 

**J6hn24of Cockilhie. 

''Of these. Neil and his son John in 1654, sold their estates at 
Lainshaw to his brother John of Coekilhie, and this younfi^er 
branch thus usurped the place which belonged to the Brigend branch 
as representatives of the family. 

'*WilliaTn 24 Montgomerie married a lady of the same family 
name, though of what branch is unknown, viz : daughter of James 
Montgomerie, of Brigend, in Ayrshire. He had four sons, of whom 
the second and third died without issue, and the youngest, Hugh 5, 
became ultimately the owner of Brigend. 

** John 26 Montgomerie, oldest son of William of Brigend, had 
a son Hugh 26, styled in the deeds as of Biigend, in 1664, who mar- 
ried Katherine, daughter of Sir William Scott, of Clerkington, and 
had two sons and two daughters. He died 6th of May, 1710, aged 
over 80 years. In 1692 he had joined his son William 27 in sale of 
Brigend to their cousin John. His other son, James 27, had a fam- 
ily, but none of his sous left issue. 

**The oldest son and representative of the family was William 
27, who married 8th of January, 1684, Isabel, daughter of Robert 
Burnett, of Lethintie county, Aberdeen and in 1702 he removed to 
East Jersey, where his father-in-law had a large estate. There he 
settled on an estate which he named Eglinton, and from this time 
the family is to be considered American. 

**The volume under notice has a very full account of the de- 
scendants of William the emigrant, but we will confine our extracts 
to the line of representation. 

"William's oldest sou, Robert 28, married Sarah Stacy in Feb- 
ruary, 1709 or '10, and his heir was James 29, who married Esther 
Wood in 1746. Their son, Robert 30, of Eglinton, married Mar- 
garet Leonard in 1771, and was succeeded by Austin 31 Montgom- 
ery, sou of John 30. This Austin 31 died s. p. in 1855. His brother, 
the Rev. James 31 Montgomery, rector of Grace church, New York, 
and St. Stephen's Philadelphia, had a son James 32 T. Montgomery, 
a lawyer of Philadelphia, who is the present representative (1865) of 
the family. 

**In reviewing the vicissitudes of the family we notice two sal- 
ient points. In the first place, the title passed from the Lainshaw 
branch in consequence of a family feud, carried even to the murder 
of the fourth earl of Eglinton by the family of the wife of his near- 
est male heir. Sir Neil Montgomerie of Lainshaw, in 1586. Thus 
this line was shorn of its honors and estates. 

** Again, Hugh of Brigend, father of the emigrant, seems to have 
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inherited a valuable property, but he lost it all, as letters remain to 
show, by a lack of business ability, and very possibly by adopting 
the losing side in religious matters. 

**Thu8, though quite a number of family papers were brought 
here to America, the knowledge of the rights of this bancb was for- 
f^tten and ignored in Scotland, and various junior branches have 
from time to time claimed the representation. 

"After a careful examination of the evidence here presented it 
seems plain that the case has been made out by the claimants here, 
aod so far as it is a matter of interest to the family, they may be 
congratulated on their undoubted right to be considered the main 
line and representatives of a very ancient and distinguished family." 



CHAPTEE II. 

We have seen that the Montgomerys have been prominent in 
Prance, England, Holland and Scotland, and we will now take some 
notice of them in Ireland. At just what time they first made settle- 
ments in Ireland as individual settlers we are not prepared to say. 
Amulph de Montgomery was in Ireland on some of his warring expe- 
ditious in the latter part of the eleventh century. And other Mont- 
fromerys doubtless had settled there as well as in other countries. 
But the first prominent settlement seems to have been made by Sir 
Hugh Montgomery of Scotland, who was the sixth Laird of JBraid- 
stane and grandfather of the author of the Montgomery Manuscript* 
This Hugh afterward became the first Viscount of Montgomery of 
the Great Ards. This section of country in Ireland is so called be- 
cause of the great number of hares or rabbits that were found along 
the banks of the water-courses that traversed its territory. 

This Hugh Montgomery was descended from the earls of Eglin- 
toune, and some of the families were very prominent — viz, Col James 
and Major, General Robert. Hugh also had three brothers who be- 
came men of note — viz, George, who was **for his worth and learning 
by the late Queen Elizabeth preferred to the parsonage of Chedchec, 
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and finally i)ecaine chaplain to the court of King James I, and after- 
wards made bishov of a large diocese. His brother Partick also, 
who, by his prowess and conduct, going from Scotland a captain of 
foot into France, did arise to great credit and a colonel's post under 
King Henry IV, and was killed in a fight where he had commanded 
five hundred horse. He had no wife ; neither had John, his young- 
est brother, who was graduated Doctor of Physich in a French uni- 
versity or college. ■ He, returning homewards, came to London* 
where, having practiced his art with good repute, he died of that 
sweating, immoveable disease which raged in Queen Elizabeth's 
reign; 17,800 persons died of this disease in London. All persons 
attacKed by this disease either died or reawered inside of 24 hours. 
The only remedy found was for the person attacked to immediately 
retire to bed with their clothes on. or, if attacked while in bed, tore- 
main there, without sleeping, for 24 hours." 

This Hugh Montgomery, after leaving the college at Glasgow, 
traveled in France and attended the court there for some months. 
Then he settled in Holland and became a captain of foot in a Scotch 
regiment under the Prince of Orange, great-grandfather of William 
III. of England. Hearing of the death of his mother and father, 
which took place about 1587, and also learning that his sisters were 
married and that his business affairs needed attention, he disposed 
of his commission and returned to Scotland, and visited the court of 
Edenborough. He was favorably received **as an accomplished 
gentleman.'' and by many noblemen introduced to King James the 
.6th, and allowed to kiss his hand. The King paid him sx)ecial at- 
tention, which continued to increase on account of a regular corres- 
pondence which he had kept up with his brother "George, who was 
then Dean of Norwich in the Church of England." 

The information given in that correspondence was of vast impor- 
tance to the King. Hugh Montgomery married about this time, and 
lived in peace with his nieghbors and friends until he was insulted 
by one Mr. Cunningham. Montgomery sought satisfaction, but 
Cunningham refused to meet him and went to London. Montgom- 
ery followed him. Thou Cunniugbara went to Holland. Montgom- 
ery found him there and forced him into a combat with swords. A 
powerful thrust from the sword of Montgomery hit the buckle on 
Cunningham's belt which threw him on his back. Montgomery, 
supposing that he had killed Cunningham, put up his sword and 
started to leave, when he was arrested and placed in prison, from 
which he escaped by strategy and again reached Scotland ; and 
through the intervention of friends and the King, concessions seem 
to have been made on both sides and a temporary reconciliation 
effected. The insult referred to above seems to have had some ref- 
erence to an old feud that had existed between the Montgomerys 
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and Cunninghams for a long period of time, which in boldness, des- 
I)eration and results equaled anything that ever took place between 
feudalists. 

We will here insert an account of this affair, taken from the 
Montgomery Manuscript, page 17, note 2: 

**The author truly describes this feud as 'old,* for it had its ori- 
gin so early as the year 1366, when Sir Hugh Montgomery, of Eg- 
linton, obtained a grant from the Crown of the oflSces of Bailhe, in 
the Barony of Cunningham and Chamberlain Irvine. This grant 
was renewed and enlarged from lime to time, the Cunninghams, 
however, claiming the offices now mentioned as belonging from an- 
cient and established right to the representatives of their family or 
clan. In 1448 James the II. renewed the grant to Lord Montgom- 
ery, and from that date the feud continued without much interrupt 
tion for upward of two centuries. In 1488 the strong castle of Ker- 
rielow, a residence of the Cunninghams in the parish of Stevenston, 
was sacked and destroyed by the Montgomerys under the command 
of that warlike Hugh, afterwards created first Earl of Eglinton. In 
the year 1528 the fall of Kerrielow was avenged by the burning of 
Eglinton Castle, together with all the important family records there- 
in. During the interval between 1488 and 1528 many terrible colli- 
sions had occurred, especially in the years 1506, 1507, 1517, 1523 and 
1526. Although an arbitration held by the earls of Angus, Argyle, 
Cassilis, assisted by the bishop of Maray, had decided in 1509 in fa- 
vor of Eglinton 's claims, and although in 1523 the first Earl of Eg- 
linton had been honorably acquitted of the charge of murdering Ed- 
ward Cunningham, of Anchin-Harrie, the fend continued with in- 
creasing fury until the Cunninghams assassinated the fourth Earl at 
the Ford of Annoch. From that date, 1586, the strife began gradu- 
ally to subside, but had not entirely ceased until the close of the 
seventeenth century." — Paterson's Parishes and Families, Vol. I., 
pages 51, 53, 64. Eraser's Memorials, Vol. I., pages 27-31. 

About 1602, when James VI. was proclaimed king, and political 
affairs seemed somewhat improved — and much of Ireland beinsr at 
the disposal of the King, men who were in favor with him began to 
cast about to in some way take advantage of those opportunities. 
Hugh Montgomery began looking toward Ireland for his future, and 
it has been supposed by some that he sought an opportunity to take 
advantage of Con Oneil in his distressed situation, in order to ob- 
tain the larger part of bis large estate in Ireland. We will here give 
a detailed account of this whole affair. 

Con Oneil was of a prominent family and in possession of a very 
large estate, but it was taken from him once before this, and then 
restored to him. He is represented as being a very rebellious and 
a drunken, sluggish man. The trouble out of which Montgomery 
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delivered him was brought on by forcing his servants into an open 
conflict with the Queen's soldiers, in which one of the soldiers was 
mortally wounded. The penalty for this^ffense was imprisonment 
and death. On page 37— and note 19— of Montgomery's Manuscript 
we find the following concerning this affair: 

'*H]s life and estate. Among Con's enemies, the most formid- 
able was supposed to be Sir Arthur Chichester. 

"The author of the Stewart Manuscript mentions the peril with 
which Con was threatened from this quarter as follows : This man 
Con being rebellious, and his land falling to the King, was appre- 
hended by the then deputy Chichester and wasjaid up in the King's 
castle at Carrickfergus, a drunken, sluggish man ; but he had a 
sharp, nimble woman to his wife. The deputy thought to have him 
suffer according to law and to be chief sharer in his lands. But di- 
vine Providence had otherwise appointed. For the woman, his wife, 
in the greatness of her spirit, taking in high indignation that her 
husband was not only captive but appointed to an ignominious 
death, soon resolved that the saving of his life with a part of his es- 
tate was better than to lose all. Therefore this she strongly intends 
and diligently endeavors. But in a throng of thoughts how to ac- 
complish her desire she lights on this expedient, viz : To pass se- 
cretly to the next Scottish shore and there light if she could on some 
good instrument for making good her design. And God leading her 
to Mr. Hugh Montgomery of Braidstane in Scotland, a man sober, 
kind, humane and trusty, to whom she revealed her husband's case 
and her own desire, saying if Mr. Montgomery would be on pains, 
and charge to purchase from the King her husband's life and liberty 
with a third part of the estate for him and her to live on, the said 
Montgomery should with their great good will have the other two 
parts to be purchased by the King's grant. Montgomery, consider- 
ing the matter wisely and maturely, entertains the gentle woman 
with all kindness till he was lipe to give her answer, which in short 
was this: that if she should hnd the way to deliver her husband Con 
out of the deputy's hands and let him have the secure keeping of his 
person, with such assurance as he could give that the articles should 
be performed which she had proposed in her husband's name, then 
would he make adventure and labor for the said Con's life and liber- 
ty. "—Stewart's MS., quoted in Dr. Bied's Hist. First Presbyterian 
Church, Vol. I, pages 82 and 83. 

"The conduct of Hugh Montgomery is very different from 
that of others who profited also by the confiscation of Con 
Oniel's estates. Had it not been for his prompt and able interposi- 
tion, Con would no doubt have met the inevitable doom of land own- 
ers at that perif)d who could in any way be found guiltv of. treason. 
Con had no means and no friends, and when Montgomery began to 
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expend money on his behalf the prospect of recompense must have 
bden but very faint, seeing that Chichester was all-powerful in 
Ulster." 

Accordingly Con made his escape by the assistance of his wife 
and others, and in due time arrived in Scotland and placed himself 
in the hands of Mr. Montogmery, who endeavored to carry out his 
part of the contract to the letter. He secured his pardon and liberty, 
and saw that he was again established in the rights of one-third of 
his estate* 

But other parties interfered and secured to themselves one-half 
of the estate that Con and his wife had given to Mr. Montgomery, 
and still Montgomery was faithful to Con as long as he lived. Mr. 
Montgomery was made secure in the title of one-third of Con's estate 
in 1605. 

Immediately he set about to place a desirable class of emigrants 
from Scotland on the large possessions he had secured. We find 
the stateemnt made that in an incredibly short time — five years — af- 
ter he had obtained possession he reported 1000 men at the service 
of the Eicig. and it has been supposed by some that these were ail 
Montgomerys ; but that was not the case, for we find in the Mont- 
gomery Manuscript that of the first 51 families that emigrated from 
Scotland to Ireland and settled on that Montgomery laud only six 
appear among them by the name of Montgomery. But all of those 
families were of that sturdy, industrious, honest class that so much 
improved the society of Ireland, and afterwards tneir descendants 
did much to develop and establish a permanent form of government 
in the United States. The Irish at this time — 1603-5, were in a de- 
plorable condition, having been almost continuously engaged in war. 
for more than four hundred years and were treacherously dealt with 
by King James VI. But, notwithstanding this, it is evident that 
the Irish as a people were much improved by coming in contact with 
the settled and industrious babits of the thousands of emigrants that 
were brought into their country by Hugh Montgomery and other 
Scotch knights ; and out of this amalgamation came the Scotch-Irish 
family, a large number of whom emigrated to America and largely 
settled in Virginia and subsequently in every state in the Union. 

While Sir Hugh Montgomery succeeded in securing pardon for 
Con Oniel and getting one-third of his estate restored to him, the 
stipulations seemed very severe. The Montgomery Manuscript, 
page 29, note 36, says in regard to this matter that the other Irish, 
or such of the Irish as had no free or English blood in them, were 
forbidden by law to purchase land. And Englishmen could not 
even give "or sell to the Irish. This law was modified to some ex- 
tent from time to time, but finally, "in 1703, the Irish were declared 
by the English Parliament to be incapable of purchasing at auction 
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or of taking a lease of more than two acres. Shortly afterward an- 
other act disqualified them forever from purchasing or acquiring an j 
lands in Ireland and declared the purchase void. Is it any wonder 
that the Irish have been a turbulent, dissatisfied, rebellious people T 

Sir Hugh Montgomery himself had to obtain '*a grant of den- 
ization frum the Crown by which he was made free of the yoke of 
servitude of the Scotch-Irish, or any other nation, and made capable 
of holding and enjoying all the rights and privileges of an English 
subject." 

Sir Hugh seems to have been very fortunate in his selections of 
families to settle his large possessions in Ireland. He not only en- 
couraged farmers, but mechanics, artificers and chaplains, and soon 
prepared a place for worship. The farms yielded abundantly, and 
not only supplied their own wants but s(X)n furnished a good foreign 
demand. 

In 1613 Hugh Montgomery's province was organized into a cor- 
poration, with privileges of representing in Parliament and conduct- 
ing a court. Hon. Hugh Montgomery was the first Provost of this 
corporation. 

In 1610 a grand-nephew of Sir Thomas Smith set up a claim to 
the estate of Sir Hugh. The first Sir Thomas Smith was a most re- 
markable man. both as a statesman and in classical attainments. 
This litigation continued for two years, when Smith's claim was lost, 
chiefly for failing to keep the contract upon which his claim rested. 
Hugh Montgomery soon became involved again in litigation with 
Sir James Hamilton, and again the decision of the court was in his 
favor, in 1618. Later on the Smiths renewed their suits and some 
other litigation which also involved Hugh Montgomery the second 
Viscount, who succeeded his father, which was not settled until the 
breaking out of the rebellion in 1641. This was a period of almost 
continued law-suits for thirty -six years, which all together made Sir 
Hugh Montgomery's lands obtained from Con Oneil's estate a pretty 
costly affair. In 1631 Hugh Montgomery, second cousin to Viscount 
Hugh, represented the corporation of Newton Town in the English 
Parliament, and subsequently by Hugh, Jr., George, and William 
Montgomery. 

The first Viscount, Hugh, died in 1636, at the age of 76 years. 
He married the second time, which proved to be a very unfortunate 
affair. She refused to live in Ireland and returned to Scotland, not- 
withstanding many additional improvements had been made for her 
especial benefit. This was a great annoyance to Sir Hugh, for his 
first wife had been a great stay to him ; took an interest in ail his 
affairs and in the developing of their country. 

A funeral of Hugh Montgomery, the first Viscount of the Great 
Ards of Ireland, was conducted according to the custom of that day. 
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with considerable display as well as with great solemnity. 

The history of the second Viscount Hugh having been lost, but 
little is said of his reign, which was from 1636 to 1642. There were 
turbulent times in this reign, as it was in 1641 that the Irish rebel- 
lion came, and in less than one week a very large part of Ireland 
was in possession of the rebels. The Ards, however, did not suffer 
materially during that week. Montgomery Manuscript, page 153, 
note 4, says: **The second Viscount died suddenly on the 16th day 
of November, 1642, in the 46th year of his age. In 1637, the year 
after his father's death, he was appointed a member of the privy 
council. On the breaking out of the rebellion ... he received 
a commission from the Irish government and soon afterward from 
the King, to be colonel of 1000 foot and five troops of horse, the 
greater part of which he raised, equipped, and for one year sup- 
))orted at an expense of 1000 pounds. With these forces he joined 
Colonel Chichester at Lisbon and continued to take an active and suc> 
cessful part in suppressing the rebellion until the time of his death. 
His oldest son Hugh succeeded him. Hi<^ second son, Henry, died 
young. His third son, James, was bom at Dunskey in 1639 and 
died at Bosemount in 1689. . . . His only daughter, Elizabeth, 
married her cousin, William Montgomery, author of the Montgom- 
ery Manuscript." 

. This third Viscount Hugh Montgomery had received a stvere 
fall., by which a fracture in his left side made an opening that 
never healed, and exposed the heart to that extent the beating or 
pulsations were plainly visible ; and when he came into the presence 
of the King, preparatory to entering upon his official duties in Ire- 
land, his old physician was present and informed the King of this 
peculiar matter. After the King had closely examined it, he said: 
**I wish I could perceive the thoughts of some of my nobility's 
hearts as I have seen your heart.*' To this Mr. Montgomery readily 
replied: '*! assure your Majesty before God here present, and this 
company, it shall never entertain any thought against your concerns, 
but be always full of dutiful affection and steadfast resolution to 
serve your Majesty." 

Just here, as we have mentioned several titles of honor which 
from time to time have been bestowed upon the Montgomerys from 
the earliest period of their^recorded history to the present lime, we 
will explain that a duke stood first, next to the king, sometimes gov^ 
erning a country without the title of king. Earl or count stood sec- 
ond in prestige and influence, and viscount stood third. 

In the Irish rebellion, from 1641 to 1662, Sii James Montgomery 
was the oldest colonel, and Hugh Montgomery was the youngest at 
the beginning of the war. Hugh the third Viscount was given chief 
command of all the forces in Ulster, in Ireland, in 1649 and took part 
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in all those terrible struggles with Oliver Cromweirs forces, and was 
the last of the generals to surrender, and finally, in 1650, made his 
way to Cromwell's headquarters and gave himself up. Cromwell 
treated him respectfully and "made capitulations for their coming 
home and peaceably living there without deserting the realm or act- 
ing against the Parliament, and for being admitted their estates up- 
on composition money to be paid by them as Parliament should 
think fit: which done, Oliver Cromwell went to England in winter of 
1649, leaving Ireton to attend the blockade of Limerick, to which the 
Irish had retired for their last refuge to obtain conditions of x)eace." 
Soon after this, however, they dealt harshly with him, as he 
seemed to be a veritable Napoleon Bonaparte. They compelled him 
to leave his family, relatives, friends, and go to London by way of 
Dublin, and not through any part of Scotland, and appear before a 
committee of Parliament *'to wit, the Bump," which banished him 
into Holland. He was forbidden to have any correspondence with 
Chas« Stewart or to come back to England or Ireland without the 
council of state license. 

"The Bump," so the remnant of the long Parliament was nick- 
named after 1648, when the Presbyterian members were expelled by 
the process known as "Pride's Purge." The Bump Parliament was 
one of the most distinguished legislative assemblies ever witnessed 
In England. Among its leading men were Sir Henry Vane, the 
roost practical of statesmen ; Thomas Scott, whose speeches are de- 
scribed as among the most eloquent in the English language; 
Algernon Sidney, a descendant by his mother's side from Hot- 
spur, and as impatient as Hotspur himself of all courtly arts or 
kingly arrogance, and Thomas Harrison, who carried his daring as 
a soldier to the most chivalrous extent. The great practical error of 
this Parliament was its reluctance and delay in dissolving itself, 
thus giving Cromwell a pretext violently to put an end to its sittings 
in 1653 after an existence of thirteen years." See note 67, page 194, 
Montgomery MS. 

While the third Viscount Hugh Montgomery was tbus banished, 
he passed the time by visiting in disguise many important cities in 
Holland, among which was the university town of Holland, where 
the author of the Montgomery Manuscript was studying. In all 
these travels he hoped that his disguise would shield him, but his 
noble visage would betray him and hotels would charge him as a no- 
bleman. In 1653 he was permitted to return home, according to the 
stipulations made between him and Oliver Cromwell at the time of 
his surrender. But the lordship placed upon him by the authori- 
ties, which kept him passing to and from Ireland, was very expen- 
sive and tryjng on his health; so much so that life was scarcely 
worth living. But he endured it all and lived to see the Boyalist 
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fully Testored, on the accession of Charles the second (1660) to the 
throne of England, and was made one of the commissioners to ad- 
just lauded estates after this date. And be it said to his honor thai 
he was just and merciful in these adjustments. 

The third Viscount was created Earl of Mt. Alexander June 20» 
mnd received the patent July 18, 1661, and died Sept. 15,1668. 

The author of the Montgomery Manuscript says that in obtain- 
ing favors and positions of trust the Montgomerys can never be ac- 
cused of bartering or paying a money consideration for them. 

The most of the Montgomerys in England, Scotland and Ireland 
were staunch loyalists. 

We will here give place fo a part of the will of Hugh Montgom^ 
ery, the third Viscount, or first Earl of Mt Alexander. 

May, 1660. This will . . which is preserved in the court of 
probate, Henrietta street, Dublin, was drawn up before his leaving 
England and intended to confirm a prior arrangement of his affairs* 
His oldest son, Hu^h Montgomery, succeeded to the family estates, 
his son Henry is liberally provided for, and to his only daughter, 
Jane, or Jean, he bequeathed only 100 pounds yearly. This lady 
died unmarried at Chester in the year 1663. 

Following is the introductory sentence of this document : *'I, 
Hugh, Lord Viscount of the Ards, being in my full strength and 
memory, but being now upon a journey into England and desirous 
to settle my estate, do make my last will and testament. First, I 
bequeath my soul to the holy and undivided Trinitie, trusting in the 
alone merits of Christ Jesus my Lord, who came into the world to 
save sinners, whereof I acknowledge myself to be the greatest ; and 
my body to be decently interred as my executors and overseers, or 
the greater part of them, shall think most fitting my degree and 
present condition.*' 

The author of the Montgomery Manuscript says: **The elegy 
which is inserted in my opera virilio being too long to be herein 
placed. I have therefore only given the reader the epitaph which I 
made on his Lordship, as folioweth : 

'* *flere lies the much-lamented, much-beloved. 
One greatly hoped of and one much approved. 
Kind to the good he was ; to all men just ; 
Most careful in discharging of a trust; 
Compassionate to the poor, devout towards God, 
A cheerful sufferer of the common rod 
Which scourged thousands ; not proud when he was high, 
Nor vet de jectea in adversity ; 
Unalterably loyal to his King, 
He truly noble was in everything. 
Yet diea thus in his prime. 
But do not pity him who blessed is.' '* 
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Montgfomery Manuscript, page 254, in speaking of the most ex- 
cellent qualities of Hugh Montgomery, first Earl of Mt. Alexander, 
in Ireland, refers to his reddish curly hair, which denotes vigor of 
brain to give counsel according to the proverbial advice — namely, 
"At a red man read thy reed." Note 56 on same page says, "In 
other words, learn counsel ; take advice from a red-haired man, wh6 
is supposed to possess peculiar clearness and vigor o^intellect. " To 
read in this sense means to leaVn from. This word is sometimes 
superseded by "reck," signifying to care for, to take note of. For 
"read," meaning advice or counsel, some authors have "reade," 
and others bave "rede." The poet Burns uses the proverbial phrase 
happily as follows : 

"In olowman's phrase, God send you speed 
Still daily to grow wiser ; 
And may you better reck the read 
Than ever did th' adviser." 

"Another proverbial phrase, not so complimentary to x>erson8 
having hair of this color, was, when you meet a red-haired man, say 
your prayers, for he is not to be trusted." 

This expression may have arisen from two causes : First, the 
Danes weie a red-haired race and their atrocities had rendered them 
hateful to the Irish ; or, second, it was a general opinion duimg the 
middle ages that Judas Iscariot had red hair, and in all paintingfs 
he is so represented. Even so late as Dryden's time that poet de- 
scribes Tonson as like the man 

" 'With left kga and Jddas-colored hair.' " 

There has always been a considerable number of red-haired 
Montgomerys, and we thought best to give this note in full, lest the 
red-haired ones might set up the claim of being the only true, gen- 
uine stock. 

We have stated that most of the Montgomerys in the old country 
were royalists, yet you will observe from the preceding accounts that 
they had many conflicts with the powers that controlled the govern- 
ments; and if the uprising in Scotland in 1639 be called a rebellion, 
"the acknowledged chief of all the families of Montgomery — namely 
the sixth Earl of Eglinton— was among the leaders of this movement 
against the arbitrary cause of Charles the first." 



CHAPTER III. 

''Hugh, second Earl and fourth Viscount Montgomery of the 
Great Ards, v^^ born 24th of February, 1650," and he was not thir- 
teen years old when his father died. He or his sister Jane, or Jean, 
were entrusted to the care of William Montgomery, the author of the 
Montgomery Manuscript, who, with Elizabeth Montgomery, was a 
sister to the first Earl of Mt. Alexander. 

This the second Earl's estate and finances became considerably 
entangled and involved in the courts to such an extent as to bring 
almost total financial ruin in 1675. 

In connection with the settling of the second EarPs affairs, men- 
tion is made of Captain Hugh Montgomery. Note 27, page 267, 
Montgomery Manuscript, says: '*This gentleman was son of James 
Montgomery the clergyman. He was the first Earl's constant at- 
tendant and friend, and known as my Lords, Hugh. At this time 
there were living six other Hughs, not including the young earl-viz : 
Hugh, son of Hugh of Gransheogh ; Hugh, son of the Seneschal ; 
Hugh of Bollylesson ; Hugh of Ballyheny ; Hugh of Ballysheogh 
Hugh of Ballymaclady. Hugh mentioned in the text is styled of 
Dublin in 1663, but soon afterwards came to reside permanently at 
Ballymagowan, now Springvale. 

Fortune again came to the second Earle in 1685 and he became 
governor of Gharlemount, and it appears that he had become tired 
of the vexations connected with those unsettled and distiurbing times, 
as note 47, page 271, Montgomery MS., says, "Hugh the second 
£arl of Mt. Alexander, being in London in the year 1666 and seeing 
the design of the King against the Irish Protestants, returned to tnis 
country having sold a troop of horse which he Had obtained from the 
Earl of Essex a few years before, and retired to his estate in Down 
resolving to live there in retirement so long as he could honorably 
do so. This retirement, however, was soon interrupted" by the ap- 
pearance of an anonymous letter claiming that a general uprising 
was to take place on Sunday, Dec. 9, 1688, in which man, wife and 
children of Protestants were to be overpowered and murdered. 
Episcopalians and Covenanters lost sight of their old quarrels and 
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Joined forces, and chose Hugh Montgomery as general to command 
the Ptotestant forces to defend themselves against this expected up- 
rising, which, however, never materialized ; but the fear, excitement 
and consternation were equal to those of 1641, during the Irish re- 
bellion. ThiS) however, served some good purpose. The Protest- 
ant churches, which had been so embittered against each other, now 
Joined in one common cause against the Catholic foe, and did not 
now scruple to "hear of the other way of worship and sermons." % 

The Protestants made two unsuccessful attempts to capture Gar- 
rickfergus, the strcHighold of the Catholic party, but finally com- 
pelled them to a very reasonable compromise, which was to remaio 
in force as long as no Catholic force was raised nor sent into those 
provinces, ^ 

Note 51, page 274-5, Montgomery Manuscript, says: "Time 
and the discipline of events had taught both Episcopalians and 
Presbyterians. After a fierce struggle carried on with slight inter- 
ruptions from the time of the Reformation until 1660, the Episcoxm- 
lians remained masters of the situation. In 1661 the Government 
ordered the Covenant to be burned throughout Ulster by the hands 
of the common hangman, because it was then adjudged schismatical, 
seditious and treasonable;'' and Presbyterianism not only revived, 
but was in reality very much relieved by this conflagration. At all 
events the Presbyterians of 1688 as a body never thought of pledging 
the Prince of Orange to ends of the covenant, and aimed only at 
obtaining religious liberty for themselves, sweetened by a very ipod- 
erate bounty from the state known as "Begnum IX)num." And the 
Episcopalians, although the dominant party, obtaining at the res- 
toration all and perhaps more than they ever expected in the way of 
power, soon came to understand that they had too hastily adopted 
their idol Charles II.. and that, being so loyal in 1660 as to take no 
guarantees for constitutional government, they were compelled in 
1688 to fight for those guarantees at a tremendous cost. 

Both parties were therefore to some extent moderated in senti- 
ments and aims, and had become more charitable toward each oth- 
er ; for such men as Milton and Jeremy Taylor had been reconciling 
the religous world, in the meantime, to the grand idea of religious 
toleration. The Episcopalians and Presbyterians not only became 
more lenient with each other, but more tolerant with the Irish Cath- 
olics. 

The Protestant forces under Hugh Montgomery and others es- 
poused the cause of William of Orange in 1688-9, and met with disas- 
trous defeat with their unorganized and undisciplined troops against 
the well -trained soldiers of King James. 

Some historians try to throw the entire blame of this defeat on 
the second Earl Montgomery, but in a lengthy report of this affair

he clearly viadicates himself by showing that the council of war over- 
ruled his plan, and that while he had been appointed to the chief 
command really he only held the r^nk of a colonel, and. that jealous 
partisan parties disputed his authority to the chief command and 
thus frustrated his plans. 

However, this seems to have lost him his former popularity until 
1691, when we find him a member of the Irish Parliament, in the 
House of Lords, and *'From the delivery of his writ in the House 
of Lords on the 5th of October, 1692, the Earl of Mt. Alexander was 
a leading and most indefatigable member. He was appointed on all 
important oomimttees of the House and appears to have been most 
regular in his attendance at every sitting." See Journals . of the 
Irish House of Lords, volumes 1 and 2. 

Hugh Montgomery the second Earl was in 1688 made master 
of Ordinances and made a brigadier-general, and fiinally-~1701-2-8— 
was one of a council that ruled Ireland. 

This second Earl Hugh Montgomery died in 1617 and his vir- 
tues are summed up as follows : 

1. Paid all debts contracted by his father and grandfather. 

2. Frugality. 

3. Christian fortitude. 

4. Liberality. 

5. Always a true friend. 

6. His splendid composition. 

7. His abhorrence to public show in devotions. 

8. His loyalty to his church. 

9. Kind to citizens and soldiers. 

10. Agreeable to servants. 

11. His hospitality. 

12. His poesy. 

13. His strength in council. 

14. His learning and fearless statement of his convictions in 
church and state. 

It is stated that he obtained all honors and offices purely on his 
merits, unaided by powerful assistants to present his claims. 

Henry Montgomery, brother of Hugh the second Earl, suc- 
ceeded him to the earldom and became the third Earl of Mt. Alex- 
ander in Ireland, in 1716. He is represented as being of "sweet tem- 
per and disposition, affable, courteous and complacent. " He had 
one daughter, Elizabeth, who never married. His oldest son was 
named Hugh, and the other son was named Thomas. 

Henry was born at Mellifant, 1656, and died 1731. Nothing re- 
markable seems to have occurred during the 14 years that he en- 
joyed the title of an earl. 

Henry was succeeded by his eldest son Hugh, who became the 
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fourth Earl in 1681. *'ln 1703 he marned Elmor, daughter of Sfr 
Patrick Barnwell, of Crickstown, by whom there were Mve children, 
who all died in childhood. The fourth Earl died in 1744 and was 
buried at Howth."--Note 10, page 293, M. MS. ThomaB, second 
son of Henry the third Earl, '* became fifth and last Earl on the 
death of his elder broths Hugh in 1744. He was named after his 
uncle, Thomas St Lawrence 25, Baron Howth, who died in 1727. 
The settlement of the Earl Montgomery is dated the 25th of May, 
1725, and was made between Henry, Earl of Mt. Alexander, and 
the Honorable Thomas, his son, of the first part ; Valentine Jones 
and Daniel De La Cherois of the second part, Luke St. Lawrence 
and Lewis Crummeliu of the third part, and Daniel De La Cherois 
and Mary Angelica of the fourth part.i 

'*6y his document the lands of Donaghadee, including the town 
Ballybuttle, Templepatrick, Ballynora, Ballywilliam and other de- 
nominations were settled on certain trusts for the wife, with whom 
be received a large marriage dowery. This earl left his estate and 
other property to his countess, excepting an annuity of 20 pounds to 
Isabella, widow of Captian William Montgomery, the author's 
grandson, during her widowhood, and 50 pounds to each of their 
daughters, Elizabeth and Helena. He died in the eightieth year of 
his age, on the 7th of March, 1757. At his death the titles of Vis- 
count Montgomery, of the Great Ards and Earl of Mt. Alexander^ 
became extinct. By the following will of the Countess Mary An- 
gelica De La Cherois, the reader will see how the remnant of the 
vast Mt. Alexander property descended to the families of De La 
Cherois ^nd Crommelin. ' ' 

This will is quite a lengthy document. She divides her landed ^- 
tates equally between Da La Cherois, the elder, a cousin, and Nich- 
olas Cromelin, and her personal property is divided up among about 
two dozen other parties. 



CHAPTER IV. / . 

Sir James Montgomery, second son of the first. Hugh Montgom- 
ery, the first Viscount of the Great Ards, was a ^ery shrewd man and 
was elected a member of the Irish Parliament in 1641. He raised 
and equipped a regiment of soldiers in 1641, at the beginning of 
the Irish rebellion, and drove out the Maglinis's or Maginises', from 
LDcahili. This Maginnis province was one of the oldest in Ireland, 
running back to A. M. 3529. See rReeves Ecclesiastical Antiquities. 
"The old Castle Dundrun, the headquarters of the Maginises, 
was a military position from the remotest tim^s, and was in good 
condition when Sir James Montgomery drove out the Maginises and 
McCartins in 1642. In 1652 the garrrison placed in it was removed 
by order of Oliver Cromwell and the castle immediately afterward 
dismantled." See page 310-11, note 37, M. MS. Thus Sir James 
protected this section of country for months against the McCartons 
and Maginises. 

The 20th of April, 1642, Sir James' was recalled from Lacale to 
protect the country Comber and Dundonald, daily threatened by the 
Irish under Con Oge Oneil. He returned at the request of his 
brother Hugh, second Viscount Montgomery. This recall was just 
in time, and a man with any less judgment in military skill would 
have been utterly ruined. Sir James had about eleven hundred 
men. the Irish about 3000; yet he bo maneuvered, planned and 
fought as to finally win the day and save the Protestants of that 
country from total ruin. * 

One reason assigned for those 1100 men repulsing a force of 3000 
was the cruelties imposed upon the helpless friends of the Protestants 
by the Irish. On one occasion they tried to push them out on the 
ice, so that it might break and let them all drown ; but they refused 
to go any further than their enemies would go with them. So they 
iooK the children from their mothers' breasts and threw them as far 
as they could on the weak part of the ice, and as the mothers and 
nurses ran to rescue them the ice broke and they were all drowned. 
The soldiers of Sir James Montgomery having these things fresh in 
their minds, it was difficult to restrain them from being precipitate 
in their attack ; but the confidence in their commander held them in 
check until the opportune moment, and the victory was complete. 
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The reader will bear in mind that the atrocities were not all on 
one side, as there are numerous instances where the Irish were mur- 
dered in cold blood — and that even sometimes by the direct order of 
officers whose rank was as high as captain. 

This victory of Sir James Montgomery saved the entire country 
about Ulster from the ravages of the Irish and was of great benefit 
to the British. There were ''Captain Samuel Montgomery and two 
ensigns, William and Hugh Montgomery, with Sir James on this 
campaign. 

After the disastrous defeat of the Boyal forces at Lisnastrain, 
December 1649, Sir James suffered all the inconveniences connected 
with banishment similar to other royalist leaders, and especially that 
of Hugh, his brother and second Lord Viscount Montgomery of the 
Great Ards, which is fully detailed in a preceding chapter. And 
while he was attempting to make his way to London in a small boat, 
he was attacked by pirates, and id an engagement that followed was 
killed and buried in the sea. He was the father of William Mont- 
gomery, the author of the Montgomery Manuscript. This son 
erected a monument to the memory of Sir James, his father, which 
is as follows : 

"The Honorable Sir James Montgomery, a person of knowledge, 
courage, piety and worth, well educated at schools and universities, 
as his manuscripts yet extant do show ; traveled to France, Italy, 
Germany and Holland, learned those languages and made profitable 
observations relating to peace and war; returning home, studied at 
the inns of law, solicited his father's business at the Royal court, at 
the council table, at the Parliament and prerogative in England and 
before the government and from counts in Ireland ; was second son 
of Hugh, first Lord Viscount Montgomery of Ards, and gentleman- 
in -ordinary of the privy chamber to King Charles; the Major-Col- 
onel of foot and captain of horse, which he raised at his own expense 
and by his credit, and maintained bv his prudence and industry fif- 
teen months in the Baron v oT Lacale, which he preserved all that 
time from the Irish of this country and their assisting neighbors — 
and many other valuable services performed during all that war." 

The Honorable George, named after his uncle George, the bish- 
op, of whom we 'have spoken at length in another chapter, was quite 
different from other members of the family; not much inclined to a 
college education, as many of his kinsmen bad been, but a lover of 
the chase, in hunting deer and other game. And yet he was a man 
of considerable note. He was born about 1606, and at the required 
age made the customary visit to his relatives. As he was not in- 
clined to books it became necessary to send him abroad with an oral 
instructor to call his attention to important things and matters and 
impress them upon his mind. 

**His person was portly, his discourse manly, and his heart 
stout." 
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His discourse was neither of philosophy, divinity nor physics, 
but good, round, home-spun, rational sense, and was very popular 
in society. 

After returning home and meeting many friends, and also hav- 
ing been introduced to the King and kissing his hand he again 
took to travel and met the lady that was intended to be his bride; 
and he was so much fascinated and pleased with her that he pro- 
longed his visit several days. These things were taking place about 
1631-3. His wife died in 1646. He bore the commission of a cap- 
tain and died in 1674. 

On page 356, Montgomery MS., mention is made of the '*Grans- 
heagh'' family and it tells of one John and his wife and servants 
being murdered by the Tories, and a son Hugh who was at the same 
time left for dead, but was found and recovered. Also in referring 
to that branch he brings up a genealogy and says : "This coat of 
armoreall on the Dexter side belongs to Wm. Montgomery, a son of 
Major Hugh, son of Hugh, son of Hugh, all Montgomerys, and 
freeholders of the lands of Gransheagh, in i>onaghadee Parish, Bar- 
ony of Ards and county of Down, Ireland ; which last named Hugh 
was son of Bobert Montgomery, second brother of Adam, the second 
of that name. The fifth Laird of Braidstane in Scotland. The first 
of which lairds was second brother to Alex, Earl of Eglintons, Lord 
of Ardrasson, a very ancient family of that rank in Scotland, i^ll bear- 
ing the name of Montgomerie long before the battle at Atterbum, 
A. D. 1388,' against the Lord Piercy, who was taken a prisoner by 
the hand of Lord John Montgomery of Ardrasson, who with the ran- 
som money of Piercy, commonly called Hotspur, built the castle of 
Panune and caused carved a spur in the stone over the door thereof 
in memory of that action, and of the victory chiefly by his valor and 
conduct there obtained. ' ' 

Note 29, page 316, M. MS., says: "The chief who so distin- 
guished himself at the battle of Otterbum was Sir John de Mont- 
gomerie, who succeeded to the lordship of Andrasson in 1667, 
through his mother, a daughter of Sir Hugh Eglinton of Eglinton. 
Sir John's eldest son Hugh was slain at Otterbum, fighting by his 
father's side. The spear and Pennon of Piercy were carried along 
with the body of the gallant youth to Edinburg Castle, from thence 
no doubt conveyed to the family burying place at Eaglesham or Kil- 
winning, and the trophies still remain in the possession of the noble 
house of Eglinton. It is said that when the late Duke of Northum- 
berland requested their restoration the late Earl of Eglinton replied, 
'There is as good lea land here as any at Chefy Chase; let Piercy 
come and take them.' " 

The author of the Montgomery Manuscript gives quite a lengthy 
aocx)unt of Sir Hugh Montgomery of Ballymagoun, commonly called 
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"my Lords Hugh," because he was in the service of the third Lords 
YiscouDts of the Ards. Hugh Montgomery was bom in the north 
of Scotland. His brother was a minister. 

"This clergyman has already been mentioned by the author as 
attending the funeral of the first Viscount, to whom he was related. 
See page 153. James Montgomery was of the Eessilhead branch 
and the first Viscount's mother was a daughter of the sixth Laird of 
Eessilhead." 

His grandfather, Robert Montgomery, sixth Laird of Eessil- 
head, who succeeded to that estate in 1602, obtained a grant from 
Bishop George Montgomery in Farmanagh in the year 1618. These 
lands he granted to his second son, James Montgomery, on the 13th 
of August, 1623. 

From this Kobert Montgomery sprang a large male family, but 
what became of them the author does not know. "Whether removed 
by death or into a warmer, richer soil beyond our seas, I know not; 
but when they were alive and at home they were called the nine bold 
brothers of the Eatonne." 

When the Prebsyterians were in the ascendancy in 1643, this 
Rev. James Montgomery was not only deprived of his pulpit but 
vexed and harrassed continually by one Mr. John Drysdale, causing 
him to be cited to appear before the Covenant. On those occasions 
he offered to meet any one or all of them in his own defense, but this 
was not allowed. Then he boldly refused to denounce the service 
book and swear by the Covenant, and told them that they were too 
many hounds to pursue so small a hare. But still Mr. Drysdale 
kept up his vexing. Finally the two men met one day on the public 
highway, when Montgomery said: "You are determined to deprive 
me of my office and salary, and you harrass me from place to place 
by your summons ; but here I swear if you forbear not to trouble me 
more, or if you presume to give sentence of excommunication against 
ma, I will take my amends on your bay and bones ; for you shall 
wrong me too much to cause my salary to be given from me." These 
words mortified the said John, and he had care to stop further cita- 
tions. 

He was made chaplain to the regiment of Sir James Montgom- 
ery and proved to be a valuable one, too. 

James Montgomery had an older brother, Samuel, who was sen- 
ior captain in Sir James' regiment, and was a member of the court- 
martial which met at Portaferry on the second of March, 1642, to 
try Sergeant Walter Eyle for the homicide of Lieut. William Baird. 
Samuel was at one time a major in Scotland, and died unmarried. 

Rev. James died in 1647 or '48. His son, called "our Hugh/' 
was put under ^he care of William Montgomery, the author, who 
cared well for him and secured a lueretive position for him with the 
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third Viscount Montgomery of the Ards, and with the exceptions of 
a few reverses he fared remarkably well, and died^in 1707 at the age 
of 72 years, having been born in 16S5. His w^fe died in 1688. They 
had twelve children — six sons and six daughters viz: Hans« Hugh, 
Hamilton, James, Vere; Elizabeth, Catherine, Jane, Elinor, Alice 
and Christian. Hans was made a priest in 1691 and died in 1726, 
aged 58 years. He had four childem— May, Lucy, Jane and Alice. 
His wife, Jane Hamilton, died in July, 1689, aged 37 years. 

The large family of Hugh just mentioned, consisting of twelve 
children, are all again mentioned except Vere, Alice and Christian ; 
but they are all referred to as a whole family as being "well-condi- 
tioned and dutifully humble and observant towards their father, " 
the mother having died 37 years before the father. She was a very 
estimable lady and transmitted many of her good qualities to her 
children, as is always true in such cases. 

It is said of this large family, "In a word, I do not see a more 
orderly, regular household anywhere, without cursing, swearing, ob- 
scenity and debauchery, every one being industrious, yet without 
noise.'*

CHAPTER V. 

SOME OTHER MONTGOMERYS. 

In the preceding chapter we have briefly noticed the Mont^om- 
erys of Blackstane, Gransheogh, Greboy and Ballymagouns. We 
now turn to give some account of the man that was a chief instru- 
meut in assisting the sixth Laird to escape from prison in Holland, 
as referred to on page 22. His name was Robert Montgomery, 
and ''he brought his Dutch wife ovei with him." The sixth Laird 
settled him in upper Cuaningham in the Great Ards in Ireland. 
The first three lairds took good care of the title given to this Robert, 
but in the minority of their successors this title was ^udulently 
taken away from Robert's second wife. 

William, the eldest son of Robert, moved to Scotland and died 
Unmarried. 

Henry, the second son, was in troop of the Earl of Eglinton in 
1689 ; was married and doing well. His daughter seems not to have 
married so well. 

The Montgomery Manuscript, page 386, says that many Mont' 
gomerys of less note came over to Ireland about 1617. The follow- 
ing persons of that name received grants of denizenship at this 
date : John Montgomery of Ballimacrosse, Robert and William Mont- 
gomery of Donoghdie, Thomas Montgomery of Knochfergus, John 
Montgomery of Redene, Matbew Montgomery of Donoghdie, Robert 
Montgomery of Edenamany, Robert Montgomery of Moneyglosse 
and John Montgomery of Bailymagorrie. Mention is also made of 
other Montgomerys. John of Ballyhenry and John of Bellie Rollie 
were both men of considerable estate in Ireland, but under a change 
of administration both were dispossessed of their lands, and John of 
Bellie Rollie was forced to take lands in north-west Ireland. 

It is claimed that the majority of all those Montgomerys were 
tree from most of the vicious crimes and wickedness of their days, 
and yet they had their faults, one of which was an over-oonfidence 
in the goodness and honesty ot other men, and from this cause suf- 
fered many losses. 
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STILL OTHER MONTGOMERYS. 

Hugh Montgomery of Derrygonnellj was a justice of the peace 
and was a captain of horse and fought under Justin McCarty in 1689. 
He was the oldest son of Nicholas Montgomery, who was a lieutenant 
in Sir James' regiment in 1641. This Nicholas lived to be more 
than 84 years old and was made Master of Arts in Glasco; and his 
father was Hugh Montgomery, who was made receiver of rents to 
Bishop George Montgomery at Clogher Dyoces. This Hugh died 
before 1641. 

Robert, second son of Nicholas, was a lieutenant in the army. 
He had the honor of bearing the standard at the funeral of the first 
Viscount in 1636. 

Andrew, the third son of Nicholas, was a good preacher and was 
possessed of the degree of A. M. He was married and had children. 

Montgomery Manuscript, pages 390-1, mentions Captain Hugh 
and Captain James Montgomery as being quite prominent men in 
1696. The author says that the families of these two men furnished 
him but very little to write about. 

The same author says: "There are other Montgomerys of 
greater name and fame for warlike feats than those two.'' 

**They are grandchildren of Mr. Alexander Montgomery of Doe 
in the county of Donnegall. Being debarred by the Presbyterians 
to use the word, he took the sword and fought against the Irish and 
secured a command. He served several years in the King's cause 
in ttib Irish rebellion before 1649. His epitaph is as follows : 

"Now he to Nature his last debt bequeath^, 
Who in life charged through a thousand deaths. 
One man ye have seldom seen on stage or to do 
The parts of Somwell and Samson tco. 
Fit to convince or hew an Ago^ down ; 
Fierce in his arms and priest-like in his gowns. 
These characters are due, as all may see, 
To our own Dwin and brave Montgomery. 
Now judge with what a courage will he arise 
When the last trumpet sounds ye great assize." 

And for the grave-stone : 

"Bv what here underlies, you may conclude, 
Whate'er he be; how either great or good. 
Nor might nor meekness can from death secure us ; 
Here lies a parson utrinsque Juris." 

The following is the inscription on the tombstone of Alexander 
Hontgomery's wife in Doe church : 

"Here lieth the body of Margaret Montgomery, Alias Cunning- 
ham, wife of Alexander Montgomery, who deceased the 18th of June, 
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1675." — Manuscript Notes by Brigadier General George Montgom- 
ery of the Bombay Army. 

**rhi3 Alexander MDntgomery had a son John, who was a major 
in the service of the third Viscount Montgomery, and he was taken 
prisoner probably at the battle of Lisnastrain, near Lisbum, and 
was sentenced to death ; but two ladies , probably the third Vis- 
count's wife and mother, Jean Alexander and Mary Moore, inter- 
ceded in his behalf and saved his life. This Major John Montgom- 
ery liv.ed at Craghan and his will was proven on the 28th of August, 
1679. He directed that his body be buried in the Lifferd Church 
and left 100 pounds for funeral expenses. He mentions his brother 
William and his dear kinsman Dr. John Leslie. He bequeathed 
Curron and Castle Oghry, still portions of the Convay estate, to his 
son with a charge on them to his dear wife. To his seven daughters 
— Catharine, Nichola, Margarett, Mary, Eliza and Ann — he left 
legacies; the largest 150 pounds. To Nicholas, his personal estate 
amounted to 1400 pounds. This will he sealed with the Kesselhead 
arms. The seal has the initials "A. M." and probably belonged to 
his father. In Ulster Office there is a funeral entry of this John 
Montgomery which mentions his son John and his grandson also 
named John. I have followed this and made Colonel Alexander 
Montgomery a second son division of the Donegal, Cavan and Fer- 
managh estates. Croghan was sold by Robert Montgomery in the 
year 1800. Castle Oghery is near In vor, County Donegal." Manu- 
script Notes of Brigadier General George Montgomery of the Bom- 
bay Army. • 

The author of the Montgomery Manuscript saw Alexander Mont- 
gomery in 1643. The author at that time was only ten years old. 

The name of the hrst grandson, as has been stated, was John of 
Castle Oghrey, and founder of the family of Beanlien, near Drog- 
heda, County of Xouth. William Montgomery, the author, also saw , 
him in 1696. He married a very wealthy woman— Lady Moore. 
He died soon after, 1696, and left children, male and female, by his^ 
first wife. 

Alexander, Jr., the second grandson of Aleaxnder, Sr., was in 
1704 a major in the army. He married Elizabeth, daughter of Cap- 
tain Coles, the heiress of the County of Managhan and now, 1704, 
lives in two miles of that town. He has one son and a good estate, 
and is a thriving: man and a great tenant of the Duke of Ormond. 
He is the ancestor of the present family of Convay, near Baphoe, 
formerly of Ballyneck. His marriage with Elizabeth Cole occurred 
prior to 1696 and he died in 1726. His eldest son, Thomas Mont- 
gomery, is said to have been disinherited because he married with- 
out the consent or contrary to the wishes of his parents. He proba- 
bly emigrated to America, for his third son, Richard, became after- 
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ward a general in the revolutionary service and was slain at the 
storming of Quebec on the 3l8t of December, 1775. These facts 
were communicated in 1864 by Lieutenant Colonel George Samuel 
Montgomery, Bombay Army, to Thomas H^ Montgomery of Phila- 
delphia, author of the genealogical history of the several American 
families of that surname. — Manuscript Notes of CJolonel F. O. 
Montgomery. 

Robert, the youngest and third son of Alexander Montgomery, 
Sr., was ancestor of the Montgomerys of Bessmount. In Tyhalland 
Church, near Managhan, there is the following inscription on one of 
his descendants : 

*' Alexander Nixon Montgomery, of Bessmount Park, died on the 
first of April, 1837, in the 76th year of his age. As a husband and 
father he was unequale<X and as a Christian will be held in venera- 
tion by all classes and denominations of society. Mark the prophet 
— 'Let me die the death of the righteous.' " 

Mrs. Eliza Montgomery, wife of Alexander Nixon Montgomery, 
died on the 8th of May, 1827, aged 40 years. 

Mark Anthony Montgomery, late Ensign in the 76th regiment, 
died at Manchester on the 26th of April, 1844, aged 20 years. 

The three Montgomery brothers—John, Alexander and Robert — 
mentioned in the text, were Sir Albert Cunnin nam's grand-nephews, 
being the grandsons of his eldest sister, marrie^ito Mont- 
gomery, Esq., of Bonnyglen, County of Donegal. — Lodges Peerage, 
edited Archdall, Vol. 7. page 179. 

The Montgomerys of Bonnyglen, or more correctly Bun-no- 
glynn — foot of the glen -are descended from William Montgomery, 
fourth son of the first Earl of Eglinton. Hugh Montgomery of And- 
imhood and Bowhouse, was grandson of this William. Robert, third 
son of Hugh of Bowhous, came to Ireland, sojourning for a time at 
Roeemount, where he had a son born in 1660, and settling afterwards 
at Bun-no-glynn. His son, also named Robert, married the daugh- 
ter of the Rev. Alexander Cunningham, Dean of Raphoe. — Playfair 
Family Antiquity, Vol. 7, page 861, as quoted by T. Montgonjery, 
page 120. 

We here call attention to Alexander Montgomery, Sr., and Alex- 
ander junior, and the supposed distinguished son of Alexander jun- 
ior, and the father of General Richard, bis third son, and to their 
many descendants and legal heirs in Ireland, and then refer to the 
claims of parties in this country to the supposed fortune in New 
York, said to have been left by Alexander Montgomery, and you will 
find that the American biography says that General Richard had a 
brother John and a brother Alexander. Mr. Lair, one of the claim- 
ittits, says that he had another brother, Ezekeil. Mrs. Briokins says 
that Alexander had issue and that she is one of his desoendants, and 
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E. H. Z. claims that said Alexander was a cousin to General Rich- 
ard. 

We don't know anything about the supposed fortune said to 
have been left in New York by Alexander Montgomery, but give 
these letters of newspaper accounts for what they are worth, and will 
here give the views of one who has had a large experience with liti- 
gations of different kinds. He says : 

I 'I think the New York estate is a mere myth, gotten up by some 
scheming trickster to get money out of con||ding people." 

There was a Hugh Montgomery, senesohall to the third Visc- 
ount Montgomery. The seneschall is the person who has charge of 
the entertainment of the Lairds. One of his daughters married Mr. 
James Montgomery, curat to Grey Abbey. His eldest son Hugh died 
umarried. He was an officer in the army of the third Viscount, and 
was taken prisoner at the surrender at Lisnastiain and shot, contrary 
to the laws of surrender. This Hugh had another son, David, who 
went to Carolina. 

Several other Montgomerys are mentioned by the Montgomery 
Manuscript, and he concludes by saying that "Divers other Mont- 
gomerys with their families and flocks are come out of Scotland 
since 1692 and have taken farms in Ireland." And he says there 
are many rich yoemen whom he does not know. 



CHAPTEE YI. 

LEARNING. 

Bishop George Montgomery, already referred to, was the most 
learned of any of the Montgomerys of his day, as to being versed in 
Latin, Greek and other ancient Oriental languages. Others were 
better skilled in war and agriculture. Though many others were 
well-educated people. Sir James Montgomery took the degree of 
Master of Arts, and many of them learned the French, Dutch and 
Italian by coming in direct contact with those nationalities by visit* 
ing and residing in those countries for months and sometime! for 
years at a time. Continuing on this line we find reference made to 
some of the Montgomerys who were notea on account of their poetical 
works, and refers especially to Captain Alexander Montgomery. 
Note 63, x)age 400, Montgomery Manuscri))t, says: 

"Alexander Montgomery, one of the most justly renowned of 
early Scottish poets, was thus uncle of the sixth Laird of Braidstane, 
afterward first Viscount Montgomery of the Great Ards." This 
statement of the author is very interesting, as it confirms the testi- 
mony of Timothy Pant respecting the particular branch of the Mont- 
gomerys to which the celebrated poet belonged. In Pant's Topog- 
raphy of Cunningham, written about the year 1610, there is the fol- 
lowing passage : 

"Hessilheid Castle, a strong old building environed with large 
ditches, seated on a leach veil planted and commodiously beautified: 
The heritage of Bobert Montgomery, laird thereof. Faumes is the 
birth-place of that renowned poet, Alexander Montgomery. The 
poet was bom in Germany, although he was of the family to which 
Hessilheid belonged. The old castle consisted principally of one 
capacious tower-shaped building, which formed the original manor 
place of the poet's family. The Hessilheid estate was a poition of 
the Barony of Giffen and passed into the hands of Frances Mont- 
gomery of Giffen in the year 1680. The latter on getting possession 
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built certain additions to the old castle which, with the original 
structure, are now in ruins. It is curious that, although Montgom- 
ery's poetry must, have greatly contributed to the improvement of 
the generation in which he lived, no sketch of his personal history or 
career was written during his life or even at the time of his death. 
Being uncle to the first Viscount Montgomery, the poet must have 
been son to Hugh Montgomery — probably fifth Laird of Hessilheid, 
who is mentioned among the lesser barons of Ayrshire as one of 
those who signed the famous bond in 1562 for the maintenance of 
the reformed religion. 

This Laird of Hazlehead, or Hessilheid, had one daughter mar- 
ried to the fifth Laird of Braidstane. father of our first Viscount, 
Hugh Montgomery, of the Great Ards in Ireland, and another mar- 
ried to Sir Mure of Rowallen. These ladies were sisters of the poet 
and their children partook largely of the poetical vein of their brother 
Alexander. Sir William Mure's son and successor, also named Sir 
William, was a^poetical writer of no mean pretentions. In a poem 
addressed by him to the Prince of Wales, afterwards Charles the 
First, Sir William Mure thus refers to his uncle's celebrity: 

*' Matchless Montgomery in his native tongue 
In former times to that great sire hath sung. 
And often ravished his harmonious ear 
With strains fit only for a prince to hear. • 

* My muse, which naught doth chalenge worthv fame, 
Save from Montgomerys she her birth doth claim. 
Although his Phoenix ashes hath set forth 
Pan for Apollo, if compared in worth ; 
Pretendeth little to supply his place, 
By right hereditor to serve thy grace." 

The poet Montgomery is generally supposed to have been bom ' 
about the year 1546; but whilst the year is not positively known, 
the poet himself has fixed the day on which he was bom in the fol- 
lowing lines : 

**Quhy was my mother blythe when 1 was borne; 
Quhy heght the weirds my weelfare to advance: 
Quhy was my birth on Easter day at morue ; 
Quhy did Apollo then appear to dance ; 
Quhy leugh he in his golden chair and lap, 
Since that the hevins are hiuderers of my hap." 

— Scottish Journal of Topography, vol. 1, page 563. 

"Chery and the Slae."— This poem, which is better known than 
any other of Montgomery's poetical efforts, was first published in 
Edinburg by Robert Waldegrove in the year 1595 ; but manuscript 
copies of it had been in circulation several years prior to that date. 
James the 6th published in 1584 his **Revalis and Cantetis of Scottis 
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* Poesie," which contained lar^e extracts from the Cherrie and the 
Slae. Several editions were printed in ti)e interval between the close 
of the sixteenth and the middle of the eigtheenth centuries. 

It is interesting to know that the Cherrie and the Slae must 
have been one of the agencies which assisted in moulding the won- 
drous x)oetical genius of Robert Burns. The latter has some happy 
imitations of Montgomery's style, s^nd even certain happy adop- 
tions of his very expressions.'' — Note 64, page 400, Montgomery's 
Manusciipt. 

The celebrated **flyting" in verse between Alexander Montgom- 
ery and Sir Patrick Hume of Palwort must have been written prior 
to 1584, as it is quoted by King James in his Treatise on Scottish 
Poetry (see preceding note), published in that year. This ** fly ting, '^ 
which does not possess much poetical merit, was undertaken by 
Montgomery and flume in imitation of the earlier and more cele- 
brated "flyting" between the poets Dunbar and Kenedy. Both 
fly tings, however, are now only curious as illustrating the peculiar 
adaptations of the Scottish tongue to the expression of broad humor 
or satirical abuse. All "the advocates of Edinburge" were not ad- 
mirers of Montgomery's flytings, as might be inferred from our text, 
for Laird flailes has said that the poem only ''tends to evince how 
poor, how very poor, genius appears when its compositions are de- 
based by the meanest prejudices of the meanest vulger." This an- 
oouncement, however, savors much of a critical spirit. — See Irvin's 
Lives of the Scottish Poets, vol. 2, pages 200-1. 

"Again and again in Scotland, besides the Cherrie and the Slae, 
which appeared in 1595 and in 1597, there were editions of Mont- 
gomery's whole poetical works printed in the years 1605, 1615, 1629, 
1663, 1645, 1668, 1675, 1711, 1722, 1754, 1779 and 1821. Besides 
Cherrie and the Slae and the fly ting he has written a lengthy and 
beautiful poem entitled **The Mind's Melodic" together with a great 
number of sonnets, odes, psalms and epitaphs (and his Dumb Sales- 
quimn and his Confession of a Sinner.) 

He is almost the only Scottish poet who has ventured to write 
sonnets in his native Scottish language. Of the seventy sonnets 
there are many truly beautiful both in thought and expression. 
Some of Montgomery's minor poems give us glimpses of his life 
which, like the lives of most poets, was seriously beset with evil in 
various shapes. Here is an illustratrion : 



"If lose of guids, if gritest grudge or grief, 
If povertv, imprisonment or pane. 
If for guid-will ingratitude agane, 
If languishing in laguor but relief. 
If det, if dolour and to become deif , 
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If travel tint and labor lost in vane 

Do properlie to poets appertane, 
Of all that craft mv ohanoe is to be chief, 

With Aufipust, V'irgil wanted his reward, 
And Ovid's late als lukles as the love 

Quhill Homer lived, his hap was very bard ; 
Yet when he died seven cities for him strove. 

Though I am not like one of thame in arte, 

I pingle them per pjttie in that parte/' 

In another sonnet we meet the following in reference to his dif- 
ficulties : 

"'This is no lyfe that I leid up-a-laud 

On raw red herring resisted in the reik, 

Syn' I am subfect som tyme to be seik, 
And daily deing of my auld diseis. 

Ait bread ill aill and all things are ane eik 

This harme and blaidry buists up all my bees." 

In the verses intended to celebrate the charms of Lady Margaret 
Montgomery, Countess of Wintonn and mother of Alexander Mont- 
gomery, sixth Earl of Eiglinton, we meet these lines: 

'*Quhose nobill birth and royal blind 

Her better nature does exceid - 
Her native giftes and graces guid 

Sua bonteously declair indeid 
As waill and wit of womanheid 

That so with vertew dois ourfleit. 
Happy is he that sail posseid 

In marriage this Margareit." 

These lines contrast favorably even with Tennyson's immortal 
chant — 

"Howe'er it be. it seems to me 
'Tis only noble to be good. 
Kind hearts are more than coronets, 
And simple faith than royal blood." 

The Montgomery Manuscript, page 402, speaks in highly com- 
plimentary terms of these poetical works, but they are probably lost. 



CHAPTEE VII. 

MONTOOMERYS IN FRANCE. 

Montgomery's Manuscript, pages 464*5, note 66, speaking of 
. the Acts of the Montgomerys in France, says : 

"French historians mention two Montgomerys de Lorges — 
namely, Count James and Gabriel — whom they call the sons of 
James. The "former James, it is said, in order to sustian the pre- 
tentions of his birth, in 1548 purchased the county of Montgomery 
in Normandy, which had belonged to his ancestors. In 1545 he suc- 
ceeded John Stewart, Count of d'Aubigny, as captain of the Scotch 
guard, fie died in 1560 at a very advanced age — between eighty 
and ninety — leaving several children, of whom Gabriel, the eldest 
son, was the most celebrated. In 1545 Gabriel commanded troops sent 
to Scotland by Frances I. to sustain the then Queen Mary of . Lor- 
raine, who • had been appointed regent during the minority of their 
daughter, Mary Stewart, afterwards Queen of Scots. After the ca- 
tastrophe mentioned in the preceding note he returned to Normandy 
and visited Italy and England." The preceding note, 65, says: 

"This accident, which made way for Mary Stewart to the throne 
of France occurred at the jousts held in honor of the marriage of 
Philip II. with Isabel or Elizabeth, daughter of Henry III., and of 
the marriage also of his sister Margaret to Emmanuel Pbilibert, 
Duke of Savoy: both happening on the 30th of June, 1559." Speed's 
account of the fatal accident to the King is as follows : 

"The French King, thus over busie about Scotland's state, was 
over careless of his own, when at solemnifying the marriage of his 
daughter and sister he would needs be a challenger ^t tilt, seconded 
by the Duke of Guize and Ferrora, which triumphant joy was sud- 
denly clouded by a sad catastrophe. For to run his best, and indeed 
his last course, in favor of his Queen, he sent a lance to the Earl of 
Montgomery with a command to have him enter the tilt; but he ex- 
cused himself from running against His Majesty ; alleged that for> 
tune the day before afforded him not to break one staff ; and now, 
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as he feared, she would put him to a second shame.. But the King, 
destiny so enforcing and his date fully run, sent him a second com- 
mand, which Montgomery very unwillingly obeyed, and, breaking 
his lance upon the King's cuirasse, a splinter thereof, his beaver 
being somewhat open, struck him so deep in the eye that thereupon 
shortly he ended his life." 

Note 66 continues : 

"In 1562 the first of the religious wars broke out, desolating 
France for upwards of thirty years, during which Montgomery was 
greatly distinguished as a commander on the side of the Protestant 
party. He had several narrow escapes, the enemy being especially 
anxious to capture him. He and Coligni were formally condemned 
to death and executed in effigy. He was in Paris at the massacre 
of St. Bartholomew, but having had warning. Montgomery contrived 
to elude b|s pursuers.'' 

He was eventually attacked by Mortignon, who commanded a 
very superior force, and who was anxious to capture him, knowing 
how cordially the cruel queen would hear of his destruction. Mont- 
gomery, who was forced to surrender at Domfraut, was inwnediately 
tried and condemned to death, his children being degraded from the 
' rank of nobility. When he heard the latter part of the sentence he 
said : *'If they have not the virtue of nobles to raise themselves, J 
consent to the degradation." He was executed on the 27th of Mayr 
1547. 

The following short notice of this family is written by Professor 
Le Herricher, of the College of Avranches : . 

''Alexander de Montgomery, lord of Ardrassou and Eglinton, 
was cousin of James I., king of Scotland. From this nobleman de- 
scended Robert de Montgomery, father of Jacques (James), who 
was celebrated under the name of Captaiue de Lorges. In 1560 this 
Jacques died in the service of Francos I., king of France. His son, 
Gabriel I., who became the great Montgomery, and who was the 
person who mortally wounded King Henry II., succeeded to the es- 
tate of his five brothers and sisters. He married Isabean de Teral, 
lady of Lucy, and through her became seigneur of Lucy and of sev- 
eral parishes in Avranchin, in Normandy. The family chateau, still 
known as the Chateau de Montgomery, but now unoccupied and go- 
ing to ruin, is sititated at Lucy, about three leagues from the town 
of Avranches. The present building is, however, comparatively 
modern, having been built about the year 1620 by Gabriel II., son 
of the great Montgomery. The ancient castle of the family stood at 
a short distance from it, on a cliff overhanging the river Lelune." — 
See Ulster Journal of Archology, vol. 9, page 293. 

This Gabriel, called the great Montgomery, was a leading Prot- 
estant general in France from 1562 to 1574, tne date of his execution. 
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This was a period of twelve years. He could out-general any man 
who met him with the same number of men, and at one time it ap> 
peared that he would succeed* in maintaining the Protestant cause in 
France. Then it was determined to cause the destruction of his 
army at any cost, and Mortignon with that very superior and 
magnificent army was sent against him and compelled him to sur- 
render ; and it is said that his execution was in violation of the terms 
of surrender. Not so much on account of his Protestantism as on 
account of the very unfortunate affair with King Henry, the husband 
of Catharine, the Queen of France at that time. 

Thomas H. Montgomery, pages 143-4, follows up the genealogy 
of Gabriel the great Montgomery, with Gabriel the second and third, 
Francis the fourth and Nicholas "the last of his line, which by its 
courage and great ability had identified itself with the history of its 
adopted country. Count Nicholas dying, it is said, in 1721, without 
children, the Count de Montgomerie reverted to his niece afterwards 
the Marchioness de Thibantot.'' 

The author of the Montgomery Manuscript, page 470, speaks of 
meeting another Montgomery in France, 1664, and says : 

"This Count de Montgomery was a little, black-haired man, 
very brave in his apparel and retinue. I visited him once, after I 
had first accosted him at Court. My French tongue was then a 
little out of use and he had no good Latin, as I believe, scarce more 
than to say his creed and prayers by. So far I could learn little of 
him concerning this family, but that his ancestors had been counts 
and great men in Normandy, and of large estates ever since and be> 
fore Duke William conquered England. He was, as I fancied, ill- 
read in history and unskilful of his genealogy, as most men are 
careless of it. He said he had at home a tree of his predecessors. 
He was not then under any great command in France, and truly I 
find little of his family in the French Chronicles, although I searched 
De Serres de Girard and other authors of that kind; and so I leave 
bim and them.'' 



WILLIAM MONTGOMERY THE AUTHOR. 

As we have mainly followed the Montgomery Manuscript in the 
compilation of our foreign material, it will be proper to give a sketch 
of his life, written by himself. 

It is supposed that he was born Oct. 27, 1633, at Aughaintain. 
He died in 1706, being 74 years old. His wife, Elizabeth, whom he 
married in 1660, was born in 1635 and died in 1677, aged 42 years. 

William Montgomery renaained a widower the remainder of his 
life. 

Hugh, first Lord Viscount Montgomery of the Great Ards in Ire- 
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laud, was by his two sons grandfather to both of them. 

The author of the Montgomery Manuscript was a well-educated 
gentleman ; could speak fluently in several languages besides his 
own. He suffered the perplexities in common with other royalists 
under the revolution of the Cromwell reign, and after much difficulty 
had his lands and rights restored to him. And he tells us that it is 
not necessary to write his life to perpetuate his name, as it will stand 
out in history as long as the records of his restoration are in exist- 
ence. 

In 1661 he was elected as one of the members of Parliament for 
the borough of Newtown. 

At one time he was mistreated in business and says that it so 
happened because he had read books more than men and business. 

He was high sheriff iu 1670. He takes great pleasure in narrat- 
ing his social relations with and his visita»to the nobility in Scotland, 
and was highly elated when they came into Ireland to repay the vis- 
it and enjoy his hospitality. 

He was a very remarkable man in searching after and recording 
the history of the Montgomery family. Wherever he saw or heard 
the name he took time to investigate and record the history of the 
family. 

The history that he has left us, giving an account of the family 
from 1603 to 1706, with* the copious notes of Rev. George Hill in 
1869, gives us one of the very best contributions to the history of the 
Montgomerys that have ever been published. The accuracy is sur- 
prising in a volume of its size.

CHAPTER VIII. 

THE DESCENDANTS OF SAMUEL MONTGOMERY. 



By Judge H. P. Montgomery, 



Several years ago the writer became interested in the genealogy 
of the Montgomery family, and especially of the branch to which he 
belongs, being a descendant of Samuel Montgomery, who, with all 
his children but one, came to Kentucky from Wythe County, Vir- 
ginia, in the year 1786, and settled in what was then Woodford 
County, but now Franklin County. 

The object of the writer is not to write a history of the Montgom- 
erys, but to present the names of the descendants of Samuel Mont- 
^mery, the Virginia emigrant to Kentucky in the year 1786, and 
present such scraps of history as the writer has been able to gather, 
that they may not be wholly lost — 

"Which we have heard and known, and our fathers have told us 
. . that the generations to come might know them, even the 
children which should be born ; who should arise and declare them 
to their children." — Psalm Ixxviii. 

Thomas H. Montgomery in his History and Pedigree of Mont- 
^mery, published in 1863, claims that the first of the family of 
Montgomery who crossed the ocean was William Montgomerie of 
Brigend, who with his family, more than 160 years before his publi- 
cation settled in the province of East New Jersey. This would 
place the date of the emigration of William Montgomery of Brigend 
about the year 1700. The writer claims that Thomas"H. Montgom- 
ery is in error in his claim that William Montgomery of Brigend 
was the first of the name who crossed the ocean. The writer claims

that his ancestors came to America and settled on the James fiiver 
in Virginia in the year 1666, and sixty years after the first perma- 
nent settlement was made in Virginia. 

The records of the Virginia Land Office, Colonial Series No. 6, 
page 678, shows grant to Kobert Montgomery by Sir Henry Check- 
dey of date April 30, 1679, of 850 acres of land, and the same Rec- 
ords, No. 7, page 615, of date Oct. 2nd, 1687, shows a grant from 
Francis Lord Howard to Hugh Montgomery for 250 acres of land. 
This Record shows that 21 years before the emigration of Wm, 
Montgomerie of Brigend there were Montgomerys in Virginia who 
were owners of large bodies of land. 

The Montgomerys were early emigrants to America — as is shown 
by the records of the War Office of the United States, from which it 
appears that there were between three hundred and four hundred 
soldiers in the Revolutionary War by the name of Montgomery, and 
it is reasonable to suppose that there were as many more among the 
soldiers of this war whose mothers were named Montgomery. 
Among the soldiers of the Revolution named Montgomery were offi- 
cers as follows : 2 captains, 2 lieutenants and 2 ensigns from Penn- 
sylvania; 1 lieutenant-colonel and 1 lieutenant from Virginia; 1 
chaplain from Delaware ; 1 major-general and 1 lieutenant from New 
York, and 1 lieutenant from Massachusetts; which are convincing 
facts that they were early emigrants to America and bore a large 
part in the war for indepe;idenGe. 

The family to which the writer belongs is Scotch-Irish. James 
Montgomery of Ireland was the father — besides other children, 
doubtless — of three sons, who emigrated to America in the year 1666 
and settled on the James River in Virginia, and whose names were 
William, Robert and Hugh Montgomery, and for convenience in 
making up this genealogical statement we will call them the first 
generation in America, as follows: 

No. 1. William Montgomery. 

No. 2. Robert Montgomery. 

No. 3. Hugh Montgomery. 

Of these three brothers Hugh Montgomery returned to Ireland 
and died, never having married, and he and Robert Montgomery are 
the names of the two Montgomervs to whom the land grants were 
made by Sir Henry Checkdey and Francis Lord Howard.

John Montgomery (28) was a soldier in the war of 1812, and was 
with the expedition under Gov. Shelby to the Northwest Territory, 
but was not in any battle, and after the close of the war, held for 
many years the oflBce of Justice of the Peace, and held the office of 
Sheriff for one term in Gallatin County, Ky. For several years be- 
fore his death he drew a pension for military service. 

Hugh Montgomery (30) in 1852, during the excitement over 
the discovery of gold in California, ''crossed the plains" to that state 
and died shortly after reaching the gold regions. 

Samuel Montgomery (34) was a captain of Company 'I*," of the 
first Illinois Infantry in the Mexican War, under Colonel Hardin, 
who was killed in the battle of Buena Vista. He was also major of 
the Second Battalion of the 6th Cavalry of Missouri Volunteers in 
the Union army. He fought in the battles of Wilson Creek, Prairie

James Sproule Montgomery (59) and Samuel Montgomery (62) 
lived many years in New Albany, Ind., and both died there; were 
both men of great energy and industry, fine ability and commandin;^ 
presence. They both began life in the humble capacity 4>f deck 
hands on steamboats plying the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, and 
arose to be captains of the largest boats on those rivers, amassed 
large means, and engaged in the banking business in their home 
city, and James S. Montgomery was honored with the position of 
president of the old mail line between Cincinnati and Louisville. 

They died in their home city full of years and honors, respected 
by all who knew them. 

Following is taken from the Chicago Inter Ocean, issue of Aug- 
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nst 5, 1902, and it gives quite a life history of Commodore Joseph 
Edward Montgomery (67), whose death had just occurred: 

"Joseph Edward Montgomery, one of the naval commanders of 
the Confederacy during the civil war, died early yesterday morning 
at the home of his son, Dr. James Montgomery, 183 Cfass street. 
He had been ill several weeks. 

** Funeral services were held at the residence at 4 o'clcxsk in the 
afternoon by the Rev. Dr. Brewer. Last night the body was taken 
to New Albany, Ind., for burial in the family lot. The* immediate 
family and a tew intimate friends accompanied it. 

** Commodore Montgomery's health had not been good for several 
years. He was 85 years old, and his failing sight prevented him 
from leading the active life to which he was accustomed before he 
came to Chicago, twelve years ago. Gradually he lost interest in 
life, and when he caught cold the early part of last month his physi- 
cians predicted that he would not recover. 

** During and preceding the civil war Commodore Montgomery 
was among the most noted of Mississippi steamboat commanders. 
it was his exact acquaintance with the river, coupled with his far- 
sigh tednss and ability to command, that caused Jefferson Davis to 
place him in command of the fleet on the Mississipi river. He was 
an intimate friend of the President of the Confederacy. 

"Montgomery's first engagement was at Fort Pillow in 1862, 
where he quit the fight with credit te his fleet. When he was at- 
tacked by the Union fleet at Memphis he was defeated and the entire 
Confederate fleet destroyed. After the loss of his fleet he superin- 
tended the construction of the gunboat Nashville, and when it was 
completed took it to Mobile. He attended to the mining of the 
Bay of Mobile. After the fight there in 1865 he attempted to cross 
overland to Texas and was captured by Union troops and held until 
the conclusion of the war, when he was pardoned by President 
Johnson. 

"Commodore Montgomery would have been a widely-known 
man had there been no civil war. His name was known from end to 
end of the Mississippi river. It was he who taught Samuel L. 
Clemens how to pilot a river boat. He was a friend of Charles 
Dickens, having become acquainted with the English author while 
yet a river captain. At one time he was a Biblical student at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

"Commodore Montgomery was a native of Kentucky, having 
been bom at Carrollton May 6, 1817. His father was Joseph Mont- 
gomery, a soldier of the war of 1812 and of revolutionary descent. 

**One of Commodore Montgomery's most daring feats was an 
attempt to capture General Grant at about the time of the battle of 
Belmont. He was head of a little band of scouts, and one of these, 

gretending to be a spy for the Federals, got General Grant to meet 
im in a lonely spot. Grant was accompanied by only one aid, and 
Commodore Montgomery thought he surely had him ; but all he got 
was the Northern leader's horse, the general riding away on his staff 
officer's steed. 

"Mr. Montgomery came to Chicago in 1890, and since then Mrs. 
Clara White, his daughter, has been his constant companion. She 
is writing a history of his life, two volumes of which are finished. 
"There is pending before Congress a claim in favor of Commo- 
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(lore Montgomery amounting to $1,000,000, for twenty-five boats and 
cotton belonging to him which were confiscated by tlie Federal gov- 
ernment at the time of the war." 

The only other member of this generation still living is Mrs. 
Elizabeth N. Dashiell (68). She is the widow of J. T. Dashiell, 
who died in the year 1900, and who, during the exciting times of the 
civil war, was a member of the Indiana legislature, and altogether 
was one of the best men the writer ever knew.

Hugh Montgomery (96) of Warsaw, Ky., a brother of H. P* 
Montgomery, mentioned in this work, is now closing the last days of 
his eighty -second year; has for many years been a Justice of the 
Peace of his county, and has by industry and business sagacity ac* 
cumulated a large estate; but he is remarkable in this, that he seeks 
opportunities to befriend the poor and oppressed. His sympathies 
go out to save for the owners their property when creditors are about 
to take their homes from them. When a man has meritorious char* 
acteristios, and his property has been sold, Hugh Mongomery looks 
out for the time when right of redemption of the home expires, comes 
foward, furnishes the redemption money, gives the debtor time, and 
by his advice and influence enables him to pay off the oppressive 
debt. On one occasion the last day for redemption had come to a 
poor debtor, and the last hope of saving the home was gone when 
Hugh Montgomery came forward and paid the debt and divided the 
land with the debtor, gave one-half to him upon which to earn a liv- 
ing and took possession of the other half and managed it for a few 
years and made four crops, enough to pay all the debt, and then re- 
stored to the debtor all the land clear of incumbrance. Such .men 
as these are rare but they understand and follow that rule the great- 
est of all — the Golden Bule. How much better would our race be if 
M men would copy his example ! 

George W. Montgomery (103) lived the greater part of his life 
in Bay County, Missouri, of which he was one of the associate 
judges of th county court. In the civil war he espoused the cause 
of the Confederacy and was a member of the regiment of Col. John 
T. Hughes of Missouri, and fought under General Price in his cam- 
paign in Missouri and Arkansas, and was wounded at the battle of 
Pea Bidge. 

"Prominent Bankers of America," page 544: "Henry Partlow 
Montgomery (105), President of the First National Bank of George- 
town, Ky., was lx)rn in Gallatin county, Kentucky, February 8th, 
1839. His grandfather, Bobert Montgomery, was a revolutionary 
hero, and was wounded at the battle of Guilford Courthouse in North 
Carolina. Mr. Montgomery's lineage on both sides is eminently hon- 
orable. He was very carefully educated and, in 1860, graduated 
from Center College, Danville, Ky., with the second honor in a class 
of thirty-five. He then read law in the office of H. J. Abbett of 
Warsaw, and was admitted to the bar of Gallatin county. Mr. Mont- 
f^mery began practice in Shelby county, but after one year removed 
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to Owenton, where he acquired and maintained a lucretive business 
until he transferred his office to Georgetown in 1882, where he now 
resides. While in Owenton he served seren years as county attor- 
ney, an office which involves the duty of public prosecutions. This 
position is considered a recognition of superior abilities, especially 
when conferred on a young man. He has also held the position of 
8pecial Circuit Judge. It may be noentioned here that he was associ- 
ate counsel for the defense in the celebrated case of the common-. 
wealth of Kentucky against Thomas Bufoi*d, indicted lor the murder 
of Judge John M. Elliott of the Court of Appeals. The organization 
of the First National Bank of Georgetown, in 1883, was partly facili- 
tated by Judge Montgomery, and he has been its president since 
that date. He is also president of the Water Supply Company, 
which also furnishes electric light to the city, and he is active in all 
local matters tending to advance the education, morals and well-be- 
ing of the citizens. '' 

Note by D. B. M. : 

I now have this to say further of Judge H. P. Montgomery, of 
Georgetown, Ky., in addition to the biography copied from "Promi- 
nent Bankers of America :" By invitation I visited him Nov. 28, 
1900, and found him to be a prominent and wealthy man, probably 
worth one hundred thousand dollars. He owns thirteen hundred 
acres of land, nearly all in the very heart of the Blue Grass country, 
besides owning moneyed interests in nearly all the enterprises of his 
city. He is a lawyer of high standing and enjoys a lucretive prac- 
tice. He is strictly honest in his dealings with plaintiff andxiefend- 
ant; this I observed while'in his busy office for one day. He is sys- 
tematic in all his work; he opens business promptly at 8 o'clock A. 
M.. and closes just as promptly at 4 in the afternoon; and all this 
time he is a busy man. and thus it has been for forty years. He 
lives in the west part of Georgetown ; his house, of stone and brick, 
is one of the finest in the city. The dwelling is near the center of a 
whole block and is elevated perhaps ten feet above the streets, the 
sides next the streets being supported by stone walls. Mr. Mont- 
gomery is a cripple, not having walked without crutches since live 
years old, and he weighs over three hundred pounds. He is happily 
surrounded with an interesting family. He has good social quali- 
ties, and, like other best of men, enjoys a little fun now and theo. 
He is much interested in the history of the Scotch-Irish branch of the 
Montgomery family in America, and has rendered much valuable as- 
sistance in this direction. 

Judge H. P. Montgomery has this to say about the part actecl 
by the Montgomery family in the world; *'In every war in Europe^ 
and America, since 900, the family has furnished its privates, caf^ 
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tains, colonels and generals, and the muses have furnished poesy, 
and the halls of leigslation have been benefited by their wisdom. 
The bar has been honored, and the pulpit adorned, and medical 
science advanced. You will say that I am vainglorious about my 
family, and I admit that I am proud of its record, whether on the 
tented field or the realms of literature, the pulpit or the forum, or in 
the humble sphere of the yoeman ; and the more J learn of its his- 
tory, the prouder I am of it."

The writer regrets that he has been unable to obtain any informa- 
tion as to tlie descendants of Eilizabeth Montgomery (16), who mar- 
ried a Crockett in Virginia aud never came to Kentucky to live. It 
is also regretted that a more complete list of the descendants of 
John Montgomery (14) could not be procured. 

William Montgomery (11) settled in Franklin county, Ken- 
tucky, and reared his family. Kobert Montgomery (12) settled in 
Gallatin county, Ketitucky, and reared his family, and finally 
moved to Rush county, Indiana, and there died. John Montgom- 
ery (14) moved to Webster county, Kentucky, where he raised a 
family. Mary Montgomery (15) moved to Jefferson county, Ken- 
tucky, where she reared her family. Nancy Montgomery (17) set- 
tled in Woodford county, Kentucky, between Versailles and Lexing- 
ton, and reared her family. Joseph Monigomery (19) first settled in 
Henry county, Kentucky, and moved from there to Ripley county, 
Indiana, and reared his family. 

It is a remarkable fact that since 1786, when Samuel Montgom- 
ery( 10) came to Kentucky, his desceudants now live in the follow- 
ing states: Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia, Indiana. Ohio, Illinoip, 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, Texas, Michigan, Iowa, Nebraska, 
South Dakota, and California— one-third of the states of the Union 
— an evidence of the enterprise of the family.

Bounded as foUoweth : part of andrew lewiss military Claim for 
3000 Acres, Beginning at a White oake horn been two Iron Woods 
and hicory on Benjemine Craigs line, thence the Same South fifteen 
and two thirds degrees, West one hundred and seventy Six and one 
half pole, to two large White oakes, Corner between Craig and 
Montgomery on the Southward line of the old Survey, thence the 
same North Seventy four Degrees West two hundred and six poles 
to three hicory Saplins, South West Corner, to the Said Survey. 
Thence a line of the Same North Sixtn Degrees, East one hundred 
and seventy six and one half poles to two White oakes and White 
ash one the same, thence south Seventy Four, East two hundred 
and five and one fourth poles to the Begining; to have and to Hold 
the above granted premises. With all the apertenances thereto Be- 
longing, with all and singular Benefits and emoluments thereunto 
Belonging and Therefrom to arise Unto the said Robert Montgomery 
bis heirs or assigns, to them only. We for Ever, and the said Sam- 
uel Montgomery for himself and his heirs and Assigns, Exa. Adms. 
doth hereby Covenant and agree to him and with the said Robert 
Montgomery his heirs and assigns that unto him then he and they 
the land and primcies aforesaid hereby Intended to be Conveyed 
Will Warent and for Ever hereafter Defend against the Claims and 
Demands of all persons lawfully Claiming, in Witness Whereof 
the said Samuel Montgomery hath hereunto set his hand and affixed 
his seal the day and year above Written.

This w a true copy, even to the misspelling of words and the 
wrong use of capital letters. It will show for all time that Samuel 
and Robert Montgomery lived in Kentucky at the time ^ this deed 
was made, and that the above genealogy represents the descendants 
of these two men. Samuel was the father of Robert. This deed was 
recorded 111 years ago. 



CHAPTEE IX. 

As an introduction to the history of the Montgomery family in 
America, especially some of the branches that settled in Virginia, 
near Jamestown, and their descendants who subsequently lived in 
Greenbriar, Wythe, Roanoke, Montgomery and other nearby coun- 
ties during the years of the French and Indian and Bevolutionary 
wars, and then in great numbers emigrated to Kentucky, and finally 
many of them settled in the various western states, we here insert 
a mdst interesting leter written by Judge Henry P. Montgomery, of 
Georgetown} Ky. It goes farther back and throws more light on the 
ancestors of the Montogmerys of Kentucky and south-western Indi- 
ana than any other information that we have obtained. It not only 
does this, but it connects the Montgomerys of south-western Indiana 
with that numerous family to which Judge Montgomery belong^. 
Mr. Montgomery says : 

"The oldest one living of my branch of the family is Ck)mmo- 
dore J. Ed Montgomery, now (in 1902) living in Chicago. 111., 85 
years old. He is the man who commanded the Confederate fleet 
and fought before Memphis, June 6, 1862; and his niece, Mrs. 
Jennie M. DeVol, of New Albany, Ind., gives me the following state- 
ments as made by Commodore J. Ed Montgomery. (These notes 
were taken down by his daughter, Mrs. Clara White, now of Chi- 
cago, 111., referred to elsewhere). 

" *My grandfather was Samuel Montgomery. He married 
Miss Margaret Nichols of Virginia. My father's name was Joseph 
Montgomery, born Aug. 1, 1768. He was the youngest son, and at 
the time of his death his parents lived near Petersburg, Va., on the 
Appomattox river. When my father was twelve years old — 1870 — 
they moved to London county, on New river. They lived in the val- 
ley called the Cove. My parents were married in Wytheville, Wythe 
county, Va., in 1796. My mother was Miss Jane Sproule, daugh- 
ter of James and Frances Sproule, nee McCutchen. My mother 
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was raised in Rockbridge county, Va. A few weeks after their 
marriai^e they moved to Kentucky. Five families formed a colony. 
It was called the Montgomery colony. Their names were • Graham, 
Scott, Major, Sproule and Montgomery. The colony settled in 
Franklin county, Ky.« at the forks of the Elkhorn river. 

" 'In 1801 my father settled in Henry county, on the Kentucky 
river. There he discovered some valuable springs, known as Dres- 
den. In 1808 my father sold this farm to Thomas Smith, then 
moved to the mouth of Kentucky river just above Carrolton ; liveil 
there twelve years, or until 1820, when he sold to General W. O. 
Butler and brothers, and moved to Ripley county, Ind. The state 
had only been admitted to the Union of States four years. Father 
died Jan. 12, 1842. Mother died July 16, 1842. Uncle Robert 
Montgomery settled in Gallatin county, Ky., on the Ohio river. 
He married in Virginia, but was a widower with four children when 
they moved to Kentucky. His second wife was Miss Catherine Bo- 
hannon. She was a very large lady, being over six feet tall. Uncle 
Robert's eldest son, John, married his second wife's youngest sister, 
Elizabeth Bohannon. Uncle Robert had eight cliildren. Cousin 
John had twenty-one children — fourteen by his first wife and seven 
by his second wife. The Montgomerys originated in the north of 
France. Here they spelled their name Montgomerie, but in Scot- 
land the name subsequently changed to Montgomery. 

** * We have always called ourselves Scotch-Irish. Three brothers, 
sons of James Montgomery, viz, William, Robert and Hugh, came 
to America in 1666. This was more than one hundred years before 
we had a United States. They landed at Jamestown on the James 
rive, in Virginia. Some years after they landed, Hugh returned to 
Ireland and died without issue. William and Robert remained in 
Virginia and married there. William bad three sons and four 
daughters. The sons were Robert, Hugh and John. 

"'Robert, Sr., also had seven children— four sons and three 
daughti^rs. The sons were William, Hugh, James and Samuel. 
Samuel was my grandfather and had five sons and four daughters. 
The sons were William, Robert, John, James and Joseph.' " 

Judge H. P. Montgomery says: **The foregoing quotations I 
find quoted in a letter to me from my cousin, Mrs. DeVol, of New 
Alliany, Ind., and is copied from a published statement made by 
Commodore J. Ed Montgomery, from notes taken down by his 
daughter, Mrs. Clara White, now of Chicago; and from a careful 
examination of the names and other facts in my knowledge, I be- 
lieve the same to be correct. I call your attention to the statement 
claiming the emigration to America in 1666 ; and if you will count 
generations as we count them, it is altogether probable that your 
Hugh Montgomery, Sr., was a brother to Samuel Montogmery, my 
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great-^and father, and a sod of Bobert, who ^as a sou of James in 
Ireland. Does this not seem a reasonable deduction from the pre- 
ceding facts 1 

**1 had this letter when you were at my hoase in November, 
1900, but it did not strike me so forcibly as it did on reading it 
since you were here. 

"I had been led to believe that I was descended from John 
Montgomery, named in the Houston-Montgomery branch. But the 
foregoing is the best evidence I have of my genealogy, and I shall 
adopt it as correct. It takes me back to old Ireland. 

''By a close comparison you will discover that Hugh Montgom- 
ery, Sr., and Samuel Montgomery were contemporary, living in the 
same state, and each had one or more sons m the Bevolutionary War. 
But Hugh was the oldest— probably the oldest of the entire family. 
Saumel must have been born as early as 1740, and probably several 
years earlier, to have had a son born in 1762, the birth of my grand- 
father, Bobert Montgomery. Hugh must hvae been born as early 
as 1705, as he had ten children, the youngest bom probably about 
1746. 

"You will notice that Hugh, Sr., and Samuel Montgomery had 
a brother William. You will see in Green's Historic Families of 
Kentucky that one William Montgomery, the father-in-law of Gen- 
eral Ben. Logan, was killed by the Indians in Lincoln county, Ey., 
in 1779. at or near Ft. St. Asaph ; and this was about the time that 
Col. John Montgomrey came with a body of men and relieved the 
fort. This William Montgomery was the ancestor of "Mark Twain" 
(Mr. Clements) and other distinguished Kentuckians. I think it 
imporant in your history to trace this branch of. the family back as 
far as possible. They came to Kentucky from the Holston Biver 
country, the same as my family. May it not be a fact that this 
William Montgomery wms a brother to Hugh, Sr., and Samuel? You 
might obtain this information from "Mark Twain,'' or from Mr. 
Green, author of "Historic Families." or from some of the Mont- 
gomerys living in Lincoln county, Ky. Stafford is their county 
seat." 

Later, Judge H. P. Montgomery consulted Mr. Green, referred 
to above, and D. B. Montgomery consulted "Mark Twain" (Mr. 
Samuel L. Clemens) without obtaining any more information than 
has already been published in the histories of Kentucky, which will 
be given here. 

This William Montgomery must have been bom as early as 
1730, and perhaps several years earlier, as Anna Montgomery, his 
daughter, who married Gen. Ben. Logan, was born in 1752, and the 
probability is that John, William and Mrs. Bussel were all older 
than Gen. Logan's wife. ^ 
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This is the hiatory of Wiliiam Montgomery as gleaned from the 
Kentucky histories — Green, Collins and others : 

Collins, volume 2, pages 471-2.— In the fall of 1779, William 
Mont^mery the elder, the father-in-law of General Logan, who 
married Anna Montgomery in Virginia, with his family and son-in- 
law, Joseph Bussel. moved from the Holston settlement in Virginia 
to Kentucky and took refuge in Logans Fort, near the headwaters of 
Green river. Here they remained but a few months, when, appre- 
hending no danger from Indians, the old man with his sons, Wil- 
liam, John, Thomas and Robert, and his son-in-law, Bussel. left the 
fort and built four log cabins on the head waters of Green river, 
about twelve miles in a south-east direction from Logans Fort, to 
which they removed in the latter part of the winter or early in the 
spring of 1780. They bad, however, been there but a short time 
when the savages discovered and attacked the colonies. In one of 
tbe cabins lived William Montgomery the elder and wife, and his 
sons Thomas, and Robert, and daughters Jane and Betsy, with two 
younger children, James and Flora. Mfs. Montgomery, with her 
youngest child, Flora, were then at Logan's Fort, and Thomas and 
Robert were absent, spying. 

William Montgomery, Jr., his wife and one child, the late 
Judge Thomas Montgomery, son of a former wife, and a bound boy, 
occupied another. 

John Montgomery, then but lately married, occupied a third, 
and Joseph Russell, wife and three children, the fourth. These 
were all the white persons, but there were besides several slaves. 

In the month of March, 1780, at night a small body of Indiana 
surrounded the cabins, which were built close to each other and 
rather in a square. On the succeeding morning, between daylight 
and sunrise, William Montgomery the elder, followed by a negro 
boy, started out at the door of his cabin. They were 'immediately 
fired at and both killed by the Indians, the boy's head falling back 
on the door-sill. Jane, the daughter, then a young woman — after- 
ward the wife of Col. Wm. Casey, late of Adair county— sprang to 
tbe door, pushed out the negro's head, shut the door and called for 
her brother Thomas's gun. Betsy, her sister, about twelve years of 
age, clambered out of the chimney, which was not higher than a 
man's head, and took the path to Pettit's station, a distance of 
about two and one-half miles. An Indian pursued for some dis- 
tance, but, being quite active, she was too fleet for him and reached 
the station in safety. From Pettit's a messenger was immediately 
dispatched to Logan's Fort. 

For some cause or other — probably the call of Jane for her 
brother's rifle, which was doubtless overheard by the Inidans — they 
did not attempt to break into the cabin. William Montgomery, Jr., 
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on hearing the first crack of a gun, sprang to his feet, seized a lar^ 
trouerh which had been placed in his cabin to hold sugar-water^ 
placed it against the door and directing the apprentice boy to hold 
it, grasped his rifle, and thiou arh a crevice over the door fired twice 
at the Indians in rapid succession before they left the ground, kill- 
ing one and severely wounding another. John Montgomery was in 
bed, and in attempting to rise was fired upon through a crack and 
mortally wounded, his door forced open and his wife made prisoner, 
Joseph Kussell made his escape from his cabin, leaving his wife and 
three children to the mercy of the savages. They, with a mulattvO 
girl, were also made prisoners. 

The Indians commenced an early' retreat, bearing off their 
wounded companion and taking with them their captives. A few 
minutes after their departure, and when they were hardly out of 
sight, the Indian who had pursued Betsy Montgomery returned 
and, being ignorant of what had occurred in his absence, mounted a 
large beeoh log in front of the younger William Montgomery's door 
and commenced hallooing. Montgomery, who had not yet ventured 
to open the door, again fired through the crevice and shot Kim dead. 

As soon as the messenger reached Logan's Fort, General Logan 
with his horn sounded the well-known note of alarm; and in a few 
minutes, as if by magic, a company of some twelve or fifteen men, 
armed and equipped for battle, were at his side. They instantly 
commenced their march ; passed the cabins where the attack had 
been made, and took the trail of the Indians. By the aid of some 
signs which Mrs. Russell had the presence of mind to make by oc- 
casionally breaking a twig and scattering along the route pieces of 
white handkerchief which she had torn into fragments, Logan's 
party found no difficulty in the pursuit of the Indians. After travel- 
ing some distance they came upon the yellow girl, who had been 
tomahawked, scalped and left for dead, but who, on hearing the 
well-known voice of General Logan, sprang lo her feet and after- 
ward recovered. 

The Indians, as was known to be their habit when expecting to 
be pursued, had a spy in the rear who was discovered by Loagn's 
party at the same instant that he got his eyes upon them, and a 
rapid march ensued. In a few minutes they came in 'sight of the 
savages, when Logan ordered a charge, which was made with a 
shout, and the Indians fled with great precipit^anccy, leaving their 
wounded companion, who was quickly dispatched. A daughter of 
Mrs. Russell, about twelve years of age, upon hearing Logan's 
voice, exclaimed in ecstasy: **There's Uncle Ben'!' Then the sav- 
age who had her in charge struck her dead with his tomahawk. 
The remainder of the prisoners were recaptured without injury. As 
the force of the Indians was about equal to that of the Wh ites, Gen- 
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eral Loagn, now encuinbered with the recaptured women and chil- 
dren, wisely determined to return immediately, and reached the 
cabins in safety before dark on the same day. 

The particulars of the foregoing narrative have been received 
from the Montgomery family, but principally from Mi's. Casey, who 
was an actor in the drama. — History Kentucky, Collins, volume 2, 
pages 471-2-3.

H. P. Montgomery, Esq., Dear Sir: 1 very much regret my in- 
ability to give you any information concerning the antecedents of 
William Montgomery, Sr. I know that he lived in Augusta county 
before he removed to the Holston county. It is almost certain that 
he was not born in Augusta county, in which there were no settlers 
prior to 1732. He either removed to Augusta from Pennsylvania or 
came direct from Ireland. I think the . latter is the more likely to 
have been the fact. At one time his wife's people lived in Amherst 
county. 

The Montgomerys of Ireland were descendants of Scotch people 
of the name who had settled in Ireland and, as their name indicates, 
were descendants of Anglo-Normans who settled in Scotland. But 
1 have no means of identifying William Montgomery with any other 
family of the name than his own in this county, much less with any 
in Ireland or Scotland. Some of his descendants claim that he was 
a descendant of General Richard Montgomery of the Revolution, 
but so far as I know this is wholly without proof, and my judgment 
is that the identity of the name is its only basis.

"Traditions ascribing to Anne Montgomery, wife of General 
Ben Logan, a relationship to the hero of Quebec are of no value and 
are entitled to no respect. It was not near, nor can the most remote 
connection be traced. The identity of the names suggest to the 
imagination the probability that both may have sprung from fami> 
lies — possibly his kinsmen and clansmen — planted by Hugh Mont- 
g-omery in Ireland upon the lands obtained from O'Neill as the price 
of 'his liberty, or from the subsequent emigrations of Protestant 
Scotch. 

"All that is certainly known of Anne Montgomery's ancestors 
is that they were of the Scotch -Irish Presbyterians who peopled the 
valley; that they were in every way respectable, that their names are 
found among the valient soldiers, among the civil officers deemed 
woi thy of trust, and among the preachers of God's Word. With 
the Logans, Gambles, McClures and Campbells they struck out to 
the Holston, then the frontier. They did not acquire wealth, but 
became independent; and, the stuff of which they Wfere made being 
f^ood, maintained in excellent credit the names they ' £i^d inherited. 
"The fate that befell her father and others of her kindred has al- 
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ready been stated, and is found in detail in the pages of CoIIidk. 

"Thomas Montgomery, one of the sons of her brother Wiliiaoiy 
won distinction as the able judge of his circuit district. He was 
the father of the late Dr. Montgomery of Lincoln, and of the first 
wife of Dr. Lewis W. Green, the learned president of Hampden 
Sidney and of Center college, and one of the most eloquent and 
scholarly of pulpit orators. 

**Anne Montgomery's sister Jane was the wife of Col. William 
Casey of Adair, after whom a Kentucky county was named, and 
was, as has been stated,' the graud[»other of '*Mark Twain," the 
author and humorist. 

"A niece of Anne Montgomery married a brother of Col. Joseph 
Hamilton I^viess, and after his death l)ecame tlie wife of the late 
Thomas Helm of Lincoln. The wife of the eloquent Joshua F. Bell 
was her daughter. 

**A niece of Anne Montgomery ^\ns the wife of Judge Ben 
Monroe of Frankfort, an upright j'ldge, a valued reporter of the 
court of appeals, and an humble Christian. This niece was the 
mother of Col. George W. Monroe, a soldier of the Felenil army, 
and of the first wife of Judge Wheat of the KentncUy court of ap- 
peals. Mrs. Wheat was the mother of Mrs. C )rnelia Bush, the first 
woman elected public librarian of the state. 

**Did prescribed limits permit, few pleasures would \m more 
gratifying than that of following these Montgomerys through all of 
their ramification — Caseys, Russells, Clemen5=e, Wheats, Adamses, 
Helms, Bells, Monroe*^, and others. The numerous des<!endants 
scattered far and wide over the South and West, both men and wo- 
men, generally staunch Presbyterians, everywhere by their intrepid- 
ity, self-reliance and strong go:)d sense, vindicate the laws of he- 
redity. 

** After the death of General Logan, his widow, Anne Montgom- 
ery, married General James Knox, by whom she had no issue. Gen- 
eral Knox was a native of Ireland, of Scotch descent,a man of great 
force of character, and as a leader of the "long hunters" was one 
of the earliest as well as one of the most intelligent of the explorers 
of the Kentucky wilderness — his expedition setting out in 1769. He 
raised corn in what is now Jefferson county in 1775 ; was a soldier in 
the Revolution, and represented Lincoln county in the legislature 
from 1795 to 1800. He died in Shelby county, Dec. 14, 1822. The 
widow, Anne Montgomery, of both these gallant men, died in Shel- 
by Oct. 18, 1825, aged 73 years."— Green's Historic Families of 
Kentucky pages 41-2-3. 

John Montgomery, one of the seven sons of Hugh Montgomery, 
Sr., of Virginia, as stated in his genealogy, was one of the "long 
hunters" with General Knox in KentCicky for three years. 
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Green, following Foot's account of the early settlers^ has this to 
say concerning the courtship of General Ben Logan and Anne Mont- 
gomery. Referring to the preaching of Mr. Curamings, a Presby- 
terian minister among the early settlers of the Holston country, he 
says: 

*'Mr. Cummings' universal habit before entering the house was 
to take a short walk alone while the congregation were seating them- 
selves. He would then return, at the door hold a few words of con- 
versation with some ohe of the elders of the church, then walk gravely 
through this crowd, mount the steps of the pulpit, deposit his rifle 
in a corner near him, lay off his shot-pouch and commence the sol- 
emn worship of the day. He would preach two sermons, having a 
short interval between them, and go hom&. Such were the lessons 
by which Logan and his kindred were imbued — where the religious 
and military spirit went hand in -hand; such the scenes amidst 
which their characters were formed, broadened and heighteue<l. 
There he (Logan) met with Anne Montgomery, the daughter of one 
of his neigbhors, of the Scotch-Irish race, escorted her home from 
these mart iai -religious exercises, whispered into her willing ears the 
tender words of love even while his hands grasped the rifle, and, as 
the years rolled by, won and married her." 

She was about 22 years old, having been born in 1755, and mar- 
ried about 1774. Logan soon after came to Kentucky, and she fol- 
1 :)wed in 177(5. The accounts of Logan's life and services will be 
fonnd i 1 nil the histories of Kentucky and the Northwest, as he 
operated exteusi^rely in Ohio. 

As already stated, the descendants of William Montgomery, 
Sr., are very numerous and are among the best families in the state 
of Kentucky and other states. But all efforts to learn who his an- 
cestors were have so far failed. We wrote **Mark Twain" several 
letters, and he thought the desired information could be obtained ; 
but as yet_it has not been found. 

The Logans of Kentucky are related to the Emmersons of Ind- 
iana. One of the Emmersons who early settled in Indiana married 
a Lc^an : hence the name Logan in the family here. 

** 'Wildcat McKinney' was the sobriquet won and worn by the 
faithful schoolmaster, John McKinney. by the singular incident do- 
tailed bolow: 

"Early in the spring of 178'^ a traveler arrived at Lexington, Ky., 
having a newspaper containing articles of peace agreed upon with 
Great Britain but not yet ratified by our Congress. The stranger 
would take the paper with him when he should renew his journey 
next morning. This was nearly three years and a half before the 
establishment of the Kentucky Gazette, the first newsx)aper in the 
district. The sight of one was a rare treat, but one with such im- 
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porlaut and joyous news could not be given up. Mr. Mcfeinney 
was appealed to for a copy of the articles of peace, and for this pur- 
pose nrofe bef(.re daylight and went into the schoolhouse which 
stood outside the fort a few rods, and was engaged at this work 
when the stransre visitor appeared. 

* 'Some years after tljis he (Mr. McKinney) removed to Bour-. 
l)on county and was one of the live members from that county in the 
convention of 1792 at Danville, which formed the first constitution of 
Kentucky, and on June 4th took his seat as a representative in the 
first legislature at Lexington. In 1820 he removed to Missouri and 
lived to a good old age. Here is the story: 

**In 1783 Lexington was only a cluster of cabins, one of which, 
near the spot where the court-house now stands, was used as a 
Kchoolhouse. One morning in May. McKinney, the teacher, was 
Hitting alone, busily engaged in writing (copying the terms of peace 
as noted above) when, hearing a slight noise at the d(X)r, he turned 
liis head and beheld— what do you think, readers?— a tail Indian in 
his war paint, brandishing his toraaha<vk and handling his knife? 
No! an enormous wildcat with her fore-feet upon the step of the 
door, her tail curled over her back, her bristles erect and her eyes 
glancing rapidly through the room as if in search of a mouse. 

McKinneys' position at first completely concealed him, but a 
slight and involunary motion of his chair, at the sight of this shaggy 
inhabitant of the forest, attracted Puss's attention and their eyes 
met. McKinney, having heard much of the prowess of *the human 
face divine' in quailing the audacity of wild animals, attempted to 
disconcert the intruder b>' a frown. But Puss was not to be bullied. 
Her eyes flashed fire, her tail waved angrily, and she began to gnash 
her teeth, evidently bent upon serious hostilitv. Seeing his danger, 
McKinney hastily arose and attempted to snatch a cylindrical rule 
from a table which stood in reach, but the cat was too quick for 
him. Darting upon him with the proverbial activity of her tril)e, 
she fastened upon his side with her teeth and began to rend and 
tear with her claws like fury. McKinney 's clothes were in an in- 
stant torn from his side and his flesh dreadfully mangled by the 
enraged animal, whose strength and ferocity filled hhn with astonish- 
ment. Ha in vain attempted to disengage her from his side. Her 
long, sharp teeth were fastened between his ribs and his efforts but 
served to enrage her the more. Seeing his blood flow very copiously 
from the wounds in his side, he became seriously alarmed ; and not 
knowing what to do he threw himself upon the edge of the table and 
pressed her against the sharp corner with the whole weight of his 
body. The cat now began to utter the most wild and discordant 
cries, and, McKinney at the same time lifting up his voice in con- 
cert, the tw^o together sent forth notes so doleful as to alarm the 
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whole towa. Women, who are always the first in hearing or spread- 
ing news, were now the first to come to McKinney's assistance. 
But so strange and unearthly was the harmony within the school- 
house that they hesitated long before they ventured to enter. At 
length the boldest of them rushed in ; and seeing McKinney bend- 
ing over the corner of the able and writhing, his body in great 
pain, she at first supposed that he was laboring under a severe fit of 
the colic. But qnickly perceiving the cat, which was now in the 
agonies of death, she screamed out: *Why, Mr. McKinney, what 
is the matter r *I have caught a cat, madam,' replied he, gravely, 
turning round while the sweat streamed from his face under the 
mingled operation of fright and fatigue and agony. 

**Most of the neighbors had now arrived and attempted to disen- 
gage the dead animal from her antagonist ; but so firmly were her 
teeth locked between his ribs that this was a work of no small diflB 
culty. Scarcely had it been effected when Mr. McKinney became 
very sick and was compelled to go to bed. In a few days, however, 
he had entirely recovered, and so late as 1820 was alive and a resi- 
dent of Bourbon county, Ky., where he has often been heard to af- 
firm that he at any time would rather fight two Indians than one 
wildcat. 

**This John McKinney was the grandfather of Wra. H. Mont- 
gomery, of Orleans, Ind., on his mother's side, and he told me that 
McKinney could not press the life out of the cat : that every time 
McKinney relaxed his efforts the cat would renew the fight. Fi- 
nally with one liand (as previous to this he had lost the use of the 
other hand) he managed to get out a pen -knife that he used to make 
quill pens for the school-children and entered it between two ribs of 
the cat and pierced its heart, when it died. Mr. McKinney had been 
a man of Herculean strength and great daring and wonderful endur- 
ance." 

Incidentally we made the acquaintance of R. E. Carter, of Ab- 
elene, Texas, an extensive real-estate agent, who is a descendant of 
the elder William Montgomery, who was killed near Fort Asaph, in 
Kentucky, 1779. His mother was Mary Wright Ellis Montgomery, 
daughter of Wm. Montgomery, Jr., who killed the two Indians and 
wounded another at the time his father was killed. He was a promi- 
nent lawyer, an able judge, and a member of Congress. It was 
while he was in Congress that he took his wife back to Amherst 
county, Va., to visit her people, and she gave birth to Mr. Carter's 
mother and died there. Mrs. Carter was raised in Virginia by her 
uncle, Kichard Ellis and others at Amherst court-house, Va., and 
married Col. Champ Carter and remained in Virginia until seven 
children were bom. Then they moved to Stanford, Ky. Col. Car- 
ter was a lawyer, and county clerk of Lincoln county, Ky., from 1850 
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to 1858. His wife died in 1868, aud in 1859 he and his familr 
moved to Milford, Ellis county, Texas, and Col. Carter died while 
on a visit to hia son, B. E, Carter, Chapel Hill. Washington 
count J, Texas. 

Col. Carter's wife had a half-brother, Dr. Thomas B, Montgom- 
ery, who was bom at Stanford, Ky., and lived and died there. His 
widow, a Miss Chenault, aud several children, now live at Columbia, 
Miss. I believe that William Montgomery has a monument at 
Frankfort, Ky. 

Mary Wright Ellis Montgomery, who married Col. Champ Car- 
ter, had ten children to survive her — eight sons and two daughters : 
1 — Thomas Montgomery Carter graduated at the University of Vir- 
ginia in 1855; was a Presbyterian minister and chaplain of Parson's 
Brigade, of Texas, C. S. A. ; and during military i)eriod after the 
war he went with a Texas colony as chaplain to Brazil in 1866, and 
died at San Pauh Brazil. 2 — Edward Hill Caiter died in W^aco, 
Texas, in 1901, after a residence there of 3(5 years, and left five chil- 
dren. 3 — Champ Carter, Jr., a lawyer in Franklin, Eobertsou 
county. Texas, died in 1885, leaving five daughters. 4— Jennie 
Ellis Carter, unmarried, lives in Texas. 5— Powhester Ellis Carter 
died of yellow fever in W^aco, Texas, in 1807, unmarried. 6 — • 
Charles Lee Carter, with large family, moved from Ellis county, 
Texas, to Portals, New Mexico. 7— J. M. Carter lives in Plain view, 
Texas. 8 — Patrick Henry Carter lives in Hill county, Texas. 9— 
Eva M. Carter Halbert lives in WMchita, Falls county, Texas. 

(>ol. Champ Carter was the sixth generation from John Carter 
of England and Cozotoman, Va., as shown by a tree made by R. R. 
Carter of Shirly, Va., in 1880, and his mother, a Miss W^ood, was 
niece of Patrick Henry; and President Wm. H. Harrison and grand- 
son as well as Gen. R. E. Lee are in this tree. E. H. Champ, P. E. 
and R. E. Carter, were all in Co. E, 15th Texas Vol. Int., Poly- 
nic Brigade, Morton's Division Ex. C. S. A. Three of them were 
wounded in Louisiana. Thomas M. and C. L. were in Parson's 
(^avalry, all from Texas. 

10 — R. E. Carter is now adjutant-general and secretary of Mor- 
ton's Division of Dallas Reunion since April. 1902. He married 
Ella Montgomery, of a Mississippi family. Four children : 1 — 
Ernest S. Carter; 2— Rich. E. Carter, a lawyer; 3— Kate V. Carter 
is teaching in public schools; 4 — Oliver M. All single in 1903. 

Mr. R. E. Carter was bom in 1842 and was 17 years old when 
the family left Kentucky for Texas. He says: **We lived at the 
old Montogmery home at Stanford, Ky., until we came to Texas, 
which was sold to Winford Baily. Logan's Creek is within a mile 
of Stanford, on which was our old home and Logan's Fort. I have 
crossed it many times." 
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CHAPTEE X. 

DESCENDANTS OF HUGH MONTGOMERY, SR. 

Id the preceding chapter we have made an effort to approxi- 
mately find the date of birth of Hugh Montgomery, Sr., which is 
probably 1705. We do not know where he was born, but we do 
know that Jamestown and Williamsburg on the James river, Vir-. 
ginia, were two important points from which emigrants pushed out 
into the unsettled interior of Virginia, One route was up through 
the center of the state, through a mountain pass, into Augusta 
county. Other emigrants penetrated the interior by following up 
to the headwaters of the Roanoke and its tributaries, and other riv- 
ers ; and it is quite probable that Hugh, senior, came up into Roa- 
noke county, Virginia, by way of the Roanoke River route, or by 
the James River route, as his descendants were known to have 
lived in Roanoke, Montgomery, Greenbriar and other surrounding 
counties. Tradition in our family represents that he was wealthy, 
educated and refined, and these facts give rise to the supposition 
that he must have emigrated to America from Ireland ; but I have 
looked in vain for proof to sustain the supposition that he came from 
Ireland, and the accounts given by Commodore J. Ed. Montgomery, 
late of Chicago, and H. P. Montgomery, of Georgetown, Ky., are 
the most reasonable that I can obtain Besides, Samuel N. Mont- 
gomery, now of Cynthiana, Ind., a Federal soJdier in Company F, 
80th regiment Ind. Vol., met and became well acquainted with 
Samuel Montgomery during the Civil War, who was an older broth- 
er of Commodore J. Ed. Montgomery. This Samuel Montgomery 
was well versed in the relationship existing between his family and 
those in south-western Indiana, which proves conclusively that the 
account given by J. Ed. Montgomery related in the preceding chap- 
ter is true. 

It is not known who Hugh Montgomery married, but he had ten 
children — seven sons and three daughters. All the sons took part 
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in the Revolutionary War, and all lived to return home. After the 
war, it is reported, Hugh found himself destitute of property, and 
the family scattered— some going to Montgomery, Alabama, some 
to Tennessee, some to Kentucky, and probably some remained in 
Virginia. It is claimed by some that Hugh, senior, came to Ken- 
tucky and died near Lexington in 1785 at a very advanced age. 

As already stated, he had ten children. Of the oldest, Hugh, 
born 1727, we have no information. There is a bare possibility that 
the grandfather of Mrs. Bankerston of Ringold, Ga., and of Anthony 
Montgomery of Boy, Tenu., was this Hugh; but this is rather im- 
probable, as it is claimed that Hugh came from Ireland and Hugh 
above was probably born in America. 

2. — Robert, bom 1729. We know absolutely nothing of him. 

3.— Of Joseph, born 1731, we have no information unless he 
was the Captain Joseph Montgomery who accompanied George 
Rogers Clark on his expedition from the falls of Louisville, Ky., to 
Vencennes in 1778 and 1779. 

4. — Of William, born 1733, we know nothing concerning his 
family except Squire Samuel, one of his sons, who was probably 
born about 1770 in Virginia and came to Kentucky, and then to 
Gibson county in 1814. He was wounded in Harmer's^defeat in 1793 
or '94. He married Hannah Copeland in Kentucky. They had 
eight children : 1 — Sarah, born 1793; married Samuel Montgom- 
ery, Jr., Nov. 15, 1814. This was the second year after the Gibson 
ODunty was organized, and the thirty-eighth wedding in the county. 
(See index. Samuel Montgomery, Jr.) 2 — Jesse Montgomery, bom 
in Kentucky, 1795, near Danville. He remained in Kentucky to 
complete the trade of blacksmith, and came to Gibson county, Indi- 
ana, in 1816 and settled on the south-east quarter of section 25, town 
3, range 12 west, and carried on his trade. Along toward the close 
of his life he moved to Owensville and died there of cancer in 1861. 
He married Manece Mounts. They had five children : 

1 — Louis Montgomery, bom Aug., 1820; died Feb. 3, 1890; 
married Mary A. Wilson, nee Daugherty. Dec. 23, 1841. He settled 
on part of section 3, town 3, range 11 west, and lived there till 1869, 
when he built a fine, large residence a short distance east of the 
Bethlehem General Baptist church, to which be and his wife be- 
longed, and they weie remarkable in hospitality in entertaining com- 
pany from that church. His wife was born in Adair county, Ky., 
1822. They had eight children: 1— Manece J., born March 30, 
1844; died March 4, 1882. 2— Stephen, born Oct. 11, 1846; died 
small. 3 — Jesse, born Aiiril 19, 1848; died small. 4 — Henry C-, 
born May 27, 1849; married, first, Susan Lowe; no children; sec- 
ond, married Cordelia Knox, Oct. 12, 1871. and had six children : 1 
"Minnie, born July 12. 1872; died May 19, 1900; married Louis 
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Allen Montgomery, March 19, 1896; one child: 1— William Clancy, 
bom May 3, 1900. 

2-^ Jesse, son of Henry C. Montgomery, born 1874 ; single 1902. 
3 — ^Lillian, died single at the age of 21 years. 4 — Tina, died single, 
Feb. 18, 1891. 5— Dainy, died single. 6— Ross, single 1902. 

5 — Mary C, daughter of Louis Montgomery, born Nov. 9, 1852; 
died—. 6— Wm. L., born April 17, 1864; died ~. 7— Sarah Ella, 
hom Feb. 17, 1858; married Thomas Emerson, Jan. 1, 1880; chil- 
dren three: 1— Vivian H., bom 1862; single 1902. 2— Virgie, died 
at 8 years old. a— Virlie E , bom 1894. 

8 — Flora N.. daughter of Louis Montgomery, bora June 29, 
1861; married C. W. Bedman, Oct. 28.

2 — Alice, married Oscar Wilson, 
who is quite a good artist. 3 — Edward, married . 

4 — John, born 1826, son of Jesse, married Susan McClure. 
Moved to Midland, 111., then to Missouri, where he died. Children 
four: Eugene, Coreen, Jesse and . 

5 — Nancy, born 1828, daughter of Jesse, first married a Mr. 
Eirkpatrick of Mattoon, 111. ; second, married Bev. Thomas Walker, 
Oct. 2, 1878, a C. P. minister of Owensville, Ind., who was a very 
useful pastor in that church for more than 30 years. He died Oct, 
9, 1887. Third, she married Joseph Fleming Sharp, Oct. 25, 1888. 
She left no children. 

3 — Nancy Montgomery, bom 1797, sister to Jesse and duaghtei 
of Squire Samuel, married Jesse Nash. 4 — Her sister, Maria, born 
1794, married Andy Nash. 5 — Polly, another sister, married Pres- 
ton Tolbert; no children. 6 — Eliza, another sister, first married 
John Spilman, Sr. ; two children; second, married Lee Cleveland ; 
one child: 1 — John Spilman, Jr., was raised by his uncle, Jesse 
Montgomery, and married Almarinda Finch and moved to Chaun- 
cey. 111. ; children five : 1 — Sarah ; 2, Alice ; 3, George ; 4, John ; 
5, James. . 

7 — Jennie Montgomery, bora 1806, another sister of Jesse, mar- 
ried Montgomery Alcorn. (See index.) 

8— Samuel Montgomery, brother of Jesse, bora 1807, known as 
"Blind Sam the Gunsmith,'' on account of having weak eyes. He 
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had a sliop on nortn-east quarter sectiou 25, town 3, range 11 west. 

He married , and had three children : 1— Benjamin, born Dec. 

1838; married iirst Hannah Sharp; children eight. She died March 
3, 1874. Second, married Ea riet Skelton, who died June 25, 1890: 
children one: 1— Molly, born 1859; married Will Welman, a car 
penter, Nov. 20, 1887; children one: 1— Lena, born 1890. 2 — Mar- 
tha, born 1861, died small. 3— Corene, born 1863; married Frank 
Mauck, Jan. 31, 1886, who has a government position at Washing- 
ton, D. C, 1902; children live: 1— Robbie, born 1887; 2— Glenn, 
born 1890; 3— Russell, born 1892; 4~Elmer, born 1897: 5— Clifford, 
born 1899. 4— Samuel Montgomery, born Jan. 23, 1865: married 
Lena Rathrock, Dec. 25, 1899; one child —infant, dead. 7 — Wil- 
mina, born 1872; married George W. Smith, who has been county 
commissioner and is now on a four-year term as trustee of Montgom- 
ery; children five: 1 — Lyle W., born 1892; 2— Chauncey M., born

ret, born 1900. 8— Augustus W. Montgomery, born Feb. 28, 1874; 
was raised from an infant by Hiram W. Smith and wife ; is a teacher 
in the common schools ; married Bertha Martin, March 11, '1896; 
children 2: 1. Ralph; 2, Hazle. 9 — Lawrence O. Montgomery, 
born Sept. 23, 1890; married Sarah E. Fisher, March 8, 1899; chil- 
dren one: 1, Franklin W., born 1900. 

2 —Samuel N. Montgomery, born 1845, son of Blind Sam ; mar- 
ried twice; children seven, of whom five are dead. His son, B. F., 
died in 1901. His daughter, Mary, born 1876, married a shoemaker. 
Edith, born 1888. This family lives in Missouri. 

Of the three daugbtres of Hugh Montgomery, Sr., 5 — Mary, 
born 1735; 6 — Martha, born 1737: 7— Jane, bom 1739, we only know 
that Mary married a Mr. Blair of Maryland, Martha married a Mr. 
Robinson of Virginia, and Jane probably never married. 



DESCENDANTS OF JOHN MONTGOMERY 

(One of the Seven Sons of Hugh, Sr.) 

8 — John Montgomery, born 1741. This John Montgomery was 
rather a remarkable character. It is pretty certain that he was the 
John Montgomery of whom Collins speaks when he says: 

'*This same John Montgomery had been on a hunting expedi- 
tion in 1771, on Dick's River, near where a Baptist church, Mt. Gil- 
ead, now stands — now Green county, on Cany Fork, Greensburg, 
Ky., the county seat. They were known as *the long hunters' under 
General Knox. Most of them afterward settled in Kentucky. This 
same John Montgomery was at the garrison of Harrodsburg, which 
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is now the county seat of Mercer county, Ky., from l>ec. 16, 1777, 
to Oct. 16, 1778."— Collins, Ky., volume 2, page 624. 

He must have married about 1777 as Wra. Montgomery now 
(1901), of Orleans. Ind., a grandson, says that he came down the 
Ohio river and landed at Louisville, or the Falls, in 1779, when his 
oldest child was one year old. Collins, page 127, volume 2, says 
that the first settlement in Christian county, Hopkinsville, the 
county seat, was made by John Montgomery and James Davis, who 
came from Virginia in 1785 and settled on the west fork of Red Riv- 
er, where they built a block house. A t or near the block house was 
a large cave which served as a hiding place for themselves and fam- 
ilies against the attacks of Indians. From this statement it seems 
that while he was a Virginian he had been in Kentucky since 1779, 
and then in 1785 pushed on further west where he would be more at 
home, as most of his life had been on the wilds of the frontier. He 
was one of the seven sons of Hugh Montgomery, Sr., and was in the 
war of the Revolution. All these statements are corroborated by 
Wm. H. Montgomery, of Orleans, Ind. He had three sons, viz : 

1 — John Montgomery, born 1778; married Clarissa Harlow 
McKinney, daughter of John, or "Wild Cat" McKinney. 

This John Montgomery left Kentucky in 1828 and moved to 
Madison county, Ind. — Anderson, the county seat, and then in 1850 
moved to Orange county, Ind. — Paoli, county seat— and settled near 
Orleans, where he died. He had ten children, all of whom lived to 
be grown. He must have left Christian coimty, Ky. , where he was 
raised, and moved up to Fayette county, as one of his children, 
Elizabeth, was born near Lexington^ Ky., in 1827. 1-— Wm. H., 
bom Feb. 1815 : died Aug. 1902, aged 87 years. He died on the old 
homestead of John Montgomery, his father, near Orleans, Ind. He 
was in comfortable circumstances, owning a large farm about two 
and one-half miles from Orleans. I visited him Nov. 23, 1900. He 
related to me the circumstances of his grand -father, John Montgom- 
ery, born 1741, biulding the block house near the cave, in Christian 
county, Ky., in 1785; and also the "Wild Cat'* McKinney en- 
counter. These were related to me before I found them recorded in 
Collins' History of Kentucky. For this reason I made a record of 
both of them. 

Wm. H. Montgomery first married Margaret Finley; born Aug. 
9, 1825; died Jan. 24, 1870: children five: 1— -Theopolis Montgom- 
ery, born Feb. 29, 1844; died Feb. 1865. He was a soldier in Co. 
B, 66th regiment Ind. Vol., and died in the hospital at New Albany, 
Ind. 2— Wm. M. Montgomery, born Aug. 14, 1846; died Jan. .%, 
1873; married Myriam Fisher, April 20, 1869; children one: 1— 
Clara Y. Montgomery, born probably 1870; married James A. Tegar- 
den, Dec. 18, 1894. They now (1901) live in Nashville, Tenn. ; chil- 
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dren three: I, Lera; 2, Myrtle; 3, Infant, daupfhter. 3— Clarissa 
fl., daughter of W. H. Montgi)mery, born April 2, 1850; married 
Loveall M. Nicholson, April 1835. He died Aug. 4, 1895, aged 57 
years He was an elder in the Christian church at Vincennes, Ind. 
Mrs. Nicholson has rendered me valuable assistance in this work. 
She now (1901) resides with her father near Orlean, Ind. 4— Pres- 
ton Montgomery, born April 28, 1857; first married Cora R. Hollow- 
ell, April 5, 1879. She died Jan. 2, 1881. She was a grand, good 
woman with a cheery disposition; she was called "Sunshine" by her 
many friends. Children one: 1 — Claudia H., born Jan. 1*2, 1881. 
Preston Montgomery married, second, Mettie Mclntyre, Sept. 13, 
1884; children one; 1— Vanclair, bom 1890. 5 — Eugene N. Mont- 
gomery, son of W. H., born Dec. 14, 1865; married Clara Hardiman, 
Oct. 19, 1893; children 3: 1— Margaret L. ; 2, Mary E. ; 3, Hugh. 

Wra. H. Montgomery, born 1816; second married Mrs. Eliza- 
beth C. Finley, March 23, 1871 ; children three: l~Mary, born 
July 28, 1872. 2— John E., born Aug. 4, 1874; died Aug. 9, 1876. 
3— Laura Ethel, born Oct. 31, 1876; single 1900. 

We here insret a letter from Mrs. Jessie Margaret Welch Gib- 
son, of Jonesville, Va., .which gives a condensed account of the ten 
children of John Montgomery, born 1778: 



"Mr. D. B. Montgomery, Owensville, Ind. 

"Dear Sir: A copy of the Adair County News, published at 
Columbia. Ky., April 11, 1900, containing your letter of April 1, to 
the editor of that paper — concerning certain members of the Mont- 
gomery family — accidentally fell into my hands this morning, and 
as I am a descendant also from the same family and have never been 
able to find out a great deal about them. I determined to write you 
as a means of learning more of my ancestors. 

"My mother was Mary Ellen Welch, nee Cunningham. Her 
mother was Elizabeth Cunningham, nee Montgomery. She was the 
daughter of John Montgomery (born 1778) and Clarissa Harlow 
McKinney, and was born May 30, 1827, near where the city of Lex- 
ington, Ky., now stands. She accompanied her father, John Mont- 
gomery, to Madison county in 1828, and then to Orange county in 
1850. She is still living, in Illinois. I remember to have heard her 
speak of Uncle Hugh Montgomery, whom I presume was one of the 
seven sons of Hugh Montgomery, Sr. 

"My great-grandfather, John Montgomery (born 1778) fought 
in the war of 1812, and was more or less disabled all the rest of his 
life from the exposure of the campaign in Canada, where he had 
both feet frozen. He lived to be more than 80 years old. His wife 
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died in Missouri, at the home of my grandmother, in her 89th year. 

"John Montgomery (born 1778) raised ten children, all they 
ever had, to be married and have families. Wm. H. is living near 
Orleans, Ind., and is now (1900) 85 years old, but is still active and 
hearty. Mary married Pascal Jackson, and died many years go. 
Martha is living near Eewanna, Ind. Emma married James Finley, 
and died many years since. James was a Federal soldier, and died 
soon after returning home. John Alexander was a soldier in Co. B, 
66th regiment Ind. Vol., and died about eighteen months after be- 
ing discharged. Sarah married a Mr. Boulby and now resides with 
her daughter in Indianapolis. Clarissa Harlow married Adam Alex- 
ander, who died many years ago, and she is now (1900) practicing 
law in Los Angeles, Cal. Andrew lives on a farm near McPherson, 
Kansas. 

**I would be very much pleased to learn more of the first Hugh 
Montgomery, who settled in Hoanoke county, Va., early in 1700; 
also if you are positive that all seven of these sons fought in the 
Revolutionary War.

You will observe that this letter gives in a very short space some 
account of all this large family of Montgomerys. I regret very 
much that 1 could never obtain any further correspondence with this 
lady. But through her relatives at Orleans, Ind., I learned that she 
was born about 1872, and that she is an intelligent and cultured 
lady, as her letter plainly indicates. 

2 — William Montgomery, bom 1780, and a son of John (bom 
1741), settled in Scott county, Ky. —Georgetown county seat — ^and 
raised a family there, and finally moved to Shelby county, Ind. — 
Shelbyville county seat — ^and became wealthy. I understand that 
many of his descendants are in that county at this time. 

3— Katie Montgomery, his sister, born 1782, married a Mr. Ire- 
land and moved to Ohio, and died there. 



CIIAPTEli XI. 

DESCENDANTS OF SAMUEL MONTGOMERY, SK. 

He was born m Virj^inia, probably about 1743, and was one of 
the seven sons of Hugh Mc»utgomery Sr., aJl of whom, our family 
tradition says, were in the Revolutionary War. He was a quiet, 
peaceable, industrious and religious man, and highly esteemed by 
all his neighbors. ''Ho was au elder in the Old Prebsyterian church 
in Kentucky, and in the fall of 1814, three years after coming to 
Indiana, at the earnest entreaty of the Rev. Wm. Barnett, consented, 
in connection with James Knowles, who was also an elder in the 
Old School Presbyterian church, to become the basis for the organ- 
ization of a Cumberland Presbyterian church, without re-ordination 
or relinquishing any part of their former faith," **for the sole pur- 
pose of advancing the cause of Christ;" around these men was gath- 
ered the first C. P. church in Indiana". — Rev. Levin Wilson's 
History, page 20. 

He married Polly McFarland in Virginia and moved and set- 
tled within about eight miles of Ferry ville, Ky. In 1811 he came 
with most of his family to Indiana and settled on the north-east 
quarter of section 24, town 3, rancre 12 west, in Knox (now Gibson) 
county, which was organized in 1813. This farm had been taken 
up by his nephew, Walter C. Montgomery who had settled here in 
1806. The farm is now known as the Wm. Benson farm. Samuel 
Montgomery died in 1815 and was buried on his own farm. His 
children were: Polly, bom 1775; Rachel, bom Nov. 26, 1777; Katie, 
bom Nov. 19, 1779; Robert, born 1781; James, born 1783; Ben- 
jamin, bom 1785; Dorcas, born 1887; John, bom 1790; and Sam- 
uel, the youngest, bom 1794. 

Just at what time Samuel Montgomery, Sr., came to Kentucky, 
we are not prepared to say ; but he was there as early as 1794, as his 
youngest son, Samuel, Jr., was bom there in that year. We have 
already shown that his brother John had been all over that section 
of Kentucky as early as 1774, as he was a member of the "long 
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hunters'^ under General Knox and afterward settled in Kentucky in 
1779. 

1 — Polly Montgomery, daughter of Samuel, Sr., born probably 
in 1775, married David Swope, of Kentucky, about 1795. Mr. 
Swope died in 1845. flis wife had died some time b^^fore this, as 
Mr. Swope was living with his second wife when he died. Polly 
Swope had six children : 1 — Montgomery Swope, born 1796; never 
married. 2 -Morgan, born 1798. 3 — Martin, born 1^10. 4 — Doro- 
thy, born 1804. 5— David, bom 1807. 6— Mary Elizabeth, bom 
1810. 

Morgan Swope, No. 2, first married Sonis Bobinson, of Girard 
county, Ky., and had two children : 1, Emily E., died 27 years old ; 
2, Elizabeth, who married Benedict Swope, a cousin, and had seven 
children. Morgan .Swope married, second, Martha Ruby in 1835. 
He died in 1876, aged 78 years. By his second wife he had four 
children: 1, Montgomery; 2, I. M. ; 3, Morgan; 4, Wm. Henry. 

Montgomery Swope, born Dec. 22, 1836, married Eliza Martin 
of Owensville, Ind. Mr. Swope was a captain in the Confederate 
Army three years under Forest and Johnson. He had three chil- 
dren : 1 — Leroy, is married and lives at Cottonwood Falls, Kansas. 
2 — Hargroves, is married and lives in Houston, Texas. 3 — Rena, 
is married and lives in Stafford, Kansas. 

I. M. Swope, born March 2, 1838, married Cordelia Scantland 
Jan. 22, 1862: children four: Annie, Walter, William, Early, and 
Martha C. 

Morgan Swope, born Feb. 28, 1841, married Louisa Flanders; 
children four: 1— Samuel, who is chief physician in the sanitarium 
at Deming, New Mexico. 2 — Martha, married Robert Hicks and 
lives in Ballard, Ky; children 9. 3 — Berton, died 1900, aged 23 
years. 4— Morgan, killed 1895, aged 12 years, 

William Henry Swope, born Oct. 1, 1845; first married Ella 
Swope, a distant relative ; one child : Eugene Swope ; married and 
lives in Cincinnati, Ohio. William Henry Swope married second 
a Miss Dawson; children two: 1 — Lemuel, married and lives at 
Paducah, Ky; 12, Logan, single 1901. 

Martin Swope, son of Polly Montgomery-Swope, born 1801 ; mar- 
ried a Miss Owen; two children: 1 — James D., a painter by trade; 
2 — Taylor, a farmer, 

Dorcas Swope, daughter of Polly Montgomery-Swope, born 
1804; married Benedict Swope, her cousin; children five: Hardin, 
a farmer; Benedict, a physician: Mary, married a Dawson; Dorcas, 
also married a Dawson; Eliza was deaf and dumb. 

Mary Eliza Swope, daughter of Polly M. Swope, born 1810, 
married A. Spidell; children ten: 1— John D. 2 — Christopher, was 
in Confederate army. 3 — Thomas, was in Confederate army. 4 — 
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Richard, was in Confederate army. All three of these lived to re- 
turn home without wounds. B — Benedict. 6 — Mary. 7 — Jacob. 8, 
9 and 10— three daughters born in Tennessee after 1850. 

RACHEL MONTGOMERY.-TflE MOUNTS FAMILY. 

Rachel Montgomery, second child of Samuel Montgomery, Sr., 
married Smith Mounts; and we here give some account of this fam- 
ily. The Gibson County History says, page 57 : 

*'Th6 Mounts family in this county are descended from John 
and Providence Mounts, natives of Switzerland. They were among 
the early settlers of Philadelphia, Penn.. and subsequently moved to 
Virginia, and then to Kentucky, where they became noted Indian 
fighters.'' 

Mathias and Smith Mounts, sons of John Mounts, were with 
General Wayne during the Indian wars of 1794 and took part in 
several engagements in north-western Ohio. They became residents 
of south-western Indiana in 1807. Mathias Mounts married Mollie 
Montgomery, eldest daughter of "Purty Old Tom," an account oj 
whom will be given in another place. 

Smith Mounts was born in 1770, probably in Virginia. When 
he came to Indiana he settled on section 24, town 3, range 12 west, 
where he lived until his death, Sept. 13, 1834. He was also in the 
war of 1811-12 and fought in the battle of Tippecanoe. It is re- 
gretted that so little is known of the ancestors of these people. 
There is a tradition handed down by John D. Mounts, a grandson of 
Smith Mounts, Sr., that the name **Smith'* came into the family 
from one of the Mounts family having married a Smith in Virginia. 
Smith Mounts, Sr., married Rachel Montgomery, about 1796. She 
was bom Nov. 26, 1777; died May 5, 1851. 

There is strong evidence that the names Mountz, Mounce, 
Mounts, Mount, are all derived from the same original name. 
There are old papers in Gibson county showing that the family here 
have spelled the name three different ways since 1807. It was first 
Mounce or Mountz; now all of them spell it Mounts. The early 
generations of the family here were wonderful developments of phys- 
ical strength. Garrad Mounts had not an equal in this particular 
in all south-western Indiana. Children 8: Garrad, Moria, Ma- 
nece, Montgomery. Polly, Dorcas, Smith, and Thomas A. 

1 — Garrad Mounts, born 1797; died July 12, 1878; married 
Patsy Montgomery, daughter of Joseph Montgomery. Sr., born 
April 22, 1803; died July 17, 1892. She was a remarkably shrewd 
woman. They were married Dec. 14, 1819, at Owensville, Ind., by- 
Samuel Montgomery, a justice of the peace, who was an own cousin 
to her father and came to Indiana in 1814. (See page 150.) 
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Garrad Mounts, whose mother was Hachel Montgomery, was at 
one time county commissioner and lield other offices of trust. He 
was one of the best physically developed men in Gibson county. 
Notwithstanding his Herculean strength, he was a remarkably 
peaceable man for that day, when it was a very common thing for 
men to contest each other's strength simply for the victory.. His 
brother, Montgomery Mounts, was not as large as Garrad, nor so 
peaceably inclined. At one time he proposed to whip Garrad, who 
reasoned with and tried to convince him how disgraceful it would be 
for brothers to fight ; but without avail. So the two men prepared 
for battle. Garrad stood sparring while Montgomery madly rushed 
at his antagonist. Garrad, instead of striking him, caught and 
lifted him up and dropped him on the opposite side of a high fence, 
then mounted his horse and rode away. 

A story used to be told to the effect that Garrad Mounts, while 
constable, lifted up a house-log and burst in a door where a danger- 
ous criminal was barricaded. The truth of the matter is' that he 
allowed other men to place the log on his shoulder, then he moved 
forward and hurled it against the otherwise impenetrable door and 
crushed it to pieces. To the surprise of every one present, tl^e man 
surrendered without resistance, saying: '*What is the use to con- 
tend with a man that can carry a house-log?" Mr. Mounts was a 
man of very great force of character, and a highly respectable citi- 
zen. They had twelve children : 

1--Nancy Mounts, born Feb. 17, 1821 ; died Feb. 11, 1880. She 
married James L. Emerson, Noy. 7, 1839. He was born 1817, died 
about July 5, 1890. They raised their family on a farm about five 
miles south of Owensville, in Johnson township, Gibson county, 
Ind. Mr. and Mrs. Emerson were recognized as being among the 
best citizens in the county. Mrs. Emerson was generous and always 
had a word of cheer and comfort for the distressed and afflicted. 
Mr. Emerson was one of the best farmers in the county. The asses- 
sors' reports show that his farm made the best average of crops of 
any large farm in Johnson township. He was plain and unassum- 
ing. He favored the public-school system and gave his family the 
full t)enefits of its advantages. Several of his children taught in 
the public schools, and three of his sons graduated fiom first-class 
colleges — namely, Garrad M.,.'Z. T. and Logan. Mr. Emerson's 
grandmother was a sister to General Ben. Logan, of Revolutionary 
fame, who operated in Virginia, Kentucky, and Ohio; hence the 
name Logan in the family. Mr. Emerson had peculiar financial 
views. He was opposed to sureties on notes and preferred to lend 
his money to young men of industry and good habits, just starting 
in life, without sureties, rather than loan to older ones with sureties ; 
and probably he never lost much money on this plan. 
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The manner of assisting his children is to be commended. At 
the a^e of 21 years he gave each $1000 and took a receipt for the 
tame, which at his death were all found carefully filed among his 
papers. He held the greater portion of his estate until his death. 
No man and wife ever held the respect and esteem of a large family 
in a more satisfactory, manner than did James and Nancy Emerson. 
Children 14— namely: 

1 — John W. Emerson, born Aug. Jl, 1840, was a second lieuten- 
ant in Co. F, 58th regiment Ind. Vol. ^ He taught several years in 
the common schools after the Civil War. The old soldiers of his 
regiment enjoy a good camp-tire story at his expense. At one time 
during: his service in the army he had a terrible struggle with ty- 
phoid fever, and the report reached home that he was dead. His 
father procured a good metalic coffin and sent for John's body, but 
when the coffin reached camp he was still alive, and finally recovered 
and remained in the army until the close of the war. The boys now 
tell it that John was £oo contrary to use the coffin after it had been 
sent to him. John was delirious for several days and wandered about 
the camp at will. Dr. James C. Patton, a relief surgeon, saw John 
at this time and was much interested in him, but did ont get his 
name. Afterward the doctor enlisted in the B8th regiment and be- 
came intimate with Mr. filmerson, but never dreamed of his being 
the sick man that he had attended months before. Some time after 
the war the doctor and Mr. Emerson met and were discussing that 
terrible scourge of fever among the soldiers, when the doctor related 
the above circumstance and remarked that he had always regretted 
that he did not learn the man's name. To his great surprise and 
joy Mr. Emerson said, *'I am the man.'' 

John W. Emerson first married Nancy J. Enowles, Dec. 10, 1865. 
She died March 29, 1875. Children six: 1— Cora M. Emerson, 
born Dec. 9, 1867; married Perry Pritchett, June 21, 1890; childFen 
3: 1, Lake Pritchett, born Jan. 17, 1891; 2, Leslie Pritchett, bom 
Feb. 1899; 3, infant, born — . 2— Dr. Ralph W. Emerson, born

It was a 
little after dark on Saturday night, Sept. 19, 1863, at the close of the 
second day's fight. The 58th Indiana regiment was lying down in 
line of battle when a Confederate command in line, which appeared 
in the darkues^ to he t'lree deep, approached in front of them. The 
Federals were commanded to hold their fire until the Confederates 
came dangerously near, when they suddenly arose and sent a folley 
with terrible effect into the Confederate ranks. This closed the con- 
test for that day, but the wounded and dying remained there all 
night moaning and crying for help and praying for mercy. At what 
time those who escaped death or being wounded left the field is not 
known, but no truce was sent and no favors asked by the repulsed 
Confederates. Therefore the Fedenils could not venture to render 
any assistance. Mr. Mounts says this was the most miserable 
night lie ever spent in all his life. Lieutenant John W. Emerson, 
of the same company, says the same ; and Rev. J. J. Height, chap- 
lain of the 58th regiment, refers to this matter on page 183 of his 
history of the regiment and says : 

"And a terrible night it was; cool, and no fire could be per- 
mitted; all around were the dead and driug. The cries and moans 
of the wounded are most distressing. The most horrible features of 
a battle are the experiences of the living soldier on the firld the 
night after the battle."

I have been informed that Squire John Montgomery was in the 
battle of Tippecanoe. 

Samuel Montgomery, Jr., bom 1794, in Kentucky, ninth and 
youngest child of Samuel Montgomery, Sr. He belonged to the 
state militia, and at the time of the call by Qen. Harrison for assist- 
ance to fight the battle of Tippecanoe he was absent on a visit. On 
returning home and being informed that the company to which he 
belonged had joined General Harrison he procured a horse and 
hastily followed them ; but he met his company at Vincennes. re- 
turning home. He was about 17 years of age at this time. He 
first married Sarah Montgomery, Nov. 15, 1814, who was bom 1793. 
died Aug. 1829. This was the 38th license issued in Gibson county, 
Ind. He was on thefirst jury drawn in Gibson county. It was in a 
justice's court, held in a small log cabin south-west of Princeton, on 
the McCurdy farm, on the flat to the left as you go to Princeton, 
just after crossing the branch, on the old road. The first regular 
court was held in a stone house built by Judge Isaac Montgomery, 
now known as the John Hudelson and Joseph McCarty farms. The 
children of his first wife were five:

Sarah K Montgomery, born Dec. 8, 1836, seventh child of Sam- 
uel Montgomery, died single, Sept. 1854. 

Dr. T. J. Montgomery, born Sept. 15, 1839, eighth child of Sam- 
uel Montgomery, Jr. ; graduated from Rush Medical College, Chi- 
cago, 111., 1833; practiced in Cynthiana, Ind., five years, then took 
a review course at the same school in 1869; then local ed in Owens- 
ville, Ind., Oct. 17, 1869, where he is now (1903) comfortably settled 
in one of the best offices in town, on Main Street. He has been one 
of the leading physicians of this place all these years and has ac- 
cumulated sufficient means to enable him to build a fine residence. 
Besides, he has considerable land possessions a few miles south of 
town, also is a stockholder in the First National Bank of Owensville, 
Ind. He married Lydia A. Whiting, Dec. 2, 1863; children two: 
1, Jessie M. Montgomery, born Oct. 9, 1864; married Woodfin D. 
Robinson, Sept. 4. 1884, who is now, 1903, on a third term as judge 
of the appellate court of Indiana. He is considered one of the safest 
judges in the state; is a graduate of the State University at Bloom- 
ington, Ind., and a trustee of that institution. He attended law 
school in Virginia, and graduated in the law department at Ann 
Arbor, Mich. Represented Gibson county in the Legislature in 
1895-6. He lives at Princeton, Ind. ; children one — Virginia,

Elsie Montgomery, born Dec. 2, 1866, daughter of Dr. T. J. 
Montgomery, married C. B. Smith, Sept. 14, 1887. They own a 
fine body of Blackriver land south of Owensville, Ind. Mr. Smith 
is president of the First National Bank of Owensville. and a stock- 
holder in the Farmers department store at that place ; also a breeder 
of Angus cattle. Children two— infants. 

Samuel N. Montgomery, born Feb. 4, 1842, in Montgomery 
township, Gibson county. Ind. ; ninth child of Samuel Montgomery. 
Jr. He was a corporal in Co. F, 80th regiment Ind. Vol., and served 
until close of the war. He was seriously wounded at the battle of 
Perryville, Ky., with a musket ball, Oct. 8. 1862. Perry ville is 
about eight miles from where his father was bom in 1794. 

While in the hospital at New Albany, Ind., a Mr. Samuel Mont- 
gomery, a cousin of Judge H. P. Montgomery and a brother to 
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Commodore J, Eld. Montgomery, who commanded the Confederate 
flet)t at Memphis, 1861, opened a letter to the soldier through a mis- 
lake. He immediately sought out the soldier and made due apol- 
ogy, and tliey traced back their relationship, which was clear at 
that time b<it is not remembered at this date. However, he would 
have the soldier visit him in his elegant mansijn and insisted that he 
should make his house his home as long as he remained at New Al- 
bany. There were some young ladies in the family at that time and 
the soldier spent many pleasant hours with them. I understand 
that two of the-;e ladies still live in that town and .the soldier 
now (1903) lives about one and one-half miles north of Cynthiana. 
[nd., on part of the farm on which he was raised. He married Ma- 
lissa Redman of Cynthiana, Ind., Nov. 2, 1865; children eight: 1, 
Essie Montgomery, born Oct. 8, 1860, died Oct. 26, 1895.

Jesse M. Montgomery, a farmer, tenth child of Samuel Mont- 
gomery, Jr., bom May 15, 1845, in Giljson county, Ind. ; is a 
staunch Reptiblican and represented Gibson county in the legisla- 
ture in the 55th regular session, which began Jan. 10, 1887; now, 
March 17, 1902, lives about one mile north of Cynthiana, Ind. ; mar- 
ried Lemira Benson, Nov. 22, 18 56: children three: 1, Oscar Paul 
Montaromery, born Aug. 21, 1868, died May 20, 1895: graduated in 
the scientific course at the National Normal University of Lebanon, 
Ohio, in the class of 1891 ; taught in the public schools. He was n 
member of the McReynolds & Montgomery hardware and furniture 
firm, Cynthiana, Ind. He married Olive L. Smith, June 29, 1892;

CHAPTEE XII. 

THOMAS MONTGOMERY, SR, OR "PURTY OLD TOM 
MONTGOMERY THE DEER KILLER," BORN 1745. 

In the preceding ohapters we have given some account of nine 
children of Hugh Montgomery, Sr. We now take up the tenth and 
youngest, Thomas Montgomery, known all over Gibson county in 
his day as "Purty Old Tom the Deer Killer.'' The prefix *Turty" 
was attached to his name on account of his upright, lithe carriage 
and portly appearance. It is said that he was straight as an arrow. 
The "Deer Killer" came from the fact tnat he killed 160 deer 
around the springs on the Colonel Jones farm, now owned by Lieu- 
tenant Wm. Jones, his great-grandson. This was on the south-west 
quarter of section 12, town 3, range 12 west. 

He came to Indiana in 1805 and marked an oak tree by the 
spring on what has for a long time been known as the Smith Mounts 
farm; then the Thomas A. Mounts, and now (1902) as the C. B. 
Smith farm — south-east quarter of section 24, town 3, range 12 west. 

He then returned to Mount Sterling, in Montgomery county, 
Ky., in order to bring his family to Indiana; but for some reason he 
did not return to Indiana until 1806. When he arrived at the quar- 
ter-section on which he had marked the oak tree he found the land 
occupied by a man, in a rail pen for a house, by the naipe of Hamer 
— now known as Heubner. George Heubner of near Posey ville, 
Ind., is a descendant of that man. 

So "Purty Old Tom" drove on north to those springs a little 
south-west of Owensville and made a temporary stop on the Jones 
land above referred to. It appears that he did not desire this land, 
as shortly afterward he moved a little south-east to the south-east 
quarter of section 13, town 3, range 12 west, and entered that land 
in 1807. This was 95 years ago. This land descended to his young- 
est son^ Walter Crockett Montgomery, and is now in possession of

Smith Miller Montf^omery, the youngest son and the 19th child of 
Walter Crockett Montgomery. 

"Purty Old Tom" waa born in Roanoke county, Virginia, 1745; 
was married to Martha Crockett in Virginia, 1767. She was a sister 
to Col. Joseph Crockett^ of the Revolutionary War, and an own 
cousin to the famous Davie Crockett of Tennessee, "who so gallantly 
gave up his life at the old Alamo, bravely fighting for Texas inde- 
pendence." 

*'Purty Old Tom," when a boy 12 years old, with his gun de- 
fended from a block- house his mother and several other women and 
children, killing one Indian and wounding several others. On some 
one complimenting his courage and bravery he remarked that it was 
a case of necessity — "foight or doi" (in the Irish brogue). This 
circumstance was often related by "Roane" Ike Montgomery, a 
nephew of his, who was born 1799 and died May 14, 1900, aged 91 
years. 

"Purty Old'Tom" was one of the seven sons of Hugh Montgom- 
ery. Sr., and took part in the Revolutionary War; after which he 
lived in Montgomery county, Ya., near the head waters of the Roan- 
oke Springs, not far froin Shawsville, Va., until 1796, when be 
moved to Mount Sterling, in Montgomery county, £y., and re- 
mained here until they emigrated to Indiana in 1806. fie was the 
first of the family to settle in Knox, now Gibson county; children 
eight: 1, Hugh. 2, Molly. 3, Joseph. 4, Jane. 5 and 6, Thomas 
and Isaac — twins. 7, Patsy. 8, Walter Crockett. 

1, Hugh Montgomery, Jr., born 1768, died in Virginia, 1780, at 
the age of 12 years. 

2, Molly Montgomery, born 1770, married Mathias Mounts, in 
Kentucky (see page 158) and came to Indiana in 1806. He was a 
soldier in the war of 1811-12 and fought in the battle of Tippecanoe, 
Nov. 7, 1811. They settled on the north-east quarter of section 27, 
town 3, range 11 west, on a farm now owned by John Embree. Chil- 
dren twelve. 

It seems that at one time we had almost lost trace of this family, 
but further research* brought considerable information concerning 
them. There are quite a number of the descendants of Patsy 
Mounts, No. 9, of this family, who married Henry Ayers, Sr., in 
Gibson county, Ind, whose genealogy will follow in this connection.

Dear Mr. Montgomery : Yours of tbe 4th instant received. In ^ 
regard to the descendants of Molly Montgomery, N2G5, who married 
Mathias Mounts, personally I know very little. But I rf^ferred tbe 
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matter to my father, AlhaDan Emmerson, who is a grandson of hers, 
and found that he knew all of them and soniethinfr of the history of 
moet of them. All of the family are now dead. Stephen is buried 
in Edwards county. 111. ; Smith. Jr., in Iowa; Milton, somewhere in 
the South; Hugh, about Davenport, Iowa; Joseph and Silas, in 
Bluegrass, Iowa; Polly Stennett, at or near Red Oak, Iowa; Selia 
Hunt and Jane Morse, in San Bernardino, Cal. ; Nancy married 
Alien Emmerson, Sept. 17, 1810, and died Dec. 5, 1876, and lies in 
the Little Prairie cemetery, three miles west of Albion, 111. We 
have no record of any of the famiiy except Nancy, the mother of my 
father, and consequently I cannot give exact dates. Father knows 
considerable about several of the before-mentioned family, and if 
you desire I can write you more in detail about some of them. Jane 
and Oelia have especially interesting histories, both being Mormons 
and emigrating westward with that sect. Wayne Stennett, of Iowa, 
a son of Polly Mounts-Stennett, could no doubt give you informa- 
tion regarding several of the familv.

Joeeph Moiitgomerj. third child of 'Turty Old Tom" Mont- 
ffomery, was bom in VirgiDia, March 3, 1778; died in 1824. He 
married Naacy Davis in Kentucky and came with his father to Indi- 
ana, 1806, and settled oo the north-east quarter of section 38, town 
3, rang^ 11 west. This place is now known as the Emily Armstron^i^ 
farm.

His wife, Nancy Davis, was ixym Jan. 1, 
1874; died Nov. 20, 1849. They were buried on the farm of their 
&on, Boane Ike Montgomery, on the south-east quarter of section 2, 
town 3, range 12 west, now owned by America Keneipp. Children 
seven: Isaac, William, Patsy, Thomas Jefferson, Polly, Betsy, 
and Nancy.

Kentucky, 1796. Captain Warrick was one of the distinguished citi- 
zens of Gibson county, Ind. He was the son of John Warrick, Sr., 
who was a Bevolutionary soldier. Jacob Warrick was bom in Green- 
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brier coanty, Va., 1773. At the a^e of eleven years, or in 1784, he 
moved to Fayette county, Ey., and settled about seven milse from 
Lexin«:ton. At the age of 21, or in 1794, he enlisted under the com- 
mand of General Anthony Wayne, Soon they marched by Fort De- 
fiance, in Oliio. On the 20th of August, 1794, Jacob Warriek took 
part in the battle at the Rapids of the Maumee river. 

An incident occurred at this battle relating to Jacob Warrick 
which I will here relate in the language of a daughter of one of the 
soldiers: 

"As soon as Genera] Wayne cAme up with the Indians, who 
were in line of battle on the left bank of the river, the firing com- 
menced. The Indians, who had more than double the number of 
the Americans, soon made a desperate effort to turn the left flank. 
General Wayne ordered a charge to be made, which was executed 
with great promptness. The Indians gave way. They were pursued 
in full 8X)eed. The company to which Warrick belonged was on the 
flank of tne enemy next to the river. Warrick's horse was in full 
speed on the river bank a few paces ahead of the company, when an 
Indian who had concealed himself in the thicket, finding that he 
would be run over, darted under the neck of Warrick's horse to 
reach the river. Warrick, quick as thought, grabbed him* by the 
hair of the head. (It must be understood here that a horse is as 
much afraid of an Indian as he would be of a bear; therefore when 
Warrick caught the Indian his horse reared and plunged into the 
air.) The shock caused Warrick to careen in the saddle, which car-, 
ried him. the Indain and the horse over the precipice, headlong 
down the bank, to the water's edge. Warrick, being a giant in 
strength as well as size, clung to the Indian, who was his equal, and 
just at the moment when each was preparing for the combat one of 
Warrick's compeers leaped from the saddle down the bank of the 
river, and with one deadly blow of the tomahawk sent the Indian 
to his long home." — From an old copy of Evansville Journal, now 
(1903) in the possession of J. W. Jones, Midland, 111. 

Mr. Warrick's people here stoutly deny this statement of assist- 
ance by a comrade and claim that Mr. Warrick dispatched his an- 
tagonist alone and single-handed. Someone did fire a shot, and 
General Harrison ordered him to desist, saying that Warrick was 
capable of taking care of himself; at the same time saying, "You 
may shoot Warrick." 

In 1806 Jacob Warrick came with his father-in-law, "Purty Old 
Tom" Montgomery, to Indiana and settled in Knox county (now 
Gibson), west of Owensville, on what is now (1903) known as the J. 
D. Thompson farm, in section 11, town 3, range 12 west He brought 
with him to Indiana tine cattle, fine horses, several slaves and mon- 
ey. He was a close, intimate friend of Henry Clay, and often oon- 
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BQlted with him in regard to Indiana finally becoming a slave state. 
Mr. Clay, who at one time later on had eighty thousand dollars in 
vested in slaves, always told Mr. Warrick that Indiana ^ould not be 
a slave state. 

Jacob Warrick^ at the outbreak of the Indian war of 1811, 
"raised a company of eighty men known as rangers, and at the re- 
quest of General Harrison joined the main army at Vincennes, and 
with it marohed against the Indians, and while gallantly leading a 
charge at Tippecanoe was mortally wounded/' Nov. 7, 1811, and 
"Major Smith, the old surveyor and schooJ -teacher of Gibson county, 
wrote Captain Warrick's will on the battle field after the battle was 
over. He lived two days and was buried on the battlefield where 
he had so bravely fought for the preservation of the lives of those he 
held dear, and for the safety of the homes and firesides which were 
so sacred to the settlers. General Harrison in his ofiScial report of 
the battle took occasion to commend in the highest terms the bravery 
and intrepid conduct displayed by Captain Warrick." 

We know but little of Captain Warrick's ancestors. We find in 
a history of the Montgomerys and Summervilles of Virginia and 
Ohio, written by Prof. Frank Montgomery, now in the signal service 
at Davenport, Iowa, a reference to a Jacob Warrick taken from the 
Pocahontas Journal, in Greenbrier county. West Virginia, who was 
probably an uncle of Captain Jacob Warrick. 

"Warrick county, Indiana, was named in honor of Captain War- 
rick." It is claimed by Mr. Warrick's close friends that Gibson 
county, Ind., by all right and fairness should have been named in 
honor of Captain Warrick. 

There is no monument marking the graves of those who fell at 
the battle of Tippecanoe. There is a plot of ground arranged some- 
thing like this, the squares with names and dates being slightly 
raised and set in sod, with the names and date** set in gravel :

It seems that the state should erect some kind of monument in 
memory of these heroes. Jacob W. Jones, of Midland, 111., a grand- 
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son of Captain Jacob Warrick, has said that he was willing to assist 
in this matter. 

Jane Montgomery, his wife, was also a very remarkable woman. 
She was laige and rather coarse-featured, but was a woman of rare 
g^ood sense and fine judgment. Her carriage and every -day appear- 
ance indicated intelligence. She was a woman of wonderful endur- 
ance and courage : bom in Virginia, 1774, married Jacob Warrick 
here in 1796; removed to Kentucky in 1796, and came to Indiana in 
1806; had seven children by Captain Warrick. After his death she 
married Dr. John Maddox, of Kentucky, about 1813, and moved 
with him to the Sed River country in Texas, and finally settled in 
Alexandria, Louisiana, 1824. Not liking that country, they returned 
to Indiana in 1825. 

She remained in Indiana while Dr. Maddox made a prospecting 
visit to Illinois, near where Lincoln is now located. He died while 
on that visit, in 1826, and was buried in Illinois. She had three 
children by Dr. Maddox. 

Dr. Maddox while in Indiana filled the office of assessor, in 1813 
justice of peace, and represented Gibson county in the legislature 
probably about 1814 and '15— at least it was before Indiana became 
a state. After the death of Dr. Maddox his wife made herself fa- 
miliar with his medical works and practiced midwifery successfully 
for many years. The weatber never became too cold, dark or rainy 
for her to answer a call. Although she was large, she could ride 
like an Indian. Many times she rode through the thick, dark woods, 
fi^uided only by the knowledge of the horse returning to its home. 
She was bold and courageous, and no one ever attempted to interfere 
with her nocturnal rides. She died in Oibson county, Indiana, 
Sept. 3, 1846. Her children by Captain Warrick were: 1, Mont- 
gomery; 2, Nelly; 3, Nancy; 4, John: 5, Harry; 6.

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WILLIAM HUBBARD, A SLAVE OF MONTGOMERY 

WARRICK. 

In oonnection with the history of the Mont^omerys aud War> 
ricks we have made tnentiou of the fact that they brought slaves 
with them to iDdiana. Just here we will give a more detailed ac> 
count of one of those slaves^ known all over Gibson county as Wil- 
liam Hubbard. . 

*'Purty Old Tom" Montgomery gave "Hub,'' as he was com- 
monly called, to his grandson, Montgomery Warrick, in Kentucky. 
Montgomery Warrick and '*Hub" were about the same age, having 
been born in 1797. While ** Hub" wore clothes the same as other 
people, in addition to these he always wore what was known as a 
hunting shirt, which was a coat, or rather a gown, which came nearly 
to his feet, with a leather belt buckled around the waist The writer 
remembers seeing him many times, but never saw him without the 
*' hunting shirt." 

In the days of "kidnaping" in southwestern Indiana, some 
parties suggested to Montgomery Warrick that he had better sell 
*'Hub," as some one would steal him, anyway. To this Mr. War- 
rick replied : "1 had just as leave sell a brother as Hub, therefore I 
will not sell him; and if any one steals him they will have to suffer 
the consequences." It is not likely that it would have been very 
healthful to have stolen any kind of property from the Warricks of 
that day, and much less so to have stolen "Hub," as he could have 
been identified anywhere in the world, and the Warricks had the 
means and grit to have found him and punished the kidnapers. 

"Hub" was a man of remarkable constitution, of heavy build, 
rather r lund -shouldered, with a very full breast and a very heavy, 
thick, short neck — so much so that there was no way that he could 
lie down that his head would touch the floor; therefore his large, 
heavy head always hung clear of the floor. He would never sleep 
iu a bed, but always on a pallet on the floor in front of the large fire- 
places of that day with his head next the fire. After he became a 
free man (he was always about the same as free) he at first for a 
part of his time made his home with the widow of Captain Warrick, 
the mother of Montgomery WarricK; and when in 1813 Dr. Maddox 
began to pay some attention to Mrs. Warrick "Hub" made vigorous 
protests and proposed doing all the work on her farm for just his 
board and clothes if she would not marry; at the same time giving 
fair warning that if she married. Hub was relieved of all further ob- 
ligations. Mrs. Warrick, disregarding his protests, married Dr. 
Maddox— probably in September, 1818. From this date on, in a 
g^reat measure, Hub became a local tramp, stopping for a few days 
at a time with some of the Montgomery connection, as he claimed 
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relationship with all of them. As the Moiitgomer js were Terj nam* 
erous it ^nerally took him about six months to make the rounds, 
in the meantime doing a vast amount of hard labor— principally 
breaking and hackeling hemp and flax. It took a giant to handle 
these old heavy breaks, but Hub was equal to the emergency. 

He was wholly without education; never was able to count 
twenty. He could reach nineteen, and then, like a child, would go 
back to 18— 6—11, etc. He kept the time he worked by cutting 
notches on a stick, then he would carry that stick and the money 
received to the next man to see if he had been fully paid. I am 
not aware, however, that any one ever tried to cheat "Hub." 

He had an unquenchable appetite for whiskey, and once while 
he was under the influence of liquor some boys placed a wagbn-bed 
over him and awaited the results. When he awoke he looked about 
and muttered to himself: "Dead — dead, and buried under a wagon 
bed !" After this occurred some one met him and said: *'Hub, 1 
heard you were dead." "Yes," he answered, "I did too, but I knew 
it was a lie as soon as 1 heard it." 

His feet turned out very seriously, and it was told on him that 
one time he crossed a wheat-field, nearly ready to t)e harvested, and 
on his way back when he reached this field he discovered that some 
one had gone through the wheat with a sled. This caused him to 
become very indignant, and he was cursing and swearing and heap- 
ing vengeance on any one that would treat a neighbor in that way, 
when some one passing called his attention to the fact that the dam- 
age had been caused by himself with his turned-out feet. This is 
an old story and may not have happened in this way. 

A few years after this the Hon. Thomas Jefferson Montgomery, 
while a candidate on the Whig ticket for representative— against 
Col. William Montgomery, his brother, nominated by the Democrats 
— made a speech in the old public building on the public square in 
Owensville, in which he related the circumstances above, and said 
that if the Democrats would do likewise and look backward over 
their own record and note the devastation behind them, they would 
have no just cause to complain of their neighbors. 

A few days after this came the election, and "Hub" as usual 
was on hand. The Democrats called his attention to the exposures 
that Jeff had made and prompted him with all manner of counter- 
exposures at Jeff's expense. Jeff at this time was just around the 
corner of a house and heard it all ; so the Democrats good-humor- 
edly told Jeff that they were now willing to square off with him. 
When the count was made, after the election, he only wanted one 
vote to elect him. (See page 217). 

"Hub" died west of Owensville, in the Wabash bottoms, and 
is buried in the letter's field in the Owensville cemetery. 
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NELLY WARRICK.

4, John Warrick, born 1803, near Lexington, Ky. ; son of Jane 
M)ntgouiery- Warrick: married a Miss Prince, and at one time was 
engaafed in the tannery business in Princeton, Ind. He was given a 
gjol start in the woild by his father, and made good use of his op- 
pirtuuities. He engag'tnl in business in Owensville, Ind., about 
lS3o, where he carried an extensive business besides being a large 
land owner. He also dii a large business in shipping by flat-boats, 
to New Orleans market, large quantities of pork, corn, and other 
products. His store stood on the corner south-east of the public 
square. It was a frame building, one story high, part of which now 
forms a portion of Thomas Emmerson's residence, now (1903) occu- 
pide by Aunt Betsy Emmerson. Mr. Warrick was an energetic, 
careful business man, and acquireil a large fortune. He erected a 
large warehou«^e on the Wabash river, where his pork and grain were 
stored during the winter, and when navigation was opened in the 
spring they were loaded on great flat-boats which had been con- 
structed for that purpose, and floated down the rivers to New Or- 
leans. He was the first p':)stmaster of Owensville, and owned and 
controlled the village for several years. 

Abo!it 18*^6 or 18*i8 he built a steam saw- and flouring-mill. It 
had three runs of burs and was considered a large mill in that day. 
He also built several frame dwellings and invited and encouraged 
other business men to locate in the town. He built a large two-story 
house on the lot now occupid by Dr. Martin A. Montgomery, but 
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died before it whs completed. At his de«ith, Jauiiary 9, 1847, he 
was carrying on probably the heaviest mercantile business and had 
the largest estate of any man in the county. He had no children: 
an adopted son inherited his estate. He also died, and his mother, 
a Mrs. Blair, inherited the estate.— Gibson County History-, pages 
51-199. 

5, Henry Clay or "Harry" Warrick, born 1805, near Lexingt<m, 
Ky., was born a cripple— having crooked feet. His father. Captain 
Warrick, had arranged for him to have a g(X)d education, intending 
to make a business man of him. Elsewhere I have referred to the 
organization of kidnapers, who were stealing free and indentured 
negroes and running them south and selling them into slavery. 
This began about the year that Indiana was admitted to the Union 
as a free state. This had been carried on to such an extent that all 
negroes were in continual dread of being kidnaped; and Pete Irons, 
at the suggestion of some white friends, prepared for such an emer- 
gency. 

Mr. Irons, to whom Pete once belonged, lived on the Silas Pol- 
lard land, south-west quarter of section 11, town H, range 12, now 
o vned by J. D. Thompson ; and Harry Warrick was raised on the 
farm where J. D. Thompson now lives — north-west quarter of Fectiou 
11, town 3. range 12; the houses being about a half mile apart. Pete 
always had a strong liking for Harry and spent much of his leisure 
time in carrying him around on account of his crooked feet. There are 
several traditions conceruiHg this matter; the most probable is this: 

Some one had told Pete Irons that the kidnapers intended to 
run him off south and sell him. With this fear in his mind he 
armed himself with a gun, and while traveling on the public high- 
way — which then ran across a farm known as the Thomas Sumner 
farm, now o»vned by Mrs. Anderson Thompson, northwest quarter of 
section 6, town 3, range 11 v/est — at a point probably two hundred 
yards south-east of the house he met Harry Warrick coming home 
from school, taught by Major Smith, in company with Dr. Maddox. 
his step-father, and other parties. He rode up to Pete Irons and, in 
order to have a little fun, said: **Pete, you are my prisoner!" 
Pete quickly drew his gun on Harry and lired. Harry swung over 
and caught the limb of a tree with a death-grip which peeled the 
bark from the limb, and died. Some of Harry's friends wrencrhed 
the gun from Pete's hands, knocked him down and left him for 
dead ; but he recovered and was some time afterward killed, either 
in Pjsey or Va 1 I jrbirg o^'inty near what was called The Drifts, on 
Big Creek. 

Another account says that it was evident that Pete intended to 
kill some one else who was in the company and Harry knocked the 
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gnu aside and tbe ball bit him iu the neck, under the chin, and that 
a nefi^ro boj who was with them grabbed Pete's gun and knocked 
him d'Wn. 

Harry Warrick was probably about 19 years old at the time of 
his death, abmt the year 1824.

She married Dr. Willis Jackaman Smith, bom in 
Danville, Ky., about 1800, who died near Owensville, Ind., Aug. 17, 
1835. He was a very remarkable man of that day. The Hon. Jacob ' 
W. Montgomery, late of Owensville, Ind., said Dr. Smith was at 
least two generations in advance of his day in south-western Indiana. 
But Jacob W. Jones, of Midland, 111., who was a nephew of Dr. 
Smith's wife, reverses this statement and says that Dr. Smith was 
not two generations in advance of the times, but that south-western 
Indiana was two generations behind the times. Dr. Smith was edu- 
cated in Danville, Ky. He was not only well versed in medical jur- 
isprudence, but also in the literature of his day. He appeared when 
alone to be of rathei a meditative frame of mind ; but engage him in 
conversation and he would rally, straighten himself up and assume 
a dignity charao'teri^^tic of the southern people; his countenance 
Tvouid brighten, and he wotild appear a different man. He is said 
to have been one of the rao^t interesting conversationalists of that 
day. He enjoyed a large practice and was rapidly becoming a 
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wealthy niau; but his Htreii^th was uot snfficifnit for tlie work. He 
(lied at an early age, respeirteil by all s.)iith-westerD [ndiana. I have 
heard it said that the whole township wa*» in tears at his death. 

Pat^y VVjKrick-Smirh settleil ou what i.s now known as the Jacob 
Paden farm, aht)iit two miles west of Oweusville, lud. Mrs. Smith 
also at one tiuiv* owned the \Vm. Armstrong farm, north-east quarter 
of section %\. town 2, range 11 west; her father. Captain Warrick, 
having willed tliis to her while mortally wounded tm the battle-field 
of Tippecanotf. By Dr. Smith she had f(»iir children. By a second 
marriage, to Jacob Paden, three children:

JUDGE ISAAC MONTGOMERY, FIFTH CHILD OF 'TURTY 

OLD TOM.- 

Isaac Montgomery, a twin to Thomas Montgomery, Jr., born 
1776, in Virginia, in what is now Montgomery county. At the age 
of 19, or in 1795, he and his father came to Kentucky on a hunting 
and prospecting tour. In 1796 his father moved to Kentucky. 
Some of the family settled near Lexington, and some in Montgom- 
ery county near Mt. Sterling. 
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Isaac Montgt)inery married Martha McClure, a daughter of 
James McClure, and came with that family aud settled in Giteon 
county, lud., in 1806, on what is now known as the Finney farm. 
Routh-west of Pi'incetou. At this place it is said that he built the 
first horse grist- mill in the county. He was a soldier in the war of 
1811-12, aud was in the battle of Tippecanoe. He was one of the 
judges of the Caurt of Common Pleas, in 1813, that laid off the 
county into live townships — viz, Madison, Blackriver, Patoka, Mont- 
gomery and Whiteriver. The first two named have lost their ident- 
ity; the three last have lx?en somewhat modified. He was in the 
state senate from 1818 to 1821, and dgmn from 1825 to 1829; and in 
the house of representatives in 1840, Thfl Gibson County History 
says that he served twelve years in the legislature. He was a pro- 
hate judge from 1830 to 1832, and held many other offices of trust 
in the coimty. In fact, he was almost continuouslv in office of some 
kind from 1813 until 1851. He probably attained the most promi- 
nence in the county of any of the family. He was a large, athletic 
man, and in physical appearance was one of the best-looking men in 
the county. He was fond of hunting and was regarded as the best 
shot in the county. He had a large gun made at Princeton on pur- 
pose to kill bears. 

About 1851 Mr. Montgomery and his youngest son, McGrada, 
moved to Texas; and soon after he reached that country he with 
others went on a hunting expedition. They struck camp, and 
'* Uncle Isaac," as he was called, was left t(» keep camp while the 
younger members of the party went out in search of game. Isaac 
was on the alert and kept a close outlook for anything that might 
chance to come that way, and he was soon rewarded by the appear- 
ance of a large black bear. He took aim, and his unerring shot 
brought down the much -prized bear. The writer, then a lad of six 
years, remembers well the congratulations of his friends here in 
Indiana. Uncle Isaac was at that time at least 75 years old. Chil- 
dren nine: 

1, Jane Montgomery, born 1800, married General John I. Neely 
in 1829. He was born Jan. 20, 1790; died Nov. 9, 1867. He was a 
very prominent man here in early days. He was an aid -de-camp to 
General Harrison in the war of 1811-12; was one of the first trustees 
of the board of incorporation of Princeton, Ind., in 1818. In 1880 
he was one of the justices of the county, who acted as county com- 
missioners. He was the second recorder of Gibson county and 
served 21 years in that office. He was also the second county clerk. 
Along in the fifties he lived in Owensville, Ind., in a house that oc- 
cupied the lot on which now stands the department store of Geo. R. 
Wei born. John Robert Thomas, a grandson, lived with him in 
Owensville, of whom mention will be made hereafter. Mr. Neely 
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and wife are buried in the Montgomery cemetery, near Oakland 
•City, Ind. Children eight : 

Martha Ann Neely, bom 1830, married Berry L. Briar, of Foun- 
tain county, Ind, She and her three children are all dead. 

2, Caroline Neely, born 1832, first married William A. Thome* 
of New Harmony, Ind. They moved to Mt. Vernon, fU., and had 
«ix children— three dying in infancy. 4, Rosalie Thomas, married 
James H. Draper, of St. Louis, Mo. ; now living in Pennsylvania ; 
had but one child— Carrie Draper, who is married and now lives in 
Washington, D. C. 5, John Hobert Thomas, son of Caroline Neely- 
Thomas, referred to as once living in Owensville, subsequently lived 
in Oakland City, Ind., and finally in Mt. Vernon, 111. While living 
with his grandparents in Owensville, he was a good-natured, quiet, 
peaceful boy, and the last boy in town that would have been ex- 
pected to become a politician. Yet he represented the Cairo district 
of southern Illinois in Congress for ten years^ and is now (1901) a 
United States judge in Oklahoma* He was a captain in the Federal 
army, in an Illinois regiment. John R. Thomas was married the 
second time, and one of his sons, ^ is a lieutenant in the regu- 
lar army in the Philippines. 

Ellen Thomas, daughter of Caroline Neely-Thomas, married a 
Mr. Haine, a lawyer, now of Chicago, 111% ; no children. 

' Caroline Neely was married a second time, to a Mr. Berryhill, 
and had five children— one in Washington, D. C. ; one a surgeon in 
the U. S. navy, now stationed in New York ; one living in Australia, 
a physician ; two are dead. 

Moria Neely, No. 5, marrried Hugh B» Montgomery, son of John 
B, Montgomery. She had three children. Mother, father and chil- 
li ren all dead. 

6, Isanc Montgomery Neely married May C. Elstine, in Benton, 
111. He was a surgeon in the civil war, and has been since 1886 reg- 
istrar of vital statistics in Cook, 111. Children five: 1 and 2, died 
in infancy. 3, Charles G. Neely, is married: children seven; one 
dead. Mr. Neely lives in Chicago, and is one of the circuit judges 
of Cook county, HI. 4. John R. Neely, is a physician in Chicago,

Vol., and was a prisoner seven months and ten days in Libby Prison 
at Richmond, Va. He died in Princeton. Ind., Sept. 15, 1902. 

Returning home from the war he entered the ministry; was or- 
dained in 1870. He held most acceptable charges at Union, Pike 
county, Ind., eight years: Patoka eight years; Oakland City seven 
and a half years. He had the happy satisfaction of seeing twenty of 
the young men who made professions of religion under his preaching 
become ministers of the gospel and zealous workers in the vineyard 
of the Lord.

Judge Thomas Montgomery, bom in Virginia in 1876, sixth 
child of "Purty Old Tom*' and twin to Judge Isaac Montgomery. 
He was a Democrat, and his twin brother a Whig. The two parties 
in Gibson county, Ind., nominated them for the legislature. Thom- 
as was defeated in this race. However, he was a very prominent and 
popular man. He was elected county commissioner in 1817. In 
1820 he was elected one of the associate judges of Gibson county, and 
continuously elected to that office for 26 years. He first married 
Betsy Warrick, in Kentucky, a sister to Captain Jacob Warrick. He 
settled on what is known as the old James Stewart farm in Mont- 
gomery tonship, Gibson county, Ind.

PATSY MONTGOMERY, 

Patsy Montgomery, seventh child of **Purty Old Tom," was 
bom in Virginia in 1780; married Col. Robert McGary in Kentucky 
and came to Indiana in 1808 and settled about two miles east of 
Oweusville. She was the second wife of Col. McGary. His first 
wife was a Miss Davis, a sister to the wife of her brother, Joseph 
Montgomery, Sr. It is believed that these two Davis women were in 
some way connected with Jefferson C. Davis, late president of the 
Confederacy— probably his aunts. It is reported that Mr. Davrs at 
the outbreak of the Civil War made inquiries of parties Jiving at 
Evansville, lud.. if any of the descendants of Robert McGary or 
Joseph Montgomery, Sr., were living in or near Evansville. Patsy 
Montgomery -McGary probably had three children: 1, Thomas.

WALTER CROCKETT MONTGOMERY 
Walter Crockett Montgomery was born at the head of Roanoke 
Springs, Virginia, in 1784. He came with his father, "Purty Old 
Tom," to Mt. Sterling, Ky., 1796, and then to Gibson county, Ind., 
in 1808. He designated himself as **01d Virignia Walter.'' He 
was known all over Gibson county as being the owner of the stallion 
**01d McKinuey Roan," the noted race-horse of tbose early days in 
Indiana, which was never outdistanced on the race track. This 
noted horse was admired by all parties when he was on dress parade 
on public occasions, such as election days and muster days. He 
had been trained from a colt to leap over a pole held up for that pur- 
pose, and on those public occasions he took as much pride and in- 
terest in his exploits as did his admirers and ow^ner. The pole at 
first would be held at three feet. "Old McKinney Roan" always 
leading in the leap, nearly all the other horses on the ground would 
follow suit up to live feet, then they would fail, or try to run under 
the pole. Then the pole would be raised by inches, and *'01d Mc- 
Kinney" would clear it at a height of six feet. Then he would curl 
his tail over his back and prance so elastically that '*01d Virginia 
Walter" would declare 'Hhe horse could walk on eggs and not break 
them." 

Mr. Montgomery and Gen. William Henry Harrison were well 
acquainted in Virginia and renewed their acquaintance in Indiana, 
and the general often stopped over night with Mr. Mongomery while 
he was looking after the interest of Indiana Territory between Vin- 
cennes and Mt. Vernon. Mr. Harrison appointed Mr. Montgomery 
sheriff of Knox county, out of which several counties were afterward 
formed. He was a soldier in the war of 1811-12, in the company of 
Capt. Jacob Warrick, who was his brother-in-law. Mr. Montgomery 
died Jan. 14, 1856, and was buried in the old family cemetery in 
which his father, **Purty Old Tom," "'as buried in 1818, on the farm 
he settled on in 1807. He first married Nancy Roberts, born June 
1790, died Jan. 1815, of the disease then known as "black -tongue," 
which proved so fatal in that day. Children thirteen. Second he 
married Margaret Powell, Nov. 23, 1845, who was born Feb. 4, 1812, 
died Dec. 11, 1894; children six:

1, Matilda Montfj^omery, born June 23, 1809, died June 13, 
1857; married Asa Knowles, born March 5, 1802, died July 6, 1898, 
t'l'^refore he wa^ 93 years old. He was born in Georfifia; lived on a 
farm west of Owensville, Ind., until most of his family was grown. 
Then he sold out his farm, probably about 1860, and went into the 
hotel business at Princeton, which was a very bad move. He moved 
from Princeton, Ind., to Greenwood county, Kansas, when probably 
70 years old. He was a Democrat, and a staunch Cumberland Pres- 
byterian, and a few years before his death he wrote a little pamph- 
let setting forth his views on baptism and other matters and sent 
many of them back to Indiana to his relatives and friends. The 
Knowles people in Indiana wished to hold a reunion in the grove of 
John Lowery Knowles, a half brother of Asa. "Uncle Asa" was a 
disbeliever in such thinsg and opposed it vigorously; but finally, 
through the pressure of old friends, he consented to be present, apd 
he afterward made a full confession of his error in this matter, say- 
ing: ''I believe I have met one thousand of my relatives and 
friends, since coming to this two-days reunion, that possibly I never 
would have met again in this life if I had not attended this meet- 
ing." He was a Knowles and married a Montgomerv, which con- 
nected him to nearly all the i>eople in Montgomery township. He 
was a disbeliever in the medical profession. He was quite sick at 
the reunion, and the writer suggested that he call a physician. He 
said : **No, sir; I never had a doctor to see me but once in my life, 
and he came pretty near getting me that time, so I take no more 
medicine." 

Matilda Montgomery, his wife, was a grand, good woman, born 
1809: was a twin to Thomas Montgomery. This is a characteritsic 
which belongs to the Montgomery family in Gibson county, and it 
has more or less followed the fjimily ever since 1776, when Judge 
Isaac and Judge Tom, sons of "Purty Old Tom," were born in Vir- 
ginia : and I have noted 55 pairs of twins, the majority of them be- 
ing descendants of "Purty Old Tom." Children seven:

Hon. J. W. Montgomery, born Feb. 6, 1811, third child of Wal- 
ter C. Montgomery, Sr.. married Jane McFadin Oct. 4, 1835. She 
was born Oct. 15, 1814; was the daughter of John McFadin, Sr. 
(See index for John McFadin.) She lived in Owensville when only 
four families lived in the town ; she lives there now (1903), though 
most of her life has been spent in the country on a farm. She 
is one among the best women I ever knew^ 

J. W. Montgomery was a great reader, kept up with news of the 
day. He had a remarkable memory and was one of the best-posted 
men in the country. He knew something of the history of every 
representative in the National Congress, from Jackson's administra- 
tion down to the closing years of his life. He represented Gibson 
county in the Indiana legislature in 1875-6. He was generous to a 
fault; never turned a neighbor away empty-handed when it was in 
his power to help him. He never refused lodging to a traveler in 
his life. 

To illustrate, probably about 1850, Earl Robinson, who was full 
of pranks and jokes, had been to Owensville one day and late in the 
afternoon, on his return toward home, be fell in with a stranger on 
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borseback wlio was travelin;^ his vraj. When they reached «l by- 
road leading off to Robinson's bouse, the stranger asked to be enters 
tained over night This was Bobinson's opportunity for « tittle fun. 
He replied: *^I would keep you, sir, but it would not be treating 
the U. S. government right, b.s it has a stntion jtnst xsver the ridge 
there and employs a man by the year to entertain bII stmngers free 
of charge'^— «t the same time describing the tnan. house End sur^ 
round ings so there could be no possibiliy of a mi sake. 

The stranger found Mr. Montgomery just starting out to do up 
the night feeding, and Bsled for a night's lodging. "CertBiniy,'^ 
replied Mr. Montgomery, at the same time throwing open a large 
gate that led into a wood-lot adjoining tire yard, allowing the 
stranger to ride in, then saying: 'Bitch up your horse, go intoJ[the 
house, make yourself comfortable. The boys will soon be in and 
take care of your horse." 

As soon as Mr. Montgomery came in from work the stiacger 
said: ^*This is certainly a very fine arrangement the government 
has for entertaining the traveling public," and then related what 
Mr. Bobinson had told him. Mr. Montgomery carried out the joke, 
asking no questions as to what kind of man it was, leaving afterward 
that he knew very well who the informer was. 

The next morning when the boyB caught, bridled, saddled and 
brought out the horse, the stranger said : "Mr. Montgomery, this 
is a remarkable arrangement ; but, notwithstanding the government 
pays all expenses, it seems to me that I should at least pay you some^ 
thing, as you have treated me with so much consideration." 

**No, sir, the government has made ample provision for me, sir.'* 

The stanger reluctantly put his money back in his pocket, and 
with many thanks proceeded on his journey— probably never finding 
another government station equal in hospitality. 

Mr. Montgomery was very entertaining in conversation. He 
had as almost inexhaustible fund of ready material to attract and 
interest his hearers. He had eight children :

Joseph Montgomery, a carpenter, born July 17, 1854, eighth 
child of J. W. Montgomery; taught in the public schools; lives 
near Midland, 111.; married Mary A. Yeager, Oct. 6, 1879; no chil- 
dren. 

Joseph Montgomery— "Long Armed Joe"— born Oct. 27, 1813; 
fourth child of Walter C. Montgomery, Sr. ; married Nancy Hughs, 
about 1837. He cut trees, and rolled in logs on the first levee to 
Mt. Garmel, on the Indiana side, and ditched both sides. Most of 
his work was accomplished by his own strength and labor. He was 
6 feet 4 inches tall and weighed 204 pounds; raw-boned, with arms 
about four inches longer than those of most men of that day, which 
made him a disagreeable opponent in the common contest of that 
time. He was always smiling, even in the contests in which he fre- 
quently engaged — always with success. He never was the aggres^ 
sor. There was only one way that he could be made to fight, and 
that was for a man to strike him first, which frequently happened ; 
but no man ever desired to bring on a second contest. In assisting 
to let a loaded wagon down a hill, on the farm now owned by Ma- 
rion Thompson, a wheel struck a root and switched the wagon-tongue, 
throwing him down« and one wheel ran over his neck. He spoke 
and said, "My neck is broken,'* and died. This occurred Oct. 23, 
1848. He had four children :

CHAPTER XIII 

CROCKET FAMILY NO. 1. 

On Sept. 20, 1895, the "Crockett Clan," composed of members 
of this illustrious family who live in Tennessee, Kentucky, Texas, 
Arkansas and Illinois, met at the Alamo, in Crockett county, Tenu. 
Several addresses were made by members of the Clan— notably CoK 
fi. H. Crockett, of Stuttgart, Ark., Chief of the Clan. 

**The Pall of the Alamo" was read by Ingram Crockett, of Hen- 
derson, Ky.. and a historical sketch of the Crockett family was read 
by Mrs. Anna Belle Tuck, of Plymouth, 111. This paper is full of 
interest to the descendants of the family, and I take the liberty of 
reproducing it in connection with the few historical facts 1 have col- 
lected concerning this family: 



The first record we have of the Crockett family dates back and 
prior to 1643. Gabriel Crocketagni lived at that time in the south 
of France. His son, Antoine Peronnett De Crocketagni, was born 
at Montanbon, France, July 10, 1643. In 1664 Gabriel Crocketagni 
obtained for his son a position in the house of Louis XIV. This son 
of Gabriel Crocketagni was, according to tradition, one of the hand- 
somest young men in the south of France, an excellent horseman, 
and devoted to his calling. By his fine appearance and love of duty 
he drew the personal attention of the king, who was anxious to re- 
tain him in his service and make him second in command of the 
household fruards. 

In 1669 Antoine Crocketagni was married to Louise De Soix. 
There is a tradition among us that the Crockett family was related 
to Li Payette. It must have been thmngh this union, for history 
says that the La Fayette and De Soix families were related. The 
family originally was Catholic, but was converted to Protestantism. 

Antoine, under the direct instrumentality of John De Le Fon- 
taine and the distinguished French Protestant, Matthew Maury, 
whose descendants are very numerous in the South today and whose 
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^reat-KrandsoD, Matthew F. Maury, was founder of the National 
Ol)Rervatory at WashiDf^on, D. C. 

Soon after his marriage, Antoine resigned his commission and 
removed to Bordeaux, where he entered the merchants' service of 
the Fountaines and Maurys, who had the monopoly of the wine and 
salt trade in the south of France at that time. Antoine's first child, 
Gabriel Gustave, was born at Bordeaux, Oct. 12, 1672. In that year 
the Bishop of Lyons, through the king, ordered all heretics (Hugue- 
nots) to leave the south of France within twenty days. Prior to 
this, other members of the Crockett family had been forced into ex- 
ile and had taken up their abode in England, and afterward in Ire- 
land. 

Antoine Crocketagni and wife, Louise De Soix, having become 
members of the church of England, were among the exiled mem- 
bers still in the employ of the Fountaines and the Maurys. They 
took up their abode in Ireland, near Bartry Bay, where the following 
. children were born to them. In Ireland the name was changed to 
Crockett. As above stated, they had one son bom in France — Ga- 
briel Gustav, born Oct. 12, 1672. The following were bom in Ire- 
land : 

James Crockett, bora Nov. 20, 1674. 

Joseph Louise Crockett, born Jan. 9, 1676. 

Robert Watkins Crockett, bom July 18, 1678. 

Louise DeSoix Crockett, bora March 15, 1680. 

Mary Frances Crockett, born Feb. 20, 1682. 

Elizabeth Crockett, bora April 13, 1685. 

We have no record as to whom Gabriel Crockett married. 
"James Crockett married an Irish girl by the name of Martha Mont- 
gomery, daughter of Thomas Montgomery, who was a sailor in the 
naval service of England." 

This is the first instance we have noticed of a marriage between 
the Crockett and Montgomery families, and probably occurred about 
1700. 

Joseph Louise Crockett, the third son of Antoine Cockett, born 
1676, married Sarah Stewart of Donegal, Ireland, and was the father 
of ten children : 

1, Joseph Crockett, Jr., born in Donegal, Ireland, May 6, 1702. 

2, Thomas Stewart Crockett, bora in Donegal, Ireland, March 
9, 1704. 

3, John Crockett, bora in Bantry Bay, Ireland, June 10, 1707. 

4, William Crockett, born in New Rochelle, N. Y., Aug. 10, 1709. 

5, James Edwin Crockett, bora in Virginia, Nov, 1811. 

6, Jason Sjiatswood Crockett, bora in Virginia, Nov. 1713. 

7, Elizabeth Crockett, bora in Virginia, Jan. 30, 1715. 

8, Martha Ellen Crockett, bora in Virginia, Sept. 10, 1719. 
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Please notice in the above that some of the children were born 
in the north of Ireland, some in the south, one in New York, and 
four in Virginia. 

Joseph Louise Crockett, bom 1676, revisited Fraqce, but the 
hatred was still so strong against the Huguenots that he came to 
this country and settled at the Huguenot colony of New Bcchelle, 
and finally in Virginia. I have not time to trace all the record, but 
wish to refer to John Crockett of the fourth generation, boin (at 
Bnntry Bay, Ireland), 1707, who was my great-great-grandfather. 
He married Eliza Bemly, a French lady who came to Virginia with 
the Maurys. He taught school for thirty years in Virginia. Three 
of his sons fought for American independence during the Revolution. 
One of them, Col. Joseph Crockett, served with distinction through 
the entire war. 

It is through his patriotic devotion to his country that I am en- 
titled to wear this badge of the Daughters of the American Bevolu- 
tion — ^an honor I esteem very highly. 

A brother of John Crockett, J^son Spottswood Crocket, bom in 
Virginia, 1713, is thought by almost all who have given this matter 
any attention to have been the grandfather of the immortal ''Davy," 
and consequently the great-great-grandfather of our Chief. Now I 
am aware that this idea does not coincide with "Davy's" own state- 
ment, for in his Autobiography he says : "My grandfather came from 
Ireland." Might it not have been his great-grandfather instead t 
This is a question I have tried bard to solve, and as yet have not 
fully succeeded. My own opinion is sustained by considerable 
proof, that Jason Spottswood Crockett was the grandfather of David 
Crockett. He married Margaret Lacy of Lancaster county, Pa., in 
1770. He lived in Pennsylvania for seven months, and then removed 
to North Carolina. He had a large family of children. The descen- 
dants of James, Joseph, Louis and James Edwin aie very numerous 
throughout the South. We have no record of Gabriel or Robert Wat- 
kins Crockett ever having come to this country. 

It is my opinion that they are the ancestors of the Irish, English 
and Scottish branches of the family. 

There are a large number of Crocketts in the New England 
States, but unfortunately we know but little of their early history and 
in some cases can only name back to grandfather. I received a letter 
recently from S. B. Crockett, the now famous novelist of Penacrick, 
Scotland, which read as follows : 

"I know but little of iby early ancestry. I only know they came 
from Ireland to Scotland, and tradition says they were French refu- 
gees. That establishes the relationship to us beyond a doubt. It 
is very unfortunate that our forefathers cared so little for family his- 
tory. Old letters and records were often ruthlessly destroyed that 
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would be priceless now. It is hard to find the 'missiag link/ but I 
have faith that it will be found, and then all Crocketts. whether com- 
ing from England, Scotland or Ireland, will be found to have come 
from one common French parentage. 

'* We have reason to be proud of our Huguenot ancestry. It is 
an honor to have come from people of whom it is said no other class 
of immigrant, save the Puritans of England, cast 'such healthful 
leaven amid the elements that proved the new world." 

In our family the mixture of Gallic with the French has pro- 
duced a hardy, robust race. Much of the wit and humor among us 
comes from the Irish strain, and patriotic devotion comes from our 
French ancestry. 

As a family or clan the Crocketts rank high. In it are found 
some of our eminent lawy3rs, doctors, preachers, poets, journalists 
and professors. The halls of Congress have often resounded to the 
voices of members of our Clan. Members in our Clan, among whom 
stands our honored Chief, rank below none as orators and word-paint- 
ers. As a family the Crocketts are warm-hearted and impulsive; 
quick to resent an injury, and quick to forgive. Given to hospital- 
ity, their latch -strings are always on the outside and all friends are 
welcome. There are doubtless some black sheep in the flock. What 
flock has them not? But they only serve to make the whiteness of 
the rest the more apparent. The Crocketts have proved their devo- 
tion to what they believed was right, in every war in which this 
country has been engaged. We flpd no less than eight fighting fur 
American independence during the devolution ; a number for Amer- 
ican rights in 1812; again in the Mexican War they are not found 
wanting. 

How many of their brave young lives went out during our civil 
war I know not, but the number was great. Some wore the blue, 
some the gray. Would that I had the pen of a ready writer, that I 
might add one leaf to the laurel wreath encircling the brow of our 
hero, the *' Immortal Davy." But what words of mine could add to 
his renown? You all know the story of his life and death. It was 
learned at your mother's knee. Many a young life has been made 
better by the recital of his deeds. His love of liberty, which led him 
to a martyr's death, has been an inspiration to thousands and will 
so prove to thousands yet unborn. 

His unswerving honesty and devotion to what he believed to be 
right has become proverbial. **Be sure you are right and then go 
ahead" echoes around the world upon the members of the Clan. 

1 would urge the necessity of gathering up all the information 
regarding the family history possible. I have had excellent success 
during the past year in my labor of love, but each one must assist if 
ever the history is completed. I have had letters from all over the 
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United States, one from Germany, one from Scotland, and several 
from Canada. 

For much of the above history I am indebted to Mr. S. M. Dun> 
can, of Nioholsville, Ky., who obtained it from Mr. Bavid Maury, of 
Basex county, Ya., in 1858. It is taken from an old record of the 
Crockett family which was brought to this county by some member 
of the family early in 1700. A copy of the letter by Mr. Maury is in 
my possession. There may be some slight errors in it in regard to 
dates and births, etc., but in the main it is doubtless correct. 

Hoping to meet you one and all, from our dear and honored 
Chief to the last little child among you, at our next reunion, I will 
say good-bye. **God be with you till we meet again."

CHAPTER XIV. 

CROCKETT FAMILY NO. 2. 

John Crockett and Esther, his wife, came to America about 1715, 
and in 1728 they came to Philadelphia and soon afterward settled at 
Lancaster, Pa., from which place they moved to Monocacy, Mary- 
land. In 1749 most of the family moved to Wythe county, Virginia— 
then Augusta county. It must be borne in mind that at that time 
Augusta county embraced the entire south-west part of Virginia. 
They lived at Fort Chiswell, where they remained until after Brad- 
dock's defeat in 1755. On account of Indian depredations they re- 
turned East as far as Winchester, Va., and after collecting fresh sup- 
plies of stock and provisions returned to Wythe county. Yet some of 
them, including Hugh Crockett and his father, Joseph, Sr., settled 
on the south fork of the Boanoke river, in what is now Montgomery 
county. 

Joseph Crockett, Sr., was born in Londondery, Ireland, and mar- 
ried Jane DeVigne, the daughter of a French exile. He died in the 
year 1767, at his home in Montgomery county, near the present vil- 
lage of Shawsville. 

Their sons were Walter, Hugh, Joseph, Robert and Samuel; 
daughters Mattie, Mary, Elizabeth and Nancy. 

Walter Crockett was the first clerk of Wythe county, Va. He 
married Mi-s. Margaret Steel -Caldwell and lived on New River in 
Wythe county. He had a son, Samuel, Jr., who married a Miss Car- 
ter who lived on the James river near Richmond ; they moved to 
Scott county, Ky., and raised a large family. 

Samuel Crockett, Sr., was born in March, 1740; married Jane 
Armstrong, daughter of William Armstrong and Susan Johnson. 
They lived on Reed Creek, near Kent's Mill, in Wythe county, Va. 
Their sons were Joseph and Robert; daughters Susan and Jane. 
Samuel, Sr., served in the Revoutionary War, on the staflf of General 
Green, in the rank of major. He died at his home on Reed Creek in 
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1782, and hia widow, Jane Armstrong-Crockett. married John Draper, 
grandfather of John S. Draper, of Draper's Valley, Ya. 

Joseph Crockett also served in the Revolutionary War as colonel 
of a regiment He was afterward appointed marshal of the Territory 
of Kentucky and settled in Jassamine county of that state. A grand- 
son of his, J. B. Crockett, was elected to the supreme bench of Cali- 
fornia. He died at his home near Fruitdale, in that state, a few 
years since. 

Hugh Crockett married Rebecca Tarlton, or Charlton, of Jersey 
City, N. J. She was one of the few who escaped massacre with the 
settlers of Long Cane, on the Savannah river. South Carolina, by 
the Cherokee Indians. They lived on the old Crockett farm near 
Shawsville, Montgomery county, Va. 

Hugh Crockett was appointed colonel of a regiment of colonial 
troops by Lord Dnnmore, the governor of Virginia. He was also ap- 
pointed colonel of a regiment by Thos, Jefferson, when governor of 
Virginia, and served on the staff of General Green. He died in 1816 
and was buried in the old family burying ground on the farm. His 
descendants are still living in or near Shawsville. in Montgomery 
county, Va., and up to a few years ago were the owners of the cel- 
ebrated Crockett springs. 

Robert Crockett remained single and was killed by Indains 
while on an exploring expedition in Tennessee. 

Mattie, or Martha Crockett married Thomas Montgomery and 
moved to Kentucky, 1796, where she died. Then Mr. Montgomery 
. came to Gibson county, Indiana, in 1806, and is known in this book 
as "Purty Old Tom the Deer Killer." See page 205. 

Mary Crockett married Jacob Kent, of Montgomery county, Va., 
and was the mother of Col. Joseph Kent, who lived near Max Mead- 
ows, in Wythe county, Va., and also of Jennie Quick Beauford. 

Elizabeth Crockett married William Robertson and moved to 
Kentucky. Nancy Crockett married Henry Davis. 

Hugh Crockett, Sr., had one brother and two cousins who came 
to America with him. Some of their descendants settled in Wythe 
county, Va., others moved to Tennessee and Kentucky. He also had 
two sisters who were born in Londondery, Ireland, and came over 
with him. One of them married a Mr. Long. The other married 
Ezekiel Calhoun. A son of theirs married a Miss Montgomery, of 
Wythe county, Va. ; and their son, Patrick Calhoun, married Martha 
Caldwell, and they were the parents of Hon. John C. Calhoun, who 
was born in So^ith Carolina Mar. 18, 1782, just three months after 
leaving their home at Bowling Green, near Wytheville, Va., where 
the Hon. R. C. Kent now resides. 

The descendants of Joseph Crockett were always known as the 
Roanoke Crocketts, to distinguish them from the descendants of his 
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brother, who were known as the Wythe Crocketts, and also those of 
the Kentucky and Tennessee branches of the family. 

The main part of the history of the Crockett family was copied 
from f'lrticle'i that appeared in The Enterprise, of Wytheville, Ya., 
bej2^inning Sept 12, 189B, written by Dr. John T. Graham, of Wythe- 
ville, Va. We have fjfiven it a place here because it corresponds with 
a well-known tradition of the families of Mont^omerys in south-west- 
ern Indiana —to the effect that the Montgomerys and Crocketts had 
intermarried in Ireland and continued to do so in America. 

In this same series of articles we find that '* James Crockett , 
born in Ireland, Nov. 20, 1674, marrried an Irish girl by the name 
of Martha Montgomery, daughter of Thomas Mcmtgomery, who was 
a sailor in the naval service of England," as stated in the paper of 
Anna BelJe Tuck, page 276. 

Samuel Crockett, of the second generation in the United States, 
married Elizabeth Montgomery. 

Then Thomas Montgomery, born probably in 1740, married 
Martha Ciockett, in Virginia, probably about 1764. And then, one 
Joseph Crockett married, in Wythe county, Va., Catharine Mont' 
gomery, in 1800. 

Now, as to the location of the Crocketts and Montgomerys in 
Virginia, they are found in many parts of the state; but of these just 
mentioned the same article says : 

**In 1770 Virginia formed from Augusta county a new county 
covering all this western region, and called it "Bottetourt," after 
Governor Bottetourt and two years later, 1772, another county was 
formed, extending from the head- waters of the Boanoke river north- 
west to the Ohio river and west to the Mississippi. This county was 
named "Fincastle," from the seat of Lord Bottetourt in England. 
The county seat of this county was at Fort Chiswell, now in Wythe 
county, and the home of the McGavoch family. The fort was built 
by the state in 1858, under direction of William Byrd, and named 
by him after his friend, Col. John Chiswell. Fincastie county did 
not long continue. In 1776 the territory covered by it was divided 
up into three new counties— Montgomery, Washington and Kentucky 
— and Fincastie county abolished. 

In 1791 Kentucky was made a state and admitted to the Union. 
This was the first child of Virginia, the mother of states, and the first 
admitted to the original thirteen. — Hale. 

Mr. Graham gives the following accounts of some of the early 
Montgomerys in Virginia : 

Though we cannot trace their ancestry and descendants per- 
fectly, they are certainly related to the Montgomerys of south-west- 
ern Indiana. 

John Montgomery, bom about 1700, came to America from Scot- 
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land. He crossed the Atlantic when a mere boy, not over 15 years 
of a^e, and fell in love with a Scotch-Irish infant daughter of John 
and Esther Crockett, who came to America on the same vessel, about 
1715. On that voyage he played with this baby on deck of the ship, 
and what at first seemed to be a childish interest and friendship 
soon ripened into love, and before leaving the vessel at New York, 
John Montgomery asked John and Esther Crockett for their daughter 
to be his wife. They were much amused at his request but promised 
bim their child, little thinking that the first love of his warm young 
heart would last very lung among the hardships of the new world ; 
but as soon as Nancy Agnes Crockett was old enough John Mont- 
gomery claimed her as his bride. They were married before 1750 
and lived in Wythe county, Va., where they raised a large family, 
who were instrumental in defending and developing the country. 
John Montgomery was in the Revolutionary War, and there are good 
reasons to believe that he was Colonel John Montgomery, mentioned 
in Heitman's Historical Register as colonel of a Virginia regiment 
from 1778 to 1781. If that was the John Montgomery in question, 
he was in Gen. Geo. Rogers Clark's campaign in the Western Terri- 
ory. At any rate his granddaughter, Mrs. Amanda Cox, who was liv- 
ing in Wytheville, Va., remembers having heard her mother say that 
John Montgomery was in the Revolutionary War; and in the records 
of the War Department at Washington, D. C, it is found that one 
John Montgomery enlisted as a private in Captain Arthur Smith's 
company, 4th Virginia regiment, to serve two years. August, 1777, 
he is reported sick at Cross Roads. To January, 1778, with General 
Scott; February, 1778, discharged. 

John Montgomery was one of the first magistrates of Wythe 
county, Va., and rendered many interesting and original decisions. 
On one occasion two of his neighbors got into a dispute about a hog 
and came to him to decide the case. Each man made oath to having 
raised the hog, consequently each claimed it. As there were no other 
witnesses in the case it was rather difificull to decide the rightful 
ownership. After walking the floor for some time, trying to arrive 
at a decision, Montgomery suddenly turned to the claimants and said : 
** Well, the man who can repeat the Lord's prayer best gets the 
hog." Both men made the attempt to repeat the Lord's prayer for 
a hog, and one of them knew it almost perfectly, so he got the hog. 
Montgomery's idea for giving such a decision was that a man who 
knew the Lord's prayer would have more regard for the obligation of 
an oath than a man who did not know it. Reader, you may draw 
your own conclusion about the correctness of the decision. 

This John Montgomery, Sr.. born 1700, who married Nancy 
Agnes Crockett, as already narrated, had fourteen or fifteen children : 
1, John Montgomery, born 1759. 2, Robert. 3, Samuel. 4, Wil- 
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liam. 5, Silas, born 1775. 6, Stephen. 7, Joseph. 8, Add, born 
1782. 9, Bache], born 1779. 10, Esther. 11, Nancy. 12, Catha- 
rine. 1^ Elizabeth. 

Of this larRe family the first six died without issue. Mr. Gra- 
ham in his papers associates John Montgomery, Jr., with Dr. Graham 
a^ a teacher in Liberty Hall Academy. This is an error. That John 
Montgomery belongs to the Montgomery- Houston family and was 
born in 1752, and had seyen children ; while this John Montgomery 
had none. 

Mrs. Amanda Cox, granddaughter of John Montgomery, Sr., 
has hii9 old family Bible, which was printed in Edinburg, 1737. 
From it I have gotten the family record, which is peculiar and 
quaint in expression. In recording the births of their fourteen or 
fifteen children everything is put down with an exactness that would 
seem superfluous to one of this fast age. For example I give one or 
two records : 

"John Montgomery, Jr., tx>m Jan. 29, 1759, at 4 o'clock in the 
morning. 

"Ann Montgomery, bom Jan. 10th day, being Thursday, 1782, 
at 2 o'clock in the morning, the thirteenth day of the moon's age. 

"Rachel Momtgomery, born 2nd day of Oct. in the year 177P, 
the 23rd day of the moon's age, on Saturday. 

"Silas Montgomery, born 20th day of Jan., 1775, at5o'clocK and 
4 minutes in the morning of the 20th day of the moon's age. Poor 
Silas died young; probably he was born under an unlucky moon." 

Joseph Montgomery married Betsy Draper and moved to Arkan- 
sas, but nothing was ever heard from them. 

John Montgomery, Jr., married a Miss Fenley. They died with- 
out issue and were buried in the lot now owned by Mrs. C. L. Fox, 
iu whose garden their gravestones may be seen to tbi^ day, 1895. 

Esther Montgomery married a Crockett or a Montgomery, but 
nothing is known of their history. 

Ann Montgomery married James Craig. 

Rachel Montgomery was born near Fort Chiswell, in Wythe 
county, Va., Oct. 2, 1779, and died Oct. 10, 1843, near Chatham Hill, 
in Wythe county. She married Major Samuel Graham and bad thir- 
teen children — eight daughters and five sons: 1, Nancy Montgomery 
Graham. 2, Polly Craig Graham. 3, Amanda (Cox of Wytheville, 
Va.) 4, Eliza Friel Graham. 5, Margaret Ann Graham. 6, Helen 
Maria Graham. 7 and 8, Robert Craig and Catherine Graham, 
twins. 9, John Montgomery Graham. 10, Samuel Livingston Gra- 
ham. 11, James Monroe Graham. 12, William LeaDder Graham. 
13, Rachel Graham. 

Robert Craig Graham, son of Maj. Samuel Graham and Rachel 
Montgomery, was born at Black Lick, Wythe county, Va., about the 
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year 1813, and moved to Tazewell county, Ya., about 1837, where he 
lived an uneventful life as merchant and farmer. In those days the 
l^oods were hauled in wagons from Lynchburg, Va. It is said that 
in 1838 Bobert Graham bought the first sack of coffee that was ever 
in Tazewell county, and after keeping it eighteen months was com- 
pelled to return it as unsalable. Robert Graham was fond of manly 
sports, a great hunter, and possessed an inexhaustible supply of 
humor and had few superiors in telling a good story. He i)er8istently 
refused office of any kind. He was frank, open and honest, not only 
in his dealings, but boldly so in his opinions. His first wife was 
Elizabeth Witten. Their two children were Samnel C. and Rebec- 
ca. After the death of Elizabeth he married Cynthiana McDonald. 

Judge Samuel C. Graham, grandson of Rachel Montgomery Gra- 
ham, was bom in Tazewell county, Va., Jan. 1, 1846. He volun- 
teered in Co. I (Capt. W. E. Peery), 16th regiment Virginia Cavalry, 
in the fall of 1863. He was in service in north-west Viriginia the 
valley and Piedmont. He was wounded in the ankle in the skirm- 
ish with Hunter's men on their retreat from Lynchburg, in the 
summer of 1864, known as the battle of Hanging Rock, near Salem, 
Va. He was again wounded, in the knee, at Monocacy Junction, in 

Maryland, on Early's march to , He was severely wounded 

at Moorefield, in Hardy county, W. Va., in August, 1864. A rifle 
ball passed clear through his body, penetrating the upper lobe of his 
left lung. He was captured by the enemy, but left on the field as 
dead, and was carried off the field by friends when sufficiently recov- 
ered. He was very young when he entered the army, and never rose 
above a private. 

On returning home after the war he studied law, and began 
practicing in 1871, in Tazewell county, where he has lived ever since. 
He says of himself : 

"I have worked hard at my profession, and while it is said that 
a prophet is not without honor save in his own country, my people 
have been the best friends 1 have found on earth." 

William Leander, son of Majoi Samuel Graham and Rachel 
Montgomery, married Vicie Thompson, daughter of Col. Archie 
Thompson, of Tazewell county, and lived a similar life to that of his 
brother until the Civil War, in which he served as colonel in the 
Confederate forces. He was in command at Crockett's Cave and re- 
pelled Gen. Averill in his march toward Wytheville just a few days 
before the battle at Cloyd's farm, near Dublin, Va. During the latter 
part of the war he was captured, and kept a prisoner at Columbus, 
Ohio, for several months. By his innate humor he made himself a 
favorite both with friends and foes, and fared better than many of 
bis fellow -prisoners. At the age of 78 he is still hale and hearty 
and as fond of sports as men of forty. 
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Nancy Montgomery married James Graham, who was bom 
Maroh 28, 1776. He lived on Locust farm, near Graliam's For^e, in 
Wythe county. He died Jan. 31, 1846, of apoplexy, or was killed by 
a fall from his horse at Beed Creek, near his home. Nancy Mont* 
gomery-Oraham died when her three children, Elizabeth, Catheriue 
and Bobert, were quite young. Elizabeth was taken by her aunt, 
who herself died soon after; so that Elizabeth Graham was left in 
care of the aunt's young daughter, Sophia FrieL Sophia Friel 
never married, and at her death left her estate in Wythe county to 
her young cousin, Elizabeth Graham, and she continued to live 
there after her marriage to Charles Tate. The widow of John Friel 
Tate, the eldest son of Elizabeth Graham-Tate, now resides at the 
old Friel farm, now called Maplewood. 

Catherine Graham married William Hanson, of Wytheville. 

Bobert Graham was a minister of the gospel, and married late 
in life a Miss Fannie Frazier, of Memphis, Tenn. He died without 
children. 

Elizabeth Montgomery married Samuel Crockt^tt. One of their 
sons, John Crockett, married Nancy Graham . . . From this un- 
ion came that family known as the Case-Crocketts, with the excep- 
tion of Allen Crockett's family, who are descendants of Samuel, 
brother of John Crockett. 

Catherine Montgomery was the second wife of Joseph Crockett: 
married Jan. 16, 1800, father of the late Dr. Bobert Crockett, of 
Wytheville, Va. Their children were the late Dr. Bot)ert Crockett 
Lucy. Eliza, Susan, and Julia Ann. 

Dr. Bobert Crockett, son of Catherine Montgomery-Crockett, was 
born Feb. 16, 1804; married Elmira Craig, the 19th of May, 1829. 
He studied medicine under Dr. Jacob Haller and attended the medi- 
cal department of Transylvania University, at Lexington, Ky., and 
also at the University of Pennsylvania. His practice extended over 
the present counties of Wythe, Pulaski, Grayson, Smythe. Bland 
and Tazewell. He was a man with decided views on every subject 
he discussed, and was said to have been one of the best and most 
polished conversationalists in the state. In politics he was a Demo- 
crat. He was in the legislature of Virginia one or two sessions dur- 
ing the war, but was strongly opposed to secession. Early in his 
professional career he was offered a professor's chair in a medical 
college in St. Louis. Mo., but family ties kept him in Virginia. He 
was well informed on every branch of his profession, and especially 
so on surgery, and was for a number of years the only surgeon in 
south-west Virginia. He was thoroughly systematic in his work and 
with him everything was done according to a preconceived method. 
He was scrupulously clean as to the care of his instruments and his 
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practice in general, and that long before the days of Lister and his 
doctrine of antiseptics. 

He had the sad misfortune to lose his wife in 1888, and three or 
four children in the next four years. He died at his home in Wythe- 
ville on the 10th of February, 1877, leaving three children surviving 
him— namely: Mrs. Colonel Sobt. Sayers. and Capt. Robert Crock- 
ett. both of VVytheville, and the late ]>. Charles Crockett of Blue- 
field, W. Va. Joseph Crockett, a younger son, was killed at Cold 
Harbor, on the 27th of June, 1862. He was assistant surgeon to the 
4th Virginia regiment (infantry) of the Stonewall Brigade, and was 
a man of marked talent and great promise in his profession. 

Lucy Crockett, daughter of Catherine Montgomery-Crockett, 
bom March 6, 1806, became the second wife of John B. Proppit, 
Feb. 2, 1847. She never had any children of her own, but raised her 
husband's first wife's children with such care and kindness that they 
always looked upon her as their real mother. 

Julia Ann Crockett daughter of Catherine Montgomery -Crockett, 
married Thomas Morrison, Nov, 3, 1835, and lived in Newbum, Pu- 
laski county, for many years, but finally came back to Wytheville. 

Susan Crockett, daughter of Catherine Montgomery-Crockett, 
married William H. Spiller, Dec. 22, 1831. Their children are well 
known to the readers, and four of them live in Wytheville to this 
day. 



CHAPTER XV. 

MONTGOMERYS OF DECATUR COUNTY, INDIANA. 

I, Hugh Montgomery, born in Ireland, probably about 1760, i 
came to America at an early age and settled in Pennsylvania. He | 
had one full-brother, William Montgomery, and a half-brother, 
Oeorge Montgomery. 

1 and 2, Hugh and William, both servod in the war of the S^^* 
olution. William was lost in the war, and nothing more is knowD 
of his history. 

Hugh was severely wounded several times, but finally returned 
and enjoyed the blessings of a comfortable home until the war of 
1812, when he again enlisted and again returned to his home. He 
died in 1830. He married Eva Hartman, 1784, who was born in 
Germany. She died in 1823. Children thirteen: 

1, Mary Montgomery, born June 14, 1785 ; married a Mr. Alex- 
ander Grant. 

2, Elizabeth Montgomery, bom Feb. 20, 1787 ; married a Mr. 
Thompson.

They then joined a col- 
ony moving out for the far west, and came down the Ohio river on 
flat-boats and settled in Butler county, Ohio. He was in the war of 
1812.

He came with his parents from Pennsylvania to Ohio when he was a 
small boy, and remained until 1817 ; then he made a visit to Ken- 
tucky on horseback. There he first met Elizabeth Montgomery, the 
second daughter of George Montgomery, his father's half-brother, 
who is No. 3 in the beginning of this chapter and whose genealogy 
will be given later on. 

At this pleasant Kentucky home Hugh Montgomrye, Jr., met 
and greatly admired this lady, Elizabeth, to whom, it is said, he was 
very courteous during his visit. He soon returned to his home in 
Ohio, but he could not forget, nor cared he to forget, tnis somewhat 
shy, black -eyed damsel of the Bluegass country, though she was his 
half-cousin; so about one year after this, when he was about 20 
years old, he returned to the sunny south land to wed this beautiful 
young lady, whom he preferred as the most suitable for him among 
all the kindred, tribes and tongues. Therefore the wedding oc- 
curred, on October 14, 1818, and they began housekeeping in Shelby 
county, Ky. ; but they afterward came to Indiana, in 1830, settling 
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two miles north of Greensbtirg^ on a farm rented. Later he moted 
one mile south-east of Greensburg and. purchased a small tract of 
land and made a nice, pleasant home, where they lived until separ^ 
ated by death. She died Dec. 4, 1858. 

During the Civil War Hugh enlisted in the 134th regiment Ind* 
Vol., at the age of 66 years, but he was rejected on account of age- 
So with good chaer and Qod-speed he bade the boys guod-bye and 
returned home and continued in the peaceful pursuits of life until 
his death, April 22, 1872, at the age of 75 years. Children seven : 
Five boys — three dying in infancy— and two girls, who are still liv- 
ing in Decatur county, Ind. The old homestead has now passed in- 
to the possession of his oldest daughter, Sarah Ann. 

1, John Q. H. Montgomery, born Aug. 14, 1819, in Kentucky; a 
farmer, but a natural genius; married Sarah Shadrick, Jan. 30, 
184D. She Was of S'^jthern birth and came to Indiana with her fa- 
ther's family when she was a gentle maiden of 16 years, leaving be- 
hind her many sweet, sweet memories of the glad days of her youth 
iu the sunny south-land, and of the happy moments spent at the lit- 
tle Bethel Baptist church, where at a tender age she had been re- 
ceived to membership after embracing the religion of Christ. She 
was gifted in song, and though sometimes pining for her happy 
home in the South, her mellow voice was often heard upon the gen- 
tle zephyrs over Indiana, where she had settled with her people in 
Decatur county. Here she met and married John G. H. Montgom- 
ery. In 1849 they purchased alK)ut three acres of land one and one- 
half miles south-east of Greensburg, Ind. They gradually added 
to this until it grew into a large, line, productive farm, and here they 
raised a family of eight children till they all had homes of their own ; 
but even after this the children delighted to refer to the old home- 
stead as **Home, sweet Home." Childrpn eight: 1, Nancy Jane*

4, Malinda Montgomery, born 1833, married Hugh Heinman, 
Aug. 17, 1854; one child— Michael M. Heinman. 
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5, Sarah Ann Mont^iuery, born July 30, 1835, died Jan. 9, 
1892; married John O. Wood, Dec. 17, 1855; children four— three 
dauirhters and one son. 

6, Biley S. Montgomery, born April 15, 1837, died April 17, 
1895; married Laura Hamilton, Jan. 22, 1869; children two: 1, 
Clayton Montgomery. 2, Orville Montgomery. 

7, Hugh Montgomery, was a soldier in Capt. Granger's com- 
pany, 9th regiment Iowa Vol., and died from wounds received in the 
battle at Tallahoma, Alabama, Jan. 2, 1864; never married. 

8, William H. Montgomery, born 1841, married Lucy E. Bunk- 
er, of Greensburg, Ind., Feb. 8, 1870. He was a soldier three years 
in the 7th regiment Ind. Vol., Co. G. ; is now located with his family 
at Chattanooga, Tenn. Children live: 1, Grace Montgomery, born 

, married Harry C. Burriss, Oct. 2, 1895; children three: 1, Paul 

Burriss; 2, Victoria Burriss; 3, Isabel Burriss. 2, Bessie Montgom- 
ery, married F. A. Provence, Oct. 16, 1896; children two — Thomas 
and Amy. 3, Ada Montgomery, died July 13, 1898. 4, Amy Mont- 
gomery. 5, Waldo L. Montgomery, died at Little Rock, Ark., Dec. 
17, 1901. 

10, Louisa M. Montgomery, born 1843, married Wm. S. Peery, 
Dec. 12, 1865; children five — four boys and one girl. Only the two 
youngest boys are now living. 

13, Robert Montgomery, born May 1807, in Pennsylvania; came 
to Ohio with his father in 1809; moved to Decatur county, Ind., 
1822. The heavy work' of clearing up the new farm was done under 
Robert's care. Shortly after this his mother and father died, and 
were the first to be laid to rest in what is known as the Watts ceme- 
tery. Robert served in the war of 1812; married Miss Louisa Rob- 
inson, Oct. 2, 1834. She was born in Massachusetts in 1817 and 
united with the Greensburg Baptist church. They lived happily 
together for 46 years, when Robert died May 1, 1881. He moved to 
Lynn county, Iowa. 1849; afterward to Benton county, Iowa, 1851. 
He was fortunate in good health, never having taken any medicine 
until within the last eighteen month&r of his life. Children two: 1, 
Mrs. David Gieger, who died 1899. 2, Michael Montgomery, who 
has sons Frank and Hugh, of Sioux City, Iowa. 

Having finished the genealogical history of Hugh Montgomery, 
No. 1, Generation 1, of this branch of Montgomerys, who married 
Eva Hartman, in Pennsylvania, 1784, we take up the history of his 
half-brother : 

3, George Montgomery, born probably 1770, married Polly 
Aiken, whose mother was born and raised in Ireland ; and although 
she emigrated to America, where all her children were born and 
raised, she was never able to speak one word of English. Her 
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daughter, Polly Aiken, was raised in Pennsylvania, near the Alle- 
ghany Mountains, wliere from the breezy summitt, mid the wild 
scenery of the mountains so beautifully bedecked by the hand pf the 
Creator, Cupid had shot his arrow down, and the two hearts of 
George Montgomery and Polly Aiken were transformed into one, 
for good or ill, for weal or woe, and pledged to walk together hence- 
forth through the shadows and the sunshine of life's transient jour- 
ney ; and after a few years happily spent together in Pennsylvania, 
they with their little family moved to "Old Kentucky," settling in 
the forest of Shelby county, which lies between Louisville and 
Frankfort. At what date he settled here we do not know, but it was 
iu the days of Daniel Boone, when the beautiful blue grass region was 
but a dense, dark forest with Indian wigwams scattered here and 
there amid the wild thickets of under brush. And it was here, in 
the homely log-cabin with its one window and one door, which were 
oftentimes barred— not by the polished steel lock and \xAt of today, 
but with huge logs and rough poles which were dragged from the 
forest for the purpose of securing the lives of our early ancestors, 
who were likely to be attacked in the silent hours of the night while 
they were resting in the quietude of sleep, which was no doubt as 
sweet to these early pioneers amid all the hardships and dangers of 
their lives and toils as are the slumbers of the child of luxury and 
ease in the cushioned parlors, with their costly drapery, of this our 
modern day. And Elizabeth Montgomery, the second daughter of 
this family, who married Hugh Montgomery, her half-cousin, in 
1818, testifies to the happiness and contentment and exceedingly 
warm and generous hospitality so characteristic of the people of 
those s-^uthern climes, in that day. 

They had eight children : 1, Alexander Montgomery. 2, Eliza- 
beth. 3, Sarah. 4, Abagail. 5, Mary. 6. William. 7, John. 8, 
James. The dates of birth of these are not known, neither do we 
know that they were born in the order named; but they were all 
married in Shelby county, Ky., and Alexander, William and John 
died there; but James and his family moved to Crawfordsville, Ind., 
in 1832, and he died there. 

The William Montgomery of this famly is said to have accumu- 
lated a great deal of wealth in Kentucky. He owned a large planta- 
tion and many slaves. The civil strife between the states proved 
disastrous to the financial prosperity of this family, which consisted 
of several children ; but nothing is known of them or their descend- 
ants at this time. 

Of Elizabeth Montgomery, the second daughter of George 
Montgomery, No. 3, Generation 1— a full account has been given of 
her and her husband, Hugh Montgomery. 

We will proceed to give some accoimt of Alexander Montgondery, 
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the oldest child of George. He was a soldier in the war of 1812, and 
had an arm broken in battle and was captured by the Indians. He 
was placed with other prisoners in a pen built of poles, to await their 
doom, which they supposed would be death in its most cruel form. 
But instead of this they were given tasks to perform, and if their en- 
durance were sufficient their lives would be spared ; if not, they 
would immediately be scalped by the chief and his barbarous crew. 

Alexander had to run the gauntlet, which was to run between 
two rows of Indians with clubs to knock him down if they couJd. 
The distance is not known, but at the end of the race was a gulf or 
creek with steep banks, to be cleared by him, or they would pounce 
upon him and kill him. This would seem like desperation and de- 
spair for a man with a broken arm, but he made the effort, and, 
summing up all his courage and strength, made a dash which seemed 
like leaping into the very jaws of death — but lo, his fate was such 
that he cleared the trench and landed on the score-mark beyond. 
He was then turned over to an old Indian squaw, who gave him the 
* kindest treatment, pretending to charm his pains by witchcraft, at 
the same time applying liquids of wild herbs until his arm was en- 
tirely healed. Seemingly he was satisfied and content, but he 
watched every opportunity for escape, and after about one year suc- 
ceeded ; but they made a diligent search for him, and he could often 
hear them in their pursuit as he was hidden in a hollow log or lying 
low among the thick brush. He could hear them galloping by, chat- 
tering and singing their war songs, which meant death to some poor 
victim like himself. Finally, through shrewdness, perseverance, 
privation and almost starvation, he reached the river and swam 
across, and finally reached his own door, where his family had 
mourned him as dead. The shock was too much for the good wife 
and mother, who fainted. When she recovered, Alexander related 
his suffering for the first time. 

Alexander became the father of three children— Maranda, Eliza 
and Samuel. 



''THE OLD HOMESTEAD." 

For they say the old home of our childhood is sold. 
And strangers will soon enter there to abide, 
Where back into memories of the past, long ago, 
I see a bright vision of sweet faces glide ; 
Where with father and mother, and brothers four. 
In the gable-roofed cottage we had named retreat. 
We are greeting, as time turns backward once more, 
Four sisters in a home of affection complete. 
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There the busy old clock, on the mantel -piece, 

With its merry chimes the time doth keep 

Of our childish son^ and joyous laugh, 

While our parents sow, that children may reap. 

'Twas 'neath time's enchantment and love we abode, 

Under the sheltering wings of their tender care, 

As from innocent childhood and thoughtless youth 

Up to manhood and womanhood we were nurtured there. 

Ne*er thought we how with the years that were to come 
Their steps should totter and their eyes grow dim 
Through service wrought to build this home 
To rear and shield their children in. 
'Tis through memory magic that my father I see, 
When his long summer day's work was done, 
Sitting on the back porch in his old low chair, 
Resting in the shades of the slow-sinking sun. 

As he bids, we children go, hasten along, 
And bring home the cows through the bars of the lane. 
In the sell -same path we his footsteps trace, 
When from the field with pony and plow he came. 
As quick from the door of the porchway we bound. 
With Major, the old watch -dog. close by our side. 
Pausing not till we reach the woods-pasture field. 
Where awaited our come, Rose, Lill and old Pide. 

Then, trusting dog Major to drive home the cows 
Through the bars, from the woods to the meadow lane, 
We children would gather the pretty wild flowers, 
Dreaming not of their cost, in our childish game, 
As we carried them home, where around mother's feet, 
We builded great castles through the bright hopes of youth. 
She called us her jewels, and shared in our joys 
As she patiently taught us some lesson of truth. 

In the dreamy distance, my fancy seems to see the form 
Of mother just now, in her quiet, old-fashioned way 
Preparing the meal for her children so dear, 
Who will all be at home for dinner today. 
There is Janie, and Lizzie and Mary, grown up; 
Next comes Henry, then Robert and Lide ; 
Then Johnnie (our father's own namesake he was), 
And George was the baby— all by love's toil supplied. 

Now the sound ot the bugle-horn rings through the air, 
And in melody we hear "A charge to keep I have — a God to glo- 
rify." 
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Then in my dreams I see again her smooth, dark, shining hair. 
I list, and lo, she's singing now of that "sweet bye-and-bye." 
'Tis mother's tender voice again that soothes away our care. 
Oh, memory dear, 'tis sweet to know that thou art with us still 1 
And as the angels' song makes glad the courts of heaven above. 
The thought of mother ever shall the living heart-cords thrill. 

Clinging to the eaves of the porch and the l)ell-flower tree 
Are the morning-glories mother has planted ; but the door 
Is ajar, and with her pan and tray in hand, it seems I see 
Her trudging from the smoke-house again, as of yore. 
With the sweet-savored ham or some sausage to brown. 
In the bright, rosy mom we children of her birth 
Are gathered 'round the table, and — no one can tell how, 
But to us it semed to be the very best breakfast on earth. 

And there's the old milk-house, with its moss-oovered roof 
And entrance-way .cool, from the waters of the deep curbed well^ 
With its door carved, by youthful hand, a memorial proof 
That, mingling there, we had our joys and sorrows to tell. 
And there, too, is the old shop with its shavings and coal, 
Where our father's hammer, in the days now gone by. 
Carved the wood and the steel into many shapes, of old, 
For the tiller of the fields of the wheat, corn and rye. 

In the barn-yard comer stands the broad, low wood-shed, 
And just beyond is the orchard, that my fancy now sees, 
Where bang the ruddy apples, so mellow, ripe and red ; 
And we children are now climbing up the old fruit-trees 
That father's own hands planted. There too's the cedar grove, 
Where softly the zephyrs fan out on the breeze 
And send the sweet-sounding notes of red- bird afloat 
Through the waving branches of the evergreen trees. 

And there's the truck-patch planted just back of the barn, 
Where the corn and the beans and the muskmelons grew; 
And a scene of us children picking cucumbers there. 
Through the years that have flown, is still on my view. 
Near by was the old mill that crushed the sugar-cane. 
With its long sweep revolving and its rollers going 'round. 
Till the tubs were filled full of the juicy liquid, sweet. 
That away to the evaporator furnace did bound, 

Where over the fire it would sputter, steam and skip ; 
And now with cup of measure in his sunburned hands 
I see my father standing by the polished pan to dip 
The dainty, odorous syrup, to supply the great demand. 
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His was an honest measure, filled full to the brim, 
And this was the lesson that he taught us day by day^ 
While in field, shop or shed he toiled on with care — 
** Honesty is always the best policy," be would say. 

But I see another picture that is now shining out : 
From the chimney fire-place, one cold winter night. 
As my father at the hearthstone corner sits and reads 
His paper, by the taHow candle's pale, dim light. 
And my quiet mother with her gentle grace — 
I see her nimble fingers around the stockings go. 
And I hear the quick sound of her needles^ click 
That clad our young feet from the ice and the snow. 

But youth's path is through many a vale; 

And slowly old Time's wing, on his craggy clifiT, 

Fans in the changed light, till in years to come 

He varies life's scenes alike into clouds that drift. 

And another picture is now brought to my view; 

For the pencil of tinje has marked with care 

My mother's face ; her form is bent, her step is slow ; 

Silver threads have found a place in her black, silken hair. 

But her children, though scattered near and far. 
She still hold dear within her gentle, loving heart 
While their wayward steps, if such there should be, 
Through her bosom throb like an arrow's dart. 
Now when we gather in the old homestead, 
The Book she loved best in her lap we find ; 
In softest accents we hear her while she reads — 
'*0n earth peace, and good will to all mankind. '^ 

These words, her Christian faith, like good seed sown. 

Daily into life's woven web the Christ impressed : 

''Seek for God's kingdom and His righteousness to know^ 

Till His own time shall crown the saved and blessed." 

My father, less ambitious and more submissive grown, 

I see; and lo, his feeble form, and on his brow ringlets of frosted 

hair! 
We hear him say: * 'Children, my work is done; 'tis but a little 

while ; 
But I can trust in Him who doeth all things well; I'll soon be 

over there." 

And now no more from the wayside mounds 

Shall we carry tributes of daisies and violets and ferns 

To father and mother, from the soil where they sacrificed 
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For tbetr children's sake, for their pleasure earned; 
For here is a vision where they passed over the tide; 
in the church-jard yonder, near the old home's door. 
Their bodies lie peacefully slumbering, and they 
Will welcome their children to the Homestead no more! 

But when the autumn comes, or the gentle spring-time brings 

The flowers that speak with silent, inspiring speech, 

I shall think of the Homestead, with its unbroken ties; 

Of our father and mother in their humble life, each, 

And of the dear sisters who first left us here; 

Then of the old home circle, with its sad broken ties. 

As we saw them pass with their spirits enrobed — 

Pass from earth in a plumage for paradise. 

But we know, like the roses and violets that fade, 
The old homesteads of childhood are all passing away, 
As one by one we are passing over Jordan's dark wave* 
But shall these sweet memories, too, soon all decay? 
No, never ! for a hope from the dead past is springing. 
As I dream, oft there comes from the far crystal strand 
A bright band of loved ones, hovering 'round 
To guide us to the ''house not made with hands." 

They would pilot us when we are sad and weary. 

Saying. "Come unto Jesus and rest and wait." 

They would cheer our pathway when lone and dreary. 

Till the angels beckon through the golden gate. 

And then to our Father's house we would go — 

To that home where forever shall dwell the dear ones all ; 

And the heart's sacred memories recorded here 

Will be painted in garlands on heaven's high wall. 

And though this is but a phantom dream 
And these scenes are not what they seem, 
Time's pulse beats on with respiring breath, 
And such is life, and such is death ! 
And as through fleeting dreams we see

There is a family of MoDt^omerYs at Montgoixiery* Daviess 
coiiDty, which town was named in honor of Valentine B. and James 
Montgomery, 1858. 

The great-grandfather, whose given name we have not learned, 
came from Ireland and settled in Maryland in 1810, then moved 
near Springfield, in Washington county, Ky. The family came to 
Daviess county, Ind., in 1835, and organized the town of Montgom- 
ery, 1858, as stated above. 

The grandfather's name was James Montgomery; children six: 

1, Valentine B. Montgomery, born 1815, married a Miss Was- 
son. They had six children: Henry, James, Frank, John, Lizzie 
and Sallie. 

2, Eliza Montgomery, bom 1817, daughter of James, Sr., mar- 
ried James O'Brien; children two— dead. 

3, John Montgomery, bi^rn 1820, died 1846; married Liza Haw- 
ker; no children. 

4, James C. Montgomery, born 1822, now (1901) lives at Mont- 
gomery and is in good circumstances. He owns a large farm near 
Montgomery and does quite an extensive business in furnishing 
mining supplies, as a very large mining business is carried on at 
Montgomery and in the surrounding country. He first married 
Jane Buby; one child— dead. Second wife, Susan Brown; no chil- 
dren. He also carries on merchandise and deals in grain. 

5, William Montgomery, born 1825, son of James, Sr., married 
Mary Ellen Berliew; children ten: 

1, George F. Montgomery, is quite a business man and is now 
(1901) general manager of the Tombigbee an i Northern railway 
company. His address is now Mobile, Ala. From what I can 
glean, there is much more of interest connected with this man's his- 
tory, but he seems too modest and reticent to give full particulars. 
He has not lived at Montgomery, Ind., for several years. He mar- 
ried Idora Railing ; children two — William H. and George \^^ Mont 
gomery. 

2, Martha A. Montgomery, married John Murphy; children 
three — John. May and George Murphy. 

3, James A. Montgomery, married at Brunswick, Ga., and now 
(1901) lives there; children four, but have not learned their names. 

4, John H. Montgomery, single. 

5, Charles A. Montgomery, married and now (1901) lives at No. 
22 Dearborn street, Chicago; no children. 6, Estella Montgomery, 
single. 7, William O. 8, Ella. 9, Maggie. 10, Cora. 

6, Rose Ann Montgomery, daughter of James, Sr., married 
John Fagan; children two — Jane and Elizabeth. 
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THE MONTGOMEBYS OF EDWARDSPOBT, INDIANA. 

A Mont^mery, given name not known, came from Ireland (date 
not given) and settled in Maryland. He had several children, but 
we know the names of only two : 1st, Clark, who is sup^iosed to 
have had no family; 2nd, Thomas, who probably left Maryland 
when a small boy and settled near Mackville, in Washington county, 
Ky. He married a Miss Stevens, claimed to have been related to 
Hon. Alexander H. Stephens of Confederate fame. He was a shoe* 
maker by trade. He moved to Bruceviile, Knox county, Ind., some 
time between 1852 and 1858. He was noted for his uncommon neat- 
ness in his every-day appearance. So far as we know he only had 
two children — Courtney Louis, and Thompson. Courtney Louis, it 
seems, first settled at Carlisle, Ind., and there married Christiann 
Weller. He moved to Bruceviile, Ind., and spent most of his life 
there. The last few years of his life were spent in Edwardsport, Ind. 
He died there Dec. dO, 1870. He was engaged in the harness trade. 
His wife died Sept. 1, 1902. Children seven: 

1, Thomas Montgomery, died at 2 years. 

2, Oliver Thompson, bom 1860, is a farmer and grain dealer of 
Edwardsport, Ind. He married Martha Killion of that place, June 
1883; children six: Dale, David, Boy, Buth, Clinton and Ivy. 

3, James, died in infancy. 

4, Frank S., bom Aug. 1863, is a freight agent at Yincennes, 
Ind. ; married May Lynch of Edinburg, Ind. ; children two— Court- 
ney L. and Balph P. 

5, Jessie B., was educated at Bardstown, Ey., Ind. State Normal 
and University of Chicago, and has been teaching 15 years. She 
has been principal of the City Normal at Fort Wayne, Ind., for the 
training of teachers, five years. Previously she taught in the State 
Normal at Tpsilanti, Mich. She is well posted in educational work, 
not only in her native state, but in other states as well. 

6, Fannie Edith, died small. 

7, Mattie W., born June 1869, married James L. Toops, of Ed- 
wardsport, Ind., Nov. 1888. Mr. Toops immediately moved to Port 
Branch, Ind., and engaged in the poultry business, and has a very 
extensive trade in that line; children two: 1, Boger Leslie Toops, 
bom Aug. 7,' 1891, who is named for the 4th Boger Montgomery, 
who successfully led the cavalry charge under King William at the 
battle of Hastings, Oct. 14, 1068. 2, Mary Frances Toops, born 
Dec. 30, 1893. 

MONTGOMEBYS OP SEYMOUB, INDIANA. 

Bichard Montgomery married Annabel Clarkson at Glasgow, 
Scotland. They emigrated to this country about 1812, stopping at 
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Philadelphia. Later they came over the mountains, and down the 
Ohio river to Louisville, and finally settled in Jackson county, in 
1820. The childr3n who lived to maturity were Richard, John C, 
William, Theophilus W., Thomas K., Henry, Mary J., James R., 
and Robert H. The children are all now dead, except three. My 
father's name was Theophilus W. The descendants of the entire 
family are now quite numerous, but I can funish the list almost 
complete in a short while, if it will be of any use to you. Very

MONTGOMERYS OF NEW ALBANY, INDIANA. 

Rol)ert Montgomery came from Ireland and settled in Indiana 
in an early day. He had a son, James Helms Montgomery, who 
was born in Indiana but raised in New York City by an aunt. From 
there he came to Kentucky and married Letitia Nation, daughter of 
Edward Nation. He was a Baptist minister. Just how many chil- 
dren he had we do not know, but he had a son, Captain John Rob- 
ert Montgomey, who was a steamboat captain from Jeffersonviile, 
Ind., for many years, and died there in 1878. And he also had a 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Partlow, living in Jeffersonviile in 1901. Cap- 
tain John Robert Montgomery had at least two children : Dr. Harry 
C. Montgomery, of Jeffersonviile, Ind. (1901), and Miss Sarah L. 
Montgomery, principal of the training school for teachers (1901) at 
Springfield," 111. 



SOME OTHER MONTGOMERYS OF GIBSON AND POSEY 
COUNTIES, INDIANA. 

Robin Montgomery came to Indiana from Georgia in an early 
day and stopped with a Mr. Moore, near Patoka, now in Gibson 
county, Ind. Later, when the Enowles and Marvel families, with 
whom he was acquainted in Georgia, came to Indiana and settled 
on Black River, Robin Montgomery came down to this locality in 
1812 and married Patience Marvel, daughter of Prettyman Marvel, 
Sr. This was the first marriage in that neighborhood. Mr. Mont- 
gomery was a soldier in the war of 1812 and fought in the battle of 
Tippecanoe. He raised a large family. His sons were William, 
Prettyman, Samuel, John, Robert, James, George, Thomas, and 
perhaps others. One of his daughters married John Benine. The 
descendants of this family are numerous in Gibson and Posey coun- 
ties. I made two efforts to obtain a genealogy of this family, bat 
did not succeed.

COLONEL WILLIAM COCKBUM. 

Id reply to inquiriea made by William Gockrum, of Oakland 
City, Ind., colonel of the 42nd regiment Ind. Vol., in regard to the 
Cockrum* family being identified with the MontgomeryB in Sooi'and 
and Ireland — believing that Coghran, Cochran and Cockrum origi- 
nated from the same name. 

We find a Col. Hugh Cochran serving in the war of 16414652, 
with Sir James Montgomery, and that his grandmother was a 
daughter of Sir Robert Montgomery of Skelmorlie. 

At the funeral (1663) of the Third Viscount Montgomery^ after- ' 
wards the First Earl of Mt. Alexander in Ireland, Lieutenant Col- 
onel Cochran is mentioned among the kinsmen of the deceased. 
You will observe that the great-grandmother of Colonel Hugh Coch- 
ran, wife of Sir Bobert Montgomery, was the daughter of Sir Wil- 
liam Douglass; which adds no little prestige to the genealogical line 
of his ancestors. The beauty of this lady, Margaret Douglass, is the 
subject of two sonnets by Captain Alexander Montgomery, author of 
' The Cherie and the Slae." 

If these names all belong in common to the same faimly whidi 
it is believed they do, they constitute a very large, influential family 
both in the United States and across the waters, who are leaders in 
advanced thought and work, in almost every department of life's 
work. 

SOME EARLY MONTGOMERYS IN THE UNITED STATES. 

Oak Park, 111., April 14, 1902. 
Mr. D. B. Montgomery, Owensville, Ind. 

Dear Sir: Am in receipt of your favor of 10th inst., and in re- 
ply would say : 

The Montgomery family with which the writer is identified re- 
moved from Scotland to the north of Iieland in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. A descendant, a widow whose maiden name was Mary Mont- 
gomery, came to this country in 1731 or 1732 to marry Mr. James 
Patterson, of Scottish descent, who was born in County Antrim, Ire- 
land, in 1708, and came to this country from the north of Ireland in 
1728. Settlement was made in Little Britain township, Lancaster 
county, Pennsylvania, on a large tract of land purchased by Mr. 
Patterson, the greater portion of which is held at the present day in 
the Patterson name. 

Mary Montgomery had two brothers, Thomas and James Mont- 
gomery, and a sister Jane, who came to this country and settled in 
South Carolina. Jane married James Ramsay. They were parents 
of David Ramsay, M. D., the historian, and president (pro tempore) 
of the Continental Congress during the illness of Hancock in 1786. 
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Of the brothers, Thomas and James, the writer has no record. Maiy 
Montgomery was niece of Hon. John C. Calhoun's mother's father, 
or rather first cousin of that statesman. 

James and Mary Montgomery-Patterson had ten children. 
Hannah, their third child and oldest daughter bom in 1736 or 1737, 
married William Montgomery, a relative who came from the north of 
Ireland. His family removed from Mongomo, Scotland, and settled 
in the north of Ireland in 1680. 

The children of James and Mary Montgomery-Patterson were: 
William, bom 1733; married, first, Rosanna Scott; had five chil- 
dren. Second, married Elizabeth Brown; ten children. John, 
married Eleanor Milligen; eight children. Hannah, bom 1736 or 
1737, married William Montgomery; nine children. Mary, married 
John McKnight; trace lost. Samuel, married Mary Wylie; two 
children. Jane, married Hugh Brown ; trace lost. Isabella, mar- 
ried James Brown ; one child. James, bom 1745, married Letitia 
Gardner; nine children. Elizabeth, died in 13th year. Thomas, 
bom 1754, married Mary Tanyhill ; nine children. 

The children of William and Hannah Patterson-Montgomery 
were: Elizabeth, who married William Baily. Hannah, married 
James McKnight. William, married Nancy Brawley. John, first 
married Martha Brawley, sister to Nancy Brawley. Second, married 
Nancy Busick. Frances, married William Buchanan. Rebecca, 
married Thomas Aydlott. James Patterson, died aged 21, not mar- 
ried. Mary, married Moses Hanks. David, married Araminta 
Breden. 

When William, the third child and oldest son, was ten or eleven 
years old, this family removed from Lancaster county, Pennsylvania, 
with the intention of going to Abbeville district. South Carolina, 
where resided the Calhoun family, who were relatives. In Ouilford 
county, N. C, old friends from Ireland were met, who persuaded 
Mr. Montgomery to locate in their vicinity. Settlement was made 
near Bethel church, east of Greensboro. This was about the year 
1768 or 1770. William and Nancy Brawley-Montgomery's children 
were: Hugh. Hannah, who married James Benefield, William, 
born Dec. 29, 1789, married Sarah Albrght, Nov. 13, 1817. Martha, 
no record. James Patterson, married Sarah Brower. Margaret, 
married James Prier. 

Of Hugh, little is known by the writer except that he was a vol- 
unteer in the war of 1812. after the close of which he was postmaster 
at Ashville, N. C, and from there went to Rome, Georgia, wheie 
trace of him was lost. 

James Benefield was of Guilford county N. C. ; removed to 
Tennessee, and later to Martin county, Indiana ; was in the war of 
1812, and under General Jackson at New Orleans. 
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William Montgomery was a mechanic, physician and politician. 

His first public service was in the slate senate. He was in the 
convention to amend the Constitution of North Carolina, 1835, and 
was elected and served six years in Congress ; served his state in 
legislature a number of teims. His wife, Sarah Albright, was of 
Orange county, N. C, They were parents of ten children— three 
sons and seven daughters. At the present date all are dead but two 
sons. Their children were: Elizabeth; Eliza; Daniel A., physician 
of Burlington, N. C.« living 1902, aged 83 years; Delila; James R. ; 
Mary; Harriet; Cornelia; Maria B., and William. 

Daniel A. Montgomery, M. D., was born May 16, 1819; married 
Josephine, daughter of Captain John Berry, of Hillsboro, Orange 
county, N. C. ; had issue of live sons and two daughters, (Their 
names I have not got at present date, but am in the way of getting 
them). Dr. Montgomery was surgeon in the 3rd North Carolina 
regiment in the Civil War, under appointment by the governor. 
•'Stockard's History of Alamanee" says of him: '*Dr. Daniel A. 
Montgomery is one of the oJdest residents of Burlington ; was for 
many years a physician with a very large practice; represented his 
people many times in the General Assembly. He is an old-time, 
high-toned gentleman, courtly in his bearing, kindly in his speech, 
rather tall, straight, with gold-gray hair and blue eyes." 

James Patterson Montgomery, born in OuiJford county, N. C, 
March 12, 1793, was a line cabinet- workman and made musical in- 
struments. His wife was daughter of Hon. Abram Brawer of Ran- 
dolph county, N. C. Their chldren were: Nancy C, born Sept. 
10, 1818. William K, born Feb. 3, 1823. Caroline R., born Nov. 
13, 1824. Daniel Y., bom April 29, 1830. Nathaniel P., born July 
2, 1836. This family removed from Guilford county, k. C, in 1838, 
and settled in Ipava, Fulton county. 111. 

I have nearly a full list of the descendants of James P. and 
Sarah B. Montgomery. 

John, son of William and Hannah Patterson -Montgomery, mar> 
ried, first, Martha Brawley. Their children were Martha, Isabella, 
Samuel, Thankful, John. Anne, Jesse and David Caldwell. The 
children by his second wife, Nanoy Busick, were William, James, 
Nancy, Enoch H., Eliza W., Betsy W. and Frances D. 

Of this family Anne married John Boone, of Guilford, N. C. He 
was a relative of Daniel Boone, of Kentucky notoriety, and had is- 
sue of Julia Boone. 

David C. returned to Arkansas. His first wife was Ann Theam- 
ster. of Batesville, Ark. ; no issue. Second wife was Mary A. Ruth- 
erford, of North Carolina ; no issue. David C. was a mechanic and 
was a member of the state legislature of Arkansas several terms. 

I am in correspondence at the present time with Montgomerys 
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of Arkansas, IlliDois. Minnesota and North Carolina, and in almost 
daily receipt of letters of information from many different branches 
of the family of James and Mary Mont^mery-Patterson. If there 
is anything in this communcation which you would care to put into 
print, cut out and use what you care for; and if I can seire you in 
any way in the future please advise me.

The seventh child of James and '.. Mary Montii^omery-PattersoD 
was James Patterson, Jr.; married Letitia Gardner, born 180B. 
They had nine children, one of whom was Rachel, who married John 
Black, of Scotch-Irish descent, in 1626. She .is the mother of 
George M. Black, of Oak Park. 111., who furnished the above sketcb 
of the Pattersons and Montgomerys. He is preparing a special r^g- 
iater on this line and may publish it in the near future. 

(Cincinnati, Ohio, Library, Pensylvania Genealogy by William 
Henry Egle, 1806.) 

"Rev. Joseph Montgomery, son of John and Martha Montgom- 
ery, emigrants from Ireland, was born Sept. 2B, 1733 (0. S.) in Pax- 
ton township, then Lancaster, now Donphin county, Pennsylvania. 
He was educated at the College of New Jersey, from which he grad- 
uated in 1755, and was afterward appointed master of the grammar 
school connected with the college. In 1760 the College of Philadel- 
phia and Yale College conferred upon him the Master's degree. 
About this time he was licensed to preach by the presbytery of Phil- 
adelphia and soon after, by request, entered the bounds of the pres- 
bytery of Lewis, from which he was transferred to that of Newcastle, 
accepting a call from the congregation at Georgetown, over which be 
was settled from 1767 to 1769. He was installed as pastor of tbe 
congregations at Christiana Bridge ana Newcastle, Delaware, bn tbe 
16th of August, 1769, remaining there until the autumn of 1777, 
when he resigned, having been commissioned chaplain of Col. Small- 
wood's (Maryland) regiment of the Continental Line. During the 
war his home was with his relatives in Paxtong. On the 23rd of No- 
vember, 1780, he was chosen by the General Assembly of Pennsyl- 
vania as one of its delegates in Conrgess, and was re-elected the fol- 
lowing year. He was elected a member of the Assembly of the 
State in 1782, serving during that session. He was chosen by that 
body Feb. 25, 1783, one of the commissioners to settle the difficulty 
between the state and the Connecticut settlers at Wyoming. When 
the new county of Donphin was erected, the Supreme Executive 
Council appointed him recorder of deeds and register of wiUs for tbe

county, which office he filled from March 11, 1785, to Oct 14, 1794— 
the date of his death. 

"Mr. Montgomery filled conspicuous and honorable positions in 
church and state in the most trying period of the history of the 
oountry. In the church he was the friend and associate of men like 
Witherspoon, Rogers and Spencer, and his bold utterances in the 
cause of independence stamp him as a man of no ordinary courage 
and decision. • . , fie enjoyed to an unusual extent the respect 
and confidence of the men of his generation." 

The Rev. Mr. Montgomery was twice married ; first in 1765, to 
Elizabeth fieed« who died March 1769; daughter of Andrew and 
Sarah Eeed of Trenton, N. J., and they had issue: 1, Sarah Fettit, 
bom July 1766, married CoL Thos. Foster. 2, Elizabeth, bom July 
17, 1768, died Oct. 12, 1814, in Harrisburg, Pa. ; married Samuel 
Land. 

Mr. Montgomery married second, July 11, 1770, Rachel (Rush) 
Boyoe, bora 1741, in Byberry, died July 28, 1798, in Harrisburg, 
Pa. She was the widow of Angus Boyoe and daughter of Thomas 
and Rachel Rush, who were the parents of the celebrated Dr. Ben- 
jamine Rush. They had issue: 3, John, born Dec 23, 1771; prob- 
ably dead.

MONTGOMERYS OF PENNSYLVANIA AND SOUTH CARO- 
LINA 

(By Dr. J. B. Landrum, of Campobello, S. C.) 
The original ancestor of the Montgomery family that made 
settlement in the present county of Spartanburg was John Montgom- 
ery, Scotch-Irish, who emigrated from North of Ireland to Pennsyl- 
vania before the Revolution, and subsequently to Spartanburg in 
1785, and settled north of Tyger River near Swoddy's Bridge. He 
married in Pennsylvania. Rosa Roddy, and had seven children: 1, 
Alexander. 2, John. 3, James. 4, Robert. 5, Hugh. 6, Mar- 
garet. 7, Mary. 

1, Alexander Montgomery, who married Miss Samons and had 
thirteen children, among whom we have the names Alfred, Anoldus, 
Robert, Mathias, Eldward, Elias, John, and Manerva, who married 
Curtis Bradley. 

2, John Montgomery, Jr., son of John from Pennsylvania, first 
married Margaret Miller. He was a man of considerable promi- 
nence and influence in his day, being above the average in intelli- 
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iceuce and general information. He was a progressive farmer and 
carried on the business of blacksmith] ug and wood- work. He was a 
manufacturer of wagons at a time in the history of Spartanburg Dis- 
trict when imported wagons were unknown. Bj honest industry he 
accumulated a handsome property. He was a good provider, hos- 
pitable in his home, and a progressive citizen. He was for many 
years a magistrate, appointed by enactment of the General Assem- 
bly of South Carolina, and was an efficient officer in this capacity. 
Ht) was a soldier in the war of 1812, being Orderly Sergeant of the 
company of Captain James Brannon, which for a half-century or 
more paraded at Timmons' old field prior to the outbreak of the 
Civil War. His death occurred in 1847 or '4a 

As already stated, he married Margaret Miller, daughter of 
Michael Miller, who was a very remarkable woman for her day and 
generation. She was born near the close of the Eevolutionary War, 
Sept. 16, 1786, and died in 1882, in the 96th year of her age. For 
eighty years or more she had been a consistent and faithful member 
of the Presbyterian church of Nazareth. Her life was marked by 
her love of the Bible and her intelligent comprehension of its con- 
tents. As her physical constitution was of the iron type, so her 
mental faculties were strong and vigorous. She studied the Bible 
attentively, carefully and prayerfully all through life and committed 
to memory large portions uf it; and also many of Newton's hymns. 
The treasures which she gathered in early yoUth proved to be of 
great comfort to her in old age. All through her long life, duty was 
to her a word full of meaning. Living remote from her church 
(Nazareth), she and John Smith — a neighbor, and a useful and ac- 
ceptible elder in the same — organized and conducted a Sunday- 
school near Her dwelling, which was sustained for thirty years. Old 
and weary of the world, she passed away as gently as the wave dies 
along the shore when the storm is over. 

John Montgomery, Jr., and Margaret Miller had thirteen chil- 
dren : 

1, Nancy Montgomery, first married Dr. Andrew B. Moore; sec- 
ond, married Col. Samuel N. Evans. One of her sons, Andrew 
Charles Moore, was in the 18th South Carolina Volunteer regiment, 
and was killed at the second Manasses fight. - 

2, Bosa Boddy Montgomery, married John Chapman, Jr. One 

of her sons,' Warren Davis Chapman, was in the battalion : 

was wounded below Bichraond and died a few days afterward. 

3, Mary Montgomery, married William Cunningham, Esq. 
Captain Michael M. Cunningham, one of her sous of the 6th regi- 
ment S. C. Vol., was killed in Virginia. 

4, Benjamin Franklin Montgomery, first married Harriet, 
daughter of James Moss ; second, married Juliet Moss, her sister. 
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By bis first wife he had twelve children : 1, John Henry. 2, James 
M. 3, Nanoy Elizabeth. 4, Bobert Scott 5, Benjamin Landrum. 
6, EmUy Marf^aret. 7, Francis B. 8, Mary Crawford. 9, William 
C 10, Anna Caroline. 11, Sarah Cornelius. 12, Joseph Oscar. 

Bobert Scott Montgomery, No. 4, son of Benjamin, was in a 
Texas regiment and killed in the battle of Franklin, Tenn. At this 
writing, 1899, only four of this family are living — John Henry, Ben* 
jamin Landrum of Hillsdale, near Enoree, S. C. and Elizabeth, 
wife of Dr. E. B. W McCrary, and Anna Bogers reside in Texas. 

CAPTAIN JOHN HENRY MONTGOMERY. 

Captain John H. Montgomery, eldest of the twelve children re- 
ferred to, of Benjamin F. and Harriet (Moss) Montgomery, was 
born fourteen miles west of the city of Spartanburg,. December 8» 
1833. He was brought up on his father's farm, receiving the best 
education that could be afforded in the common schools of his 
neighborhood. One of his instructors was Richard Golightly, whom 
we have mentioned at another place in this volume. Not possessing 
what might be called a strong constitution, he was at the age of 19 
years placed in the country store of James Nesbitt in the southern 
portion of the present county of Spartanburg. He held this position 
for a year, for which he was paid {5 per month and board. During 
this year, without questioning the propriety, he performed all the 
requirements of his employer. He worked around the house and 
barn, and though hired as a clerk his first work was to drive a four> 
horse team loaded with flour to the iron works at the present site of 
Clifton, S. C, a distance of thirty miles, loading back with iron 
and nails. 

From Mr. Nesbitt's store he went to Columbia and worked as a 
clerk for four months in the store of Robert Brice, which was during 
the winter of 1853-54. The next spring he entered into a partner- 
ship with his brother-in-law, Dr. E. R. W. McCrary, in the mercan- 
tile business at Hobbyville, S. C, which was but a few miles from 
the store of his old employer. 

In the fail of 1855 the parents of Mr. Montgomery, his four 
brothers and six sisters, together with his brother-in law and part- 
ner, removed to Texas, leaving him the sole member of the family 
remaining in South Carolina. With a limited capital he continued 
in the mercantile business at Hobbyville for three years or more, 
meeting all the obligations which had been contracted by the firm 
in good faith, but under trying difficulties. 

In 1857 he married Miss Susan A. Holcomb, daughter of David 
Holcomb, a native of Union county, S. C, who settled in Spartan- 
burg in 1845. In 1858 he moved his stock of merchandise to a store 
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owned by his father-in-law, two miles distant, where he continued 
in the businses of a merchant in connection with a small tannery 
until the outbreak of the Civil War. In December, 1861, he volun- 
teered his services to his country and was enrolled as a private In 
Co. EI IBth reigment S. C. Vol. Upon the organization of said reg- 
iment, however, he was appointed regimental commissary with the 
rank of captain. This office^ under new army regulations, was abol- 
ished in 1863, and Captain Montgomery was made an assistant 
C3mmissary of the brigade, which office was also abolislied in 1861, 
and he was then made an assistant division commissary, continuing 
as such until the close of the war, surrendering with General Lee at 
Appomatox. April, 1865. 

Returning home after the war, he began life anew, as it were. 
Besides owning a small farm, upon which he had depended for the 
support of his family during the war, he had a small stock of leather, 
the accumulation of his small tannery, which was the only property 
he possessed. 

In 18 )a he began the use of commercial fertilizers upon his farm, 
and soon demonstrated to his neighbors the importance of stimulat- 
ing plant growth. He at once engaged in the sale of fertilizers to 
his neighbors and surrounding country, which was the dawning of a 
new era of prosxmrity in his business career. He had all the while 
successfully conducted the business of his tannery, and in 1870 re- 
sumed his merchandising at the same place. 

His sale of commercial fertilizers had assumed such proportions 
as to make it necessary to give up farming, and later, all other 
branches of business. In 1874 he removed to Spartanburg and 
turned his attention exclusively to fertilizers, associating himself 
with Colonel Joseph Wa'«ker and Dr. C. E. Fleming, under the 
name of Walker, Fleming & Co. 

In 1881 this firm purchased a water power on Pacolet river, 
known as Hough Shoals, and in 1882 commenced the erection of the 
Pacolet Manufacturing Company, which was completed the follow- 
ing year. The company was incorpoated in 1881. with Captain 
Montgomery as its president and treasurer, which position he still 
holds. In 1887, the capacity of the mill was 26,224 spindles and 
840 looms ; but it was again enlarged in 1894, making it the third 
mill of the company, containing in the agerregate 57,000 spindles 
and 26,000 looms. Its annual consumption of cotton is about 300,000 
bales, and its capital about $500,000. 

In 1889, Captain Montgomery was made president and treasurer 
of the Spartan Mills. For information as to the capacity of these 
mills, the reader is referred to our review on the progress of manu- 
facturing in Spartanburg, at another place in this volume. 

Captain Montgomery is a stockholder and director in the Whit- 
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ney Mills, the Lockhart Mills, Morgan Iron Works, and the Clifton 
Mills. 

Aside from his business relations to the companies referred to, 
he is in every sense of the word a model pjentleman, fully aHve to 
every enterprise and business industry looking to the development 
and upbuilding of his country. Notwithslanding be has been sue* 
cessf ul in his business investments and has accumulated a handsome 
fortune, he has been liberal with his means and a geneicus ccntiib- 
u tor to every worthy object of charity with which he has been con- 
fronted. 

He has been for nearly a half century a consistent member of 
the Baptist church, which he has most always lepresented in the 
annual meetings of the association. In his church he is among the 
foremost in the support of his pastor and of all Ike claims of mis- 
sions and charity coming before it. 

In another place in this volume we have endeavored to state 
the circumstances under which the Hon. Peter Cooper of New York 
donated the valuable property comprising the Institute building 
and surrounding grounds at Lim.estone Springs to the Spartanburg 
Baptist Association, the history of the prcgrcEs of ^hich we have xe- 
corded. 

In 1888 Captain Montgomery succeeded to the presidency of the 
board of trustees of the Cooper Limestone Institute, now known as 
Limestone College, and its marked success from year to year has 
been mainly due to his indomitable energy, excellent judgment and 
contributions from his private means which have already amounted 
to some $15,000 or more. He still presides at the head of an able 
board of trustees of this college, which, by reason of the work of re- 
modeling and its modern equipment, will for all time to ccme add 
additional honors to his name and character. In all these generous 
gifts, however (at one time the sum of {500 for the library of the 
college), he has had no reference whatever to the perpetuation of his 
name or memory. He has simply done what he felt to be a duty in 
the distribution of the means with which he has been so abundantly 
blessed by his own x)erseverance and the assistance of a kind Provi> 
dence. 

In the ordinary walks of life he is the Eame humble and unas- 
suming citizen that he was when a country boy on his father's farm 
at the age of 18 years. The humblest operative in his employ can 
approach him with as much freedom as the wealthy capitalist with 
whom, in a business way, he is much associated. 

Captain Montgomery, by his marriage with Miss HoJccmb, had 
eight children, only three of whom are now livings viz: Victor M., 
Walter S., and Benjamin W. Those who have died were : David 
F., Mary, John, Eaty Lois, and an infant unnamed. 
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A true patriot, a philaothropist, Captain Montgomery stands 
before the people of Sppartanburg as one of the best, most influen- 
tial and progressive citizens. 

5, Elizabeth Montgomery, daughter of John Montgomery and 
Margaret Miller, married the Eev. John O. Landruni. Dr. J. 6. 
Landrum is their son and is an author of note, and wrote this sketch. 

6, John Crawford Montgomery, died small. 

7, Michael Miller Montgomery, married Martha Cora, of Neuse 
District, S. C. Their son, John Oscar Montgomery, was in the 
18th regiment S. C. Vol. and killed at second Manassas. 

8, Chevis C. Montgomery, married Mary McCarrell of Green- 
ville District, S. C. 

9, Hannah Amanda Montgomery, married Col. S. N. Evans — 
second wife. 

10, Catherine Montgomery, married Edward Ballenger. 

11, Heron Elarl Montgomery, married Sarah Ballenger. 

12, Robert Soott Montgomery, Sr., married Catherine Gaude- 
lock, of Neuse District, S. C. 

13, Margaret Montgomery, married William Moore of Morgan- 
town, N. C. 

3, James Montgomery, son of John Montgomery from Pennsyl- 
vania, married a Miss Walker and had two sons— John W. and Rob- 
ert Montgomery. 

4, Robert Montgomery, son of Pennsylvania John, never mar- 
ried. 

5, Hugh Montgomery, son of Pennsylvania John, had eight 
children : John, James, Thomas, Walker, David, Elias, Mary and 
Elizabeth. Of these, Mary married a Gross and Elizabeth married 
Shadrach Barton. 

6 and 7, Mary and Elizabeth Montgomery, daughters of Penn- 
sylvania John — no information. 

**BOYNE WATER'' MONTGOMERY FAMILY, OF DELA- 
WARE, PENNSYLVANIA AND OTHER STATES. 

1, Major William Montgomery, great-grandson of Lord Nicholas 
Montgomery, who married the daughter and only heir of Lord Lyle. 
about 1500. This great-grandson. Major William Montgomery, was 
killed in the battle of Boyne Water, which was fought near the town 
of Drogheda, Ireland, July 1, 1690. Captain William Montgomery^, 
son of Maj. William Montgomery, was wounded in this same battle 
and had two brothers killed in the same. He was afterward pro- 
moted to major in his father's regiment, and in all the records of 
this family he is known as the ** Boyne Water Major." He married 
the daughter of William Dunbar. 
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**B3yne Water Major" William Montgomery came to America 
about 1720 and settled in Delaware. He had several brothers, but 
all died without issue. He had sons as follows : John, the eldest, 
who went to sea and was never heard of afterward ; however, there 
are several things that tend to show that he went to Virginia and 
was the father of the John Montgomery who was a lieutenant col- 
onel of George Roger Clark's regiment, which on July 4, 1778, cap- 
tured Kaskoikie, in Illinois, and later captured Yinoennes, Ind., 
from the English. See index— Col. John Montgomery. 

Robert, the second son of '^Boyne Water Major" Montgomey, 
had children — Magaret, Sarah, William. Hugh, Matthew, Jane and 
Robert. Of thi sfamily little is known — all living at this time (1844) 
in Delaware — fn>m old papers in this family. 

Alexander, the third son of ''Boyne Water Major" Montgomery, 
came to America in 1740 ; died 1747, He married a lady named 

Mary , in Ireland, and had four sons and two daughters: 1. 

John; 2, Moses; 3, William, bom in 1736; 4, Daniel, born probably 
1738; 5, Margaret, bom probably 1740. 

John Montgomery, son of Alexander Montgomery, bom prob- 
ably 1732. married and moved to North Carolina, on Deep River, 
above Fayetteville aobut 30 miles. He had six or eight daughters, 
but no son. One of his grandsons took his name, and at this time 
(1836) is said to be a respectable member of the legislature. 

Moses Montgomery, born about 1734, son of Alexander Mont- 
gomery, had at least one sou. who settled in Williamson county, 
Tenn., about 1838. 

William Montgomery, bom Ausr. 3, 1736, in Chester county, 
Pennsylvania, afterward of Danville. Pa., makes the following inter- 
esting statement concerning himself and family, which is found 
recorded in the old family Bible, later in the possession of Mrs. 
Hannah Lawhead : 

**By the goodness of Divine Providence, Aug. 3, 1809. 

"I have this day numbered seventy-three years (not noticing the 
change of style), and it is but right that I should have a record of 
something of God's goodness to me in ^o long a life. I was the 
third son of Alexander and Mary Montgomery, who both died, leav- 
ing me an orphan ten or eleven years old, but by the restraining 
grace and goodness of God I was led up through the slippery paths 
of youth up to manhood. I early married Margaret Nivins; she was 
all that could be expected in a woman ; she was pious, sensible and 
afifectionate. She lived with me about 13 years and had issue — 
Mary, who died at the age ot 23 years; Alexander, who died in in- 
fancy; Margaret, who died in the same year with her sister ; Wil- 
liam, who is still alive and has a large family — is now about 47 years 
old, born 1762; John, who is about two years younger, and also has 
/ 
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^ lar^ family; Daniel, who is two years younger, bom 1766, and 
has a family; Alexander, who died about one year old. A boat 22 
months after her decease I married Isabella Evans, a most di&tin- 
^uished and delightful woman, by whom I had issue— Eobert, boro 
in April, 177.^: Hannah, bom 22nd of January, 1775; Alexander, 
bom October 2, 1777; and Margaret born January 8, 1784. The 
three former are still living, but she died soon after her marriage 
with Thomas Woodside: but their mother was called away from me 
ill August, 1791. and in April, 1793, I again married a worthy and 
eminent woman. Her maiden name was Boyd and she was the wid- 
ow of CoL Matthew Boyd, by whom she had issue— John, who died 
with the dysentery, aged about 23 years; also Bebecca, who is mar- 
ried to the Bev. John Patterson ; lives happy and is raising a fine 
family. But I have had no issue by my present wife^ nor bas any 
rtaeasiness arisen in consequence of it, nor can it be said that any of 
my children have had a step-mother, being always treated with as 
much tenderness and respect as they could have expected from their 
own mother. Another instance of my happiness, and for which I 
ought to be very thankful, is the untarnished morality of my chil- 
dren, and the peace and harmony that has always subsisted among 
them. Through all this long life I have been abundantly provided 
for; have enjoyed honora enough unsought by any other means than 
honestly endeavoring to do my duty to my God and my country ; 
great health and much comfort, retaining my natural powers with 
little diminution till about five or six years past, since when I feel 
sensibly the advance of old age; but I hope that the goodness and 
mercy which have followed me all through life will not forsake me 
when gray hairs appear, but continue to conduct me safely down 
to death ; after which, through the merits of our Lord Jesus Christ 
alone, and the mercy of God our Savior, I hope to obain eternal rest 
and happiness.

**Note. — This year the woolen factory at Danville was estab- 
lished under my care." 

(The above is a true copy of what appears to be an original draft 
made by James Montgomery, who is the son of JefP. T. Montgom- 
ery of Sumner Co., Tenn., who was the son of Wm. Montgomery of 
the same place, who was the son of Wm. Montgomery of Danville, 
Pa.) 

This William Montgomery was a gentleman or strong mind. He 
was censor of Pennsylvania in 1776. a peculiar office under the con- 
stitution of Pennsylvania at that date. (Charter and Constitution of 
United States. Part II., pages 1540-42 43.) He was prominent in 
settling the disputes concerning the boundary lines of northern 
Pennsylvania; was county judge, mayor, general of militia, and 
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owned many thousand acres of the best land iu PenDsylvania. In 
1776-7 he commanded a regiment of state militia for six months in 
service. His son William, bom 1762, was 15 years c^d at that time, 
and served with him iu the Revolutionary service. The elder Wil- 
liam Montgomery served in the legislature of Pennsylvania, and in 
Congress. He died in 1816, aged 80 years. 

The younger William Montgomrey, named above, born 176?, 
married Jane McMillan about 1788, and soon after settled on 
Drake's Greek, Sumner county, Tenn,, where he died in 1838, They 
had sons Daniel, John, Robert, William. Jefferson T. ; and daugh> 
ters Margaret, Jane, Hannah^ Polly— who died in infancy— and 
Elizabeth, 

John Montgomery, son of William, Jr«, had sons William, 
Fielding T,, John, Robert and Daniel. 

John Montgomery, born in Pennsylvania in 1764, and died in 
that state in 1834 or '35, son of William Montgomery, Sr,, married 
Elizabeth Bell in 1788, who died in 1836; children, William, James, 
Daniel, Jane, Margaret, John, Rebecca, Mary, Elizabeth, and four 
others who died in infancy. 

About 18^ or 1823 William (son of John) married Jane Robi- 
son ; they went to Arkansas as missionaries. His wife died shortly 
after the birth of her first child; the child died soon after. He mar- 
ried for his second wife Mary Weller, wh9 died shortly after giving 
birth to her first child. Mary Weller. His third wife was Harriet 
Woolley: she had one child— James Lawhead. William] Montgom- 
ery died of cholera in 1834; he and his three wives and oldest child 
are all buried on mission ground in Arkansas. Mary Weller in 
1847 married Rev. T. P. M. Walker and is living in Hancock county, 
111. Their children are William M.. Alexander F., James M,, Mag- 
gie M., Thomas M. and Charles G. William M. died of consump- 
tion when about 22 years old. Alexander married, 1874, Nettie 
Mull, and is living in Rock Island, 111. James Lawhead, son of 
William Montgomery, died in New York City, unmarried. 

James, son of John Montgomery, married Margaret Reed, 
March. 1821. Their children were Jane Elizabeth, born Feb. 23, 
1822; John, born March, 1823; Caroline, bom Aug. 13, 1824; Louis 
R.. bom April 14, 1826. John died in infancy. James Montgomery 
died in Pennsylvania, Aug. 1826. aged 35 years. In 1836 his widow 
and three daughters moved to Monmouth, 111. Jane E. died in Mer- 
cer county, 111.. Aug. 1843. 

Caroline Montgomery, born Aug. 13, 1824, daughter of Capt. 
James Montgomery, married George Poage Rice, Feb. 4, 1841. He 
was born Oct. 27, 1812, in Greenup (now Boyd) county, Ky. He 
died July 7, 1890, in Omaha, Neb., and was buried in Monmouth, 
111. He studied for the Presbyterian ministry in Clarksville, Tenn. ; 
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moved with mother and brothers from Christian coanty, Ky,, (o 
MoDiDoutb, ID., in 1835. With hki brother he kept store in Mon- 
mouth a few years; farmed*iu Henderson county, III., till 1857, theo 
moved to Oquawka and entered the mercantile iirm of Phelps & 
Bice, which continued four years, when he retired. He wa»40 years 
a ruling elder in the Presbyterian church. His children were: 
James Montgomery, lx>rn March 8, 1842; John Hopkins, born Feb. 
14, 1844; William Cyrus, born April 30, 1846, died May 8, 1850; 
Jane Elizabeth, liorn Jaly 30, 1848, died May 18, 1849; Mary Louise, 
born June 15, 1850; Carrie M., born April 15, 1853; Ann. bom Oct. 
1856, died iu infancy; Charles Edward, born Nov. 3, 1858. 

James Moutfi^mery Bice, born March 8, 1842, at Monmouth, 
111., son of Caroline Mont^mery-Rice, lived in Henderson county, 
III., on a farm untiJ 1847; home in Oquawka; freshman Monmouth 
CjlJege, class 18o0 to 1831. Aug. 20, 1861, he enlisted as a private 
ia Co. E, 10th regiment 111. Inf., for three years; was corporal and 
sergeant, and detailed clerk at brigade headquarters; was in many 
battles— Corinth, Pittsburg Landing, Missionary Bidge, Bingold, 
Buzzard Boost, Bessaca, Peach Tree Creek, Ezra Church, Jonesboro. 
Capture of Atlanta, and others; a member of National Guard of Illi- 
nois from May 30, 1875; General Inspector B. P. of Illinois National 
Guard for mauy years— resigned Jan. 1896; member of state legisla- 
ture 1871-1872, which revised statutes after adoption of the new con- 
stitution ; member of General Assembly, Presbyterian church in the 
United States, 1898, 1899 and 1900. He was the authoi^f the new 
method of electing standing committees — see Appleton's American 
and English Encyclopedia 1900. He was also author of declaration 
of war with Spam. He graduated at law school, Michigan Univer- 
sity, LL. B., 1866; was admitted to Supreme Court of Illinois, 
April 14, 1866; in 1877 city attorney of Peoria, 111.; member of 
State Bar Association ; principal organizer of Peoria Law Library 
Association; admitted to practice in Supreme Court of United 
States, March 26, 1890. He married Eliza P., daughter of Col. 
Charles Ballance, a lawyer of Peoria, 111., who was first colonel 77th 
111. Vol. Inf., and Julian Margaret, nee Schnebly. Eliza was bom at 
Peoria, 111., Jan. 26, 1844; graduated at Monticello Seminary, God- 
frey, 111., near St. Louis; died Feb. 17, 1895, and was buried at 
Peoria; a faithful member of Presbyterian church and several patri- 
otic ladies' societies. Their children were : Lillian Ballance, bom 
March 26, 1873; Julia Margaret, born Oct. 28, 1874; died March 4, 
1875; Caroline Montgomery Bice, born March 18, 1876, student of 
Smith College, Northampton, Mass., taught in public schools of 
Peoria, 111., and Denver, Col., member of second Presb3-terian 
church; Mary Virginia, born Oct. 18, 1880, graduated A. B. of 
Michigan University, June 1902 ; Montgomery Gordon, born Aug. 
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24, 1882, student Sophomore Bradlet Polytechnic Institute, Peoria, 
II].; Willis Ballaiice, born Dec. 6, 1884, graduate of June, 1901 , 
Peoria high school. 

John Hopkins Rice, bom Feb. 14, 1844, married Dec. 29, 1869, 
to Margaret J., daughter of Judge Preston Martin and Ann Eliza- 
beth, nee Taylor; enlisted Aug. 10, 1862, in Co. C, 91st 111. Vol. 
Inf. ; promoted corporal sergeant, 1st sergeant, and 1st lieutenant; 
mustered out July 12, 1865. On Dec. 26, while guarding the bridge 
over Salt river, Ky., was captured by Gen. John Morgan, the raider, 
and paroled; remained in parole camp at St. Louis, Mo., until ex- 
changed June 5, 1863; moved to Vicksburg, Port Hudson, New 
Orleans, Morganzia, La., Brownsville, Tex., Brazos de Santiago, 
Texas, Palo Alto, Mobile. He was a farmer, justice of the peace, 
school director, treasurer school board, member of Presbyteritln 
church: moved to a farm near Wichita, Kansas, Feb. 14, 1900. 
His children are : Frank Montgomery, bom Sept. 1, 1871; lives 
near Wichita, Kansas. ; is a farmer. Ann Louise, bom Sept. 2, 
1873; died Dec. 17, 1873. Sallie Piumer, bom July 31, 1876; 
member of Presbyterian church; is teaching school near Wichita. 
William Cyrus, bom March 9, 1880; member of Presbyterian 
church ; is a farmer near Wichita. Mary, bom Oct. 2, 1884, died 
Sept, 24, 1886. Eva M., born Aug. 3, 1886. 

Mary Louise Marriott, nee Rice, born June 15, 1850, married 
John Thomas Merriott, May 29, 1879; taught school at Mineir, 111., 
Brimfield, 111. ; was assistant principal of Elmwood high tehool; 
member of Presbyterian church; studied at Peoria county normal 
school, and at Valparaiso, Ind. 

John T. Merriott is a merchant and broker at Wakefield, Neb. ; 
was born March 6, 1855, in Brimfield, 111. ; son of William and Sarah 
(nee Percy) Merriott, who were born and married in Lincolnshire, 
England. 

John T. Merriott and family moved to Wakefield, Neb., in 1881, 
and still live there. Their children are : Caroline Montgomery, 
bom March 24, 1886; graduated at Wakefield high school, class of 
1902, aud lives with her father and mother. William Henry, bom 
Sept. 16, 1888; student at Wakefield high school. 

Carrie M. Rice, born April 15, 1863, Henderson county, 111., 
married in Monmouth, 111., Lyman Weeks Case w^ho was bom Dec. 
1, 1863, at Swanton, Vermont — son of Samuel Montague Case, born 
June 6, 1821, Fairfax, Vt., and Ann Maria Babcock. 

Lyman W. Case is a loan broker and loan agent. He moved 
from Peoria, 111., in Sept. 1889. to Omaha, Neb., where he still re- 
sides. The children are: Bertha Case, born Aug. 19, 1873, grad- 
uate of Neb. State Normal, Peru, Neb. ; united with Westminster 
Presbyterian church, Omaha, 1889; teacher in Omaha public schools 
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Biooe 1899< Frederick Albert Case, born April 13, 1880; died June, 
1881. Montgomery Babcock Case, born Feb. 11, 1882; student 
University of Nebraska. 

Charles Edward Rice, bom Not. 3, 1858, married Emma Lyon ;

They are living on a farm in Henderson 
county, 111. Janie is living with her parents in Biggsville, 111. 

Daniel, son of John Montgomery, married Cbristiaua Giffin, 
1826, who died of consumption when her first child, William G., 
was about nine months old. In 1835 he married Margaret Simin«rton. 
Their children were Robert S., John, Daniel and James. William 
G. married Jennie Titterington. John married Miss . Dan- 
iel married Aurilla Parks. James is a merchant, unmarried, living 
in the city of Rock Island, 111. The four married brothers are farm- 
ing in Rock Island county, 111. Their father, Daniel Montgomery, 
died of spinal disease in 1848. His widow is living with her maiden 
sister in Milan, Ruck Island county, 111. 

Jane, daughter of John Montgomery, married Rev. William 
Requaro, missionary to the Indians, in 1834. She died' childless 
shortly after reaching the mission ground. 

Margaret, daughter of John Montgomery, married Thomas 
Candor, 1824. Their children were John M., Robert, Josiah, Eliza- 
beth, Mary and Daniel Montgomery.

Mr. John Montgomery, his wife and twin children— Daniel and 
Sarah—all died in 1843. Elizabeth died about a year before. 

Rebecca, daughter of John Montgomery, Sr., married Rev. 
Matthew Patterson, a widov/er with two children — John and Sarah ; 
they are both married and living in Freeport, 111. Rebecca died 
childless. Mr. M. Patterson is at present in Freeport, 111. Mary 
married Hopkins Boone; their children were H. Montgomery, Jane 
Elizabeth, Hannah 6., and nine others who died in infancy. Mont* 
gomery died in battle in New Mexico during the late war. Eliza- 
beth married Benjamin Burroughs. She died in 1870 leaving four 
children— Anna, Eva, Mary and Libbie. Mr. Burroughs has since 
married again and is living in Quincy, 111. Hannah married John 
Geddes; their children are Thomas Boone, Mary M., Alexander 
Walker, and Frank. They are living at Farlow's Grove, Mercer 
county IlL 

Elizabeth, daughter of John Montgomery, Sr., married William 
Sheriff and died childless. 

Mary Montgomery, wife of Hopkins Boone, died in 1858. 

About two years after, Mr. Boone married his second wife, Mrs. 
Hinds, a widow with two children — Fannie and Jennie. Mr. Boone 
is living in Aledo, 111. Fannie and Jennie are married and living in 
Mercer county. 111. 

Each member of the family of John Montgomery, Sr., that had 
any descendants living was represented in the late war. 
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Rev. T. P. M. Walker, son-in-law of Wm. Montgomery, was 
chaplain, and his son William wan also in the army. Jas. M. Eice, 
who furnished part of the data for the above history, and his brother, 
John H. Rioe, grandsons of Captain James Montgomery, each served 
three years — the former as sergeant and the latter as first lieutenant. 
Robert S. Montgomery, son of Daniel, was captain of a cavalry com- 
pany and was wounded at Lexington, Mo. — supposed to be mortally, 
but he recovered and served out his time. Wm. F., son of John 
Montgomery, had his horse killed under him at the battle of Wilson 
Creek, Mo., but he escaped unhurt. Montgomery Candor, son of 
Margaret Montgomery, was a captain in the army. Montgomery 
Boone, son of Mary Montgomery, was a member of a Colorado regi- 
ment and was killed in New Mexico. Elizabeth and Rebecca Mont- 
gomery had no children. General William Montgomery's son 
John, born 1764, was a colonel of the state militia of Pennsylvania. 
There is an interesting circumstance about this Gen. William Mont- 
gomery, the Revolutionary colonel. Later in life he was made a 
major-general of the militia. His son Daniel was a brigadier-gen- 
eral and commanded one of the brigades in his father's division. 
His other son, John, was a lieutenant colonel of one of the regiments 
in Daniel's brigade, and James Montgomery, a son of John, was a 
captain in his father's regiment; so that a paper forwarded from him 
to the governor would go first to his father. John, then to his uncle, 
Daniel, and then to his grandfather, William Montgomery. 

Daniel, born 1766, son of William Montgomery, Sr., was a mem- 
ber of Congress for several years. He married Christiana Straw- 
bridge of Scottish descent ; their children were Hannah, Margaret, 
William, Mary, Strawbridge, and several others who died in infancy. 
Hannah married John Boyd, Margaret and William died unmarried, 
Mary married Dr. McGill, Strawbridge married Sarah Breadenburg, 
a daughter of a German reformed minister; they had one daughter 
who married a Presbyterian minister. 

Robert, born April, 1773. son of William Montgomery, Sr , mar- 
ried for his first wife Miss Boyd ; their children were Mary Nivan 
and one son. His second wife was Mrs. Louisa Edwards, by mar- 
riage niece of Rev. Jonathan Edwards; she had two children when 
she married Mr. Montgomery, and two afterward. Hannah, daug ti- 
ter of Gen. Wm. Montgomery, horn Jan. 1775; married James 
Lawhead; they died childless. 

Alexander, born Oct. 2, 1777, son of William Montgomery, Sr., 
married Jane Boyd; their children were Mary Eliza, Isabella, Han- 
nah, Margaret, and a son who died in infancy. Isabella married 
Michael Grier, son of Isaac Grier, D, D., a brother of Judge Robert 
Grier. She died leaving five or six children. Shortly afterwar 
Mary Eliza married her brother-in-law, Michael Grier. They are 
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living in Danville, Pa. Hannah married Andrew Bussel; they have 
a large family and are living in Danville, Pa. Margaret is umarried. 

Alexander Montgomery died a number of years aga His wife, 
Jane Montgomery, is still living (1876). I think she must be nearly 
JOO years old. 

William Boyd, step-son of William Montgomery, Sr., died un- 
married. 

Eebeoca, step-daughter of William Montgomery, Sr., married 
John B. Patterson, a Presbyterian minister; their children were 
Margaret, Matthew, William, John, Jane, Rebeocsa, Hannah, Eob- 
ert and Elizabeth. William and John died unmarried. Matthew Is 
a Presbyterian minister. He married for his second wife Rebecca 
Montgomery. The dauf^hters are all unmarried, living at the old 
homestead, Montour county. Pa. Bobert married Josepha McCoy 
and is living in Centralia, 111., in the railroad business. 

Captain Daniel Montgomery, born probably 1738, fourth son of 
Alexander Montgomery, was with Washington at the battles of Tren- 
ton and Princeton, in the Revolutionary War. He married Mar> 
l^ret Williard, a descendant of Rev. Samuel Williard. First Presby> 
terian minister of Boston. Captain Daniel Montgomery moved 
from Philadelphia to Northumberland county, Pa., and founded the 
town of Danville. He died 1823 or '24. 

Hon. William Montgomery, bom in Philadelphia, 1774, only 
child of Captain Daniel and Margaret Montgomery, was for many 
years judge in Northumberland county. Pa. He married Jane 
Hayes, niece of the Hon. Andrew Hayes, member of the Continental 
congress. Judge Montgomery died in 1847. 

Rev. Samnel Montgomery, third child of Judge WiUiam and 
Jane Montgomery, was born April 15, 1814, in Danville, Pa. ; mar- 
ried Mary E., daughter of Dr. Samuel McKeehan, of West Alexan- 
der, Pa. Samuel Montgomery preached in Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
and died in Oberlin, Ohio, March 19, 1887; children— Elizabeth M., 
who died in infancy. 2. Elizabeth B., single; lives in Card iliac, 
Mich. 3, Narcissa Y. Montgomery, married H. H. Couchman, of 
Ft. Calhoun, Neb. ; children two: 1, Mary E. Couchman, married 
Rev, Charles A. Arnold, Ord, Neb. 2, Anna C. Couchman, married 
Henry Roberts, Arlington, Neb. 4, Samuel Whitefield Montgom- 
ery, died Aug. 19, 1863. 6, Anna W. Montgomery married Joseph 
Chase, of Seattle, Wash. 6, Arrista J. Montgomery, married Dr. 
J. M. Wardell, of Cardillac, Mich. ; one child— Montgomery War-

Margaret Montgomery, born probably 1740, one of the daugh- 
ters of Alexander Moutgomeiy, married a Mr. Strawbridge, near 
Danville, Pa., and died about 1839 at the age of 98 or 99 years. 
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MONTGOMERY-HOUSTON FAMILY OF PENNSYLVANIA, 
VIRGINIA AND OTHER STATES. 

William G. Mod turnery, of Birmingbain, Ala., has kiDdly sent 
me the bx)k cuDtainiusr the Montgomery- Houston genealof^y, with 
whom the Montfipoooerys are connected. This book was published 
alx)i]t 23 years qko. He says : 

**Onr records are not entirely complete. Our family are also 
Scotch- Irish— descended, we think, from the Skelmoriie branch. 
Our ancestor. John Montgomery. Sr. (Generation 3), cnme to Amer- 
ica about 1730 or before; came to Pennsylvania or Delaware; mar- 
ried Esther Houston, daughter of John Hoaston, probably 1751, and 
moved from Pennsylvania to Augusta county, Va., settling between 
Stanton and Lexington, Va., near New Providence church • 

Esther Houston came with her father. John Houston, from Ire- 
land about 1785. She was born about 1724. Tbey settled in Penn- 
sylvania and remained there until the three oldest children were 
married, when they emigrated to Virginia, as aboxe stated. Chil- 
dren twelve: 1, John, Jr. ; 2. Mollie; 3, Ann; 4, James; 5. Dorcas; 
6, Jane; 7, Robert; 8, Esther; 9, Alex; 10, Isabella; 11 and 12, two 
daucrhters. 

1, John Montgomery, Jr., bom 1762 (No. 1, Gen. 4), was a 
Presbyterian minister, highly respecled for his talents, piety and 
usefulness. He was a popular preacher, a good scholar, an esteemed 
relative and an admirable man. He began his education in one of 
those famous Scotch-Irish log colleges; this one being located on 
Timber Ridge, Augusta county, Va., and being conducted success- 
fully by tne Rev. John Brown and William Graham. Rev. John 
Montgomery completed his education at Princeton CJollege, New 
Jersey, graduating 1775; and returning to Virginia was ordained by 
Hanover Presbytery at Tinkling Springs church, Augusta county, 
Va., April 26, 1780. He settled first in Fredric county, Va., and 
preached in Winchester, Oi)equon and Cedar Creek churches for a 
time, and then moved to Rocky Springs church, in the **Pasturs"* of 
Rockbridge county, Va., in 1789, where he died in 1818 at the age of 
66 years. This church is situated not far from where ** Windy 
Grove'* and Lebanon churches now (1879) stand. He married Ag- 
nes Hugait, 1772, daughter and only child of Col. Thomas Hugart 
and Rebecca Estill, near Rocky Springs, Va. Mr. Waddell. in his 
history of Augusta county, Va., says Colonel Hngart was colonel of 
a Revolutionary regiment under LaFayette, and was also high sher- 
iff of Augusta county, Va.. and a wealthy planter, owning large 
grants of land and the greater part of Deerfield valley in that coun- 
ty. Rev. John Montgomery had seven children: 1, Esther; 2, John; 
3, Thomas; 4, William; 5, Isabella: 6, Hugart; 7, Esttelline. 
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1, Esther Montgomery, born 1785 (No. 1, Gen. B), died Feb, 
1B50. She li^ed single for many years and then mlirried Rev. 
James C. Wilson, pastor of the Presbyterian church of Waynesbor- 
ough, Augusta county, Va., an excellent, able minister who died not 
long afterward, very suddenly, while reoeiviog his mail at the post- 
office. She was a truly pious, intelligent and estimable lady, ex- 
tensively known and much beloved. A large circle of relatives and 
acquaintances called her familiarly ^^Cousin flettie," Her social 
qualities were of a high order. She died at 67 years of age without 
children. 

2, John Montgomery (No. 2, Gen. 5), bom 1788, died 1829; mar- 
ried Elizabeth Nelson, of Augusta county, Va., Nov, 11, 1818. 
Clizabeth Nelson's father came from Ireland when he was 17 years 
of age ; had been well educatea and taught school for some time. A 
merchant friend of bis, Robert Manis of Philadelphia, the cele- 
brated financier, told him to purchase largely of molasses on which 
to speculate, and he would advance the money. Young Nelson ac- 
cepted the kind and liberal offer, obtaining on his sales a very hand- 
some profit He served as clerk for his friend for some time, but 
afterward established an independent business and, prospering 
greatly in trade, finally became sole proprietor of three ships, im- 
pDrting largely from abroad. But, war ensuing, his ships were cap- 
tured by the French and he was reduced almost to penury; but by 
industry and tact for business he recovered so far from his prostra- 
tion that he lived in comfort the rest of his days. 

John Montgomery (No. 2, Gen. 5) was an elder in the Persby- 
terian church and his home is near where Goshen depot is situated, 
in Rockbridge county. Va. His wife. Betsy Nelson, had a brother 
James with whom the distinguished Conrad Speed, D. D., made his 
home for many years, in Augusta county, Va., and he often enter- 
tained his friends by telling them of the sayings and doings of that 
very learned but somewhat eccentric divine. 

Elizabeth (Betsy) Montgomery was a rather small woman and 
somewhat delicate, remarkably lively and cheerful in disposition, 
much loved by her children and friends. She told the writer on one 
occasion, when we were trying to trace out an exact kinship but 
could not succeed as well as we desired, **Well, I always claim kin 
pretty far off, if it is good." 

We are only able to present brief accounts of the children. We* 
regret that it is so, since they have always been regarded as occupy- 
iDg high ground among the best of our citizens in Virginia and else- 
where. They lived at Goshen, Rockbridge county, Va. Their 
l^raves near Goshen are close to the railroad, west of town, and have 
a large flat stone in a good state of preservation (1902). Children 
seven :

John J. Montf^omery (No. 2, Gen. 6), bom Dec. 19, 1816, died 
June 1^ 18^^2: was an elder in 1881 in McElhanr church, Green- 
brier county, Va. ; was a ^ood Christian man, faithful as an officer 
of the church, took ntucli interest in Sabbath schools; unassuming* 
and retiring, with much good, practical commoD sense and quiet 
humor. He lived for many years in the town of Lewisburg, W. Va. 
His wife was Afargaret, the daughter of T. Craigli, who was a well- 
kuown and wealthy merchant and landf-owner of Greenbrier county* 
.Va. John J. Montgomery and Margaret Craigh had eight children ; 
Lilly E., Bettie A., John T., Liouis W., Nannie C*, James A., Mag- 
gie C. and Samuel A.

Nannie Estaline Lockhart Montgomery, the mother and grand- 
mother of the parties above, was the seventh child of John Mont- 
gomery and Elizabeth Nelson.

He was a grandson of the Rev. James Waddell, 
whom the Hon. Wm. Wirt, in his sketch-book entitled ** British 
Spy'' immortalized under the name of '*The Blind Preacher." Dur- 
ing the first year of their married life they lived in Stanton, their 
birth-place, where Mr. Waddell was editor of the * 'Stanton Spec- 
tator." 

In 1861 he volunteered as a private soldier in the "Stanton Ar- 
tillery," then commanded by Captain Imboden. He remained with

this battery until 1862. He afterward served in the signal corps of 
the army until the close of the war. 

In 1874 he moved his family to Charlottesville, Va., where he re- 
mained until his death in 1886. For many years he was editor of 
the Chronicle of Charlottesville. 

He was for many years a ruling elder in the Presbyterian 
c'lurch. Failing health led him to give up journalist work and en- 
gage in the boot and shoe business. 

His widow is living at Charlottesville, Va., surrounded by her 
four remaining children and nine grandchildren. She was born in 
1829. She was for many years very active in Christian work, Sun- 
day-schools and ladies' benevolent societies. For fifteen years she 
has been distressingly afflicted with rheumatism, and for ten years 
not able to walk. This seems to be an inheritance in the Montgom- 
ery family. Still, amid all this suffering she maintains the sparkle 
in her bright, dark eyes, and her remarkably fair complexion still 
shows that she has been very handsome; and she still retains rare 
intelligence and industry, preferring to labor for the little ones of 
her grandchildren. 

Her husband, her son Charles E., her brother James Montgom- 
ery, and a niece named Annie P. Montgomery, all died within two 
days of each other. 

Frank S., her seventh child, a bright and loveable boy, re- 
ceived an injury to one of his eyes from a ball thrown by a play- 
mate, and the sight gradually failing, he became depressed and 
restless, giving up his position in the "People's National Bank" of 
Charlottesville and accepting another with a firm in New York, Feb- 
ruary, 1889. One month after reaching New York he left his board- 
ing-house, telling his landlady he would not be back to tea; that he 
would take tea with a friend. That was the last ever seen or heard 
of him. It is supposed that he was either drowned or killed. 

Elizabeth St. Clair Waddell married, Sept. 3, 1884, Rev. W. 
H. McQee, of Mississippi, of the Episcopal faith, and her family is 
the only non -Presbyterian. Her husband is at present a "mission- 
ary to Cuba" and is doing a good work there. 

Lucy Douglass Waddell married James B. Wood, on Sept. 3, 
1884, of Charlottesville, Va., an energetic young business man; dea- 
con and treasurer of the Presbyterian church. His wife says he is 
always busy but never too busy to make bis home a happy one with 
hi» cheerful disposition. 

James Nelson Waddell married Margaret Daniel of Memphis, 
Tenn., Aug. 25, 1897. He succeeded his father in business and car- 
ries it on successfully. He is a worthy Christian man, taking an 
active part in the Sunday-school work of the Presyterian church. 

William Wirt Waddell married Martha Payne of Charlottesville, 
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Va. He is teller ia the '* People's National Bank" of that place. He 
is the third son of the family who has filled satisfactory positions in 
that bank, Charles R and Frank S. having been employed before 
him«

MONTQOMERYS OF PENNSYLVANIA, TENNESSEE, MIS- 
SOURI, ILLINOIS, AND OTHER STATES. 

Some time after the Irish Rebellion, in 1649, when peace was 
brought about by the methods and management of Cromwell, tfas 
Montgomerys of the branoh of the family herein mentioned moved 
from Scotland into Ireland, where they settled in the northern part 
of the province of Ulster. There they lived, and after the maouer 
of the country grew and prospered, except that in their religion and 
philosophy they were Scotch, and that part of Ireland in which they 
lived became — and so remains to this day — rather a part of Scotland 
than of Ireland. For with these people came and continued to come 
their neighbors, kinsmen and friends from Scotland, and though 
they married and inter-married among the Irish people to such an 
extent that they became known as Scotch-Irish, still, except for a 
new energy and impulsiveness picked up from the Irish blood, they 
stamped Ulster with Scottish ideas and religion and customs almost 
as much as if they had transferred to their new homes their native 
land. But the government of Qreat Britain, as dispensed in Ire- 
land, has never been satisfactory to the Irish people, and it was im- 
possible to oppress the Irish in Ireland without oppressing also their 
Scotch-Irish neighbors and friends, so that the feeling among the 
Irish and the Scotch-Irish became one of general complaint as it was 
one of geueral suffering; and the Scotch-Irish, and the Montgomreys 
among them, were not backward in making their complaints and 
grievances known, .and when an opportunity was presented to secure 
greater liberty under both law and conscience by moving to America 
they eagerly seized it and made the best of it. 

Under the impulse just mentioned, about the year 1768 or 1769, 
Thomas Montgomery, then a young man about 20 years of age, with 
four brothers, emigrated from Ireland to America. He did not have 
to be Americanized, for that had taken place in him before he came, 
so that in the contest then on between the colonies and the mother 
country he was in full sympathy with the colonies: and when the 
War of the Revolution came on he fought with the Americans for 
freedom in America, enlisting and serving in the state of Pennsyl- 
vania ; his first act of war being a personal encounter with a British 
recruiting officer who was offering special inducements to one of his 
companions to enlist with the Tories; in which encounter, because 
of his great strength and activity, be did not come off second best 
He served as a private, and after the close of the war went with his 
family through Kentucky into that part of North Carolina which af- 
terwards became a part of Tennessee, now known as Blount county. 
Tennessee, where he settled near the city of Knoxville. 

Although a young man, he was married when he came to Amer- 
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ica, his wife being a woman of rare intellect and character, speaking 
the Scotch dialect with perfect accents who became a great Indian 
interpreter, readily acquiring and conversing in the language of all 
the Indian tribes living or trading in the section of country in which 
she lived. She learned their languages with great ease and spoke 
them fluently. 

Thomas Montgomery was a man over six feet in height, of great 
strength and courage, of ruddy complexion, with blue eves and a 
well-marked Soman nose ; a lover of horses and dogs, and rather too 
much inclined to the race-course to match with the revival spirit 
that rolled like a wave over the country at the ojpening of the eight- 
eenth century; and though he fell in with it and gave it his influ- 
ence finally, he transmitted to all his children a fondness amounting 
to almost a passion for fine horses, fine cattle and fine dogs. He and 
his wife lived and died in Blount county, Tennessee, and were 
buried in the cemetery of a Presbyterian church on Baker's Creek, 
he having died in 1890 and she two years later. 

To him were bom eight children : David, William, John Pat- 
ton, Oeoige, Samuel, Margaret, Elizabeth and Susan. 

Samuel Montgomery was bom in the year 1786 in that part of 
North Carolina which afterwards became the eastern part of Tenn- 
essee. He grew with his brothers to a vigorous and manly manhood 
— tall, active, strong, and for his own good rather too full of physi- 
csal courage; for his physical recklessness resulted in the breaking 
of both his arms and one of his legs— a very serious matter in a new 
country where surgery was practically an unknown art. At the age 
of twenty-one, on the 20tb day of August, 1807, he was united in 
marriage with Nancy Jones, a daughter of Col. Richard Jones, who 
had been a playmate of George III, King of England, when he was 
Prince of Wales, and who had emigrated to America, through Can- 
ada, and settled in Washington county. Tennessee, then a part of 
North Carolina. This marriage was performed by the Rev. Samuel 
Doake, a minister of the Presbyterian church, and the founder of 
Doake College, in East Tennessee. 

Nancy Jones Montgomery, whose brother was a lawyer of the 
firm of Nixon, Bumett, & Jones, of Knoxville, Tenn., and at the time 
of his death a young man of great promise, was no ordinary woman. 
Her intelligence, piety and perseveiance made her a marked and 
marvelous woman, one who impressed her personality not only upon 
the members of her family, but upon every community in which she 
lived. She spent her long and useful life in a new, wild country, 
but she tamed it wherever she went; and no sower ever cast seed 
into the ground with greater confidence or better results. Her fields 
were the lives and consciences of her husband, her children and her 
neighbors, and she lived to rejoice in a perpetual harvest, and died 
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io the 79th year of her age, having lived to see the acoomplishoient 
of her heart's highest hope — the establishment of a well-grounded 
and well-fruited hope and faith in her Savior and His mission 
among men. With her many family cares and the pioneer country 
in which she sepnt the whole of her life, she knew not many books, 
but one Book she constantly studied and earnestly strove to know ; 
and her life became like unto, if short of, her highest conception of 
that Book. 

Samuel Montgomery enlisted as a private with Captain James 
Gillespie, at Knoxville, Tenn.. in the Second War with Great Brit- 
ain, and after completing the term of his service was honorablv dis- 
charged at the same place. In the year 1831 or 1832 he moved to 
Carroll county, Tenn., where he lived till the year 1851, at which 
time he moved to Dade county, Missouri, where he continued to live 
till the day of his death, July 26, 1856, when he was buried in 
Greenfield, in that county. Hia wife survived him 14 years, having 
died at the home of her son, the Rev. George W. Montgomery, in 
Coles county, Illinois, in the year 1870, where she was buried in the 
cemetery of the West Union Cumberland Presbyterian church, loved 
and honored of all who knew her. 

To Samuel and Nancy Montgomery were bom eleven children: 
Archibald, Lavinia, Francis Jones, Jane Ann, Mary, Elizabeth, 
Richard, George Washington, Sophia, Samuel Nelson, and Nancy 
Isabella Davis. 

The children all livftd to be grown, and all reared families ex- 
cept Mary, who was engaged to be married to a man since that time 
grown to be widely known as the Rev. J. L. Coojwr, D. D., but who 
died in her 20th year. 

George Washington Montgomery, the eighth child of Samuel 
and Nancy Montgomery, was born July 7, 1824, in Blount county, 
Tennessee. He moved with his parents to Carroll county, Tenn- 
essee, in the eighth year of his age, where he grew to manhood with 
his many brothers and sisters amid the stirring scenes and robust 
conditions of a new country, where men were planting homes in the 
virgin forest and contending with conditions almost as new and un- 
tried as those that confronted our first parents wnen they were in- 
formed that *'Iu the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread." They 
had the forests to fell and the beasts of the fields to conquer. And 
the open hand of Samuel Montgomery — open, so open to the needs 
and requests of his friends that two fortunes, for that time, his own 
and that received from his wife's father, went in the payment of se- 
curity debts that brought to him and his family no returns— made 
his home in the wilderness one rather of robust and vigorous toil 
than of effeminate luxury; and to this George W. Montgomery, to- 
gether with his live brothers, owed much of their princely good 
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health and maQly character, and habits of industry. And about the 
onlj luxury he enjoyed, aside from the companionship of a commun- 
ity of young stalwarts of the forest like himself, came to him through 
the use of the fine horses to which his father, amidst all his re> 
verses, had still clung. The old out-door camp-meeting was then in 
it<4 glory, and old Bethel Camp Ground was the annual place of 
gathering for worship for from twenty-fiye to fifty miles around. 
And there it was, when but fourteen years of age, that he made a 
public professiou of faith and connected liimself with the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian church, a profession and an action upon it filled 
with wide-reaching consequence to himself^ to his family, and to the 
people in whatever section of the country he lived. Connected with 
the old Camp Ground was established Old Bethel College. To this 
he went as soon as he was prepared, and there he received both his 
literary and his theological training; and from that place he moved, 
in 1850, to Dade county, Missouri, where he began his pioneer life 
as a young preacher, and at intervals a teacher of day schools and of 
writing schools as the circumstances demanded. He was strong as a 
lion and gentle as a lamb ; a man of sound judgment, and gifted in 
oratory. He had perfect command of himself and of his audience; 
and when occasion made it necessary he would carry his point by 
argument, in which he had no superior; by persuasion, of which he 
was a master; or by eloquence — through all of which his sincerity 
and his deep earnestness ran like the gentle and almost irresistible 
pleading of a prayer. He stood five feet and ten inches tall, 
weighed one hundred and eighty pounds, was never sick and never 
co0*plained ; was of tair complexion, with light brown hair, and skin 
almost as transparent as alabaster, and a voice as rich as the tones 
of a great pipe-organ ; and with a character against which no impu- 
tation was ever cast, and upon which no stain was ever seen or 
looked for. His eyes were blue, his nose Eoman, his teeth regular, 
white and strong ; and his presence in his family was like the shelter 
of a great rock, where no child ever felt or feared an enemy; and 
around and upon him they played without any thought of not being 
welcome, and climbed upon him for many years without finding a 
frown upon his face or a cross word in his mouth. 

In the month of October, 1851, he was married to Sarah Ann 
Rankin, then in the 20th year of her age, by the Bev. William 
Brown, a minister of the Cumberland Presbyterian church; she 
having been born July 22, 1832. and moved with her parents from 
Blount Co., Tennessee, to Dade county, in the year 1840. She was 
a very sprightly, active and most energetic young woman, who had 
never learned, and has not yet learned, that any possible thing 
which has not been done may not be done. Nothing that had to be 
done was to her dishonorable or belittling, and she asked no one to 
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do what she would not do herself. Her hair was dark brown and 
long and silken and abundant. Her features were classic, and to 
her form there was nothing to be added. She traced her ancestry 
with much pride through many generations of the most aristocratic 
Presbyterian ancestors, in an unbroken chain, to the Scotland of 
three hundred years ago. Hers was a happy, joyous childhood and 
young womanh(Kx1, where acti^^e out-door exercise and especially dar- 
ing horsemanship in the chase of wild deer and the fleet gray fox, 
in a still wilder country, with a house fall of brothers, was not coo- 
sirlered indelicate or unwomanly, but simply a part of the free and 
uncurbed life of a new and romantic country. She was one of a fam- 
ily of eight children —six sons and two daughters— all of whom 
lived to be grown, married, and reared families; six of whom are 
still living, the youngest being nearly seventy years of age, tbe two 
youngest being ministers of the gospel in the Presbyterian c^urcb 
and three of them elders. 

At the breaking out of tbe Civil War, the Rev. George W. 
Montgomery was living and preaching in south-west Missouri, in 
the very heart of the border-warfare region ; and although bom and 
reared in the South he was bitterly opposed to secession and gave to 
his opposition the whole strength of his character. He did not be- 
lieve that slavery was right, and he knew that secession was wrong. 
And without going into the history of a prolonged and exciting and 
personally dangerous period, it may be stated that after the destruc- 
tion of most of his property for army and guerilla purposes, he 
moved with his family to the state of Illinois, where he reared and 
educated his children, living most of the time at Oakland, in Coles 
county, but finally in Charleston, in the same county, where, after a 
long and useful ministry of more than fifty years, loved and vener- 
ated by all who knew him, and strong and vigorous in body and 
mind down to the injury which he received a few months before, and 
which resulted ia his death, he died on Christmas morning, 1898; 
and his burial was attended by his eleven grown children, gathered 
from many states. Sarah Ann Montgomery, his widow, is still in 
the enjoyment of good health, and spends most of her time visiting 
her children, though her home is wth her son. Dr. J. T. Montgom- 
ery, in Charleston, Illinois, he being her oldest child, and superin- 
tendent of the Charleston Sanitaiium. 

To the Kev. George Washington Montgomery were born the fol- 
lowing children : 

1, John Theodore, bom Oct. 18, 1852, who married Mary Ada 
Gerard, Oct. 12, 1876. She was born Feb. 1856. They live in 
Charleston, Illinois, where he enjoys an enviable reputation as a 
physician and surgeon, and is the father of five children : 1, Sarah 
Emily Montgomery, born July 4, 1877. 2, MacK Garfield Mont- 
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l^omery, bom June i, 1880. 3, Mary M. Moutffomery, born May 2, 
1882. 4, John Theodore Montgomery, bom April 25, 1887. 5, 
George Jackson Montgomery, born May 22, 1889. 

2, Mack Allen, born Aug. 24, 1854, who after completing his 
university t^ourse at James Milligan CTniversity, and serving for six 
years as president of Soutbem Illinois Coellge. moved to the state of 
Mississippi, where (at Oxford) he entered the State University, took 
the law course therein, and began the practice of law ; and where 
he has. with the exception of four years, been the United States at- 
torney for the Nortliem District of Missssippi. He is unmarried, 
fle has rendered valuable servoe in collecting data for this family; 
bas visited the old Montgomery Castle and homestead near Ayr, 
Scotland, where Burns celebrated his love Cor his "sweet Highland 
Mary," and has been all over the North of Ireland and through Scot> 
land, where the Montgomerys fought with Bruce and died with his 
brave Highlanders. And if he had had time to hunt up family lines 
he had abundant opportunity, as he has traveled in forty states of 
the Union and thoughout Canada. But at all times he has been so 
occupied with other matters that he really had no time for outside 
matters. His first trip abroad was in 1884. as a delegate to the 
Pan-Presbyterian Alliance at Belfast, Ireland ; and he is a delegate 
to the same Alliance, which meets in England, 1903. 

3, Mary Elizabeth Clementine Montgomery, bom June 28, 1856, 
married to George W. Lippincott, Sept. 4, 1873. He was bom 
June 9, 1848. They have seven children: 

George W. Lippincott is a business man of fine character and un> 
questionable integrity, a man of affairs, and lives in Charleston III. 
Their oldest son, Rudolph Peck Lippincott, born Dec. 3, 1874, is a 
graduate of Washington and Jefferson College, Pennsylvania, and of 
Alleghany Theological Seminary at Alleghany, Pa. 

2, Charles Allen Lippincott, bom Oct. 25, 1876, married Carrie 
Crawford Heintem, Feb. 25, 1899; one child— Elroy Allen Lippin- 
cott, burn Aug. 18, 1901. 

3, Emily L. Lippincott, born Jan. 15, 1879, married Oct. 12, 
1897, Dr. K. H. Craig of Charleston, 111. ; one child— Clotile Craig, 
bom April 14, 1899.

4, George William Montgomery, born Aug. 80, 1858, Greenfield, 
Mo., married July 2, 1884, to Nellie E. Mason, of Bockport Ind., 
who was born at Grandview, Ind., April 22, 1862 He is a graduate 
of Waynesburg College, Waynesburg, Pa., and of ^Alleghany Theo- 
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logical Seminary, and pastor of the Presbyterian churcfa at Oafemont, 
P»., the leading residence suburban city of Pittsburg, Pa. He has 
two children : Sarah Elizabeth, born May 19, 1885, at West Union, 
Pennsylfauia, and Oeorge Mason, born at McKeesport, Pa., Nov. 
10, 1890. 

5, Samuel Thomas, bom Nov. 6, 1860, educated in Waynesbui^ 
College, graduated from Allehgany Theological Seminary; married 
to Nettie Oowdy, of Enfield, 111., by whom she had four sons — the 
oldest George Millage, the next Lowell, deceased ; Walter Bindley 
and Donnell Gowdy. They are located at Buffalo, Pa,, where he is 
pastor of the Presbyterian church. 

6, Laura May, born March 24. 1863. at Windsor, IlL; married 
to Prof. Bindley Watkins Gowdy, of Enfield, 111., at Oakland. 111., 
but who has been for a number of years in charge of the city schools^ 
first at Batesrille and afterwards at Sardis, both places being countj 
seats of Panola county, Miss.

7, Ulysses Lincoln, born July 22, 1865, at Bethany, IlL, a grad- 
uate from Franklin College, Franklin, Ind., and from Alleghany 
Theological Seminary; married Miss Carrie E. Weise, Nov. 10, 1892, 
who died March 15, 1900, by whom he has two daughters — Emma 
Devona, born Jan. 10, 1895, and Carrie Weise, born April 3, 1897. 
He is pastor of the Presbyterian church at Thorntown, Indiana. 

8, Sarah Lulu, born Apiil 2, 1867. educated in Southern Illinois 
College; married to Thomas Morgan, editor and author. Colfax, Ind- 
iana, by whom she has five children, the oldest being Paul Hunter 
and Buth ; Lucile and Mary. 

9, Hose, born April 22, 1869, died Aug. 4, 1869. 

10, Donnel Rankin Montgomery, bom April 6, 1870, graduated 
from Franklin College, Indiana, and from Alleghany Theological 
Seminary; married Miss Sarah Blanche McGill; was consecrated 
as a missionary by the General Assembly of the Presbyterian church 
at St. Louis, Mo., and is stationed at Jackson, Alaska, in charge of 
the Presbyterian Indian Mission. He has one son about two years 
old — Robert McGill Montgomery. 

11, Carrie M. Montgomery, a twin with Donnel Rankin, born 
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April 6, 1870, educated in the city high school of McEeesport, Pa., 
and having recently spent more than a year in Alaska, is now living 
in Charleston, 111., with her sister Mary. 

12, Finis Ewing, born March 22, 1877, graduated from the city 
high schools of Charleston, and from Washington and Jefferson 
College, where for the past two years he has been captain of their 
foot-ball team, and where he is for the present employed as teacher 
of English and History in Trinity Hall connected with the college, 
and is also engaged in the study of law. 

From this sketch it will be seen that the Bev. George W. Mont- 
gomery was the father of seven sons, all of whom lived to be grown, 
and each of whom is earnestly engaged in and actively devoting his 
time to one of the learned professions. 

A tradition runs through this family that they are related— not 
in this country, but in Scotland and Ireland — to General fiichard 
Montgomery of Revolutionary fame ; and that name runs through 
the entire line of all the descendants of Thomas Montgomery, the 
first ancestor of this family in America, except that of Bev. George 
W. Montgomery, father of this last family.

MONTGOMEBYS OF NOBTH CAKOLINA. 

On pagpp 11, Series III, Wheeler says that in 1768 the i^vemor 
called a rendezvous of the state troops to meet at the house of Mr. 
Montgomery at Salisbury. On page 211, same series, Wheeler says 
that Robert Montgomery was in the lower house of North Carolina 
1785.1790-1-4-5^-9-1800. and in the senate 1788-1801-2^-4-5^6-7, a 
period of sixteen years in all ; and that B. J. Montgomery was in the 
house 1818-19-26-27-28, and in the senate in 1829-31-32; and that O. 
W. Montgomery was in the seuate in 1834-36. 

John H. Montgomery was in the North Carolina senate from 
Montgomery county 1838-40. Moore county joins Montgomery on the 
east, and it seems that John Montgomery was a joint representative 
from the two counties 1832-3. 

Hon. William Montgomery was long a representative of Orange 
county, N. C. He was born in Guilford county, on Buffalo. He 
was by profession a physician. He entered public life as a senator in 
the General Assembly in 1824, and served with but one intermission 
until 1834, when he was the next year elected to congress, in which 
he served with good ability until 1841, when he declined. He died 
Nov. 27, 1844, aged 53 years, leaving seven children, one of whom, 
D. A. Montgomery, was a member of the House of Commons in 1850. 

OBITUARY OP CAPTAIN CHARLES MONTGOMERY, 

FIFTH NEW YORK VOLUNTEERS. 

(By F. S. M.) 

Among the casualties occurring during the recent advance of the 

army of the Patomac. on Hacth's run, I find the name of Captain 

Charles S. Montgomery, of the 5th New York veterans-^ gallant 
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officer, and one who had for some time commanded the regiment to 
which he belonged. This is the second commander that regiment 
has lost during the present campaign. Captain Montgomery's mili- 
tary career extends through the entire war, and his recoid was a 
noble one — enlisting as a private in the celebrated Dury Zouaves, 
5th New York Volunteers. In April, 1861, he carried his musket at the 
battle of Big Bethel, and subsequently became a corporal. In the 
fall of that year he was promoted to a second lieutenancy, and in 
that grade served with distinction with his gallant regiment during 
the Peninsular Campaign in 1862. He received a first lieutenancy 
at Harrison Landing, and subsequently a captaincy; and while in 
command of his company at the disastrous battle of Manassas Plains 
was wounded and taken prisoner. He was soon after exchanged and 
rejoined his company after the battle of Anteitam. He served in the 
battles of Fredericksburg and Chancellorsville, and in May, 1863, 
returned with the 5th regiment New York, at the expiration of its 
term of service, as senior captain. On the re-organization of the 
Zouaves as a veteran regiment he returned to the field as captain, 
and would have been made major had the command reached the 
maximum number. The regiment went into battle for the first time 
in this campaign at the battle of Bethesda Church, and up to the 
present time Captain Montgomery has been constantly in active 
service. He was killed at the head of his regiment, as its command- 
ing officer, and his loss is deeply felt in the division of which he had 
so long been a member. Had he lived, speedy promotion awaited 
him, as his reputation was very high and he had been complimented 
repeatedly by his sup3rior8 for gallant conduct. — G. F. W. 

The editor adds : "We had the pleasure of knowing Captain 
Montgomery whilst with the old 5th New York regiment, and join 
our regrets with those of his friends over a true gentleman and a 
brave and meritorious officer." 

The above is from a newspaper clipping, but from what paper I 
do not know. 



MONTGOMEBYS OF NEW ABE, N. J., NEW YOBK, OHIO, 
ILLINOIS, CALIFOBNIA, and NEW JEBSEY. 

"Moses Montgomery, with his wife — formerly Martha Gilmore 
— came to this country 1810 and settled in Brooklyn, New York. 
They had a family of eight children — five sons and three d i g 
They remained in Brooklyn until the family were all married. Three 
of the sons went west ; John, the oldest, going to Queensbury coun- 
ty, Ohio. Bobert also settled somewhere in that part of the country. 
The youngest son, George, settled somewhere in Illinois. The 
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dau^rhters and two sons remained in this part of the country ; Wil- 
liam going to Massachusetts. My father remained in Brooklyil, 
where he died about 1874. One of the sisters, Mrs. Jane Marshall, 
now (1899) lives in Brooklyn. James S. Montgomery, of Logan, 
Ohio, belongs to this branch of the family. 

"Of my own immediate family there are only three left— Wil- 
liam Monl^omery, of Oakland, Gal., and a sister Harriet living in 
Fresno, Cal. 

"As I have, by searching the history of my mother's family, es- 
tablished my claim to a Daughter of the American Revolution and 
been made a member of the Caesarean Chapter here in Newark, N. J., 
it is unnecessary for me to state that I would take great satisfaction 
in having my history on my father's side to be quite equal in age 
and lustre to that of my mother's family. Have you ever heard of 
the Triuity heirs in connection with the Scotch-Irish branch of your 
family?"— Mrs. Caroline Montgomery-Thompson. 

MONTGOMEBYS OF VIRGINIA AND MISSISSIPPI. 

Gilbert Montgomery, whose father and grandfather was named 
John, was born of parents living in East Virginia, in Preston coun- 
ty. He married Dema C. A nnon and had four children: Walter 
T., B. F., Mary Belle and Kimble. The last one is dead. 

Walter was born April 26, 1875. His mother died in 1882, when 
he was placed in the family of Levi and Jane Powling, who did a 
good part by him. At twelve years old he attended Flemington 
College, in West Virginia. He advanced rapidly in his studies, and 
taught school before he was fifteen years old. He taught seven 
schools and then took up the study of law. He advanced as rapidly 
in this line as he had in his other studies, and lawyer Hansford 
introduced him to Judge Hoak for examination. The judge was as- 
tonished at his proficiency and complemented him on his splendid 
work, and admitted him to the bar in 1896. He located at Grafton, 
the county seat of Taylor county, and married a Miss White of West 
Virginia. He patiently waited for his first client, whose case he 
handled so cieverly that it established him in a fine practice. In this 
case he made no charge, but the client remembered him liberally. 
Afterward he established a branch oflSce at Tunnelton, W. Va. On 
account of delicate health he gave up the practice of law and moved 
to Fruitdale, Ala., and from there to Winchester, Miss., and at pres- 
ent (1902) is engaged in the gardening business. 

Judge Hook, referred to above, represents the United States in 
Nova Scotia, by appointment of President McEinley. Walter T. 
Montgomey has declined accepting offices on acccount of delicate 
health. 
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WEST VIRGINIA MONTGOMERYS. 

James Montgomery was an officer in the Irish Rebellion, and it 
is claimed that he was related to General Richanl Montgomery. He 
fled from Ireland when the English had suppressed the Irish* and 
came to America about 1799 and landed at Philadelphia, Pa., with a 
wife and two sons, and afterwrad returned to the old country to re- 
cover if possible some of his wealth, and was never heard from again. 
His widow, a few years afterward, married a man by the name of 
Lacy, or Tracy, who mistreated the two sons, and they ran away 
from home and separated. Henry came down the river from Fort 
Duquesne and was at Point Pleasant the day of the battle with the 
Indians on account of the execution (murder) of Comstock, whom 
the Indian chief held as hostage. He went up the Kanawha and 
settled at Tags Valley, and afterwards moved to Kanawha Falls 
and was a neighbor of Van Bibber, and owned the ferry. He had 
three sons -James, Michael and William. The two latter are dead. 
He also had ten daughters, of whom I have no information. James 
settled in the Kanawha Valley in 1840, about ten miles below the 
great falls and twenty-five miles east of Charleston, and owned the 
ferry at Montgomery's Landing, which was opposite Gannelton, one 
of the first Cannel coal-oil plants in the world. It was destroyed 
during the war. Montgomery's Landing was changed to Coal Valley. 
James Montgomery also owned a fine, large farm there. 

In 1873 James Montgomery leased some land, and a mining 
town sprang up and was called '^Coal Valley," being composed of all 
classes. The town continued to grow, and in 1890 J. C. Montgomery 
organized the town of Montgomery out of Coal Valley, having the 
town incorporated and changing the name in honor of the family, 
which now number about 100, most all of whom live thei^ ; he hav- 
ing owned nearly all the land, which he inherited from his father. 
They are proud of the town and think it the best mining town in the 
state. They have a city building, six miles of street railway, elec- 
tric lights, one bank, six saloons, and 25 good stores ; two railroads — 
Pittsburg and Cincinnati; one weekly and two daily boats between 
Montgomery and Charleston. They have eight churches, a graded 
public school, and a branch of the West Virginia University, which 
is a state school and a fine one. They also have a graded colored 
school. Mr. J. C. Montgomery, who furnished this information, is 
mayor of the town and expresses a strong desire to know more of the 
history of the Montgomery family. 
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MONTGOMERYS OF NORTH CAROLINA, VIRGINIA AND 

TENNESSEE. 

Wheeler sajs, in series No. 1, pacre 42, that in 1731 John Mont- 
gomery was attomej-general of North Carolina, under George Bur- 
ringtou. So the claim that this John Montgomery was of the Mont- 
gomery-Houston family cannot be sustained, as John Montgomery, 
Sr., of that family, did not come to America until 17B0« and we do 
not find that he ever lived in North Carolina, but everything indi- 
cates that he was living in Pennsylvania at that time; and the Rev. 
John, Jr., was not bom until 1752. But to what family the Attor- 
ney-General Montgomery did belong I am unable to determine. 

Later on, in 1775, when North Carolina was preparing for the 
Revolutionary struggle, we iind Hugh and John Montgomery on the 
Committee of Safety; and they were always present, ready for duty. 
(See Wheeler's North Carolina, page 370.) 

We know nothing more of this John Montgomery, but we have 
a pretty fair record of Hugh Montgomery. Dr. D. C. Kelly of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. (1903), who is a great-grandson of this Col. Hugh Mont- 
gomery, Sr., of Salisbury, N. C, says that Hugh was an old man at 
the beginning of the Revolutionary war, and that he has seen bis 
grave at Salisbury, which is marked. Hugh, Sr., was a large land- 
owner in Virginia and North Carolina. He had several children, 
but ooly one son, Hugh, Jr. The names of the daughters were: 
Jane, who first raarriea Samuel Cowen, of Knoxville, Tenn. ; chil- 
dren two: William and Mary Purnell. Later she was married to 
Col. David Campbell, of Campbell's Station, East Tennessee; chil- 
dren three: Washington and Warren died early in life; Margaret 
Louisa married in 1833 John Kelly, who lived and died in Wilsoo 
county, Tenn. They had only one child— David Campbell Kelly, 
A. M., M. D., D. D., LL. D, of Nashville, Tenn. He was mission- 
ary to China in 1852-53-54-55; is an able minister in the Methodist 
church. He was a colonel in the Confederate cavalry under General 
Nathan Bidord Forrest. He married . 

The other daughters of Col. Hugh Montgomery were Elizabeth, 
who married a Stewart, and Mary, who married an Ingram, and 
Martha, who married a Blake. 

There are old papers in Dr. Kelly's possession which show that 
Hugh, Jr., was also addressed as "Col. Hugh Montgomery." Hugh 
(Sr.) willed to Hugh (Jr.) and Jane Montgomery land in Virginia. 
The land willed to Hugh was not transferable, but was to revert to 
his heirs after his death. However, he sold this land, about 1800, 
and purchased 5,000 acres for $5,(X)0 near Jacksboro, Tenn., which 
is about 40 miles south-west of Cumberland Gap. 

.Hugh, Jr. had seven sons and two daughters — Lemuel, An- 
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thony Neivman, Sr., Chesed, Hugh, Bush, Rufus, and Alexander. 
Dr. Kelly says he was personally acquainted with all of these seven 
sons exoept Anthony Newman, who was evidently named for Dr. 
Anthony Newman of Salisbury, N. C, who married a daughter of 
Hugh Montgomery, Sr. Anthony Newman of Salisbury, N. C, had 
a son Daniel Montgomery Newman who was in the Indian wars after 
the Revolution, and commanded in a battle in Georgia, which se- 
cured to him the name of the town of Newman in Georgia, near the 
site of the battle. He was seen often by Dr. Kelley when he came 
to Nashville to draw his pension. 

Major Lemuel Montgomery, oldest son of Hugh, Jr., was killed 
at the battle of the Horseshoe, in Alabama, 1814, near where the city 
of Montgomery now stands. "For him the city of Montgomery was 
named." His war relics are in the museum at New York. 

Only Rufus, Rush and Anthony Newman had children. Rufus 
lived in Princeton, Ky., 1893. He had a son who at one time was a 
commercial traveler for a wholesale house in Louisville, Ky. An- 
other one was an engineer on a ship and was seen by his cousin An- 
thony Newman Montgomery, of Boy, Tenn., in 1888. Thomas, the 
youngest, was at last accounts farming in Kansas. 

The children of Rush Montgomery, Sr., were living when last 
heard from near Chattanooga and Cleveland, Tenn. 

Anthony Newman Montgomery, Sr., bom near Richmond, Va., 
1790, died Nov. 8, 1840, twelve miles from Montgomery, Tenn.. had 
live sons and four daughters : Hugh, Daniel, Lemuel, Rush and An- 
thony Newman, Jr. The latter is (1901) living at Boy, Tenn., 62 
years old. Mrs. Mary E. Bankston, born near Jacksboro, Tenn., 
July 9, 1836, one of the daughters, is now (1901) living at Ringold, 
Ga., 64 years old. She compiled the sketch in this book relating to 
General Richard Montgomery, who fell at Quebec, 1775, and fur- 
nished some of the material for this sketch. 

MONTGOMERYS OF ADAIR COUNTY, KENTUCKY. 

Columbia, Ky., May 4, 1899. 
H. P. Montgomery, Esq, Dear Sir: The most remote of my 
ancestors, so far as I can learn, was John Montgomery, who was my 
great-great-grandfather. My great-grandfather was Francis Mont- 
gomery, who moved to what is now Adair county, Ky., from Albe- 
marle county, Virginia, in 1804. He had five sons, whose names 
were Thomas. Francis, William, Robert and Joel. Francis was my 
grandfather. My father's name is William B. Montgomery; and, 
not to lose the name Francis in the family, my name is James Fran- 
cis. I get this information from my father, Dr. W. B. Montgomery, 
who is now living in this county and is 78 years of age. 
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The deaoendants of my ^eat- uncles, Bobert and Joel Moiit|?om- 
ery, are many of them now living i^ this county. As to the other 
brothers, I have no information as to what became of them. Neither 
have I any information as to what part of Europe my people came 
from ; but it has always been understood that we are of Scotch-Irish 
descent. I was once told by my great-nncle, Joel Montgomery, that 
when his father moved from Virginia he brought with him all of bid 
own household, including sons, daughters, sons-in-law, and slaves — 
72 persons. 

The Montgomerys of this country have engaged almost exclu- 
sively in agricultural pursuits. However, my grandfather was a 
skilled mechanic, and dabbled some in pilitics, having been a repre- 
sentative in the legislature several times. My father and one 
brother are physicians. I represent the only attempt at the law. 
Some of the collaterals are creditable preachers. 

This is about all I can give you about the family. If this is of 
any interest to you or answers your purpose, or if there is other in- 
formation that you desire which 1 can give, I will be glad to hear 
from you. If the facts herein stated show any connection between 
your family and mine, please let me hear from you.

We have known of the Montgomerys in Adair county, Ky., for 
several years ; hut this is the first concerning their genealogy that 
we have obtained. They are a respectable and intelligent family.

D. B. Montgomery : I receivedyour letter of Feb. 4, The fam- 
ily of Montgomerys that you inquire after, of which the man referred 
to (S. B. Montgomery, vice-president of the State Saving, Loan and 
Trust Company, of Quincy, 111., 1903) is a member, was quite prom- 
inent in this country at one time. Nathan Montgomery with a large 
family settled at Fort St. Asop, in what is now Lincoln county, in 
this state. He had a son Nathan who is evidently the grandfather of 
S. B. Montgomery. This Nathan Montgomery settled in Adair 
county ; had a son Joseph, and Alexander, and Nathan, and one 
other whose name 1 do not remember. The last named Nathan was 
half-brother of Joseph and Alexander. He was prominent in the 
county, lived in this town and was at one time sheriff. None of his 
family now live in the county. He has one son, J. B. Montgomery, 
now living in Louisville, Ky., but I can not give you his address; 
but as he is a traveling man and comes to this place occasionally, if 
you will address him here you' will reach him. 

The original branch of this family played quite a prominent 
part in the early settlement of Kentucky and in Indian war&re — es- 
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pecially in Hgbting and siting captured and killed, as you will 
learn from an examination of Ck>llins's History of Kentucky. The 
women married into the Wickliff, Logan and Russell families, who 
were quite prominent. 1 have no relationship to this family, though 
we are doubtless of the same stock.

MONTGOMEBYS OP HAKDIN COUNTY, KENTUCKY. 

Jugde James Montgomery, of Elizabethtown, Ky., says: 

My great-grandfather, William Montgomery, resided in Aught- 
nacloy, Tryone county, Ireland, and had three sons; one having 
gone to sea in 1820 and was never heard from ; another remaining in 
Ireland. My grandfather, William Montgomery, engaged in the 
Irish rebellion of 1798 ; was transported, or rather sent over, to the 
United States through the influence of a cousin or an aunt of his 
who was either the wife of the Lord Lieutenant or closely related by 
marriage or blood. 

After remaining in Baltimore two years my grandfather came 
and settled in this place and entered into merchandising. He had 
only one son— my father, William Withers Montgomery. Our fam- 
ily is quite limited on this side of the water, unless some of the de- 
scendants of my great-uncle are on this side. 

Hon. A. B. Montgomery, ex-congressman from Kentucky, is a 
brother of Judge James Montgomery and lives in the same town. 
He graduated at Georgetown, Ky., taking the first honors in the 
class of 1859. He also has another brother. Dr. E. R. Montgomery, 
health officer of Louisville, Ky., and now lives in that city. Also a 
Bister, Mrs. E. M. Bates, who lives in Elizabethtown, Ky. 

Judge Montgomery has a son William Slack Montgomery, who 
has been a lieutenant in the navy for three or four years and was on 
the Petrel of Manila fame during the fight in Manila Bay. 

Judge James Montgomery is a graduate of Center College, at 
Danville, Ky. He enlisted in the Confederate army in 1861 and fol- 
lowed John Morgan in the Confederate service during the war. 

MONTGOMEBYS IN SHELBY COUNTY, KENTUCKY. 

Taylorsville, Ky., March 20, 1899.

Dear Sir : I take pleasure in giving you all the information in 
my possession of iny father's family. My grandfather, George 
Montgomery, was of Scotch-Irish descent. He and his brothers 
Hugh and Green came to this country in the latter part of the 18th 
century. Hugh and Green finally settled in the state of Indiana. 
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My grandfather settled near Clay village in Shelby county Ky., 
where he died in 18B6. He raised three sons and one daughter: 
William, Alexander and John — the latter being my father. The 
daughter married a man by the name of Ellis. 

My father married Sarah Bioe, of Clay village, and lived in that 
neighborhood until March, 1839, when he moved to Spencer county 
and died on his farm near Taylorsville the 17th of September, 1845, 
at the age of 45 years. My two uncles lived all their lives near their 
birth-place. Alexander died a short time before my father. William 
•died 1881. He raised two sons— W. N. and Joseph. The former 
now lives at Gaeston, Tenn. The latter died in 1863. He left one 
son, who now lives in Henry county. 

I was born near Clay village, Shelby county, Ky., Sept. 29, 
1832; came to this county with my parents and lived on a farm un- 
til Feb. 4, 1850, when I came to Tayloraville and learned the sad- 
dler's trade, and finally engaged in that business for myslf^until De- 
cember, 1898, when my shop, with eight other house, was burned 
out.

Dear Sir : I regret exceedingly that the records my mother 
gave me have been misplaced so I cannot send the facts to you. My 
maternal grandfather was Andrew Montgomery. He came from 
Scotland with three brothers. Andrew and James settled in West- 
moreland county, Va. John and Robert settled in Maryland in or 
near Hagerstown. My mother. Eliza Ann Montgomery, was born in 
1809 at Old Ordinary on the banks of the Potomac. She died in 
1892, 83 years old. She married John Powers in 1827 ; had nine 
children. Two died in infancy. The oldest son was kill^id in bat- 
tle, the next by a railroad wreck, the next by disease during the 
Civil War. One only daughter lives in Brownwood, Texas, two 
brothers in Augusta, Ky., and one in Knoxville, Tenn. But what 
you want is to trace this genealogy back to Gen. Richard Montgona- 
ery, and I cannot do it, though the descent is lineal and so close 
that Mother was entitled to a pension and all the proofs were made 
up when I was a child. Mother's mother was a Miss Hall of Eng- 
land, of noble family — one of the sisters being maid of honor to the 
queen. But I often think of the lines —

We jBnd that in 1787 there was a William Montgomery liviDg on 
Drake's Creek in Tennessee, and the Indians came and phot down 
his son and scalped him, but did not kill him. 

In 1788 the Indians on Drake Creek came again to the house of 
William Montgomery, the same person whose son was wounded and 
scalped in 1887, and killed this son and two of his brothers, in day- 
time, at the spring, one hundred yards from the bouse. — History of 
Tennessee, by Haywood, 1823.

My Great-grandfather's name was David Montgomery. He had 
one son, Thomas, and two daughters, Mary and Susan. Thomas, 
my grandfather, had five sons: Joseph C., John P., George E., 
James H., and Newton I. ; besides four daughters— Margaret, Nan- 
cy, Mary, and Elizabeth. These all married and reared families. 
Their occupation mostly has been farming and merchandise. A few 
entered the ministry, legal profession, and medicine. 

Newton I. had two sons — E. J., and L. N. The elder died at 
the age of fourteen years. The latter entered college in 1887 at Leb- 
anon, Tenneee, and graduated from Cumberland University with the 
degrees of A. B. and B. D., and later took a postgraduate course in 
theology in Union Theological Seminary, New York City. He has 
served as pastor of the Cumberland Presbyterian church at Punxsu- 
tawney, Pa., Jackson Center, Pa., Danville, 111., and Clarksville, 
Tennessee.

MONTGOMERYS OF CLAIBORNE COUNTY, TENNESSEE. 

Hugh Montgomery, when a young man, about 1800 came from 
Kentucky to Tennessee and settled on the old state road leading 
from Tazewell, Tenn., to Jonesville, Va., 20 miles east of Cumber- 
land Gap. He here built his home, married, lived and died. He 
had four sons— James, Alexander, Hugh and John; and four daugh- 
ters — Mary, Bettie, Lucy and Matilda. Hugh, Sr., was impetuous 
and bold to a fault, but was just and generous. He was very fond 
of his fine horses. He built and maintained at his own expense a 
mile track on his farm, which was a place of great resort in those 
days. He was more than eighty years of age when he died, and

still it is said that he had not lost a tooth and did not have a de- 
cayed one. I know nothing of any of the children of this Hugh, Sr., 
except Alexander, who had seven sons — William, Hugh, Thomas, 
Nathaniel, Henry Clay, George W., and Augustus; and one daughter 
— Mary Jane. I only know that George W. is a member of the law 
firm of Montgomery and Arnold, of Tazewell, Tenn. 

His father, Alexander Montgomery, prior to the Civil War was a 
general of the state militia in Tennessee. In that ^ay he became 
well known in his part of the country. When the Civil War broke 
out, some of the men who had mustered under him came and told 
him that they desired him to lead them to battle and tendered him 
a regiment and said they wanted to march under him as they had 
done in other days. As it happened they were Confederates, while 
he was a Union man ; therefore he declined to serve them. This 
was on Monday. On Friday night following, at 11 o'clock, a crowd 
of eight of them returned for the purpose of hanging him. A fight 
ensued in which he shot two of them ; his sons knocked two others 
down, and the others fled. Mr. Montgomery received a wound from 
a chopping ax, from which he never recovered. He left home in the 
night, on his crutches, and the family never saw him again. He 
died and was buried in Lexington, Ky. 

OHIO MONTGOMERYS. 

William Montgomery, who came from Ireland to America in the 
opening of the nineteenth century (1803), landed in Pennsylvania; 
then moved to Augusta county, Ya., and then to Ohio in 1810. This 
is a condensed account taken from a very interesting work of 112 
pages published in 1897 by Prof. Frank Montgomery of Granville, 
Ohio; now (1903) in the U. S. signal service, Davenport, Iowa. 

William Montgomery, the first ancestor of this large, wealthy, 
educated and influential family, first married a Miss Wilson. They 
had one son, John, who was born in Ireland. He married Prudence 
Channel and settled south of Licking river, in Ohio, and raised a 
family. When about grown, Samuel, one of his sons, accidentally 
cut himself with a butcher-knife, from which he died. Late in life 
John Montgomery and his two sons, Joseph and Isom, sold out and 
moved to near Brandon, Ohio, where his sons lived for many years. 
The father died Aug. 27, 1849. The mother died Nov. 9, 1859. One 
of the daughters of John Montgomery married a Mr. Burgess and 
moved to Indiana. Isom and his family also moved to Indiana, but 
we have lost all trace of them. 

Joseph Montgomery, one of the sons of John, was bom Jan. 18, 

1817, died Dec. 25, 1875; children eleven: 1, Samuel, born May 7, 
1844. 2, Rolin, born March 31, 1846. 3, Henry B;, born Sept. 30, 

1818. 4, Amos, born Aug. 2, 1850. 5, ,John, bom Oct. 24, 1852. 6, 
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Albert, born Deo. 26, 1854. 7, Franklin, born Dec. 8, 1856. 8, 
Squire, born Deo. 8, 1858. 9, Ida V., bom BCaroh6, 1861. 10, EU 
^ood, born April 9, 1863. 11, Forest, born Dec. S, 1^65. These 
were all married and nine of then had families. They were all 
farmers. William Montf^omery, Sr«, second married a widow, Mrs, 
Linn, nee Summenrilie; children four: 1, Samuel. 2, Margaret 
3, Henry. 4, William. 

Samuel Montgomery, second son of William, Sr.^ became a 
Methodist preacher at tba age of 19 and traveled in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and Virginia, and was stationed some time at Baltimore, 
and spent one year as a missionary In Canada ; married Nancy 
Grimes ; no children. He was born May 1, 1785, died Oct. 17, 1867, 

Margaret Montgomery, the third child of William Montgomery, 
8r., was born in county of Tyrone, Ireland, Oct. 15, 1790; married 
Joseph Irwin in 1809 and settled in Madison county, Ohio. Mr. 
Irwiu was in the war of 1812. He died in Farmers City, 111., April 
24, 1872. His wife died there April 4, 1856; children eight: Polly 
Ann, Margaret K., Rebecca J., Samuel W.. William, Nancy, Eliza- 
beth C, Fidelia. All these except Samuel and Fidelia married and 
had families. 

Henry Montgomery, the fourth child of William, Sr., bom in 
Ireland in 1791, came to America in 1803; married Mary Grimes, in 
Augusta county, Va. He died 1870; children ten: 

1, Margaret Montgomery, bom Sept 17, 1811, married John L, 
Evans, Nov. 6, 1828; children nine. 

2, Wesley G. Montgomery, bora June 2, 1813, first nmrried 
Nancy Pinkston Davenport He graduated from Augusta College, 
Ky., in 1837; was an influential M. £. minister. Second, married 
Julia Ann Plummer ; children four* 

3, James S. Montgomery, born in Ohio, April 27, 1815, died 
March 4. 1896, married Sarah £. Waddell ; children four. 

4, Catherine Montgomery, born March 28, 1817, married Nathan 
Conrad in Ohio, Jan, 1840 ; children eleven. 

5, Nancy Montgomery, born Nov. 7, 1818, married James P. 
Martin, March 15, 1838; children foun 

6, Dr. William W. Montgomery, born Dec 5, 1820, married 
Catherine Gresham ; children four. 

7, Sarah Ann Montgomery, born Dec. 4, 1822. 

8, John Henry Montgomery, born Sept 17, 1825, was an enter- 
prising, enthusiastic stockman near Granville, Ohio. '* He secured 
the very best stock with which to start his herd, giving as high as 
$5,000 for one male, whose mother, a Duchess, sold for {35,000. He 
first married Margaret Lane; children six: Benjamin, Henry H., 
Emma, John Wesley, Charles and Frank. The latter was born Oct. 
16, 1869; graduated from the Ohio Wesleyan University in 1896, has 
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been principal in the Ohio school for the blind," and is author of 
the Montgomery and Siinimerville history, referred to at the begin- 
ning of this sketch. He married Alice £d^\ards, in Ohio, Aug. 24^ 
1896. He is now, 1903, connected with the U. S. signal service at 
Davenport Iowa. 

John Henry Montgomery, above, second married Miss Sally 
Phifer, near London, Ohio; children three: Howard P., Chester Q., 
and Syrena. 

9, Milton L. Montgomery, born March 30, 1828, married Ma- 
tilda J. Fleming, Jan. 1, 1852, in Licking county, Ohio. He pur- 
chased 300 acres of land two miles south of Perry ton, Ohio, and in 
1872 built a S4,000 brick residence. By economy and industry, 
which are some of the^ family traits, he has provided ample means 
and in his latter days is enjoying the reward of his labors; children 
three. 

10, Samuel Hamilton Montgomery, the youngest child of this 
large family, was born June 15, 1830. He still lives with his family 
at the old homestead, to which he has added considerable land. He 
married Levina Wilson, June 1, 1879; children two: Stanley W.» 
and Edwin Willis. 

William Montgomery, the fifth child of William Montgomery, 
Sr., bom Jan. 4, 1793, died Oct. 4, 1849. At his death he owned 
83veral hundred acres of valuable land. He was a religious, enter- 
prising and strictly business man and extensive stock dealer. The 
worth of his example and influence is seen in the lives of his de- 
scendants. He married Margaret Grimes, who was bom in Bath 
county. Va., Jan. 12. 1789, and died in Licking county, Ohio, March 
21, 1869. She was the mother of eleven children. You will observe 
that Samuel, Henry and W^illiam Montgomery, brothers, married 
Nancy, Mary and Margaret Grimes, sisters. The sequel to their 
marriage proves that the parties to these marital relations did not 
make a mistake in their selections. William's children were: 

1, Samuel Montgomery, born April 22, 1815. was a scientific 
agriculturist and stock dealer, and was alive in 1897 and at)out 83 
years old. His wife died in 1894, at the age of 80 years. Her name 
was Sarah Seymore. They were married March 22, 1838; children 
ten : 1, May Jane. 2, William Clark Montgomery, born March 23, 
1840; was a soldier in "the 76th O. V. I., and served as color- bearer ; 
was in the battles of Ft. Donaldson, Shiloh, Corinth, and Arkansas 
Post: was on the first boat that went in sight of Vicksburg under 
General Wood; w^as one of the 150 volunteers to go to Yazoo City 
with orders to burn the i^lace, but failed on account of low w*ater in 
the Yazoo river; went to Jackson with General Grant when he cut 
off from all communication ; was at the great siege of Vicksburg 41

days, and on the day of the ^reat charge was placed on a hisrh point 
with the colors to signal our general provided the rebels tried to 
mass their forces in front ot us during the charge. At this siege he 
drank from a pool with three dead horses in it, and was only half a 
mile from the Pearl river at the time. After the siege they went up 
the Mississippi to Memphis and across to Lookout Mountain. He 
was in the fight above the clouds, and saw the firing after night, 
which was a grand spectacle; was in the charge at Missionary 
Ridge, where his regiment captured about four hundred prisoners. 
Two days later they went to Ringold, Ga., where he lost his right 
arm four inches below the shoulder and received two wounds in the 
body while leading a desperate charge. This was Nov. 27, 186B. 
When discharged he received a gold medal from his regiment bear> 
ing the inscription — **For gallantry on the field of battle Nov. 27, 
1863." He was married Nov. 29, 1864, the same month he was dis- 
charged from the army, to Hannah H. Rodebeck. They live on their 
farm a mile south of Appleton. Ohio; children three. 

The other children of Samuel Montgomery are Adam C.^ James 
<)., Elizabeth A., Emily C, Margaret A., Louisa, Bruce E. and 
Henrietta. 

Nancy, the second child of William Montgomery, Jr., was born 
Jan. 19, 1817; married James H. Wilson, Dec. 8, 1836; one child- 
Jacob Wesley Wilson. 

C. W. Montgomery, third child of William, Jr., born Dec. 5, 
1818; in 1841 engaged in the mercantile business in Newark, N. J. ; 
then engaged in farming. He married Ellinda Claypool, Aug. 15, 
1848; children seven: Thomas W., Levi C, Mary Margaret, Cecili, 
Charles A., Emma E., Ann L., and Felix S. 

Margaret Ann Montgomery, born June 25, 1821, fourth child of 
William, Jr., and a twin to William Clark Montgomery, married 
James A. Taylor, Dec. 25, 1841. She died July 7, 1846. 

William Clark Montgomery, born June 25. 1821, a twin to Mar- 
garet above, and fifth child of Wm. Montgomery, Jr., sold a lot of 
cattle —70 head at one time— for 2 cents per pound ; this being the 
first cattle sold in Licking county, Ohio, by weight.

Henry Clay 
lives in Decatur, 111., and has been treasurer of Macon county four 



years. Ida Margaret married Dr. illbert Chase and lives in Fhilsr- 
deipfaia, Pa. John A. is a graduate from the Bryant-Stratton busi- 
uess college, of Philadelphia, aod is engaged lo farming near Deca- 
tur, 111. ThadeuH LeiDArt is engaged iu the banking business m 
— r NelJy Lemert Is sax artist.

MONTOOMEBYS OP WELSTON, OHIO, 

William Montgomery, of WelstoD, Ohio, says : My great-grand- 
father came from Ireland and settkd in Virignia. My grandftaher, 
James Montgocnery, was born in Virginia. He married Mary Wal- 
burn; two children: George and William. William left no chil^ 
dren. George was my father; born Feb. 5, 1^2, near Fredericks- 
burg, Va. William was bom in Meigs county, Jan. 29, 1824. Both 
are dead. My father left three children : William Montgomery of 
Welston, Ohio, George of Columbus, Ohio, and Peny of Berlin 
Crossroads, Ohio. 

My grandfather by a second wife had one son. Harrison, and 
other children. I have one child — Bessie. I was a soldier in the 
Federal army, I29th regiment Ohio Vol., Co. F. I now belong to 
the James Smith G. A. B. post. 

MONTGOMEBYS OF YOUNG STOWN, OHIO. 

James A. Montgomery, of Youngstown, Ohio, sends the follow- 
ing facts concerning this family: 

About the beginning of the Revolutionary War, Bobert Mont- 
gomery emigrated to America from the North of Ireland. He 
brought with him his family of fifteen children— thirteen boys and 
two gills. He settled on Long Island and engaged in farming-. 
Some dispute arose among the sons (of whom, you will observe, 
there were more than a dozen). Henry, one of the sons, went to Al- 
bany, from there to Orange county, and then to Sullivan county, 
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where he died in 1835. The family^ was Presbyterian and produced 
some Presbyterian ministers. 

James A, Montgomery, a son of Henry, born in 1822, is now 77 
years old. He says that beyond John, James, Bobert and £]i, he 
does not remember any of his uncles; but he tells of a brother JRcb- 
ert who lived in Brooklyn, N. Y., and was a well-to-do man. A sis* 
ter, Mrs. Penny, of Mt, Hope, New York; a brother, Stephen, who 
lired many years in Pittbsurg; David and Henry, long since dead. 
The only living member of the family besides himself is Mrs. John 
Yard, of Veuongo county. Pa. James A. says that he has never 
been ashamed of the name, and of only a f€w pec pie. of the Mont- 
gomery family. He also refers to the New Yoik estate referred to 
in other places. 

There are other Montgomerys about Youngstown with whom it 
seems this family is not connected.

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MONTGOMERYS OF CLEVELAND, OHIO. 

There is a James Montgomery in Cleveland, Ohio, a stationary 
engineer, who was bom June 26, 1864, at a place called Crawford's 
Bars, in the North of Ireland. His father, grandfather and great- 
grandliather were natives of Scotland. 

MONTGOMERYS OF CINCINNATI, OHIO. 

William Montgomery, Jr., was bom in Orange county, New 
York, March 19, 1776. His father was also named William, whose 
wife was named Mary, maiden name not known. She died when 
William Montgomery, Jr., was a small boy, and he was brought up 
by an elective, a Miss Lane. He was the only child. He had a 
cousin Charles Macneal, and one named William Roland. William 
Montgomery married Ruth Sweezey, in Orange county. New York, 
probably about 1799, and emigrated to Cincinnati. Ohia in 1817. 
Clark B. Montgomery, an able lawyer of Cincinnati, Ohio, is a son 
of William Montgomery, Jr., and Mrs. Mary E. Card will of New Al- 
bany, Ind.. is his cousin. They can learn nothing more of their an- 
cestors, though they have diligently sought for information. 

The Genealogical Chart by Hiram Davis shows that his ancestry 
on the maternal side runs back to one Lord James Montgomery of 
Ireland, and we regret that we do not have positive proof of this 
statement. It is founded on tradition given by Peggy Montgomery, 
youngest daughter of John Montgomery, who was a son of Samuel, 
and whose genealogy is given in connection with that of H. P. 
Montgomery of Georgetown, Ry. This chart made by Mr. Davis is 
one of the neatest of its kind that has come to me in my researcfaee 
for genealogical tables. 

MONTGOMERYS OF CARROLTON, ILLINOIS. 

H. H. Montgomery, an attomey-at-law (1901), of Carrolton, III., 
was born at Scottsville, 111. ; Joseph Montgomery, his father, near 
Wheeling, W. Va. ; Joseph Montgomery, his grandfather, at Ar- 
magh, Ireland, 1777 ; Wm. Montgomery, great-grandfather, in Ire- 
land, 1745; Joseph, great great-grandfather, Ireland, 1703; and his 
father, Joseph Montgomery of Ayrshire, in Scotland, 1680. 

'*This latter, it is said, was a near relative of Sir James Mont- 
gomery of Skelmorlie, born 1694, who was a son of Sir Robert of 
Skelmorlie, born 16 — ; and on back through Sir Gabriel, the gener- 
al, who was beheaded in Paris In 1674; Cuthbert, killed at Floden; 
Alexander, created Lord Montgomery by James II ; and further back 
through Alexander, knighted by Robert Bruce; etc., etc. I am un- 
able to state definitely the connection of my ancester, Joseph Mont- 
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gomery (born at A jrshire) and the Skelmurlie line, but the best his- 
tory I have makes it so. My chief history information is obtained 
from a work on the Montf^mery pedigree printed in Philadelphia in 
1863 and compiled by Thomas Harrison Montgomery. My immediate 
ancstors are named on last page but one of said work." — H. H. M. 

MONTGOMERYS OF PETERSBURG, ILLINOIS. 

In an early day three brothers came from Scotland or Ireland — 
probably Scotland. Two settled in Pennsylvania, of whom we hear 
nothing more. The other, Humphrey Montgomery, settled in Rock- 
bridge county, Virginia, near Lexington. He served in the Revolu- 
tionary War. He had six children — five girls and one boy, Samuel, 
bom 1791, who was left an orphan at an early age. He married 
Mary Baily, in Virginia, and moved to Adair county, Ey.. about 
1819, and then to Illinois in 1829. He has a son Samuel, now (1901) 
living near or in Petersburg, 111. He is said to be the man who re- 
moved the body of Ann Rutledge, the first love of Abraham Lincoln, 
to a cemetery and erected a monument at his own expense. 



MONTGOMERYS OP MOUNT VERNON, ILLINOIS. 

John Montgomery, a farmer, married Susan McDonald. They 
came from Ireland to Scotland, and then to "Old Virginia." The^ 
were Presbyterians, and left the old country on account of religious 
persecutions. It is not known exactly at what time they came to 
America, but probably about 1795, as all their children except the 
oldest were born in Virginia and the youngest was born in 1800. 

They moved from Virginia and settled near Lexington, Ky. ; 
children four: 

1, Margaret Montgomery, born in Ireland in 1794, married Wil- 
liam Brown. 

2, Thomas Montgomery, bom in Virginia in 1796, married 

and moved to Louisville, Ky., and raised a family: 1, William

4, John Montgomery, born Jan. 5, 1800, son of John, Sr., was a 
miller by trade and a Methodist in church relation. He married 
Margaret Oler, July 27, 1827. He died in 1873; children three: 1, 
M. J. Montgomery, bom March 13, 1828, married a Vincent and now 
(1902) lives in Evansville, Ind., 119 Upper Third Street. 2, James 
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T. Montgooiery, born Aug. 31. 1830, lived for many years near Booa- 
ville, Ind., but now (1903) near or in Mt. Vernon, 111. : married May 
A. Honsman, April 3. 1851. She was bom June 10, 1831; children 
eight: 1, Elizab3th J. Montgomery, born Feb. 2, 1852, married 
Gergerthie Kinmaa, Oct. 1868, children six— Richard M., Alvah, 
Albert, Union, William, Mary; T. F. Montgomery, second child of 
Jam3s T., born May 21, 1856, married Alice P. Manahan.

Montgomery, married Ben Seely. 

5, Mary J. Montgomery, born probably 1836, sister to James 
T. Montgomery, married^ John McCool. 
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MONTGOMEKYS OF FRENCH ORIGIN. 

Bishop George Montgomery, of Los Angeles. California, and his 
cousin, Mary Montgomery, of Washington, D. C. 

According to our family tradition it is about 200 years since, or 
about 1700, our ancestors came from France to Maryland. Thomas 
Francis Montgomery was born in Charles county, Maryland, June 
17, 1791. His mother was of the Ringold family. At tht3 age of 
se^en years he was left an orphan, and was raised by an uncle, 
James Montgomery. His brothers and sisters died young. In 1812, 
at 21 years of age, he went in company with a cousin to Nelson 
county, Kentucky (Bardstown, county seat), where a number of his 
Montgomery relatives lived. He married Clotilda Wathen, of Ran- 
dolph county, Virginia; children ten: Pius, Rebecca, Austin, Mar- 
garet, Zachary, Jane, Athanasus, Joseph, Appollania and Raphael. 
This family was raised on a farm, and most of them remained farm- 
ers. Pius Montgomery (No. 1) was the father of Bishop George 
Montgomery. He married Harriet Warren, of Irish-English-French 
extraction. The bishop was born in Daviess county, Ky., a few 
miles from Owensboro, Dec. 30. 1847. He worked on the farm until 
about 19 years old, attending the district nchools. Then he entered 
Gecilian College, near Elizabethtown, Hardin county, Ky., and re- 
mained there for about three years. He then determined to study 
for the priesthood, and after a year or so went to Charles College, in 
Maryland, where he remained about five years studying classics, etc. 
Then he completed the study of philosophy and theology in St 
Mary's Seminary, Baltimore, which required about five years. He 
was ordained a priest Dec. 20, 1879, and immediately moved to Cali- 
fornia, where he did the work of a priest until April 8, 1894, when 
he was sent to Los Angeles, California, to become Coadjutf>r Bishop 
to Bishop Mara, who resigned in September, 1896, when Mr. Mont- 
gomery succeeded him as bishop of the diocese which embraces the 
southern part of the state of California and covers about 80,000 
sqaure miles. This part of the state is not so populous as the center 
of California, and the Catholic population is small, amounting to 
about 55,000 souls ; about one hundren priests. The bishop says 
that his people are from an old Catholic family, and as far as he 
knows have kept the faith pretty well. He further says : 

"My work is simply that of a Catholic bishop, trying to keep 
the faith in those who have it already, and to spread the faith as 
much as we can among those who have it not. We have a fine cli- 
mate here in southern California, though I don't know that the road 
to heaven is any shorter here than elsewhere. I sometimes think it 
is longer, owing to the fact that the climate is liable to make us 
contented with what we have." 

Zachary Montgomery, the fifth child of Thomas Francis Mont- 
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f^meij and father of Mary Montgomery, of Washington, D. C, waa 
born in 1825 ; was raised on a farm, and after taKing a college course 
he studied law, and moved to California in 1860 or '51 and engaged 
in mining for a short time, but socm took up the practice of his pro- 
fession. He was always a strong DBraocrat, and in 1861 was a strongs 
Southern sympathizer, declinimg to take a test oath prepared for the 
attorneys, and thereby gave up the law whilst that oath was in force. 

The ground upon which he refused to take the oath was that it 
was unconstitutional ; and as he had already sworn to support the 
constitution he could not see that the taking of an unconstitutional 
oath would help his loyalty. The oath was afterwards decided un- 
constitutional by the Supreme Court of the state, and when it was 
expunged from the statutes he resumed the practice of law ; in the 
meantime publishing a paper devoted to parental rights in educa- 
tion. 

He served as assistant attorney general of the United States dur- 
ing the first administratin of President Cleveland. At the expira- 
tion of his term of office he returned to California and again took up 
his law practice, in which he was en^ged at the time of his death, 
Sept. S, 1900, at the age of 75 years, 

MONTGOMERYS OF DENVEB, COLORADO. 

J. Allen Montgomery earnestly seeks information from F. S« 
Montgomery, of Sheapard, Ohio. 

Thomas Montgomery, who came from New York state about 
178^ and settled in Lake county, Ohio, and became one of the 
founders of the First Presbyterian church of Centerville — now Mad- 
ison. Of his son Benjamin but little is known. His grandson Ben- 
jamin had a farm near Fainsville, Ohio, and was an expert grafter, 
making frequent trips into Kentucky for that purpose. He died 
about 1850. He had a son Dr. Thomas Montgomery, who left Ohia 
when a boy and was raised in Wisconsin. J. Allen Montgomery of 
Denver, Col., is his son and is anxious to learn if the tradition is 
true which says that this Thomas Montgomery of New York was a 
grandson of an Alexander Montgomery who came to New York from 
Scotland in the first half of the ISth century and who is said to have 
married a Jewess. 

We presume that reference is here made to the Alexander Mont- 
gomery who is supposed to have left a fortune in leased property in 
New York, referred to in another part of our work, on page , 

MONTGOMERYS IN CANADA. 

Edward Montgomery, in Ireland, had two sons— Edward and 
William. 

Edward Montgomery came to Canada from Coleraine, county 
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o! Aufcrim, in North of Ireland, about 1835, and his brother William, 
who is supposed to have come to New York about the same time and 
finally settled somewhere in the south-eastern states, has not been 
heard from since. 

The second Edward had a son Edward, and he also a son named 
Edward. Thus the name has been carried down for four genera- 
tions. This fourth Edward is now (1901) a practicing^ physician in 
Winnipeg, Canada, and is the first of that branch of the family to 
adopt a profession. The family have mostly been mechanics, mer> 
chants and farmers. 

The doctor is a '*single-taxer*' from the ground up. He has no 
blood relatives nearer him than Quebec and Boston. He writes a 
good ^letter and would like to hear from his relatives who settled 
somewhere in the south-eastern states.

**Prof. Henry Montgomery, M. A., Ph, B,. R S,, formerly pro- 
fessor of Geology and Mineralogy in the State University of Utah 
and North Dakota, and now professor of Natural Science in Trinity 
University. He is quite an extensive lecturer in his line. He is a 
graduate of four universities and was on the teaching staff of two 
American universities for nine years. 

"Mr. Montgomery was bom in Ontario, Canada. His father's 
name was George, and was a native of Gavan county, Ireland, and 
with his wife and one daughter.came to Canada some time previous 
to 1850. The father of Henry Montgomery was Georgf^. George 
Montgomery had a remarkable memory and was well-read, and knew 
much about the history of his ancestors. He often spoke about 
Hugh Montgomery, who at the head of a Scottish clan settled upon 
a large tract of land in the North of Ireland early in the seventeenth 
century. He had no doubt that this Hugh was his direct ancestor. '^ 

This was the Hugh that secured part of the Con O'Neal estate 
in 1603, of whom a full account is given in the preceding chapters. 

It is reasonable to suppose that all the Montgomerys that came 
to America from Ireland were in some way connected to this Hugh 
Montgomery.

gomery family laboriously compiled by Mr. Thomas Montgomery 
of Philadelphia. 
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I beg now to say that the iist I had of my ancestors has been for 
the present filed in England for certain interests, and 1 have not a 
copy of it at my command just now. The origin, history and cor- 
rect lineal descendants of Gabriel and Bcger Monfgcmery, et al, 
I have traced, verified and copied at St. Michael, Normandy and 
other parts of France. 1 have a'iso acquirea the identity of the fam- 
ily with William the Conqueror and his slaff tflScers. one of whom 
was John Montgomery, who had five sons and who with himself be- 
came seized of certain estates at the time of the conquest in Great 
Britain, he becoming the Earl of Eailington, and his sons in Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Wales also bearing titles and possessing estates, 
I then traced the true lineage in Great Britain and the Ujiited 
States before and i p to the year 1628, when Sir John Montgomery 
was the fifth colonial governor of the colonies of N^w York, New 
Jersey and Delaware, and who died in New York. Subsequent to 
this I traced the right descendants in viarious of our states, in Can- 
ada and New Brunswick, and ag^in I had recourse to data referring 
to two of the Irish branch, who settled in Alecanti, Spain, and after- 
wards came to the United States and held high social standing. It 
was a sort of labor of love, yet an expensive one. 

Mr. Thomas Montgomery's family of Philadelphia, and the 
family in New Orleans, La., are, by all rights, the veritable people 
of the name. 

I will endeavor to get the name of a lecral firm in New York that 
possesses a vast mass of data on this subject, and send it to you. 
Also a Chicago firm that is exploiting it. In the meantime I am.

The information referred to by Mr. Montgomery which is in 
possession of the New York and Chicago firms was not received ; but 
the same information to a Ic^rge extent is found in the history of 
Thomas H. Montgomery of Philadelphia so often refeired to in this 
work. I do not know positively the purpose for which those legal 
firms referred to were organized, but there are strong evidences that 
a part of their business was to investigate.the claims made by some 
Montgomerys and their descendants concerning the vast estate sup- 
posed to be in New York and across the ocean. 

COLONEL WILLIAM COCKRUM. 

On page 303, by mistake, appear some notes concerning Colonel 

William Cockrum. We here insert what was intended to appear on 

that page. 

Owensville, Ind. Feb,. 23, 1901. 

Col. William Cockrum, Oakland City, Ind. Dear Sir: I find 

that while the people from whom you probably are descended were 
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by the name of Blair, yet on more mature investigation I find tiiat 
they not only took the name Ck)chraD from an estate, but also from a 
family of that name. I find this by reference to Patterson's Par- 
ishes and Families of Ayrshire, in Scotland, Yoh 2, pages 507-8. 

In note 37, page 163, Montgomery's Manuscript, I find this in 
reference to Hugh Cochran, who was a lieutenant colonel under Sir 
James Montgomery and afterwards became a colonel. This was 
C ol. Hugh Cochran, of Ferguslie, near Paisley, who served under 
Qustavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, and also through all the pe- 
riod of the civil war in Ireland from 1641 to 1652. He was the 
fourth son of Alexander Blair, who had taken the name of Cochran 
in compliance with the settlement made by his wife's father, Wil- 
liam Cochran, of Castle Cochran, on the borders of Paisley and 
Ijochwinnoch parishes. 

You will see by this statement that at that time there was a 
Cochran family as well as a titled estate of that name. The note 
continues : 

. "Hugh Cochran's grandmother was a daughter of Sir Robert 
Montgomery of Skelmorlie, a titled estate in Scotland. Hugh Coch- 
ran had six brothers : First, John who served in Ireland ; second, 
William, who became Earl of Dondonald; third, Alexander, of Auch- 
incrench, also a colonel in the army ; fourth, Sir Brice, also a colo- 
nel, who served in Ireland and was killed in 1650; fifth, Arthur — or 
Ochter — a captain ; and, sixth, Gavin, a captain, who resided at 
Graigmuir parish, of Lochwinnoch, and died in 1701. 

*'Hugh Cochran, mentioned in the text, married a daughter of 
Hugh Savage, county of Down, and by her bad the following fam^ 
ily: 1, John, of Ferguslie, who married Barbara, daughter of Jamea 
Hamilton, a merchant of Glasgow, and died without issue prior to 
1697 ; 2, William, who succeeded to Ferguslie at the death of his 
brother; he married Bertha, daughter of William Blair, of Auchin- 
vale. 3, Grizzle, married Robert Miller, Minister of Ochiltree, who 
was outed in 1662, and died in 1685. 4, Margaret, married John 
Hamilton, of Barr, parish of Lochwinnoch. 5, Eupham, married 
Archibald Stewart, of Newton, in 1868. 

**At the funeral, 1663, of the third Viscount Montgomery, after- 
wards the Earl of Mount Alexander, in Ireland, Lieutenant Col. 
Cochran is mentioned among the kinsmen of the deceased ; but by 
what family connection or in what degree he was so, the estate is 
unable to discover. By the act of settlement and explanation, Hugh 
Cogran— which is the same as ** Cochran" — as a 1649 officer obtained 
bis arrears of pay which amounted to the sum of 2,754 lbs., 7b., lid. 

**As the grandmother of Col. Hucrh Cochran was a daughter of 
Sir Bobert Montgomery of Skelmorlie, I will here insert some ac- 
count of his history. You will observe that the grandmother of

Hugh Cochran, wife of Sir Robert Montgomery, was the, daughter of 
Sir William Douglass, which adds no little prestige to the genea- 
logical line of jour ancestry. 

"Sir Robert Montgomery of Skelmorlie succeeded his father in 
158B-4. He was a man of great-courage and came to the estate at a 
period when the feud between the Montgomerys and Cunninghams 
was at its highest. This lasted 200 years, and he not only had the 
wrongs of his chief, but the death of his father and brothers, to 
avenge. He is said to have set no bounds to his feudal wrath, but 
indulged in it with such eagerness as to have occasioned much 
bloodshed of his enemies. For this he was afterwaMs seized with 
remorse, and in expiation performed many acts of charity and morti- 
fication in his latter days. In 1636 he built the Skelmorlie Aisle of 
the old church of Lorges, in which is the family vault where he and 
his wife are buried. It is in this vault that tradition has it the re- 
mains of Sir Hugh Montgomery, slain at Otterborne, were found. 
Sir Robert Montgomery was knighted by James VI, and in 1628 was 
created baronet by Charles 1. He married Margaret, daughter of 
Sir William Douglass, Lord Drumlarig, the first earl of Queensbury; 
a lady whose beauty is made the subject of two sonnets by Captain 
Alexander Montgomery, the autheor of ' The Chery and the Slae' — 
see page 48. Sir Robert died in 1651, having engaged the estate for 
the long period of 67 years.'' (See History of Montgomery Family 
by Thomas H. Montgomery of Philadelphia, 1863, pages 138-9.) 

There is no question but what there is much more said about the 
Cochran family in Patterson's Parishes and Families of Ayre, in 
Scotland. I have not seen the book, but it is referred to many times 
in the two histories I have of the Montgomery family. — D. B. M. 



We here give place to an article written by Mr. Alfred Edwards, 
No. 193, page 69. Everybody, has probably heard the story of Gen- 
eral Taylor's daughter, Knox, running away with Captain Jeff. 
Davis, contrary to the wish of her parents. For this reason we give 
this article from one who certainly understands the matter from a 
true light, and because he is a descendant of Mary Montgomery: 

••A PBETTY ROMANCE SPOILED." 

"Facts About Chatsworth and the Marriage of Jefferson Davis to 

Gen, Taylor's Daughter. 

• 

"Ekiitor Courier- Journal: I read with much interest the sketch 
of Miss Emma Keats Speed in the October number of the Southern 
Magazine, and felt a certain degree of pride that Chatsworth should 
have been her birth-place. But I must call the attention of the 
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writer of the article to certain inacouracieR in her reference to Ghats- 
worth. 

"Ghatsworth has not been the 'manor of the Speeds for two 
generations.' My father, F. G. Edwards, sold it to Dr. Ewing after 
the close of the war between the states in 1866, I think. The Dutch- 
man to whom those many acres near Louisville were given, for meri- 
torious service during the Bevolutionarj War, was my father's ma- 
ternal grandfather, Gol. Geiger. He, Gol. Geiger, gave a large 
tract of it to his daughter, who married John Edwards, my grand- 
father, whose mother was Mary Montgomery. My grandfather 
named the place 'Chatsworth' and commenced the improvement of it. 
My father was born there in 1806, and at the death of his father he 
inherited the place. My father married Miss Taylor, the daughter 
of Mrs. Gibson Taylor, then a widow, in 1830. They continued to 
improve and beautify Chatsworth until it was regarded even among 
the beautiful places of the neighborhood, as one of the most beau- 
tiful. 

''It was from Ghatsworth that my father's brother, Samuel 
Montgomery Edwards, went to light for the independence of Texas 
and lost his life at the Alamo. 

"In the ante bellum days Ghatsworth was a typical Kentucky 
home. Its doors were always open to iall guests, and particularly to 
the old army o£Bcers and their families. 

''My parents had eight children born at Ghatsworth. My sister, 
Bettie Edwards, was married to Bernard A. Pratte, of St. Louis, in 
1856, at Ghatsworth. All the sons, four of us, joined the Gonfeder- 
ate army from Ghatsworth. Two of the buys — Frederick, at the age 
of 23, and Zachary, at the age of 18 — fell on the Held of battle in de- 
fense of their principles, and their remains were brought back to 
Ghatsworth and from there placed in Gave Hill cemetery. The Tay- 
lor family had no other iaterest in the place except as the home of 
my mother, who was the niece of Gen. 2^chary Taylor. Two of 
General Taylor's sisters— Mrs. Allison and Mrs. Gray— died at Ghats- 
worth. Two of his nieces, sisters of my mother, were married there ; 
one to Dr. Randall, U. S. A., the other to Gapt. McLows, U. S.. A,, 
and afterwards major-general, Gonfederate States of America. 

"As to the marriage of the Hon. Jefferson Davis, the able and 
revered president of the Southern Gonfederacy, to Gen3ral Taylors* 
daughter, J. B. G. has been entirely misinformed. General Taylor's 
daughter, Knox, was married to Gaptain Jefferson Davis from my 
grandmother's house, with her father's (General Taylor's) full con- 
sent and in accordance with his expressed wish that the ceremony 
should be 7)erformed at her (my grandmother's) house. 

"It seems a pity to spoil such a pretty romance, but no 'faithful 
old family servant conducted Miss Enox from a second-story window 
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by means of a ladder in order that she might marry Captain Davie.' 
'*Any desired or required information legarding the ownership 
of Chatsworth prior to 1866 can be furnished by children, if there 
be any living, of our old neighbors and friends, Messrs. William C. 
Bullitt, William L. Thompson, Maj. Veach, Dr. Norton Gait, and 
Capt. J. B. Bowls. 1 beg of you to publish this article, not only in 
justice to the descendants of my grandsires, but also as a matter of 
historical fact in the settlement of the neighborbod.

On the 28th of November, 1900, I arrived in Georgetown, Ky., 
and became the guest of the Honorable Henry P. Montgomery, who 
has gathered more information concerning the Montgomerys in the 
South and West than any other person I have met or with whom I 
have had correspondence. He very generously gave me full access to 
all this information, much of which has appeared in its proper place 
under the title — "The History Contributed by H. P. Montgomery, 
of Georgetown, Ky." 

On this same trip 1 visited Lexington and Mount Sterling. At 
both of these points several Montgomerys had settled a3 early as 
1788-89-96; but there are now no indications of these old families 
there. 

Mt. Sterling, in Montgomery county — which county was organ- 
ized in 1796, the same year some of the family from Virginia settled 
there— was so named for General Richard Montgomery, who fell at 
Quebec. The town was named for a mound 25 feet high and 125 
feet in diameter, which stood out by itself and had been built by the 
Indians. This mound was torn down about 1864-5, by a Mr. Mitch- 
ell, much to the displeasure of the citizens, who wished to retain it, 
as it had been found bv the early settlers. A laige brick house was 
built where the mound once stood, and has been purchasd for a ne- 
gro public school. 

In 1816, says Col) ins' History, there were trees on the mound as 
large as those in the forest. In digging it down; many curioun 
things were found — a copper breast-plate, and two white queens- 
ware breast-plates, each about the size of a man's hand ; a great 
number of copper and ivory pieces, bracelets of copper, and many 
human bones. 

GENERAL INFORMATION. 

There are 26 towns in the United States by the name of Mont- 
gomery. 

There are eighteen states in which there is a Montgomery coun- 
ty—namely: Arkansas, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, Alabama, 
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Nottb Carolina, Texas, Missouri, Virginia, Georgia, Iowa, Kansas^ 
Maryland, Mississippi, Ohio, Tennessee, New Jersey, and Pennsyl> 
vania* 

So far as I can learn, the most of the counties were named in 
honor of General Bichard Montgomery. Montgomery county in 
Tennessee is named in honor of Col. John Montgomery, from the 
Holston country, on the flolston river, in south-west Virginia. 

GENEALOGY OP F. S. MONTGOMERY, 

"Here is all I know of my genealogy: My great-grandfiather was 
John Montgomery, born in 1762 near Irvington, county of Tyrone, 
Ireland, between Belfast and Londonderry, fourteen miles from the! 
former; married Nancy Brown, came to the United States in 1804, 
at the time of the whiskey insurrection, together with his wife and 
six children— namely, Mary, Margaret, Nancy, William and John, 
together with my grandfather, Anthony M., who was born in 1790« 
They settlea in Armstrong county, Pennsylvania, and my grand- 
father kept a tavern in the county for many years, near South Bend, 
where my father. Washington Montgomery, was born in 1829. He 
had four brothers — John. Absalom, Alexander and Bobert, and four 
sisters, Mary, Jane, Belle and Nancy. John was sheriff of Indiana 
county, Pennsylvania, and Alex, of Armstrong county, and soon af- 
ter he retired was succeeded in name office by his brother Absalom's 
son, Alexander. 

*'My father went to California in 1849 and settled at Marysville. 
He was engaged as general manager of the California Stage Co., 
which operated extensively in the Sacramento valley; «nd he crossed 
the plains twice with droves of horses from Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
He died before he was forty, and I, the only child, was born at 
Marysvilleinl86a"

Frank S. Montgomery is forty years of age. He was bom in 
1863 at Marysville, California. He came with his mother, via Pan> 
ama, to Grinnell, Iowa, in 1868, and since 1878 has resided at Shep> 
ard, Franklin county, Ohio, where he has been most of the time en- 
gaged in the grocery business. He is vice-president of the Colum- 
bus Ice Company, notary public, railroad and express agent, and 
has been postmaster at Shepard for over twelve years without objec- 
tion from either of the of the old parties. 

Raised a Republican, he became a freetrader before he was of 
age and acted with the Democrat party till 1896 ; was twice delegate 
to their state conventions, and several times to their congressional ; 
also member of Franklin county Democratic central committee for 
three years. In 1895 he was elected treasurer of his township by 
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144 majority in a vote of about 500, and received every vote cast 
(about 50) by members of all partieaat his home town of Shepard. 
He has been a member of the Board of Education for six years, and 
was president of same two years. In 1896 he was a d(Dlegate to the 
Democratic state convention, but left the party when it adopted the 
single financial plank as its platform, and in the presidential cam- 
paign which followed he supported Palmer and Buckner, and made 
two speeches and held three joint debates in Franklin county. He 
was a delegate to the state conventions of the National Democratic 
p«rty'in 1896 and 1897, and the latter year was nominated by then> 
as membf^r of the legislature. While not approving of the present 
financial system, he regards free silver as of no practical value as a 
relief to the oppressed, and holds under present conditions monop- 
olies will secure most of the earnings of labor, no matter what form 
of currency, we have or how it is issued. In 1898 he attended the 
mass convention which formed the Union Reform party, entered in- 
to the movement with enthusiasm and became secretary of the 
Franklin county executive committee; also candidate for county com- 
missioner. He is vice-president of the Columbus Single Tax Associ- 
ation ; also of the Columlnis Cremation Society. 

Mr. Montgomery sends me the following gleanings : 

Col. B. Miintgomery is President McKinley's executive clerk. 

There is a J. W. Montgomery in the pension department. Waeh- 
iugton, D. C. 

Alexander Montgomery, probably from Virginia, was killed and 
scalped by Indians in southern Ohio, Sept. 1878, while on an expe- 
dition to catch some horses, in company with George Clark and the 
celebrated General Simon Kenton. Clark escaped, and so did Ken- 
ton after a long captivity. 

"Greater than all was the mighty house that was formed by the 
union of Montgomerys 6nd Belle*2ie~a house holding lands both of 
Normandy and France, and ranking rather with princes than ordi- 
nary nobles.*' — Encyclopedia Britanica, Vol. 17, page 545. This 
refers to the Montgotnerys of the ninth and tenth centuries. 

*' General Montgomery Cunningham Meigs, whose mother was 
a Montgomery, was quartermaster-general of the United States army 
during the Civil War, and superintended the construction of the 
dome of the capitol at Washington, D. C. ; also the Georgetown 
aqueduct." 

F. S. Montgomery has a. copy x)f T. H. Montgomery's history 
that at one time was the property of General Montgomery C. Heigs, 
as he here explains : I quote this from the fly-leaf in T. H. Mont- 
gomery's history which was the property of Maj. Gen. Montgomery 
C. Meigs and is in his writing : 

''My mother, 31st in descent from Eoger of Normandy, was a

"CABIN JOHN BBfDGE. 

"Largest Single- Arch Masonry Bridge in the World— An Interesting 
History of This Wonderful Bridge, Erected in War Times. 

"Washington, D. C, April, 1901. 

"This wonderful work of modem engineering, known as Cabin 
John bridge, was constructed for use but has become famous the 
world over for its beauty. Today its arch, gleaming through tne 
trees of one of the most picturesque spots in America, is an object of 
the admiration of all visitors to the capital city. No one can be said 
to have 'seen Washington' who has neglected visiting Cabin John 
Bridge. In summer, artists bring their easels to the dells and hills 
in its vicinity and attempt to reproduce this graceful and picturesque 
structure from every view* Engineers from all parts of the country 
have made trips to it Over i\s lieautiful span the carriages of all 
fashionable and famous Washingtonians bowl; for it is the objec- 
tive point of those who travel over the conduit road, one of the finest 
drives in America. 

"It stands unique in every way— even in name— an impressive 
monument to the ingenuity of this progressive age.' 

"The sx)an or opening at the base of the aroh is 220 feet, the rise 
or height of opening from the base of aroh is 57.26 feet, and the 
height above the bottom of the creek is 100 feet. . Its nearest com* 
petitor is the Grosvenor bridge, over the river Dee, at Chester, Eng- 
land, with a span of 200 feet and a rise of 42 feet 

''Cabin John bridge was built as part of the water supply syB- 
tern of Washington, and its object is to carry the pipe nine feet in 
diameter through which flows the city's water from the Great Falls 
of the Potomac. It is really not a pipe, for it is a kind of tunnel 
within the structure of the bridge, which is therefore an aqueduct 
bridge -that is, a carrier of water. The conduit for the water is 
just under the roadway of the bridge, which is 450 feet long and 20 
feet 4 inches wide. The cost of the bridge was $254,000. 

"The water is diverted above the Great Falls of the Potomac 
river and passes into a conduit which carries it to the city ; crossing 
this bridge and four others. The conduit is about twelve miles long 
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and empties the water ioto reservoirs^ the nearest of which is nhaat 
four miles from the center of the city. For about ten miles of its 
length the conduit lies under a well-kept and well-graded macadam- 
ized road that s one of the favorite drives out of the city, • 

"Cabio John bridge derives its name from the oreek which it 
spans, and that in turn was nan^ed for a mysterious man who ap- 
peared there just before the Bevolutionary War. He built a cabin 
near the creek in which he lived many years and was known by no 
other name than John, or 'John of the Cabin,' from which the name 
of the creek was ultimately derived. He lived in his cabin with no 
cbmpanioDS save his dogs, spending most of his time in hunting. 
He clothed himself with the skins of wild animals and avoided hu- 
man society, but was never known to do an unkind act After 
many years of this life he disappeared as mysteriously as he had 
come. His dogs wandered about the cabin for some time and iinaUy 
deserted it. No trace of * John of the Cabin' has since been found. 

"The construction of the bridge is linked with o«ir national his- 
tory in an interesting way. It bears on its face an indellible mark 
of one of the critical periods of our history, which makes it an inter- 
esting object for the visitor to Washington. The city's electric car 
system will carry him directly to it. 

"The bridge was designed by General (then Captain) Montgom- 
ery C. Meigs, whose mother was a Montgomery, and was begun in 
1853. The work continued under him with short intermissions until 

1862, when it was nearly iinished. It was practically completed in 

1863, Until July 1862, the work had been carried on by the Engi- 
neers' Department of the army, under the supervision of the secre- 
tary of war, and about a year before the work was turned over to the 
Interior Dex)artment a stone had been set into one of the abutments 
bearing inscription No. 1, which was similar to that often plaobd on 
great public works : No. 1— 

Washington Aqueduct, 
Begun A. D. 1853; President of the U. S., Franklin Pierce; 

Secretary of War, Jefferson Davis. 

Building A. D. 1861; President of U. S., Abraham Lincoln; 

Secretary of War, Simeon Cammeron. 

"Soon after the secretary of the interior, the Hon. Caleb B. Smith, 
took charge of the work, he was informed that the name "Jefferson 
Davis" appeared on the stone. This was in the early part of the 
Civil War and feeling ran very high. The secretary immediately 
ordered the name cut out, which was done by the contractor, so that 
the stone now appears as in inscription No. 2 — 

Washington Aqueduct, 
Begun A. D. 1853; President of the U. S., Franklin Pierce: 

Secretary of War, 

Building A. D. 1861; President of U. S., Abraham Lincoln; 
Secretary of War, Simeon Cammeron. 
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*'If it was Secretary Smith's intention to prevent the association of 
the name of Jefferson Davis with this great structure, he failed ut- 
terly; for if the name had been left on it mig^t have been a cause of 
remark by visitors^ but the great majority would soon have forgotten ; 
but now the blank space causes much interested comment on the 
uame that was there, because of the very effort to erase it. 

"The bridge bears another inscription, placed there in 1861 by 
Meigs, as follows : 

Union Arch; 

Chief Engineer, Capt. Montgomrey C. Meign, 

U. S. Corps of Engineers. 

Esto Perpetua. 

"In spite« however, of his effort to have his great work known as 
•Union Arch,' the whole engineering world, as well as every one in 
Washington and vicinity, knows it only as the 'Cabin John* Bridge." 
—The Postmasters U. S. M. Advocate, April, 1901.

Frank H. Montgomery, M. D., is associated professor of skin, 
genito-urinary and venereal diseases, at Bush Medical College, 111.,' 
and in connection with Prof. Hyde ; has recently published a large 
medical work on venereal diseases, which is highly spoken of by the 
medical journals. 

"Sir Bobert Montgomery, LL. D., bom in Ireland, 1809, edu- 
cated at Foyle College, Londonderry, and in 1828 appointed to the 
service of the East India Company ; in 1853 was appointed judicial 
commissioner, superintendent of prisons and director-general of po- 
lice for the province of the Punjaub. For his services in the Indian 
mutiny and in quelling the disturbances in the Oude, of which he 
had been made chief commissioner in 1858, he was thanked by Par- 
liament and knighted. From 1859 to 1865 he was lieutenant-gover- 
nor of the Punjaub. In 1868 he was made a member of the council 
for India." — International Cyclopedia, page 174. 

Ecclesiastical. — Montgomery, Bev. Henry E., D. D., x>a8tor of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Incarnation, New Jersey 
City, died Oct. 16, 1874, in his 50th year. 

Political. — Montgomery, John G., member of Congress from the 
12th district of Pennsylvania, died in Danville, Pa., April 24, 1857; 
said to have been a victim of the National Hotel disease which 
caused so much alarm and loss of life just before this date. 

Montgomery. William, died at Washington, Pa., April 28, 1870, 
at the age of 51 ; bom at Canton, Bradford county, 1819; educated 
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at Washington College, studied law, was admitted to the law in 
1832 and was a member of Congress in 1856-1860; was the author of 
the Critenden-Montgomery amendment, which was intended as a 
sedative measure on the slavery question. 

Virginia Convention, Vol. 2, page 366. — ^There was a James 
Montgomery, from Washington oounty, in the Virginia Convention 
of 1788. 

Alexander Montgomery was a Grand Master Mason in Virginia 
in 1779, and a very prominent man. 

I find that in the convention of 1788, Virginia; Walter Crockett 
was a delegate from Montgomery oounty. This is probably the man 
that my father was named for, as be was bom in that county in 1784 
and named Walter Crockett Montgomery. —D. B. M. 

Montgomery, James, pioneer, bom in Ashtabula county, Ohio, 
Dec. 22, 1814, died in Linn oounty, Kan., Dec. 6, 1871. He came 
with his family in early life to Kentucky and taught, ultimately be- 
coming a Campbellite preacher. Later he devoted himself to farm- 
ing, but in 1854 went to southern Kansas, where he was^ one of the 
earliest settlers. His residence in Linn county was bumed by the 
Missourians in 1856, and this resulted in his taking an active part 
in the disturbances that followed. The retaliatory visits into Mis- 
souri were frequently led by him, and his discretion, courage and 
acknowledged ability gained for him the confidence and support of 
the southern counties. His enrolled company included nearly 500 
men, all of whom were old residents of the territory and consequently 
familiar with the peculiar mode of fighting that was followed on the 
border. Captain Montgomery was one of the acknowl^ged leaders 
of the free-state cause during 1857-61. Next to John Brown he was 
more feared than any other, and a contemporary sketch of the "Kan- 
sas Hero," as be was then called, says: "Notwithstanding every in- 
centive to retaliate actuates them to demand blood for blood, yet 
Montgomery is able to control and direct them. He truly tempers 
Justice with mercy, and he has always protected women and children 
from harm, and has never shed blood except in conflict or self-de- 
fense." In 1857 he represented his county in the Kansas senate, 
and at other times he was a member of the legislature. At the be- 
ginning of the late war he was made colonel of the 10th Kansas Vol- 
unteers, but soon afterward was given command of the 1st North 
Carolina Colored Volunteers. These troops he led on a raid from 
Hilton Head into Georgia in July, 1863, and at the battle of Olus- 
tee, Fla., on the 20th of February, 1864, was one of the few officers 
that escaped with their lives. Horace Greely says of his regiment 
and the 54th Massachusetts, "It was admitted that these regiments 
had saved our little army from being routed. " At the close of the 
war he returned to Kansas and passed the last years of his life at his 
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home in Linn county. —A ppleton*B Cyclopedia, Vol. 4 page 369. See

•'William Reading Montgomery, 1801-1871, born in New Jersey, 
graduated at West Point 1825 and was apx>ointed to the infantry. 
He served on the westem and Canadian border, and through the 
Florida and Mexican wars. He was breveted major for gallantry at 
Palo Alto and Eesaca-de-la-Palma. At Malino de Rey he led his 
regiment after the death of its senior officers, and was dangerously 
wounded. After further service in Texas and the West he resigned 
from the army in 1855. On the outbreak of the Rebellion he raised 
a regiment of volunteers from his native state. For his gallantry at 
Bull Run he was made a brigadier-general. He was military gover- 
nor, at various times, of .Alexandria, Annapolis and Philadelphia, 
but resigned his commission from ill health in 1864." 

JOHN MONTGOMERY, 

Governor of New York, was a native of Ayershire, Scotland. 
He was bred a soldier and was at one period aid to George II. He 
was a court favorite, governor of the bed-chamber and master of the 
mint. For several years he was a member of Parliament for Ayer- 
shire. In 1727 he was appointed governor of New York and New 
Jersey, in the place of Burnett, and continued in office from the time 
of his arrival in April, 1728, to his death at New York, July 1, 1731. 

Tiie A. Charter was granted to the city of New Jersey by this 
John Montgomery, captain -general and governor- in -chief of New 
York and the province of New Jersey and the territories depending 
thereon in America, and vice-admiral of the same, under George II., 
dated Jan. 15, 1730. It extended the Dougan charter and was in 
force until 1830, a period of one hundred years. 

MONTGOMEEYS OF AMERICA. 
Mrs. Mary S. P. Guild, of North Cambridge, Mass., who pub- 
lished in 1892 a book of genealogies of several families, including 
some Montgomerys, in a letter to H. P. Montgomery of George- 
town, Ky., written June 17, 1898, sa3rs that John Montgomery, who 
came to America about 1719 and married a Strobridge, had a large 
family— seven sons and five daughters. One of the sons was named 
John, who married Margaret Heney, 1771. The names of his chil- 
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dren were: Bobert, John, Thomas, William, Samuel and Hugh; 
Mar^ret, Marv, Jean and Rebecca. The names of the six sons firsl 
mantioned are identical with the names of six of the sons of Hugh 
Montgomery, who is Eiupposed to have settled in Soanoke county, 
Va., in 1718. Mrs. Guild further says that the Montgomerys in 
this county are a host, and no attempt, to my knowledge, has ever 
been made to trace them. Mrs. Guild's genealogy starts out with 
William Montgomery, who settled in New Jersey in 1701-2, and goes 
back 27 generations to Roger de Montgomery of Normandy, on about 
the same tine as that given by Fraser, Paterson, Thomas, H. Mont- 
gomery and others. 

SOME EARLY MONTGOMERYS IN THE UNITED STATES. 
On page<« 176 to 186, MaoLean's Highlanders, we find an ac- 
count of the efforts of Captain Lanchlin Campbell to colonize northern 
New York— Washington county— with one hundred families on 100,- 
000 acres of land, in 1734; and when he had succeeded in landing 85 
families the authorities refused to comply with their part of the con- 
tract. Mr. Campbell died of a broken heart In 1764, descendants 
by petition secured some of these lands in allotments of from 200, 
to 600 acres on certain conditions. Among these allotments we find 
one made to Hugh Montgomery of 200 acres, and one to Alexander 
Montgomery of 600 acres. These men or their ancestors must have 
been of the 85 families that came over in 1734. 

COLONEL ARCHIBALD MONTGOMERY IN THE FRENCH 

AND INDIAN WAR. 

(Drawn from MacLean's Highlanders in America.) 

'*The regiment known as "Montgomery's Highlanders" (77th) 
took the name from its commander, Archibald Montgomery, son of 
the earl of Eglinton. Being very popdiar among the Highlanders, 
Montgomery very soon raised the requisite body of men who were 
formed into thirteen companies of one hundred and five, rank and 
file, each ; making in all fourteen hundred and sixty effective men, 
including sixty-five sergeants and thirty pipers and drummers. 
The colonel's commission was dated January 4, 1757. 

'*The regiment embarked at Greenoch for Halifax immediately 
on its organization. It lauded at Halifax June 1857. This rai- 
ment was in the expedition against Fort Djquesne, undertaken by 
Gen. John Forbes. 

"In 1759 we find the regiment in New York, under command of 
General Amhurst, who had succeeded Abercrombie as commander-in 
chief. They were to reduce Ticonderoga and Crown Point, and then 
effect a junction with Wolf at Quebec. 

"At the close of the year 1761, Montgomery's regiment in com* 
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pany with ten other regiments embarked for Barbadoes, there to 
join an armament against Martinique and Havana. After the sur- 
render of Havana Montgomery's Highlanders embarked for New 
York, which they reached Oct. 1762. In the summer of 1763 a de* 
tachment of Montgomery's regiment was sent to the relief of Fort 
Pit, which was besieged by the Indians. Montgomery's forces suf- 
fered severe losses in common with the others in the surprise at Bushy 
Bun. 

"Montgomery, with 600 of his own regiment and 600 Soyal 
Americans, was sent to reduce the Cherokees, who were committing 
cruelties against the settlement. The force embarked at New York 
in April. Montgomery for a while swept everything before him ; 
and Washington in discussing his campaign said: *What may be 
Montgomery's fate in the Cherokee country I cannot readily deter- 
mine. It seems he has made a prosperous beginning, having pene- 
trated into the heart of the country, and he is now advancing his 
troops in high health and spirits to the relief of Fort London. But 
let him be wary; he has a crafty, subtle enemy to deal with that 
may give him most trouble when he least expects it'— Spek's Writ- 
ings of Washington, Vol. 11, page 832; quoted by MacLean in 
Highlanders of America. 

Soon after this Montgomery met with severe losses in an engage- 
ment with the Indians and ordered an immediate retreat to New 
York, and this in the face of the earnest entreaty of the General As- 
sembly not to leave the path of duty in defending the settlers. 
Leaving four companies of Royal Scots, he sailed for Halifax by 
way of New York, saying: "I cannot help the people's fears." 

"Afterwards, in the House of Commons, he acted as one who 
thought the Americans factious in peace and feeble in war. 

After his return to England he became equery to the queen in 
1763, and governor of Dunbartan Castle in 1764. In 1767 he became 
colonel of the 51st regiment and became an earl. In May, 1772, he 
became major-general, and in 1777 lieutenant-general. He died a 
general in the army, Oct 30 ,1796. — Coney Wilson's Orderly Book, 
page 17. 

"COMMODORE JOHN BERRING MONTGOMERY 
"Was bom Nov. 17, 1794, and married in 1821 Mary, daughter of 
William Henry, of New York. He entered the United States navy, 
June 4, 1812. just a fortnight before the declaration of war by Con- 
gress against Great Britain, and served throughout1;hat war, being 
present at the battle on Lake Erie, under Commodore Perry, Sept. 
10, 1813. Subsequently he was with Commodore Decatur in the ex- 
pedition against Algiers. More recently, while stationed on the 
coast in command of the Portsmouth, the war with Mexico broke out. 
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and io 1846 be took posseasion for the United States gOTemment of 
the town and harbor of San Francisco* During his stay here he was 
drawn into a oontroTersj with the British commander on that station 
in regard to some alleged violations of the blockade, which he con- 
ducted with such skill and firmness as eventually to win from the 
British government a very laudatory notice of the course pursued by 
him."— T. H. Montgomery History, pages 111-112. 

General John Montgomery was bom in New Hampshire, 1764, 
and during the war of 1812 he was brigadier-general of the New 
Hampshire forces stationed at Portsmouth. He died Feb. 24, 1825. 
— ^T. H. Montgomery History, page 153. 

COLONEL JOHN MONTGOMERY. 

Dr. John T. Graham's article which appeared in the Enterprise 
of Wytheville, Va., 1895, says that Heitman's Historical Register 
says Col. John Montgomery commanded a Virginia regiment in the 
Revolutionary War from 1778 to 1781. He was a remarkable man in 
that his very presence among the dispirited, home-sick soldiers in- 
spired new life and fresh courage and a readiness to push forward in 
the campaign. He was with Gen. Ben Logan in Kentucky, and 
with Gen. George Rogers Clark in bis Illinois campaign, and was 
also in command of a regiment in 1794 against the Creeks and Cher- 
okees, and took part in the decisive battle of Nickagach, Tenn. 

Ramsey's Tennessee, page 666, says Montgomery county, in 
Tennessee, was named in honor of Col. John Montgomery in 1796; 
also says that he was a native of Virginia. He emigrated early to 
the West and became a member of the North Carolina legislature 
and also of the convention of that state which ratified the constitu- 
tion of the United States. Besides the civil appointments which he 
filled, he was colonel of the state militia of his county and led more 
than two hundred of his fellow soldiers in the Nickagach campaign. 
He was a patriot and hero, and lost his life in giviug protection to 
the frontier. He was killed and scalped by a party of Indians on 
the 27th of November, 1794. He was living in Tennessee county, 
Tenn., at this time, which county was divided in 1796 into Mont- 
gomery and Robertson counties. So far I have no information as to 
what family Col. John Montgomery belonged but his troops were 
raised in the Holston country, Va., at the time he served with Logan 
and Clark, which indicates that he probably belonged to some of 
the Holston families. 

EARLY TENNESSEE MONTGOMERYS. 

William Montgomery was a member of the first legislature of 
Tennessee, in 1796, from Sumner county. 

James Montgomery was a justice of the peace in Washintgon 
county, Tenn., appointed by the authorities of North Carolina, 1787. 
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GENERAL RICHARD MONTGOMERY. 

The following account is taken from a letter written by Mrs. 
Mary E. Bankston, nee Mont^^miery, of Rinii^ld, Ga., to H. P, 
Montgomery of GeorgtoAvn, Ky., 1901: 

Richard Montgomery was born in Ireland in 1737, a descendant 
of an ancient and honorable family. After receiving a lijt^eral edu- 
cation he entered the army. In his 21st year we find him holding 
the rank of captain in the 17th British regiment ander General 
Moncton. 

He had borne a full share in all the American wars and in the 
reduction of Canada, and had therefore no common claims to pro> 
motion; but although his military abilities were highly distin- 
f^uished, war and conquest had no other charms to him than as the 
means of peace to mankind. In 1770 his country was blessed with 
peace, and he immediately resigned his commission and emigrated 
to these shores. He selected a delightful spot on the banks of the 
Hudson river in New York and married a daughter of Judge. Liv- 
ingston of that state and retired from the bustle of a noisy world. 
He gave full scope to his philosophical spirit and taste for rural ele- 
gance. When the unlawful hand of authority was stretched forth, 
Montgomery was ready to exchange his peaceful groves for the 
tented field. From that fatal day in which the first American blood 
was spilled by the hands of the British, and the better genius of the 
empire turned abhorrent from the strife of death among the children, 
our hero chose his part. He was appointed a major-general, the sec- 
ond in rank of eight who were chosen by Congress in 1775. His 
principles of loyalty remained unshaken. Montgomery did not 
hesitate to accept the commission, praying at ijie same time that 
Heaven might speedily reunite us in every land of affliction and in- 
terest. He was entrusted jointly with General Schuyler with the 
expedition against Canada, Nov. 8, 1775; and it wan exactly suited 
to the genius of Montgomery. He understood the blessings of a 
free governeut and could display them with captivating eloquence. 
After capturing Fort Chamblee, St. Johns surrendered to him and 
the governor of Montreal abandoned that city to his victorious arms. 
Being joined by Arnold with a body of well-disciplined troops from 
New England, he laid siege to Quebec on the first of December. He 
was now on the same plain which had been consecrated by the blood 
of Wolf. Here Montgomery won his earliest laurels. Owing to the 
small size of his guns, the bombardment produced no effect and he 
was compelled to make an attempt to storm the garrison. He passed 
the first barrier and was about to attack the second, when a fatal 
shot released his gallant spirit and united him with the glorious 
command whose fame he emulated. 

We have ample testimony in the campaign against Quebec in 
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the year 1775 by John Joseph Henry. He was under the cnmmand 
of Montgomery, and being taken by the enemy had an opportunity 
of witnessing the honors that were paid to his memory. 

Carlton had, in our former wars with the French, been the 
friend and fellow soldier of Montgomery. Through political opin- 
ions they separated, but yet were on friendly terms. To express the 
high sense entertained by his country of his serrioes, Congress di- 
rected that a monument of white marble be erected, with the follow- 
ing inscription, which was executed by Mr. Casiners of Paris and 
placed in front of St. Paul's church, in New York: 

This Monument was erected by order of Congress, to trans- 
mit to posterity a grateful remembrance of the patriotism, 
conduct, enterprise and perseverance of Major - Oeneral 
Richard Montgomery, who« after a series of successes amidst 
the most discouraging difficulties, fell in an attack on 
Quebec, Dec. 31, 1775, aged 39 years. 

MONGOMERYS OP VIRGINIA. 
'Lieutenant James Montgomery was in the Revolutionary War, 
in a Virginia regiment, 1778 to 1781; died 1809. It is believed he 
married a Crockett; had two daughters— Mary, and Elizabeth 
Crockett Montgomery, the latter bom in Wythe county, Va., May 
17, 1804; died Aug. 26, 1824, and buried in Princeton, Ey. She 
married Thomas JeflFerson Flourney, who was born in Powhatan 
county, Va., Jan. 15, 1800; died in Clinton, Iowa, 1882. Their 
children were: 

1, Lafayette Montgomery Flourney, bom in Powhatan county, 
Va., Sept. 19, 1820; died in Spokane, Washington, June 1900. 

2, David Flourney, born in Wythe county, Va., 1822, died 1854. 

3, Marcella Elizabeth Flourney, born in Wythe county, Va., 
1823, in 1895; living with Mrs. James Van Deventer, in Enoxville, 
Tenn. ; never married. 

IN THE NAME OF GOD, AMEN: I, James Montgomery, 
of the County of Wythe, State of Virginia, being advanced in years, 
frail in body, but of a sound and disposing mind and memory, do 
make and declare this to be my last will and testament in manner 
and form following, to-wit: 

In the first place, I will that all my just debts be paid, which 
are but few and none of magnitude, out of those debts due to me, 
immediately after my decease, by my executor or executors hereafter 
nominated and appointed, should there not be a sufficiency, so much 
of my personal estate, such as horses and cattle (negroes particularly 
excepted) as will be sufficient, sold at a reasonable credit, and the 
money arising from such sales applied to aforesaid uses. I leave 
and devise unto my beloved wife, Cynthia Montgomery, the one- 
third part I am in possession of, and hold in jointing with my 
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brother Joseph Montgomery, including the mansion house, together 
with one^third part oF all my other estate, negroes, horses, cattle, 
hogs, sheep, household, furniture, money, during her natural life ; 
the other two-thirds of my estate I will unto my two daughters, 
Mary W. Montgomery and Elizabeth C. Montgomery, and their 
heirs forever, to receive all rents and proceeds arising from aforesaid 
estate. Again, I leave unto my two daughters aforesaid* after the 
death of their mother, all and singular my estate, real and personal, 
of every description whatsoever, unto my two daughters, Mary W. 
Montgomery and Elizabeth C. Montgomery, and their heirs forever, 
equally. Again, I will, in case any dispute should arise in the di- 
vision of my property between themselves or their mother or the|r 
husbands or legal representatives, such dispute or disputes shall be 
settled from time to time by three or four disinterest men ap- 
pointed by Wythe court. Again I will, should it appear to my axeo- 
utor or executors that hiring my negroes, all but what will be suffi* 
icent to till the plantation I live on, the same be hired out, and tbi) 
money put to interest. Again I will, at such times as it should ap- 
pear to my executor or executors that the increse of the stock of 
horses, cattle, hogs, etc., should become burthensome (negroes ex- 
cepted) sold, and the money put to interest as aforesaid, only reserv* 
ing what may be sufficient to clothe, educate and bring up my said 
daughters in a genteel manner. Again, I will and devise, should 
either of my daughters die without issue, the whole estate to de- 
scend to the survivor ; in case both should die without issue, the 
whole to descend to my nephew, James Montgomery, son of my 
brother Joseph Montgomery, and his heirs and legal representatives 
forever. Lastly and finally, I do nominate, constitute, appoint, my 
beloved wife, Cynthia Montgomery, my nephew, Samuel Montgom- 
ery, son of my brother John Montgomery, deceased, and Gordon 
Cloyd and Bobert Sproull, my executors to this my last will and tes- 
tament, revoking all former wills and testments by me made, and do 
declare this to be my last will and testament. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto subscribed my 
name and affixed my seal, this 12th day of December, 1808.

CHAPTER XVII. 

COLONIAL, PRENCH-ANDJNDIAN AND REVOLUTIONAfiy 
SEBVICES IN VIRGINIA. 

I have made dili^nt inquiries after these matters, for myself 
and several other parties, and find that the record oonoeming the 
services of the soldiers in the Revolutionary War is very imperfect. 
A. G. Quisenberry, a genealogical expert, of Washington, D. C, 
confirms the statement made by Judge H. P. Montgomery on page 
54, to the effect that there were 300 or 400 Montgomerys in the 
Revolutionary War. ''It would probably be a tedious and expen- 
sive undertaking to get an account of all of them, even if the records 
were all accessible, and they axe not. Searches of the knid you wish 
will cost you $5.00 a day." 

I finally secured the services of Mr. R. A. Brock, ex-secretary of 
the Southern Historical Society of Richmond. Ya., and he is consid- 
ered one of the best-informed men along this line in the United 
States. It is questionable if the records of the War Department at 
Washington, D. C will give more information on the subject than 
I obtained from Mr. Brock. I have consulted the records at Wash- 
ington, through the kindness and with the assistance of the Honor- 
able James A. Hemenway, member of Congress from this district, 
and will give the information thus obtained in connection with that 
received from Mr. Brock. There is no question but what there were 
quite a number of Montgomerys, as well as hundreds of others who 
were in the Revolutionary War, of whom there is not a line of record 
concerning this sevice. The names on record seem to be largely 
those who went on by proof after the war was over, in obtaining land 
warrants and pensions. 

Besides all this, it is quite a difficult task to bring up the proof 
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that we are the direct desoendani of the names we find on record. 

Then afcain, the traditions in our families may not be correct. 
Some of the older ones took part in the French and Cndian War, and 
the younger ones in the Revolutionary. Nearly all able-bodied men 
in the United States of those times took some part in one or the other 
of these wars. Yet we overlook the services in the French and In- 
dian War and are anxious to believe that all our ancestors were in 
the Revolutionary War. 

The tradition in our family is that there were seven brothers in 
the family to which my great-grandfather belonged, and that all 
took part in the Revolutionary War. I firmly believe this is true, 
but I have not been able to find proof to satisfactorily establish this 
fact, only in the case of one John Montgomery; his family, I be- 
lieve, could establish this fact. I find all these names on record — 
one a colonel, one a captain, one a lieutenant; but there is no tradi- 
tion in our family that any of these brothers were officers. 

Then, again, the residence does not correspond with the known 
residence of our family at that day. I have written this in order that 
all those anticipating Revolutionary records will see the difficulties 
in the way of an investigation of these matters. 

We give place to Mr. Brock's letter to us after he had looked up 
this matter concerning the Montgomerys in the state of Virginia : 



Richmond, Va., March 28, 1901. 
D. B. Montgomery, Owensville, Ind. 

Dear Sir: Inclosed, you will find the work of a more compre- 
hensive delineation than I contemplated or you stipulated. 

1 may state as to the land grants that at first the colonists were 
practically the servants of the Virginia Company. Later they were 
allowed grants of 50 acres each, and then grants were made on those 
brought to the colony as settlers on transports, 50 acres for each. 
These were transferable and were called "land rights." Later 
still, grants were made on the payment of the consideration of 10 
shilling per one hundred acres. The state of Virginia granted 
bounty lands for services in the French and Indian Wars and the 
Revolutionary War. The general government, alter the conclusion 
of the war, offered to settle all the claims for pay due the soldiers 
from the several states. These records are in the pension rolls bu- 
reau.

Thomas Montgomery served as a lieutenant in Capt. John Mar- 
tin's company of Clark's Illinois regiment of Virginia state troops, 
on the late Indian expedition under the command of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral George Bogers Clark, Bevolutionary War; joined (Jet. 22, 1782; 
discharged Nov. 26, 1782; number of days in service, 36. 
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Hugh Montf^omerr served as a private in Captain Arthur 
Smith's company, 4th Virginia regiment, commanded by Col. 
Thomas Elliot, in the Revolutionary War. Commencement of pay, 
April 1, 1777 ; term of enlistment, two years. His name last appears 
on the roll for February 1778^ with remarks. IMschai^ed Feb. 15. 

Bobert Montgomery, no information. 

Joseph Montgomery, no information. 

John Montgomery served as a private in Captain Arthur Smith's 
company, 4th Virginia regiment. Revolutionary War, August, 1777. 
Term of enlistment, two years. Discharged Feb. 15, 1778. 

The War Department further says: "It is proper to add, how- 
ever, that the collection of Revolutionary War records in this office 
IS far from complete, and that the absence therefrom of any name is 
by no means conclusive evidence that the person who bore the name 
did not serve in the Revolutionary army. It is suggested as a pos- 
sibility that the desired information may be obtained from the sec- 
retary of the Virginia Historical Society, Richmond, Va."

Possibly this Montgomery may be of the same family as Robert. 
The state of Virginia issued land grants for services in the Rev- 
olution. I suggest that your correspondent communicate with the 
state authorities; also the Virginia Historical Society.

MONTGOMERYS OP SOUTH CAROLINA, TENNESSEE, 
MISSOURI, AND OTHER STATES. 

It is believed that George Montgomery, earl of Eglinton, had 
three sons — George, Hugh and William. Bancroft gives an account 
of George Montgomery, afterwards Lord Eglinton, who came to 
America in 1760 and was active in the Indian war of the South. It 
is supposed his younger brothers. Hugh and William, came to 
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South Carolina about 1780. In the annalB of Newberry, S. C, by 
O'Neal, 1868, an account is f^iven of Hugh and William Montgom- 
ery and Patriok Bradley being fined in the February term of court 
(1797) for assault and contempt of court; the two former |60 each, 
the latter S20. This would indicate, from the size of the fine, that 
they were well connected and rather wealthy. Nothing more is 
known of this Hugh Montgomery. But William (some say John) 
had three sons, who came with him to America: 

1, John, probably born in 1770, had six sons, whose families 
eettled in South Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Alabama. Thomas, 
born probably in 1772, left no sons. Robert, the youngest of these 
three sons, was born about 1774 ; married Esther Spence. He died 
1820, leaving six sons and two daughters: 1, Andrew, who died in 
infancy. 2, John Montgomery, died many years ago, leaving one 
son, John Calvin Montgomery, who is now (1903), living at Verona, 
Marshall county, Tenn. Has been twice married ; has several sons 
— Bobert, James and Granville. 3, Thomas Montgomery, born 
Jan. 26, 1808, married Mary Fleming, Nov. 20, 1828; moved to Mid- 
dle Tennessee, 1844. During the Civil War he was loyal to the 
Union and had to leave the South, so he journeyed north until he 
reached Bloomfield, Iowa. Owing to the rigorous climate of that 
state he could not survive long; he died March 2, 1864, and is 
buried at Bloomfield, la. He was a large land and slave owner in 
Bedford county, Tenn. He had nine children ; the six sons all be- 
came prominent men : 

1, Robert S. Montgomery, bom at Newberry, S. C, Nov. 30, 
1829; lives at Palmetto, Tenn.; married Susan Dening Bryant, 
March 13, 1855. She was bom Aug. 29, 1831; died April 19, 1881; 
children eight: 1, Alice E. Montgomery, born July 3, 1856; mar- 
ried J. Frank Tilman, registrar of the U. S. treasury under Cleve- 
land's last administration. She has three boys, aged 23, 8 and 4 
years. 2, Mary Montgomery, bom Oct. 11, 1858, died June 15, 
1864. 3, James D. Montgomery, bom Oct. 3, 1860, died March 26, 
1862. 4, Thomas A. Montgomery, born July 31, 1863, died Dec. 24, 
1890. 5, Lillie Montgomery, bom Feb. 15, 1866, married Dr. F. C. 
Bansom and has one son and two daughters. 6, Dening Montgom- 
ery, born March 12, 1871, lives in Washington, D. C. ; married and 
faas one son. 7, Gertrude Montgomery, bom Oct. 9, 1873, married 
Boss A. Woods and has one daughter. 8, Hobert H. Montgomery, 
born Jan. 23, 1876, lives in Oswego, Kansas; married— no children. 

2, Sarah Elizabeth Montgomery, bom Feb. 26, 1833, married 
Samuel Carpenter, who embarked in the mercantile business 1855 at 
Palmetto, Tenn., with his brother-in-law, Bobert S. Montgomery, 
above. During the Civil War they had to leave the South also, and 
with his father and family settled at Bloomfield, Iowa. Peter Car- 
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penter, his father, died in Iowa, as did also his fother-in-Iaw. 
''Thus these two old patriots sleep side by side because of their 
loyalty to their country and flag/' Robert P. Carpenter, of the 
Deeming investment company, Oklahoma City, Okla., is a son of 
Elizabeth Montgomery-Carpenter.

Andrew Montgomery, born 1824, the youngest son of Robert

years. He was a minister in the United Presbyterian church. His 
son, Prof. S. A. Montgomery, was for some years principal of the 
GrayvilK 111., schools. He died in 1880. 

J. Knox Montgomery, the only living son of Rev. Andrew Mont- 
l^omery, is also a minister in the United Presbyterian church. He is 
a radical third-party Prohibitionist, and stumped the state of Ohio for 
governor on that ticket in 1900. Hs home at that time was Cincin- 
nati, Ohio. He had formerly been pastor of a church in Chicago. 
The last I heard of him he was living in Asherville, N. C. He is a 
well-known lecturer. Some of his subjects are '* Help Somebody,'' 
*'Cain, Pharaoh, and Company," "The Church that Gets There," 
etc. I have seen many complimentary notices of his ability as a 
lecturer. He has three children: 1, John Knox, Jr., now (1901) 7 
years old: 2, Don Alonzo, five years old; 3, son, born May 15, 1900 — 
not yet named, but there is talk of naming him Frank S., for F. S. 
Montgomery of Sheapard, Ohio. 

MONTGOMERYS OF SOUTH CAROLINA, MISSISSIPPI AND 
OTHER STATES. 

(By Mrs, Judge G. Q. Hall of Meridian, Miss.) 
The earliest knowledge we have of the Montgomerys is of their 
residence, in County Ayr, Scotland. After the revolutionary times 
of that country, we next hear of them in the North of Ireland ; and 
it was from old Ireland that they emigrated to America and became 
the ancestors of the numerous families of that name now scattered 
all over these United States. 

There has come down to us somehow, from somewhere in the 
dim distance, a tradition that the name originated from a Mount 
Goma, supposed to to be in Scotland, but not on the map of this 
day. The inhabitants of that community were called Mountgomas; 
and this was perverted into Montgomery. See page 11. 

This sketch is intended to treat of that branch of the family 
which emigrated to America about 1666— three brothers : William, 
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Hu^h and Bobert Montgomery. They landed and resided in Vir- 
ginia, near Jamestown. Their descendants sought '*otber fields 
and pastures new." So later we iind, in what is known as the old 
Waxbaw settlement of South Carolina, a family of six brothers — 
Alexander, Sobert, Joseph, Hugh. William and Samuel — sons of a 
Hugh Montgomery, who to the best of our knowledge is traced as a 
son of William, the emigrant of 1666. 

This family bad accumulated considerable wealth in South Car- 
olina, for those times, but their estates were devastated by the 
British and Tories. 

Alexander was the first of this family to leave his native state to 
better his fortune. He first went to Tennessee, then to Mississippi^ 
SD 1782, when that state was a Spanish province, and settled in what 
was known as the Natchez district. Here he prospered and accum- 
ulated much wealth, and occupied high iK>sitions among his fellow 
men, as will be seen in Ciaibourne's History of Mississippi, p. 230. 

His first wife was a daughter of Bichard King, whom he mar- 
ried in 1797. The issue of that marriaeg was: 1, Clarissa, who mar- 
ried Judge Whitney of Jefferson county, and who has left numer- 
ous descendants. 2, Samuel K., who lived near Natchez; died with 
Yellow fever in 1848, leaving no descendants. Next was A. B. 
Franklin who also died with yellow fever in 1823. The next child 
was Louisiana. 

Alexander's second wife was Lydia Swayze. Of this marriage 
two children reached maturity: Hon. Prosper £., of Jefferson 
county, who raised a large family and had several sons in the Con- 
federate Army. He was a very bright man and possessed a wonder- 
ful memory, but was delicate in health all his life. He was of a very 
affectionate disposition and truly devoted to {lis family, and well 
versed in the history of the Montgomery family. Mrs. J. M. Hickey 
of Greenville. Miss., a granddaughter of his, promised a sketch of 
his descendants, but it has not reached me in time to be included in 
this connection. 

The other son of Alexander is and James Jefferson, who was the 
father of Judge Frank A. Montgomery, now residing at JRosedale, 
Miss., in his 73rd year. He was a colonel in the Civil War, in Ist 
Mississippi cavalry, Armstrong's brigade; member of the legislature 
from 1880 to '96, and one term judge of Fourth Court Circuit Dis- 
trict of Mississippi. He was twice sent by his state to Washington, 
D. C, to urge before Congress the importance of the government 
looking after the levees of the Mississippi river. He is the author 
of " Bexhinisuences of a Mississippian in Peace and War." This is 
a book of 305 pages, which it will pay any one to purchase and read. 

He has an interesting family of nine children : Three sons — 
Jefferson, Frank and Joseph, ail lawyers ; six daughters— Martha,

tbe wife o! State Senator K H. Moore; Harriet the wife of Dr. 
John Dulanev: Tiilie, Lotie, Fadjie, and Anna. 

The Alexander Moatgfomery heretofore mentioned was followed 
to Mississippi by four of his brothers— Robert, Joseph, William, 
and Samuel — but at diflPerent periods. Hugh, the remaining 
brother, settled in Georgia, and his posterity was lost sight of by 
the rest of the family. 

William was the father of W. Pinkney Montgomery, who has 
numerous descendants, many of whom are settled in the Missis- 
sippi Delta, and are men of sterling worth and integrity: also one 
son, Eugene, of Natohez, Miss. Of the descendants of Robert and 
Joseph, this writer knows nothing. 

Samuel Montgomery, one of the six brothers, was bom iu South 
Carolina in 1764. He married Nelly Steen of that state, and three 
tjhildreu were born to them : Nelly, Hugh and James. About 1790, 
Samuel and family moved to Kentucky. This trip was made over- 
land, principally on horseback. It must be remembered that at 
that day people traveled in companies or caravans, as the country 
was wild and filled with savages. Many were the skirmishes this 
company had with the Indians on their tedious trip. Samuel's res- 
idence in Kentucky was for about 13 years. Soon after reaching 
that state he lost his first wife, and thereafter married Margaret 
Crockett (born 1770), a daughter of Andrew Crockett (bom 1747) and 
Mary McKin (born 1753). of Tennessee. Of this marriage, while 
still in Kentucky, were bom Andrew (1792), Mary (1794), Elizabeth 
(1796), John (1798), Eli (1800). In 1803, Samuel and family moved 
to Mississippi, coming down the Mississippi river on a flat-boat 
The fourth son. Alexander, by the second marriage, was bom on 
the boat, before they landed at Natchez. After reaching Missis- 
sippi three daughters were born: Tennessee (1805), Jane (1807), 
Sophia (1809). 

Samuel purchased a plantation about 15 miles east of Natchez, 
and only about 9 miles from Washington, then the seat of govern- 
ment of the Territory; the center of culture and refinement. Con- 
flicting land titles attracted many lawyers to this place, and it was 
the haunt of politicians. It was noted for its wine parties and din- 
ners, not unusually followed by a duel, the code of honor in those 
days. Samuel prospered in this new and rich country, raised a fam- 
ily of twelve children, and died about 1828. He represented his 
county in the legislature in 1821-22. The children of Samuel mar- 
ried as follows : 

Nelly Steen married a Mr. Crow; several children. 

Mery. daughter of the second marriage, married Isaac Briscoe; 
nine children. 

Tennessee married Dr. Penquite ; two children. 
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Jaoe married William Ck>lliDs; four children^ 

Sophia h married John Cameron. 

Elizabeth married laaao Selser in 1812. He came from PeDn- 
»yl7ania to Mississippi about 1800. 

Elizabeth was a woman of great force of character, possessed a 
^ood knowledge of medicine, and as physicians were scarce then in 
Mississippi she often ministered to her sick neighbors, for sweet 
charity's sake, as doctor, nurse and general advisor. They resided 
in Adams county, at what is still known as "Old Selser Town.'' 
About 1825 they moved to Hinds county and became quite wealthy, 
owning over 100 slaves. Selser represented that county in the leg- 
islature in 1852. Their children were: Alfred, who died at the 
age of 12 years; Theresa (bom 1815); Agnes Letitia (bom 1817): 
Franklin, died in infancy: Tennessee, died aged 15 years : Eliza, 
died in infancy; Elizabeth Montgomery (bom 1824); Isaac Mont- 
gomery (born 1827) ; Juletta Sophia (born 1830) ; Margaret Annie 
(bom 1832) ; James Montgomery (born 1835). 

Theresa Sf^lser married three times — P. Norris, K. Martin, and 
lastly Dr. D. B. Nailer of Warren county ; no children. 

Agnes Letitia married Dr. Rossman of N. C. ; two children — 
Bowau and Eugenia. Bowan married Irvine Halsnuth ; five chil- 
dren. Eugenia married Chas. B. Allen, a large planter of Warren 
county; seven children. 

Elizabeth M. Selser married Spencer W. Montgomery (1843), 
no relation ; one child, Mary, who married Lieutenant Wm. Noble, 
of Walker's Texas brigade, in 1865, who died in 1881. Children 
seven. One died unmarried, and the second, Edward Spencer, was 
accidentally shot when 17 years old. Third, Elizabeth Montgom- 
ery, married a Mr. Oliphant. Fourth, William Frank. Fifth, 
Mary Virginia. Sixth, Martha Frances. Seventh, Essie Etta. 

Dr. Isaac M. Selser was married twice; no children. 

Juletta Selser, a beautiful woman, married three times — First, 
Wesley Hossmau of N. C. Second, Col. A. B. Reading. Third, 
Mr. Waldrip of Mexico. She is now a widow living in Washington 
state with her only child by the first marriage, Letitia, who married 
first Mr. Vogt; four children: Albert, Mabel, Frank and Allen. 
Second marriage to Absalom Stamply; two children — Grace and 
Rossman. 

Margaret Selser married Lytleton Johnson of Brandon; six 
children : Liela, Frank, Margaret, Elfie, Howard and Arthur. 

James Montgomery Selser, youngest child of Elizabeth and 
Isaac, was born on the old plantation — **Poplar Grove," Hinds 
county : graduated from the University of Mississippi, and made a 
brave Confederate soldier in Gen. Wirt Adams' cavalry. He was a 
prosperous planter before the Civil War. In 1857 he married Kate 
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Lindsey, of Jackson, Miss., who sfill survives him. Their children 
were : Ida and Lucy, who died in infancy ; Aida, who married G. 

A. Beading; Isaac M., who married Mary Bush; Kate, who married 
C. W. Grafton ; Virginia, who married Oeoige W. Siuari first, W, 

B. Whitehead second; Theesa and James, who died in youth. 
Elizabeth M. married A. C. Lowry; two children. Frank N., Wil- 
liam L.. Susie L. and Claude, unmarried, live with their mother in 
Jackson, Miss. 

James Montgomery, son of Samuel and Nelly (Steen) Mont- 
gomery, married and moved to Texas, and have descendants in that 
state. 

Hugh, the oldest son of Samuel and Nelly, ^^as bom in South 
Carolina, 1786, married Mary Crockett (bom 1783), of Tennessee, 
the youngest sister of his step-mother. He established a home in 
Jefferson county, Mississippi, seven miles east of Fajette, the 
county seat. Here he raised a large family, and died aged 84 years. 
He was a large planter and slave-holder. He was red-headed, but 
had only one red-headed child ; but quite frequently a red-headed 
grandchild bobbed up, and to every such he presented a negro. 
The children of. the ab6ve Hugh Montgomery were: Telytha, 
Theresa, Malissa, Jane, LaFayette, Andrew Jackson, Samuel Crock- 
ett and Elizabeth. 

Telytha married Isaiah Coleman; children — EJ^as, Green, 
Christopher, and Lucilla who married first a Cameron, second Ed 
Ouice; and Ann, who married a Whitney. 

Theresa, second daughter of Hugh, married Wm. Herter; three 
children — Sallie, Bettie and Charlie. 

Malissa, third daughter, married James Montgomery (no re- 
lation) ; eight children : One daughter married Andrew Bembert, 
and left two girls — Malissa and MolJie. 

Jane, fourth duaghter, married Samuel Batcliff ; no children. 

Elizabeth died unmarried. 

LaFayette, who married Catharine Qalbreat, moved to Madison 
county, in 1835. and bought a plantation., He had no children, but 
raised seven orphans. He was a large planter and slave-holder be* 
fore the Civil War, and represented his county in the legislature in 
1882. He is still living (1903) at the age of 90, on the first home* 
stead he established. His mind is still clear and vigorous, and he 
is honored and respected by all who know him. 

Andrew Jackson, . second son of Hugh, twrn at the old home- 
stead in Jefferson county, Sept. 5, 1816, was educated at Jesuit Col- 
lege, Bardstown, Ky. He moved to Madison county in 1844 and 
bought a plantation adjoining that of his brother LaFayette, where 
he raised a family, and died Jan. 23, 1868. He was a prosperous 
planter and slave-holder. In politics he was a Whig, but after his 
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native state seceded from the Uaion his sympathies were with the 
Confederacy, and though in the field only a short time he was in the 
service of the Confederate states, and sent two sons to the front who 
came out unharmed. 

He married, first, Sarah Ann Cameron. Two sons of this mar- 
riage: Daniel Hugh, who married Lena Stuart; two children — Kate 
and Nola; Dougal Prosper, who married first Jennie Magru- 
der; four children— Emmett, Bruce, Kate, and Hugh, who is mar- 
ried to Willie Stewart — one child, Lena May. Dougal's second wife 
was Jennie Tompkins; one child, Andrew. The two brotbers, Hugh 
and Dougal, served through the Civil War; the former in 2l8t Miss. 
regiment and the latter in the 4th Miss. Andrew Jackson's seoond 
wife was Susan Latham Dixon, born 1832: was raised in Jefferson 
county, and married in Canton, Miss., in 1851 ; eight children of 
this marriage, two dying in youth— Willie and Lucy ; Kate married 
O. Q. Hall of Meridian, Miss., judge of the 10th circuit court dis- 
trict, and owner of the famous Arundel Lithia Springs; two children 
— William Montgomery of Meridian, a promising young lawyer, who 
married Isabel Urquhart Harris of Jackson, Misn., and has one child, 
Francis Urquhart; Ethelbert Barksdale, connected with the New 
Orleans & Northeastern railroad— unmarried. 

Arthur, who married Anna Mann, occupies a high position with 
the Southern Express Company at Atlanta, 6a. ; no children. 

Laura, who married Emmett Savage of Canton, Miss., has four 
children living: Lula. Kate, Herman and Arthur. 

LaFayette, prominently connected with the 111. Central railroad 
at Jackson, Miss., married first Clara Atkinson; no children living. 
Second wife, Lutie Smart, of Arkansas : two children — Catharine 
and Lafayette Hanson. 

Andrew Jennings, a planter and merchant, married first Alice 
Beard; two children— LaFayette and Arthur. Second wife. Evie 
Smith ; one child — Thomas Jones. 

Susie Dixon, unmarried, is living in South Carolina. 

Samuel Crockett Montgomery, youngest son of Hugh and Mary 
established a home one mile from his father's old homestead in Jef- 
ferson county. He was a captain in the Confederate army; married 
first Jane Kinison; two sons — Hugh and Samuel; both died without 
issue. Second wife was Mary Weatherly; six children: Charlie, 
who married Letba Scott; Bosa, who married first Samuel Ballon, 

second John Yeizer; Retta, who married McRaven; Kate, who 

married John Russum ; Clem and Russum died unmarried. 

Andrew, the fourth child of Samuel and Margaret (Crockett) 
Montgomery, married Margaret Norris ; eight children. 

John, the fifth child of Samuel and Margaret, married Sallie 
Brown; had one child, a daucrhter. 
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Eli, the sixth child, msiijried a cousin, Mary Crockett, daughter 
of Eli Crockett (born 1779), who was a son of Andrew Crockett be- 
fore mentioned. Of this marriage three children : Matilda Tulula 
and Wallace. Matilda married first Malcom Cameron ; one son — 
John, who was quite prominent in ihis state; once a popular candi- 
date for governor. Her second husband was S. S. Champion; four 
children of this marriage, none of whom survive; only one grand- 
child, a son of her youngest son. Sydney, who bears his father's 
name. Tulula married Joe Lipscome. Wallace, the only son of 
Cli and Mary Montgomery, is now living in the Mississippi Delia. 
He was a brave Confederate soldier ; married, first, Mary Denson; 
one son of this marriage, Eli, now living. Wallace married Cora 
Green in 1864; by this marriage he has two sons— William Alexan- 
der, and Robert, prominent business men of Jackson, Miss. Alex., 
as he is familiarly called, is assistant cashier of The Merchants 
Bank; married Lillian Smith of Jackson, Miss, great-gieat-nicce of 
Jefferson Davis, the Confederate president. They have two children 
— Lillian Ann and Annie Davis. 

These sons of Samuel and Margaret, mentioned, were wealthy 
planters, and men of sterling worth and integrity. 

Alexander, the youngest son — the infant born on the flat-boat — 
was a lawyer of marked ability, often measuring arms at the bar 
with the renowned S. S. Prentiss, and many times the victor. He 
was on the supreme bench of Mississippi in 1831. Be lived in 
Natchez, and in Rodney, and a few years in New Orleans. He died 
in 1878. His first wife was Margaret Gilbert, by whom he had two 
daughters. The eldest, Margaret, married Ben Roach and has one 
daughter living in Houston, Texas— Mrs. Elise Epperson. The 
youngest daughter married Honei Moss ; had two daughters : Mar- 
garet, who married Geo. E. Wilkinson of Yazoo. Mary E. who mar- 
ried Geo. S. Dawson, of Yazoo City, and has an interesting family 
of three children; one son bearing the full name of his great- 
grandfather. 

Alexander's second wife was the widow Roach, by whom he had 
no children. 

The Montgomerys, being of Scotch-Irish descent, were, gener- 
ally speaking, Presbyterians in faith— except where they had mar- 
ried into other denominations and followed their wives, religiously. 
The older set were Whigs in politics, but those of the present gener- 
ation are generally Democrats, that being the white man's party of 
the South. 

The Montgomerys are considered long-lived people, many of 
them going beyond man's allotted time — three score and ten years. 
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MONTGOMERYS OP SOUTH CABOLINA, MISSISSIPPI AND 
OTHER STATES. 

In 1773 there were amon^ the passengers of a certain ship that 
left Ireland seven Montgomerjs— four brothers and three sisters: 1. 
James; 2, David; 3, Hugh; 4, Charles; 5, Margaret; 6, Jane; 7, 
Nancy. Thej landed in Charleston, S. C, a British poet, as all the 
United States was at that time in the possession of the British. 
Martha Montgomery, another sister, left Ireland in 1775 and came 
to Wilmington, N. C., and traveled over-land to Charleston, S. C. 
Her trip was not on a railroad, as the custom is now, without danger 
or fatigue, but she spent four weeks on the road— a road that led 
through thick woods, across unbridged streams, among uncirilized 
savages and wild beasts. 

Of these brothers, James. David and Hugh married and settled 
in South Carolina, and died there. 

Charles, the other of these brothers, married Margaret Reynolds, 
an Irish girl who came to this country on the same vessel with him. 
He wooed her while on the wide, wide ocean, and received her con- 
sent to marry him. One year after reaching their adopted land 
(1774) they were married in Charleston and continued to live in 
South Carolina until their death. They had twelve children. I, 
Sarah; 2, Jane; 3, Charles, bom 1781; 4, William, bom 1783; 5, 
James; 6, John; 7, Margaret; 8, David, bora 1788; 9, Mary; 10, 
Nancy; 11, Martha; 12, Hugh, bom May 15, 1796. 

The above information is as related to E. W. Fulton by David 
Montgomery, son of Charles Montgomery, 1871. 

The older ones of the second generation of this family came over 
from Fairfield district (or county), in South Carolina, to Oktibbeha 
county, Miss., between the years 1835 and 1845, and lived near 
Starkville for many years ; and all died there but William, who 
moved to Hinds county. Miss. The descendants of these families 
are found in many parts of the South and West, as will be seen in 
the following account. 

Charles Montgomery, Jr., son of Charles, Sr., born probably 

1781 (No. 3, Gen. 2), married ; children nine: 1, James D.; 

2, Charles; 3, William T. ; 4, David F. ; 5, John T. ; 6, Samuel H.; 
7, Mary; 8. Harriett; 9. Nancy. 

James D. Montgomery, born March 13, 1809, (No. 1. Gen. 8), 
moved from Oktibbeha county to Holmes, Miss., and died there 
Sept. 1851 ; children seven : 

1, John G. Montgomery (No. 1, Gen. 4). a farmer, who has lived 
near Dumont, Miss., since 1875, and is in favorable circumstances, 
and is truly grateful for these blessings. Children seven, all of 
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whom are dead but three. Two died after they were grown, and one 
of them had a family of seven children. 

William P. Montgomery, second son of James D. Montgomery^ 
was killed near Corinth, Miss., in the Civil War, 1862. 

Samuel H. Montgomery, third son of James D. 

James fi. Montgomery, fourth child of James D. 

David F. Montgomerv, fifth child, died when about ten years 
old. 

Jane Montgomery, sixth child. 

Sarah Montgoibery, seventh child, 

William Montgoo^ery, son of Charles, Sr., bom June 16, 1783 

(No. 4, Gen. 2), first married and had one daughter, Mary 

Philipie Montgomery; second, married Rebecca Kinoaid; children 
eight: 1, Alexander K. ; 2, Sarah; 3, Spencer W. ; 4. Charles W.; 
5, Rebecca C; 6, William Franklin; 7, Ann K; 8. Hugh B* 

1, Alexander K. Montgomery, born Sept 5, 1813 (No. 1, 
Gen. 8), married Elmira Moore, daughter of General Wm. Moore 
of Tullahoma. Tenn., children six; 1, George W. Montgomery, of 
Tululah, La., a prosperous farmer and for many years state senator 
from Madison parish. He was a lieutenant in the Confederate army ; 
married Rosa Treasvant Van Benthuysen, and has one son, George 
W. Montgomery, Jr., and one daughter, Cornelia Montgomery. 

2, Edward C. Montgomery, at present and for many years past 
one of the appellate judges of that district, and also an ex-state sen- 
ator. He was a lieutenant in the Confederate army; married Hen> 
rietta Miller; children six: Sallie died at the age of 3; EUmina 
died at 12 years ; Callie, Olivia, Alexander, and Eklward C. now live 
at home with the judge. 

3, Elizabeth Montgomery, married William H. Bush, a lieuten- 
ant of Montgomerv's Scouts in the Confederate army. Both are 
dead ; left one child, Bettie Bush, who married Dr. George Dorsey, 
of Yicksburg, Miss. 

4, Alexander K. Montgomery, Jr., married Mary Treasvant 
Both died near Lamar, La. 

5, Olivia Montgomery, of 600 Hellory street, New Orleans, La., 
married Frank V. Rochester; children four: Robert Robb. John 
U., Virginia and Frank. 

6, Lanson M. Montgomery, of Lamar, La., married Lola ; 

children, Elmira and Marion. 

2, Sarah Montgomery, second child of William, bom May 13, 
1816 (No. 2, Gen. 3), married Wilmot R, Gibbs of Columbus, S. C, 
and moved near Edwards, Miss. Their son, William Gibbs was a 
soldier in the Confederate army, in the 12th Mississippi regiment, 
and lost a leg in the battle of The Wilderness, and died soon after 
the war ended. 
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Their dauf^hter, Bebeoca Gibbs, married Dr. 0. McD. Brumbj, 
now of New Orleans, La. Their children are William, Sallie, 
Maggie, Bobert and Lizzie. The latter married Dr. McMullen and 
now lives witb her mother in New Orleans, La. Maggie married a 

Mr. Alston and lives at Delhi, La. Sallie married and now 

lives at Honolula. The two boys, both physicians, live in Texas. 

3, SpeDcer W. Montgomery, bom April 12, 1819 (No. 3, Gen. 3), 
married Elizabeth Selser. Both are dead, leaving one daughter, 
Mary B. Noble, of Dallas, Texas, who has seven children : One 
died unmarried ; 2, Ejdward Spencer, was accidentally shot when 17 
year old; 3, Elizabeth, married a Mr. Oliphant; 4, William Frank; 
5, Mary Virginia; 6, Martha Francis; 7, Essie Etta (see page 396.) 

4, Charles W. Montgomery, born Feb. 2, 1^2 (No. 4, Gen. 3), 
married Olivia Feree Moore, also a daughter of General William 
Moore. Her middle name is for Captain Feree, who married her 
grandmother in one of the forts in Kentucky during the American 
Bevolution, and through whom the daughter and granddaughters 
and great-granddaughters of Gen. Wm. Moore, a soldier of two wars 
(Florida and 1812) trace their title to *' Daughters of the American 
Bevolution." Charles and Olivia are both dead, and leave sorrowing 
them only two sons out of eight that were born to them. Archibald 
Zell and Bobert died before they reached their teens ; one died in in- 
fancy ; Lawson Bochester, Charles Kincaird and Joseph Cooper died 
just as they reached their young manhood — splendid young men, 
loved by all who knew them. Lawson Bochester, or *'Che8," as he 
was familiarly known among his comrades of the Confederate army, 
was at 15 years of age recognized as one of the most daring and effi- 
cient scouts in the army; a member of his brother William A. 's com- 
pany of scouts, he would have been next in command to Lieutenant 
E. C, but he declined the honor. 

COLONEL W. A. MONTGOMEBY. 

One of the most distinguished as well as most useful citizens of 
Edwards is Col. W. A. Montgomery, whose chivalrous spirit, exalted 
character and kindly nature win the hearts of all who know him. 

Col. Montgomery was born Oct. 18, 1844, and was at Union 
College, Murfreesboro, Tenn., when the war commenced. He was 
ordered home by his father when the state of Mississippi seceded 
from the Union, and was among the first volunteers from Missis- 
sippi, notwithstanding his father's protest on account ot his youth. 
He joined the Baymond Fencibles of the Twelfth Mississippi regi- 
ment, and went with that regiment to Virginia for the first year. 
He was discharged near the end of his first enlistment, and re- 
turned to Mississippi and joined the cavalry command of General 
Wirt Adams.

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Young Montgomery made his first military reputation at Four- 
teen Miio creek bridge on May 12, 1868, tbe day that Gen. Gregg 
fought the battle of Raymond. Having been sent by Col. Gates, 
who was then commanding at Edwards, to bum the bridge across 
Fourteen Mile creek, to impede Grant's army, and after burning all 
the bridges below the Dillon bridge on the night of the 11th, he sta- 
tioned bimself, with his detail of about ten men, at the bridge, per- 
haps one mile from Grant's headquarters, and over which the army 
was to pass next morning. About midnight, while the brige was 
burning, six negro men from the farm of Mr. Thomas Haman, who 
lived near by, came up, and, thinking they were Yankees, proposed 
to show where their old master was in the woods near by, with all 
his movable persona] effects. Montgomery sent to the Dillon place, 
got six axes, and put them all to work ; and when Grant's army 
moved next morning he not only had the bridge destroyed, but had 
a breastwork of trees on the opposite bank of the creek, where he 
awaited their approach, giving orders to his men not to fire until 
they heard his gun. As the stillness of that May morning was 
broken by the solitary sound of Montgomery's gun, fired into the 
head of the column at short range, every gun in the small Confeder- 
ate squad was empied into the squadron of Federal cavalry. After 
this repulse the Federals charged again to near where the bridge 
had stood, to meet another volley from the handful of Confederates ; 
and when the third charge was made to the bridge itself, a Federal 
horseman in front exclaimed : "My God 1 the bridge is burned." 
Soon not less than fifty pieces of artillery and five thousand rifles 
were ranged uxK)n the hill about half a mile away, and bore with 
fury upon the spot where Montgomery and his men lay ; but they all 
escaped unhurt during a lull in the firing. This checked Grant's 
army on that road for the day. General Grant in his official ve^rt 
says that they had quite a spirited engagement at Fourteen Mile 
creek, in which they lost 24 men killed and wounded. 

At Champion Hill, four days later, Montgomery so attracted 
the attention of Gen. Wirt Adams that he promoted him to chief of 
scouts, which position he held until promoted to captain of scouts 
known as Montgomery's. 

Many daring deeds after that made him exceedingly popular 
with his command. At Champion Hill, cTackson, Clinton, Cole- 
man's Cross Roads, Tinnin Monument, Bear Creek, Mechanicsburg, 
Decatur, Calhoim Station, Deer Creek, Pritchard's Lane, Goodman, 
Concord Church, and Gypsie, he was conspicuous for his daring and 
his skill as an officer. 

He surrendered with his company on the 12th of March, 1865, 
at Joinsville, Ala. 

A more daring act, perhaps, than any done in war, and one of 
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lasting^ lierDflrfit to the state, was performed in 1874, during t&e days 
of Republican rule. When Ames' negro militia had been or^ anized 
In Warren county and a fight with the white men seemed inevitable 
(a fight which would not only have resulted in great loss of life, 
would in all probability have changed the history of the state). Col- 
onel Montgomery made his way up into the camp of the negrces 
alone and induced them to disband. 

He organized and led the body of citizens that first went to 
Jackson and induced Governor Ames to disarm and disband the 
negro militia, and even as early as 1870 he was the organizer in 
Hinds and Warren counties of the ** White Camelia"— an order in- 
tended to resist the encroachment of the African upon the Anglo- 
Saxon race. 

To Col. Montgomery as much as to any other leader is due^ the 
overthrow of the Bepublican party and restoration of white supremacy. 

Colonel Montgomery was appointed colonel of the Second Mis- 
sissippi regiment in the war with Spain. Since the disbanding of 
his regiment he has been engaged in the practice of law and in 
looking after his planting interests. 

He is a Knight-Templar, Knight of Honor, Knight of Pythias* 
Woodman, and member of the American Legion of Honor. He is a 
Baptist, and a member of the board of trustees of Mississippi Col- 
lege, and has served in both branches of the legislature. He is now 
a candidate for Congress in the new Eighth district, with a strong 
following in all of the counties. If elected he will no doubt be of 
great service to his country in the halls of Congress as he has been 
in times of war. — The Raymond Gazette. 

He was married to Miss J. Mella Dufree in 1868, and by that 
marriage had five children. Will and Hugh died in infancy. Pat- 
rick Henry, his son, was married in 1893 to Mattie Noblin and had 
one son, Robert N. Montgomery ; his widow surviving him. He died 
in the prime of his manhood, in Edwards, Miss., May 15, 1901; a 
roan among men, loved, honored and respected by all.

Hugh Montgomery, bora May 15, 1796, in Fairfield district, S. 
C, 12th child of Charles Montgomery, Sr., married Isabella' Bell, a 
cousin, who in physical type was the opposite of her husband, bein^ 
fair with light hair and blue eyes. She was a woman of excellent 
native sense and strong character, active, energetic, and a great 
lover of home; children five. The first, Charles, bora Dec. 3, 1818, 
remained only four years to brighten by his presence the family 
hearthstone— passing away Sept. 27, 1822. Margaret Jane, the sec- 
ond child of Hugh, was born Nov. 8, 1825, and in early womanhood 
(Dec. 18, 1842) was called to join her brother in the home beyond. 
Elizabeth, William and Charles Robert completed the family circle. 

Hugh Montgomery was a planter among the Mississippi pio- 
neers and located in Octibbeha county, four miles from the begin- 
ning of a village called Starkvilie. He was a quiet, dignified 
gentleman and pursued his calling with reasonable success. Sep- 
tember 2. 1849, he entered the invisible world and was deeply 
mourned by his wife, who lived to the age of 94 years, and her mis- 
sion was a large and noble one— in raising a host of nieces, nephews 
and grandchildren, proving herself thereby a veritable mother in 
Israel. 

Elizabeth Mongomery, third child of Hugh and Isabella Mont- 
gomery, born Dec. 3, 1828, was educated at one of the best schools 
for girls known at that time. She married Nov. 5, 1840, Dr. Brain- 
ard Bardwell. She died May 7, 1844. She had two children: 
First, Elizabeth, who was trained in the best of schools, was an ex- 
ceptionally loving character: married Lieut. Wm. Bell, and died — . 
Second, William Bardwell, her brother, who died at the age of 12 
years. 

Wm. B. Montgomerry. born 1830, fourth child of Hugh and Isa- 
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bella Montf^omery, and his brotber Charles Robert, reoeived good 
educational advantages — attending, while still mere boys, school in 
Tennessee, and afterward college in Due West, & C, the University 
of Mississippi, and Princeton, N. J. ; the former receiving a diploma 
Hi the last place. They both located near Starkville and engaged 
in agricultural pursuits. 

In 1849 William was married to Julia Gillespie, the duaghter 
of Dr. Wm. Gillespie, a prominent planter alsa Of this union live 
children were born: Ejdwin, Albert, Maigery, Julia Alice* and 
William Robert. 

Before and after the Civil War Wm. B. lived at Kushla, Ala., 
twelve miles from Mobile, and did a prosperous cotton -commission 
business in the city. In 1864 he lost his wife, and was again mar- 
ried, to Sarah A. Glenn. Aug. 22, 1865; of which union live children 
were bom: Boy, Grace G., Mabel Ellizabeth, Walter Bell, and 
liouise. See page 407. 

Several years after the war, his health in a measure failing, he 
returned to Starkville and lived on a farm, leading an active, out- 
door life. He was much interested in educational work, his children 
being then in school, and was a little later instrumental in establish- 
ing, through his friend. Dr. T. G. Sellers, who became its principal, 
a female college at Starkville— an institution that for a period of 

years prospered. In he turned his attention to stock farming 

and was the first person to introduce Jersey cattle and other grades 
of fine stock into the South. He also experimented largely in grasses 
and really changed to a largo degree the method of farming in the 
Oulf States. The most significant thing, in its bearing upon the 
present and future material advancement of his state and the South, 
accomplished by the active, fertile brain of this public-spirited man, 
was his instrumentality in the establishment of a state agricultural 
and mechanical college, located at Starkville. He was really the 
founder of the institution by virtue of the constant agitation of the 
subject through the press of the state, and other means used of ven- 
tilating the idea with the legislators and prominent men of the state. 
This agitation resulted in an act of the legislature in 1881 appropria- 
ting money for this purposee. He was appointed one of the com- 
missioners for locating the college, and, later, the local trustee of the 
same, which position he has with faithfulness held through the 
twenty years of the life of the institution. 

He has always stood for a clean, pure government, and in mu- 
nicipal and state affairs has helped to effect needful reforms— among 
others, that of prohibition of the liquor traffic. His last public 
work was the formation of a stock company for the establishment of 
a cotton mill in Starkville, and the buildings for the plant are now 
in process of erection. Although not robust as formerly, he is still 
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active in public affairs, retaining his: position on the A. and M, 
Board of Trustees, and othf^rwise manifesting his interest in all that 
pertains to the progress of his section and state. 

In every sense of the word he is a man, the impress of whose 
character is felt by the people of his own generation and whom many 
vet to come will have reason to lie giateful that his feet rested for a 
time upon this earth and that his brain planned so well for iboee 
yet to follow. 

Edwin, son Qf Julia and W. B. Montcromery was born in 1852, 
He reached manhood*s estate and married Bettie Pressly of Cam- 
den, Ala. Seven children became nieml)er8 of this household and 
family circle. Julia Gillespie Montgomery, was born Sept. 18, 
1881, and finished her literary education at Due West, S. C, in 
June, 1901. William Arthur Montgomery, born May 15, 1883, and 
Tom McMilH^n, born July 9, 1885, are students at the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College. Belle Pressly, born July 17, 1887. Alice 
Pope, born Oct. 28, 1892, and two attractive children — Presley and 
Alberta— who opened their eyes on this great world the same date, 
Feb. 3, 1895 (twins), and have joyously journeyed together thus far, 
complete this radius of family influence, fklwin, the father, is en- 
gaged in stock farming, with Jersey cattle as a specialty ; though 
for several years before and after his marriage he edited with emi- 
nent success the leading agricultural paper of the South— "The 
Southern Live Stock Journal." which was established by his father. 

All^ert, the second son of William and Julia Montgomery, was 
born June 17, 1855. He was physically like his mother, with the 
fairest complexion, eyes tinted with the blue of the sky, and light 
hair that with years deepened a few shades. In a mere objective 
sense he was never handsome, but liad that rarer, more subtle gift 
of personal magnetism to a refined degree. In youth he was what 
miglit be called a ** winsome lad,'' but with maturity this charm de- 
veloped into a radiating, all-pervading brierhtuess that penetrated 
the most pronounced raoroseness of others and illuminated with sun- 
shine every place he entere'l, including the more abidiucr ones of 
home and business. 

His mental development was gradual, but the mind itself was of 
the character that insures growth tlirough thought. He did not 
take a diploma, but studied at King College, Bristol, Tenn., two 
years, before the abrupt closing of that avenue of mental culture. 
He thought of leading a professional life, and for a time read law, 
but abandoned the plan to enter upon an active and successful com- 
mercial career, being born with the instinct of business. His lean- 
ing to another life arose from that taste and appreciation of music, 
oratory and literature that was, unlike many business men, allowed 
through absorbing interests to become obscured and neglected, but

to him was a? necessary to the mental and sou] life as food to the 
physical body. Shakespear, a well-marked copy did not from long 
disuse gather dust upon its covers, but was to the date of his final 
illness eagerly devoured, while this mine of thought and expression 
arose as naturally to his lips as the common phrases of communica- 
tion to those of others. 

He located in New Orleans, La., and engaged in the cattle- 
commission business, and, considering his limited capital and ex- 
perience, was in a few years remarkably successful, and highly re- 
lirarded in the financial world. Later he began also to feed cattle for 
the local a^d other markets, and in this field, too, was amply re- 
warded until, in the panic of '93, a reverse of fortune which he 
bravely bore and from which he was recovering at the time of his 
death. He was a born financier, the kind of genius that no combi- 
nation of disastrous circumstances could crush ; and men, knowing 
this, urged upon him the use. at a reasonable interest, of thousands 
of dollars, so that he was wont to say that his adversity had not 
caused the usual bitterness of spirit, but that the human race was 
more dignified in his mind than when regarded from the view point 
of prosperity. He was a cattle feeder, operating largely in New Or- 
leans and at Meridian, Broocksville and Starkville, Miss. ; the year 
of his death the later markets proving that had he lived a fortune 
would have been realized. In 1883 he was united in marriage to 
Miss Mary ProweU, a beautiful and cultured young woman of Col- 
ambus, Miss. Five children came to enlarge the family circle and 
enrich their hearts and lives : Joseph, born Sept. 25, 1884, who has 
been a loyal and devoted son to the mother, whom the father left 
seven years ago, Sept. 24, 1895; is at present a student in the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College of Mississippi. Marjorie Clifford, 
the only daughter, was born Aug. 17, 1886, and is a student of the 
Meridian high school. Albert, the third son. was born Dec. 22, 
1888, and is also a very promising student of the same school. John 
Munford and Gillespie, the other children, born respectively Jan. 
287 1890, and July 9, 1895, are healthy specimens of boyhood, and 
both are in school. 

The ill health of his wife caused the family to move to Merdian, 
Miss,, where they had resided a year when the spirit of Albert was 
claimed, Sept. 24, 1895. 

Margery L. Montgomery, the third child of Wm, B., was born 
June 2, 1857. Her college course was finished at Sullins College, 
Bristol, Va. After the usual young ladyhood of Southern girls at 
that time spent in home and social duties, the Temperance Reform 
as instituted by the W. C. T. U. for a number of years engaged her 
earnest attention. At the death of her brother Albert, to whom she 
was united by the tenderest tie, she made her home with his wife in 
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Meridian and endeavored to lepay in service to bra otvn the debt of 
love and loyalty that was due this i^ntlest and most generous of 
men and brothers. Following an instinct for journalism, four years 
^go she purchased a daily newspaper and since that time has en- 
H^f^ed in work of that and a similar nature. At present she is staff 
correspondent of tbe Meridian Dkiily Press, ihe leading daily in the 
state, and she has been one among the most persevering in furnish- 
ing material for this genealogy. 

Julia Alice, daughter of W. B. Mon^mery, was bom June 8, 
1862. She finished her education at the Atheaneum, Columbia, 
Tenn., and in June, 24, 18B6, married John Walker Pope, native of 
Mobile, Ala., but at that time resident of Little Rock, Ark. Mr. 
Pope was a successful cotton buyer and a highly respected citizen, 
and died in the midst of his career as a financier, Jan. 17, 1901, leav- 
ing three children— Sarah Glenn Pope, born Aug. 27, 1889; Anne 
Foote Pope, born Sept. 29, 1893; John Walker Pope, born April 25, 
1899. 

Mrs. Pope is at present residing in Starkville, but for business 
reasons is contemplating a return to Little Rock. 

William Bobert. 

Koy, the son of W. B. and Sarah A. Montgomery, was bom Oct, 
12, 1868, and at the early age of three years ended his earthly exist- 
ence, March 11, 1872. He was very bright and attractive, and bis 
removal from the family circle made a sad vacancy. 

Grace Glenn, the next child, was born Dec. 30, 1870, and, like a 
fair and beautiful bud, was at the age of eight noonths (Aug. 25, 
1871) plucked by the Master's hand to bloom in the heavenlj 
garden. 

Mabel Elizabeth came, April 25, 1873, to fill in a measure the 
vacancy created by the going of the others, and is now living with 
her parents in Starkville, 

Walter Bell, the next sod was born June 13, 1876, and was in 
appearance unusually active, while in mind and character his devel- 
opment was one of deep interest to a large circle of relatives and 
friends, so promising was it ; but— s^las for the frailty of human 
bopes !— on the 25th of June, 1886, at 2 o'clock, the day after bis 
sister Alice's marriage, in obedience to a trust committed to him by 
the manager of the farm, he was, while in the upper story of tbe 
barn, struck by lightning— the stroke having come from a x>orfeotly 
clear sky. A tragic scene followed; the rain poured in torrents on a 
barn in flames, while the father rescued his boy's dead body from tbe 
burning building amidst the distressed cries of his mother and 
sisters. 

Louise, the youngest member of the family, was born April 20, 
1879. She was the object of great love and tenderness because of a 
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fa]] from a rolling oliair at tlie age of three years, dSnsing her to re- 
main practically all through life almost helpless. On Aug. 10, 18d9, 
she was called to a home where suffering is unknown. 

Charles Bobert, the third son of Hugh and Isabella Montgom- 
ery, was bom June 16, 1832!. As has been stated, he was educated 
at a comraDn school in Tennessee and later attended college at the 
University of Mississippi and at Princeton, N. J. In boyhocAl he 
was a gay, dashing youth, full of animal spirits and good cheer, 
which made him a welcome guest in any company. In early man- 
hood, on Sept. 29, 1853, he married Mary Belle McMillan, of Aber- 
deen, Miss. On Feb. 9, 1855. a little Hugh came to complete this 
bond of unity, and later the family chain was lengthened by the 
birth of Mary Belle, Sept. 13, 1856, and John McMillan, 1857. Dur- 
ing this period of his life Robert followed planting as a calling, liv- 
ing in the homestead with his widowed mother, but later moved to 
Starkville and engaged in the mercantile business, though for some 
years past he has been in the service of the Mississippi and Ohio 
railway, and possesses the confidence of the company that such faith- 
ful and efficient service as he has rendered merits. 

In 1857 he lost his wife, and for eleven years lived single, his 
mother caring for hifn and training the children. June 13, 1869, he 
married Miss Catherine Carothers of Starkville, a union that has re- 
sulted most happily, and from which eight children have swelled 
the family circle. Bobert Montgomery was made for family life, 
and in an ideal sense iills the relationship of husband and father, 
though his influence extends to other spheres, and he holds the re- 
spect of people in the state and elsewhere, while in his home town 
he is universally beloved by all classes and conditions of men. 

Hugh Montgomery, the oldest son of Bobert and Mary Belle 
Mongtomery, was bom Feb. 9, 1855, and grew to manhood, finishing 
his education at King College, Bristol, Tenn. He was possessed of a 
fine mind and a gentle disposition ; but, being of a retiring nature, 
the best things he had to offer in the delights of communion were 
reserved for the inner family life, or the companionship of a few 
friends. After an illness of three weeks he passed away, in early 
manhood, in Setpember, 1881, and was deeply mourned by his fam- 
ily and friends. 

Mary Belle, the daughter of Mary Belle and Bobert, was born 
Sept. 13, 1856. She attended the schools of Starkville, graduating at 
the female college there. Since the early years of young woman- 
hood, given to the pleasures and duties of social life, she has de- 
voted much time to sharing in large measure the family duties, and 
especially in caring for her younger sisters and brothers, in return 
receiving the love and appreciation that such unselfishness merits. 

John McMillan, the second son, was born Dec. 15, 1857. He 
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spent the closing years of his school life at King Oollege, Tean., 
and afterward gave his time to ooinmeroial pursuits, though at pres- 
ent he is assisting his uncle on a farm. 

Evelyn Garothers, the daughter of Robert and Catherine Mont- 
gomery, was born Jan. 24, 1871. She finished her education at the 
Industrial Institute and College, a state institution located at Co- 
lumbus, Miss., the literary course of which ranks with the best col- 
leges in this country; so that a young woman taking a diploma then, 
as she did, has a solid foundation upon which to build her future. 
After her graduation she taught several years, one term in a Sher- 
man (Texas) College, and later at Oxford, Miss. In November, the 
second day, 1896, she married William Perkins, a professor in the 
chemical department of the Agricultural and Mechanical College. 
They reside upon the college campus, and two attractive little girls 
—Kate Carothers, born Nov. 24, 1898, and Evelyn, bcHii Aug. 7, 
1899 — complete the happy household. 

Martha (or Pattie) Hope, the second child of Bobert and Kate 
Montgomery, was born July 19, 1872, and is a useful and cherished 
member of the family. 

Charles Robert, Jr., eldest son of Roliert and Kate Montgom- 
ery, was born July 25, 1874, and early drew, by his winsomeness, 
the hearts of the household, including the largest circle of relatives 
and friends, to him in close and endearing bonds. As he ap- 
proached the years of manhood and looked out on the large business 
and soical world, this, kindliness of temper and disposition was re- 
tained, reaping for him the legitimate fruit of love and friendship. 
After a period spent in the Argicultural and Mechanical College, at 
Starkville, he accepted a position of trust in a mercantile house in 
Atlanta, Ga., where he rendered acceptable service until called to 
Chattanooga, Tenn., to a more advantageous position. 

As time progressed, in answer to a demand he became identified 
with that large and respectable class of business men known as 
*' commercial travelers" or "knights of the grip;" a pursuit that he 
continued to follow with success until the unexpected summons to 
that ** undiscovered country from whose bourn no traveler returns" 
reached him, July 8, 1900, in Chattanooga, Tenn. The sudden call 
upon this loved one in the prime of young and buoyant manhood to 
lay aside the responsibilities of earth to enter upon the larger ones 
of another sphere was met by his family with deep distress, but also 
with submission to a Higher Will than theirs. 

The next advent into this family was that of Catherine, in 1876, 
who, as she approached womanhood, attended the Industrial Insti- 
tute and College at Columbus, Miss., giving sx)ecial time and atten- 
tion to music, in which art she became a skillful performer. Follow- 
ing college life she was socially a great favorite, but Dec. 28, 1899, 
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ended Id a measure that period of her history because of a union in 
marriafife with Mr. Stewart Weir, a gentleman who filled an impor- 
tant position in the textile department of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College at Starkville. November 13, 1900, marked the 
natal day of Bobert Montgomery Weir, son of Catherine and Stew- 
art Weir, whose interesting development was watched with an ab- 
sorbing interest by fond parents and relatives until, after a brief ill' 
ness, the shining, heavenly messenger came, June 9, 1902, to gather 
this opening bud to further unfold its petals in a garden of unfad^ 
ing flowers beyond earth's bounds. 

Annie Frierson, the next daughter of fiobert and Kate Mont- 
gomery, was born Sept. 25, 1878; attended the Industrial Institute 
and College, and the North Mississippi Presbyterian College at 
Holly Springs, and is now occupying a place of usefulness in the 
home and adorning the social circle. 

Paul, the next in age, was bom Nov. 25, 1880, and is now capa- 
bly knd conscientiously filling the position of operator in Shreve- 
port. La. 

Hugh, the next in succession, was born Nov. 16, 1882, to a brief 
bright existence followed by a sad death from an accidental cause, 
thus making a corresponding sympathy and grief that the unusual, 
in life or death, demands of those closely uqited by blood and asso- 
ciation to the one called upon to render a penalty of suffering. 

Little Hugh, active, vivacious and beautiful, on a sunny Sab- 
bath morning in April, while the major portion of the family were at 
service, became the innocent victim of the carelessness of a servant 
in leaving within easy reach of a child's hands a cup of concentrated 
lye. He lived for more than a year in more or less comfort, but 
died at last as a result of the inevitable operation performd by a 
skillful physician in Nashville, Nov. 16, 1884. 

Adelaide came to fill in some measure the vacancy created by the 
going of little Hugh beyond mortal ken, as well as to make for her- 
self a valued place in this circle of hearts, Jan. 25, 1887. She has 
now left baby-land well behind and is earnestly applying herself to 
her studies in the Industrial Institute and College at Columbus, 
Miss. 

Margaret, the youngest member of this family, was born Nov. 
24, 1888. She is a student of the high school of Starkville; a bright 
and attractive presence in her father's home with all the wealth of 
twentieth-century opportunities for a splendid womanly development 
before her — opportunities of which she will doubtless avail herself. 
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LAND CLAIMANTS ASTIR. 

"The claim of Robert Montgomery, Earl of Eiggleston. recently 
set up making claim to 20,000 acres of land in this country, has set 
the whole clan of Montgomerys into a lively land scramble. The 
Earl of Elggleston lives in Scotland. In the dispatches it was re- 
cently announced that he was making claim on the United States 
government for 20,000 acres of land by virtue of a grant from 
George III. to one of his Montgomery ancestors. These land grants 
of George III. were, it is understood, preserved inviolate in the 
shifting of rights between the governments of this country, and the 
earl wants his land, or wants the right to locate his grant anywhere 
in the United States from any other public lauds. Of course he 
does not expect to get the original land granted by George III. 

Since the filing of the earrs claim, John M. Smylie of the laud 
office here, who is the agent of the earl in Jackson, has been receiv- 
ing numerous letters from all parts of the state inquiring as to the 
rights of the Montgomery heirs. These letters all come signed by 
some scion of the house of Montgomery, and the writers all claim to 
be lineal descendants of the Montgomerys of Scotland, and to have 
rights paramount to Earl Robert. The letters assert that if the gov- 
ernment is going to open the doors to the Montgomeiy claimants, 
then they want to get into the game and share in the diistribution of 
the land. Mr. Smylie has been designated by the earl of Eagles- 
ton as agent for him, to get up evidence from the land records here 
in support of his claim to the grant. Mr. Smylie has been at work 
on the case and states that there is no question about the earl's 
rights in the premises. Mr. Smylie says that many of the Moat- 
gt)mery letters he is receiving make dire threats of swooping down 
and gobbling the whole United States if their claims are not heark- 
ened to." 

The above was clipped from a Memphis, Tenn., paper and sent 
me by Mrs. Judge G. Q. Hall, of Meridian, Miss., whose maiden 
name was Montgomery. The agent referred to met her brother in a 
Vioksburg Hotel and requested an introduction, claiming that he 
could see in him a strong resemblance to Earl Eggleston, whom he 
(Smylie) represented. The earl, being informed of this, wrote Mr. 
Montgomery and sent his picture, which really showed a striking re- 
semblance. The earl also gave Mr. Montgomery a warm invitation 
to visit him. 

VAST MONTGOMERY ESTATE. 
(From Pittsburg Leader.) 

•'LaPorte, Ind.. Feb. 6, 1899. 
"A meeting of the heirs of the Montgomery fortune has been 
called, to be held in New York, Feb. 8, at which steps will be taken 
for a thorough legal investigation of the claims of heirs. A. J. 
Montgomery, of 36 Fremont street, Alleghany, says that John 
Montgomery settled in Armstrong county. Pa., in 1804, and that all 
of the connection now reside in western Pennsylvania. Other Pitts- 
burg Montgomerys have also become interested, and strong proofs of 
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kinship are being deTeiaped. The estate now is reputed as aggre- 
l^ating nearly one hundred millions, the New York heirs having un- 
earthed more wealth. 

'^The meeting of heirs will be held at the offioe of Mr. Mont- 
gomery, a New York attorney, who will be associated with eminent 
counsel in investigating the affairs of the estate. 

**A Leader representative called this forenoon at the Montgom- 
ery residence in Alleghany. Mr. Montgomery was not at home, but 
his wife stated that it was true they were expecting to be included 
among the heirs to the large Montgomery estate. She said that the 
estate was located in Ireland and that, although she did not know 
much of the family history, yet it had always been known here that 
the family here had wealthy connection in Ireland. Mrs. Mont- 
gomery said that her husband's grandfather came to this country 
from Ireland at the time of the Whiskey Insurrection. A. J. Mont- 
gomery, of Alleghany, was born at South Bend, this state, 63 years 
ago. He is in business at 408 Duquesne Way." 

MONTGOMERY FORTUNE. 
*'My third great-grandfather, James, had a brother John and a 
brother Alexander and a sister Nancy. I know nothing of any 
others. Their father's name, I think, was Alexander, He came to 
this country from County Donegal, Ireland, at an early date. He 
was a cousin to General Richard Montgomery, John and Alexander 
Montgomery, of Raphael, county Donegal, Ireland. I do not know 
where Alexander Montgomery first setteled, but his children, whom 
I mention, were in Washington county, Va., in 1765. I am de- 
scended from both James and Nancy Montgomery, through the in- 
ter-marriage of their children. James served as a lieutenant in the 
Revolutionary War. His Bible, now 121 years old, is in my posses- 
sion, but the pages containing the family records had been ren^oved 
before it fell into my hands. If this is the line you are interested 
in. I can give you other data. Please give your descent

1 think this was pulished in the Louisville Courier-Journal 
probably about 1898. I do not know who the author is, but I think 
it is in answer to a question concerning a very large estate supposed 
to belong to the descendants of one Alexander Montgomery who 
settled in New York in an early day, as the following will show, 
which is also a newspaper clipping : 

"David Robinson in his will bequeathed to Lifford Parish, 
County Donegal, 200 pounds sterling of English money. This was 
left in the hands of his executors — Archibald Stewart, John Breck- 
enridge, Francis Preston, Alexander Montgomery, and his brother 
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Wi]]iam Bobinson, to be given to the minister for cbarity tbrougfa- 
out time. He left to the Hibernian Society in Philadelphia money 
for the support of emigrants. To his sister, Nancy Montgomery, wife 
of Captain James Montgomery, he leaves a large legacy. 

"James Montgomery's father, Alexander, was cousin to Richard 
Montgomery of Euchre fame. James belonged to the society of 
Cincinnati. He left a legacy to Margaret Edmiston, the daughter 
of Nancy Montgomery and wife of Captain John Edmiston, who was 
killed at the battle of Siver Baisin, and whose name is second on 
the monument at Frankfort, Ky., and for whom gEIdmiston county 
was named. 7ohn Edmiston was a private in the Revolutionary 
War under his father, Major William Edmiston, and who was second 
in command of Virginia troops under Campbell, wbo behaved sa 
honcN*ably at King's Mountain. John Edmiston was, with others, 
complimented for his gallantry. He left only one son, who died 
childless. His daughter, Margaret, married William Chandler 
Pruitt, and their daughter married Richard Spurr of Athens, Fay- 
ette county, Ky. 

'*David Robinson left to his niece, Agnes Preston, wife of Walter 
Peston and daughter of Nancy Montgomery, a legacy. Walter Pres- 
ton was father of John M. Preston of Virginia. To Elizabeth Mont- 
gomery, daughter of Nancy and wife of Maj. Alexander Montgom- 
ery, he leave;^ a legacy. His estate in Clark county was called **The. 
Ryefields." He owned large tracts in Shelby county, Ky., and 
Montgomery county, Va. Martha Chandler Pruitt's father was 
William Chandler of Halifax, Va. Her mother was May Hamlin, 
who can give their antecedents or those of David Robinscxi." 

MILLIONS, 
Montgomery Estate in New York will be Claimed by Kentuckians. 



''Lebanon, Ky., March 31, 
"Mrs. William Bricken. who conducts the Bric^en hotel in this 
city, and Mrs. James Adams, also of this city, have just learned 
through their attorneys that they are direct heirs to the large Mont- 
gomery estate located in New York city. 

"The estate is estimated to be worth from S90,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000. This property was owned by Alexander Montgomery, 
great-grandfather of Mrs. Bricken. When Alexander Montgomery 
died a search was instituted for his son James, who it seems could 
not be found, and this delayed the settlement of the estate. 

"James Montgomery, who was the grandfather of Mrs. Brickeu 
and the son of Alexander Montgomery^ died at this place and was 
interred here.

$, B. Knuckles an Heir to the Montgomery Estate.— Has Figured 
Out that His Family Tree is Quite Certain his Claim is Regular. 



"Fickle fortune seems to be ready to smile again on Mr, Samuel 
B. Knuckles, the book-keefier at the Hutchinson grocery store. Mr. 
Knuckles read of the vast fortune left by Alexander Montsromery in 
New York, and, a branch of his family tree being a Montgomery, he 
naturally set about to learn if the families were connected. When 
Been by a reporter for the Herald, Saturday, Mr. Knuckles had fig- 
ured out his family tree and discussed it at some length with the 
reporter. He said that if Alexander Montgomery and General Mont^ 
gomery were brotbers he was quite sure that he would come in for* a 
portion of the estate. Of the family Mr. Knuckles said that his 
great-grandfather, William Scott, was a descendant direct from 
General Montgomery, who lived at Hageratown, Maryland, and that 
William Scolt came to Lexington when it was a frontier town and 
was in the block-house here for seveal months as a protection from 
the hostile Indians before moving to his farm. He said that his 
grandfather Vance married one of Soott^s daughters and she gave 
birth to twin children which she named Montgomery and Alexander 
Vance, respectively. His grandmotlier was named Sallie Montgom- 
ery Vanoe, and she was named for Sallie Montgomery, who was a 
sister to General Montgomery* 

*'Mr, Knuckles says that he intends to open correspondence with 
the attorneys who are trying to locate the heirs, and if he learns that 
General and Alexander Montgomery were brothers he is certainly 
entitled to some of the estate and will claim it. 

'^Several years ago Mr. Knuckles fell heir toseveral hundred dol^ 
lars through a relative several generations removed, by tracing it up> 
and he hopes to be as lucky on this occasion; but the amount will 
be thousands instead of hundreds." 

FORTUNE WAITS. 

John Lair Said, to be Heir to $9,000,000 Property in New "York.— 

Descendants of Alexander Montgomery, Who Leased the 

Ground for Ninety-nine Years. — He is One of Many. 



** John Lair, of 634 East Street, is awaiting with much interest 
further developments in an investigation that promises to prove him 
one of the heirs to an estate in New York city, valued at j^,000,000^ 
So far he knows nothing about the circumstances under which the 
estate is wanting a claimant, nor does he know the exact location or 
value of the property; but he is daily expecting an agent who is 
looking for the descendants of Ezekiel Montgomery, of whom Mr. 
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Lair is a grandson. This agent, it appears, has visited a niece of 
Mr. Lair's in Washington county, Ky., in the course of his investi- 
gations, and it is from her that Lair has learned the on)y definite^ 
news of the case. According to her, the agent is coming to Louis- 
Tille to see Mr. Lair. 

*'Mj:s. Helen S. Crouch is the writer of the letter. According 
to her presentation of the situation, tbe estate in question is that 
of Alexander Moutgomery, who owned laud in New York city which 
he leased to parties for nioety-nine years. This lease has just ex- 
pired, and no claimant for the property has appeared. 

*'It appears also that Alexander IVIontgomery left no issue. He 
had a brother Ezekiel Montgomery, now deceased, who left children. 
It is these and their descendants, it appears, that are now beiu^ 
sought. EzekiePs children were three — Bettie, James and Judy. 

*'It appears that the Lair family can account for Judy and 
James, and possibly for Bettie. At any rate, Mr. John Lair is the 
son of* Judy Montgomery, who was married to Hubbard Lair in 
Kentucky. According to the letter from his niece, Mr. Lair is led to 
believe that the children of Hubbard Lair are regarded as the direct 
heirs. Mr. Lair is one of these. 

''There are also two living brothers. They are Thomas, who 
lives near Mackville. Washiutgon county, Ky.. and Merritt, who 
was last heard of at the state insane asylum at Lexington. He lost 
his mind several years ago, grieving over tbe death of his wife. He 
has two children living in Garrard county. Thomas also has chil- 
dren. There were two other brothers, nov; deceased — William and 
Andrew. Both left families. One of Andrew's children is Mrs. 
Crouch, who wrot3 to Mr. Lair. 

"Of James Montgomery, the second child of the deceased Ezek- 
iel Montgomery, not so much is known. It is believed that, he had 
two children — Nat, and a daughter, now Mrs. Coy of Indiana. 
Whether or not Nat is living is not known bv the Lairs. 

**A short time before hearing of the estate, Mr. Lair received a 
letter from a cousin at Columbia, Mo. While she did not bring oat 
anything about claims to an estate, she made inquiries as to the 
family history, and Mr. Lair believes that she has also been ap- 
proached in a search for information by some one. This cousin is 
Mrs. Elizabeth Adams. She appears to be a daughter of Bettie, the 
other child of Ezekiel Montgomery, whose name after marriage was 
Mrs. Jack Ashley. Mrs. Adams has a son, and a daughter— Mrs. 
Brickins, at Lebanon, Ky. 

** *I am of course anxious to learn more of this matter,' said Mr. 
Lair yesterday, 'as all I know about the search for heirs to the New 
York estate is what is told me by my niece in her letter. She writes 
that the person who made inquiries of her is coming to Louisville, 
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but I have not yet seen him. If she has been correctly informed as 
to the family involved, there will be little difficulty for us to prove 
the descent from £^ekiel Montgomery. If there is really such an 
estate as is spoken of, I suppose it is one that is about to pass into 
the hands of the state, and some one has devoted himself to saving 
it to the heirs. Before the present time I have heard nothing of it.' 
"Mr. Lair removed to Louisville from Washington county, Ey., 
March 1. He is sixty-five years of age and has several children. 
He was until recently engaged in farming, and is in moderate cir- 
cumstances. His father. Hubbard Lair, was a tanner and was born 
in Lincoln county. He married the daughter of Ezekiel Montgom- 
ery, in Washington county." 

COMPARISONS OF CLAIMS. 

You will noice that Spark's American Biography (see General 
Richard Montgomery) says General Richard, John and Alexander 
were brothers. And Mr. Knuckles claims that Alexander was a 
brother to Richard. Mr. Lair also claims that Alexander left no 
issue, but claims that he had a brother Ezekiel not mentioned by the 
other two accounts. 

You will also note that Mrs. Brickens of Lebanon, Kentucky, 
who Mr. Lair admits is also a lineal descendant of Ezekiel, says 
that Alexander had issue and that she is one of his descendants. 

Then, by referring to the will of David Robinson you will see 
that it is claimed that Alexander, the father of James and great- 
grandfather of Mrs. Brickens, is not a brother but a cousin to Gener- 
al Richard Montgomery. If this be the case, then this Alexander 
may have had a brother Ezekiel. 

And E. H. J., under the head of ''Queries," claims that Alax- 
ander was a cousin to General Richard Montgomery. 

Now turn back and read these accounts again ; it will prove a 
splendid exercise in genealogies. 

For the benefit of those who may be inclined to prosecute this 
matter further, I will say that I have discussed this matter with able 
legal talent who have given considerable thought to this question, 
and they give it as their opinion that all means invested in investi- 
gating this is not likely to bring back any returns.— D. B. M.
